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PREFACE. 


The delay in the publication of this Volume has arisen 
from the difficulty of obtaining a complete collection of tlie 
engagements mediated with the petty Chiefs in IVIalwa. No 
collection of the kind has ever been attempted before ; and 
only a few of the more important of these engagements are 
to he found among the records of the Voreign Office, For 
the comparative completeness of the collection now published 
the Compiler is entirely indebted to the assistance readily 
given him by ISfajor Meade, the Governor General’s Agent 
in Central India, and his subordinate officers, more parti- 
cularly liicutonant Bradford, Major Macmullin, and Major 
Hutchinson. 

!Mo&l of the engagements contained in Part III. of this 
Volutno wore received from Central India in the vernacular. 
The translations were made by Moulvic Izhar Iloossein 
Kliaii Bahadoor, Baboo Anund Chunder Mookerjee, and 
Baboo Prankissen Gangooley, of the Persian Office, and 
were carefully revised by the Political Agents in Central 
India, to whom the best thanks of the Compiler are due.

The system of non-inteifprence wHcli was introduced on the accession 
of Lord Cornwallis left the States of Central India and Bajpootana a 
prey to the Findaree freehooters, who g'ained in strength as tho 
Mahratta power decayed. They soon ventured to extend their depreda- 
tions into British territory. No line of defence and no disposition of 
troops could protect the country from their incursions under the system 
of warfare which they pursued, and Government was therefore led to 
form a general system of political alliances for the entire suppression of 
the Pindarees. The Treaty of 1817 with Sindia removed the restriction 
which had been placed upon the formation of alliances between tho 
BritLrh Government and the Rajpoot States, and Lett Government free 
to enter on new relations with them. The object of the Treaties to be 
formed with them was the establishment of a barrier against the pre- 
datory system and against the extension of the power of Sindia or 
Holkar beyond the limits which Government designed to impose on it 
by other measures. It was not at that time proposed to acquire the 
power of exercising any interference in the internal administration of 
the Rajpoot States, but to subjeot only tbeir political measures and 
external relations to the control of the British Government, to secure to 
Sindia and Holkar the tribute payable to them in tho event of these 
Chiefs entering into the policy of the British Government, and to secure 
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to tho British Government each pecuniary aid as might be adapted 
. to the means of the several States respectivdy, in order to indemnify the 
British Government for the charges incidental to the obligation of 
protecting them. 

Arrangements on this principle were made with the States of 
Oudeypore, Jeypore, Jodhpore, Kotah, BooudeCj Kerowlee, Banswarrah, 
Doongurpore, and Kishengnrh^ and the relations of Government with 
the more distant States of Jcssulmere and Bickaneer were improved, but 
without the establishment of the same intimate connection as with 
the other States. 

There are eighteen States in Bajpootana, of which fifteen are 
Bajpoot; two are Jat, Bhnrtpore and Dhdephre ; and one is Mahomedan, 
Tonk. The Rajpootana States pay the following tribnte to the British 
Government

Tim Oudcyporo family is ilio liigliest in rank and iHgnity amongf 
the Rajpoot Chief' of India. Tlic ralini; Chief is eousidcrod by Hindoos 
to be the representative of Rama, Ibo ancient Kin;r of Ajoudhia, by one 
of whose descendants, Kiinaksen, the present family was founded about 
D. 111. Tlio States of 1 >oon{jarpore, Sirohi, and Pertabgurh are 
oU'-hoots from it. Siv.-ijce, tiie Ibninler of the 'vlahratt.i power, and 
the Bhonsla fanjily were also desccnd»*d from the House of Onde 5 'poro. 
No State in India made a more noble and a more desper.ato resistance to 
the Mahomodans. It is the boast of the family that they never yave a 
daug'hter iu mari'i.iyo to any of the Mahomedan Emperors, and they for 
many years cca^od to intorniiirry with the other Rajpoot families who 
had disgraced themselves hy snub alliances. 

Bana Ilmra, who stleceeded to the State in a. d, 1700, formed 
an alliance with the Rajahs of Je^porcand Jodhporefor mutual protection 
against the Mahomodans. It nas one ol’ the conditions of this tripartite 
alliance that those Chiefs should regain the privilege of marriage with 
the Oudeypore family on condition that tlie sons of the Oudcyjiore 
princesses should succeed* in preference to children by other wives. 
.Tlie cpiarrcls to uhicli this stix>ulatioii gave rise led to the conqnc.st 
of the country by the ^lahrattas, at whoso hands Oudcyi>orc suQbred 
more cruel devastations than it had ever been subjected to by the 
Mahomodans. Buna Umra was succeeded in 1716 by Sangram Sing II.,

who was followed in 173t 1>y Jugjfat Sing II. On the departure of 
Nadir Shah, the Pcishwa, having received from Mahomed Shah the 
cession of the uhouth or fourth lairt of the revenues of the empire, 
demanded this tribute from Oudeypore in common with the other States 
which had been tributary to the limperor; and, in 1730, Bajce Rao Pcishwa 
concluded a Treaty with Juggnt Sing II., by which the Kana agreed 
to pay uunuully Riijiees 1,00,000 on account of chouth. 

Jey Sing, the Chief of Jeypore, had married a daughter of Sangrjiin 
Sing of Oudeypore, having at the time .a son Rsrcc Sing whom, with tlio 
view of defo.ating the condition with Oudeypore regarding the succes- 
sion, he hud married to a daughter of the Rawut of Saloombur, the 
most jicjwerful of the Oudeypore feudatories, and the hereditary loader 
of the Oudeypore forces. On the death of Jey Sing, the power in 
Jeypore was assumed by Hsree Sing. But the claims of Madho Sing, 
the son of the Oudeypore priuces.s, were supported by the Malihraiia, who 
called in the aid of Mulhar Rao llclloir and agreed to pay him Rupees 
S0,00,000 on condition of his deposing Esrcc Sing. In part i)nyment f>f 
this sum the hlah.aruna made over to Ilolkar the district of Uampoora. 
Till' loss of Rampoora, however, was the least of the evils which followed. 
It became thereafter the custom, for the redress of any real or supposed 
wrong, to call in the aid of the Mahrat^as, who thus obtained a firm foot- 
ing ill hleywar and became the referees in all disputes and tlie virtual 
rulers of the count ly. 

On llie witliJraw.al of tli’o Brili.sh influence trom Rajpootana in 
ISOG under the policy of nou-intcfcrcncc which bad been introdiieod by 
Lord Cornwallis, Oudeypore was laid waste by the armies of Siudia, 
Ilolkur, and Ameer Khan, and by many lierdes of Pindaroc jiinndorers." 
To such distress was the Maliurana reduced, that ho was depeudent ou 
the bounty of Zalim Sing, the Regent of Kotab, who gave Iiim an 
allowance of Rupees 1,000 a inoiitb, and wa, os:po.sed to the insidts of 
bis own feudatories, the more jiowerfnl of whom had retired to their 
forts and were bent only on tlicir -nvii preservation. 

Ill this state of degrailalioii Maliarann Blicom Sing' was found 
in 1S17, when the British (Jovernraent entered ou ils general scheme 
of alliances for the Kupprcs.',ioii of the I’indarccs. Bheem Sing had suc- 
ceeded to power in 1778, and betwcii Juggnt Sing II. and him there 
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liaJ been the following' successions: Pertab Sing II. in 1752; Riij 
Sing II. in 1755; Bana Ursee in 17C2, whose insolent behaviour led 
to the csli'angement of his nobles from, him and the seizure of the di-slricts 
of Jawutl, Jeerun, Neemuch, and Morwnr by Sindia, of Neombhera 
by Ilolkarj and Godwar by Jodhporc; and Ilumeer in 1772, from, 
whom Sindia wrested the districts of Ruttungurh, Kheree, and Singow- 
lee, and Ilolkar the districts of Jath, Biehorc, and Nuddomay. 

By the Treaty (No. I.) the British Government agreed to protect 
tlie territory of Oiuli'yi)orc, and to use its best exertions for the restor- 
ation of the territories it had lost when this could be done with pro- 
priety; and tlie hlaharana ackiiowledgiKl the British supremacy and 
agreed to abstain from political eorrespondeiice, to submit disputes to the 
arbitration of the British Government, and to pay onc-fonrth of the 
revenues as tribute for five years, and thereafter threo-eighths in 
lierpetuitj'. The object of the 7th Article of the Treaty was to leave 
Government the right of aetii.g on the Meywar claims to restoration 
of territory as might bo divuncJ just and exp< dient. This clause has 
furnished the Oudeyjiore State with never-failing cause of complaint, 
particularly with respect to the district of Neombhera. This district, 
haviug been guaranteed to Ameer Klian, could not bo resti>red. During 
the mutinies of 1S.57, Captain Showers, the Political Agent of Meywar, 
iinauthorizodly allowed the troops of Oudc\poro to oceuj>y it, but after 
I be return of ])i'iico the M.abarana was compelled by the British Govern- 
ment to rcbtoi':' it to the Nawab of Toiik, and to account for the revenues 
during the time of his occupation. 

The district of Mairwavra, iuhahited by predatory ti-ibes and 
belonging* partly to Ovideyporc, Jodhporc, and tlie Britisli Ooveriunent 
ill virtue of its possession of Ajmere, was entirely subdued by a British 
force in 1821. AVith a \iow to the pacification and improvement of the 
country it was taken under British administration and a local corps was 
raised to which Oudeypore and Jodhporc were to contribute annually 
llupccs 15,000 each. Although the Maharana of Oudeypore acquiesced in

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RAJPOOT- the arrangement and transferred his villages to the British Governmeut for 
. ten years, he appears to have executed no formal engagement. As his oon- 
Oudeyporc. reluctantly given, he was required to pay nothing towards 

the expenses of management beyond his contribution of Bupees 15,000 
to the local corps. The arrangement expired in 1833, when the 
Maharana, having profited largely by it, willingly made a new engage- 
ment (No. II.) for eight years, and agreed to raise his contribution to 
Bupees 20,000. In 184<3 he again expressed his readiness to allow the 
district to remain under British maufigement so long as it might suit 
the convenience of the British Government. Much was done towards 
the civilization of the Mhaii-s by the British Government, and in 1847 an 
effort was made to procure the perpetual cession of the Meywar and 
Jodhpore shares. Tlie Maharana agreed to a ]>crmancnt transfer of his 
villages on condition of his receiving in -farm the districts of Jawud, 
Jecrun,Neemuch, &c., which had been assigned to the British Government 
by Sindia for payment of the Gwalior Contingent, and to the restoration 
of which the Maharana conceived he had a right under the 7th Article 
of the Treaty of 1818. Tlic Muhoraua’s government, however, was 
so ineflicient and oppressive that it was considered most objectionable 
to put additional districts under his control. In this unsatisfactory 
state the British occupation ol IVIaii warra remains. 

The hill districts of Oudeypore to the south and south-west are 
inhabited by wild and turbulent tiibes of Bhecls and Grassias, under 
B.ajpoot Chiefs owning a nominal allegiance to Oudeyjiore, holding the 
right of property in the land over which the Maharana has no jiower, 
and levying black mail on neighbouring villages and a tax on the 
passage of goods and travellers, for whose safety they arc considered 
responsible. Various injudicious attempts to intcrfciu with tl e prescrip- 
tive rights of these tribes drove tiiem to lovolt, and necessitated the 
employment of British troops for their coercion. It was found that 
without the constant supervision of Brili.ih Otlicers permanent peace 
could not be restored. Accordingly it was proposed in 1838 to raise 
a Bhcel Corps to be stationed in these districts. The Maharana of 
Oudeypore oflered to contribute towards the expenses of the eoriis the 
revenues of his share of Mairwarro, estimate I at Bupees 45,000, and 
the Grassia tribute.'^, cstim.itcd at Buiiees 10,000, and to moke over 
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the district for ten years to British management. The corps was 
raised in IStl at a cost of Rupees 1,20,000 a year, of which Oudeyporc 
agreed to pay Kui>ees 50,000, hut the civil control of the districts 
was left with the Mah.arana. Since the formation of the corps the out- 
hreahs of the Bhoels have hoen suppressed ; hut there has hceu a constant 
struggle hetween the native government socking to oppress the Bheels 
and Ihe Superintendent of Kherwarra to protect them. In 1801 the 
<-ost of the corps was reduced to about Rupees 98,000. 

C.aptaiu Tod was the first Agent appointed to Oudeyporc. As the 
counfry was utterly disorgaui/od, decided interference was necessary to 
restore the State to prosperity, and enable it to perform with effect the 
stipulations of the Treaty with the British Government. Captain Tod 
w’as therefore directed do take the whole control of affairs into his own 
hands. Tlie result was that the net revonnes which in 1S19 were 
only Rupees l','ll,218, amounted in 1821 to Rupees 8,77,034. Towards 
1S21, however, this minute interference was giudually withdi’awn. The 
eonseipicnce was that within two years the S'-'itc was involved in debt, 
the British trilnito remained unpaid with arrears amounting tp JJupeos 
7,9t),7 i?, and the incoming rovemios of the State were anticipated. It 
heeame ali'-olutely necess'iiy ag.iia to i>hieo the districts under the 
suporinloiidenco of the Political Agent, to make the Maluirana an 
allowance of Rupees 1,000 a day, and to reserve certain districts for the 
regular i^yment of the tribute and the liquidal ion of arrears. ’Tlio 
dejiondoiit state to which tho hlahuruna was reduced, although the 
result of his own iinjiroiidenee, could only ho lustilied as a temporary 
inea-ure, inasmuch as it paralyzed all spuutaucuus and individual action 
within the State, la 1S2G, therefore, tho authority of the hlaharana was 
ro-estahlihhed, and the iutorforence of the Political Agent was with- 
drawn. 11 ithin a few months tho extravagance and oppression became 
as great as they had ever been before, and the roads became almost 
impassiihle to single travellers. 

hlaharana Bheem Sing died in 1828, and was succeeded by his 
son, Jowau Sing, who gave himself up to debauchery aud vice. IVithin 
a few years the tribute again fell heavily into arrears, the State was 
overwhelmed iu debt, and there was an annual deficit of two lakhs of 
Rupees; so that, iu 1838, tho Court of Directors ordered that, if the 
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Mnhanma bliDuld f.iil in his cngafromenls to liquidate the arrears, a 
territorial or other sufficient security should be required. 

In Auijuht IS.fJS Jowan Sing died without issue, and was succeeded 
hy his adoiited sou Sirdar Sing. He received an inheritance of del)t 
amounting to Rupees 1!),C7,500, of whtcli nearly eight lakhs were on 
account of trilmte. Sirdar Sing was very unpopular with his Chiefs, 
and in 1811 he proposed, with a view to strengthen his authority, to 
subsidize a regiment of infantry to bo stationed at liis caiiital ; but 
the ])ropos,al was not accepted. lie died in 1843, and was succeeded 
by his younger brother, Suroop Sing, whom he had ailopted. 

The iin.ancial embarrassments in which the Oiideyporc State was 
involved had b-d to repeated applications for a reduction in the amount 
of tributt', which, in 183(5, had lieen fixed at three lakhs of Oudejqtore 
Rupees. In June 1810 it was reduced to two lakhs of Government 
Rupees. 

Suroop Sing died on 17th November ISOl, and wa.s sueceeded by 
his nephew and adopted son, Sumbhoo Sing, to wlioui (he i)rivilcgc of 
adoptiei^ has been guaranteed (No. III.). The administration is con- 
ducted during his iniuoril} bv ii Regeiiey Council witli (he aid of 
the adtiee of tlie Political Agent. Tlie Council wa-., as usual in such 
e.ises, nominated by the Political Agent anil .qijtoiiileil by Government. 
Three of the members have been disini'-ed by Government for miscon- 
duct, and ill eonseqiieuee of the gro.*.- )« rver'ioa of ju'-tiee by tbe Re- 
gency Council, it liJ'' been found neees'-ary toionliT judicial and revenue 
liowors oil the Political Agent during the minority of the IMuliarana. 

Rver since the eonuectioii of the Ilritish Government with Oudey- 
pore, the Chiefs of that State liavc been involved in di'-putes with their 
noble'-, who enjoy privileges and rigV.ts which do not iirev.iil in any 
other X’art of R ijpo<)tana. The great t nutaher of the feudatory Chiefs 
arc descendants, of lormer Raua". Of tlu.se tl; ■ most important are 
the Choondawut Chiefs who are Jc^cendol from Cliooiida, and of whom 
the most powerful is the llawut of Salooinbnr. 'J’his Choonda, about 
the middle of the fourteenth century, gave uji his claim to the succes- 
sion in favour of his younger brother Mokul, reserving for himself the 
first place' in the councils of the State. The Rawiit of Saloomhur there- 
fore claims tlie office of chief hereditary eouueillor; and when the 
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Treaty of 1818 was concluiled, an attempt was made, but witliout sue- EAJPOf>T- 
to obtain the guarantee of the British Government to this ofliee 
i|[^ing held by the Eawut. Next in iraportaneo to tljo Choondawut OuAi.jimrc. 
i^iufs are the Sukhtawuts, descended from Sukhta, brother of Pertab 
lUilana, who ruled about the middle of the sixteenth century. At the 
4a(e of the Treaty with the British Government these Chiefs had made 
themselves virtually independent of the Maharana, and one of the first 
acts of the Political Agent, who was invested with full control, was to 
draw up an agreement (No. IV.) between the Maharana and his Chiefs, 
by which the tatter l>ound tlicuiselves to .restore all the lands they had 
usurped or otherwise aetprired during the last fifty years, and to perform 
service for three months each j'car with quotas of two horsemen and four 
foot soldiers for every Rupees 1,(100 of their revenue. The object of this 
was to restore territorial jiosscssion to the footing on which it stood in 
the year 1700, when the ruin of Oudoypore commenced. 

The quotas furnished under this agreement were notoriously inelfi- 
eicnt. Shortly afterwards, lu addition to ser.lee, the ^Inharana levied 
eliuttoond or a tax of one-sixth of their revenues, at first to meet 
the cxj)enscs of the marriage of his daughters, hut afterwards for 
purposes of police. The Chiefs ohjeeted to this tax, w'hich was taken 
witimut their consent aud was not devoted to the purposes for wliicli 
it was professedly raised. In 18’J7, therefore, a new agreement (No. V.) 
was framed, the princiide of which was that the Chiefs should pay 
the tax ol' one-.sixtli of tlieir jvveuues and be excused half tlieir service ; 
that is to say, be bound to serve for three mouths in the j'ear with 
only one horseman aud two footmen for every Rupees 1,000 of revenue. 

This agreement was sanctioned by Government as the act of the 
hlaharaua and his Chiefs, hut was not guaranteed. It was as inoperative 
as the agreement of IS18. The oppressive measures of the Oudeyporo 
government drove many of the Chiefs into rebellion, while the Maharana 
on his part com])lained of the failure of his Chiels to peribrm their 
obligations, lu 1810 a third agreement (No. VI.) was signed, only 
to be replaced by another (No. VII.) five years later. Witliin two yeims 
disputes were as violent os ever, the Maharan.a complaining that the 
Chiefs did not perform their stipulated service, and the Chiefs alleging 
that service was demanded of them beyond the period agreed upon, 
voi..

and that Ihuir villages were attached and fines imposed on them on 
groundless and frivolous pretences. 

In 1850 the Maharana confiscated a large portion of the estates 
of the llawuts of Saloonihur and Deogurh for non-performance of 
their obligations, hut his troops were expelled by these Chiefs, who 
forcibly retook ])os.ses.sioii of the eonfiscated villages. The Maharana 
and his Chiefs apjdied for the mcnliation of tlfb British Government, and 
a fall enquiry took place into the causes of dispute. Sir Heuiy Lawrence 
negoeiated a new agreement (No. VllJ.), bnt this was signed only 
hy the Maharana and four .of his principal Chiefs. Its conditions, 
however, were never Adfilled, and eventually Government declared it 
to be null and void, bnt guarantceil the protection of the British 
Government to the Chiefs who had signed it. Under this guarantee 
the Maharana was eoini>clled in 18G1 to restore the estates of Mehta 
Slier Sing which he had confi.'eatcd. 

The area of the Oudcyjtoro State is 11, (ill square miles and 
the i)Oj>ulatiou 1,101,100 souls. Tiie gross revemii' is about Rupees 
40,00,000, of which about Ruj>ees l'J,00,000 are enjoyed by the 
subordinate Chiefs, subje<‘f to the payment ('f ■■Imtlooiul. Deducting 
this and the religious endowments, British tribute, &e., there remaiu 
to the State about lliqu-es J 1,00, OoO. The ^I.ib.iraii.i rei eives a salute 
of seventeen giui^.

Tlic Maharana of Oudeypore will not commit aggressions ujioii 
any one; and if by accident a dispute arise with any one, it shall bo 
submitted to the arbitration and award of the British Government. 


Article 6. 

One-fourth of the revenues of the actual territory of Oudeypore 
shall be ])aid annually to the Briti'-h Governnient as tribute for five 
years; and alter tliat term tlircc-cighths in jicrpctuily. The Maharana 
will notbavoiiny connection witliaiiy o( her power on .account of tribute; 
and if any one adv.incc claims of that nature the British Oovernment 
engages to reply to them. 


Article 7. 

Whereas the Maharana represents that portions of the dominions 
of Oudeypore have lallcn by improper means into tho possession of 
others, and solicits the restitution of Uiosc places: the British Govern- 
ment, from a want of accur.ite information, is not able to enter into any 
positive engagement on this sulijcct, hut will always keep in view the 
renovation of the prosperity of the Skate of Oudcyiiorc, and aflci 
ascertaining the nature of each c.ise, will u.se its best e.vcitions for the 
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RAJl’CifiT- accomplishment of that object, on every occasion on which it may be 

proper to do so. Whatever places may thus be restored to the State of 

Oudeypore, by the aid of the British Govcnimcnt, three-eighths of their 
Ominj/<nrc. revenues shall be paid in perpetuity to the British Government. 

Articij? 8. 

Tlio troops of the Stiife of Oudeypore shall he furnislicd according 
to its means, at the j’cquisition of the British Govcnimcnt. 

AttTlCl.E 9. 

The Mahanna of Oudeypore shall always he absolute ruler of his 
own country, and the British jurisdiction shall not bo introduced into 
that principality. 

Article 10. 

'Dio present Treaty of ten Articles, Iiaving la'cn coneliidcd at Delhi, 
and signed and scaled I>y Mr. Charles Theophilus iMctcalfc and Thakoor 
Ajcet Sing Bahadoor, the ratilicatious ol' the same by His Excellency 
the Most Noble the Governor-General ami Mahnrana Bheem Sing 
shall be mutually dcliiered within a montli from this date.

Two Mootsnddies shall .always remain in nttondanee upon Major 
Hall for the purpose of examining the reports of the collections from 
the villages in the Oudei'porc shax’c of Mairwarra; and thej' shall 
prepare and compare the accounts of collec-tions from those villages 
with the Mootsuddies of the British Government.

On Bysack bud ll-tli, Sumbut 1871, or May 1818, a Kaulnatnab 
of ten Articles was concluded tliroupth the mediation of Captain Tod, 
bearing the signature of the Maharana and his Chiefs, for the mutual 
benefit of the contracting partic-s. 

As in several instances the Chiefs have lost sight of the terms 
of that agreement, and their eoiiducf has been at variance with it, 
the Maharana has agreed that a new Kauluamah should be drawn up 
with the advice and concnrreuco of Captain Cobhe, introducing therein 
the eUuses of the original agreement with such additional Articles as 
may he decmed%eneficial both for llis Highness and the Chiefs : that on 
the Husserah festival the whole of the Chiefs shall assemble and the 
Articles of the Kauluamah be read and explained to every Chief, and 
their signature aHiAod to the same, as also that of His Highness ; 
that the Politieal Agent should also he re<iucstod by the Maharana 
and the Chiefs to sign and witness, to ensure the due observance of 
the terms of the Kauluamah. Tliis agreement was drawn up several 
years ago, but was nut signed cither by the Maharana, the Chiefs, 
or the Political Agent. Now, at the reipie-st of (he Nobles and Chieis 
of Meywar, His Highness the Maharana Sird.ir Sing apjiroves and 
confirms the said I\..iulnuinah without making any additions or alter- 
ations to it, and (he same has been firnially executed iu the iiresence 
of Major llohinson, Olliciating Politieal Agent id Meywar, on Malibnd 
13th, Suiiihut 1891), or 1st February 1810; and has been duly signed by 
the Alaharana and the Nollies and Chiefs of Mcy'var. 


^ AdJilional Articlub for the benefit of both partios. 

1. In the 9th Article of tlie first Kauluamah, it is written that 
no Chiefs shall oppress or commit violence on their ryots ; that all new 
dund, barar exactions, levied iu times of commotion, shall cease. As 
they have not acted up to this ciigagement, and through their oppression 
many ryots have been driven from Meywar, it is ordained that they 
shall iu future desist from such proceedings, which will induce the ryots

to re-settle and tend to the inerease of the revenue of their puttalis and 
the prosperity of the country. 

2. It is customary for every Clxief to remain with his quota 
of troops in attendance on the Durbar for thive months in the year. 
This shall continue in force, and no Chief shall be detained at Oudeypore 
beyond the stipulated ]>oriod of service, as by their detention the Chiefs 
are subjected to additional expense and trouble. It is ojitional with 
the Durbar to excuse the attendance of any Chief; however, in doing so, 
the Durbar will not send for another in his room until tlio expiration 
of the period the Chief thus cx<-uscd from duty was to attend. TJio 
Chiefs shall bo bound to maintain the full number of followers; if they 
furnish a less number, they will subject thomsolvos to the disj)leasure 
of His Highness. 

3. The three-eighths from the revenue collections o£#he khalsa lands 
are paid by the Durbar to the British Covernment for the protection 
of Meywar from foreign enemlc-: not a fraction is taken from the 
jaghiredars on this account. Tire payment of the tribute as here 
stated is exclusively for the i)rotcr<iou of the country against foreign 
invasion, as the troops of the Chief» arc wholly inadeejuate for this 
purpose, the ChioE-i participating largely in the benefit thus secured. 
In former times, a chout was paid to the D'lkhuecs, who were a source 
of great annoyance +o the country; this evil is removed. The troops 
furnished by the Chiefs are ouI\ li.df the number they are bound to 
maintain, and are altogether uiitit for duty ; on which account the 
Durbar is obliged to is.sue rozeena and dustuk on the villages of the 
Chiefs, which subject them to trouble and expense. As the Durbar pays 
the tribute from the revenue of his khalsa ])osscssions to the British 
(lovornment, it wa® but fair for tbe Chiul's to have luudc a similar 
jiaymcnt from the proi-ecds of their estates to the Durbar; but knowing 
that they can ill allbrd such a JeraunJ in coiiscqucncc of the heavy 
expenses they are subject to for the maintenance of their relations and 
dependants, His Highness ha'- thought proper to discharge the tribute 
from the revenue collections of the crown lands, without making any 
demands on that account from the Chiefs. His Il.ghncss has now resolved 
that the service of half the troops the Chiefs are bound to furnish, 
agreeably to the rckli or rent-roll, bo diseontiniicd, and, in com- 
mutation of the above half service, a money payment, amounting to 
2 annas 7 i pie in the Rupee, be made, which is to be termed chuttoond ; 
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that from this fund a body of troops shall he raised for the service of 
the i^tatc. Tlio Chiefs are not to suppose that the amount to he paid by 
them is taken in lieu of the tribute payable to Government, as no 
portion of it will be appropriated to any other jmrpose than the mainte- 
nance of a body of troops. The jiaynient of the chuttoond will not bear 
hard upon the Chiefs, eonsiderinjj the performance of twelve months’ 
service with theii full (junta of troops, which, no doubt, is more expen- 
sive and troublesome to them. On nrgfcnt occasions, if the Durbar 
requires llie attendance of the full number of Iroojis, and detaches them 
on duty beyond the Meywar limits, a remission will be made in the 
amount of the chuttoond of th ■ Cliicf liiruishinfj such troops. 

4. Ilis II ifflinoss the jVlaliaraii.i declares that ho will not, without 
cause, conliseate the villages belonging to a Chief an<l bestow the same 
oil another. • 

5. As several Chiefs wil fully withhold and delay the payment of 
the chuttoond, on which account the Durbar is coinjielled to send dustuks 
of horse and foot on the estates of the Chiefs, to enforce payment of 
the duos of the State, which subjects the Chi(»ffe to a loss of hundreds of 
Rupees, and is by no means proiituble to the Durbar, Ilis Highness 
has resolved to invite agents on the part of the whole of the Chiefs, 
and in conjunction with the minister, to make a sottleinent for live 
years for the pajment of ehnttooud by two instalments ; by doing so, 
there will ho no ooeasiou to send rozeciia or dusliiks : that if any of 
the Cliiefs fail to pay the eliuttooiid feu da^s after it has been duo, 
they would render themselves liable to the confiscation of their lands 
and villages to the extent of the defalcation, which shall not be 
restored to tliciu.

KiuiSAMAii botwcpn Maiuran^ Simoop Sixon of Oudcyporo and In’s Nobles and 
Chiefs, medinted by lAhVTnsANT-CoiiOM.1. Robinson, dated Mah sood dooj, 
Sumbut lyOl, or 8th February IBlo. 

Formerly an agi'eement was entered into between Mabarana Bhcem 
Singh and the Meywar Chiefs in Captain Tod’s time, consisting of ten 
Articles. Afterwards another Kaulnamah of five Articles was drawn up 
in Captain Cobbe’s time, and lastly one was concluded between Maharana 
Sii'dar Singh and the Chiefs in the ])resenee of Colonel llobinson, and 
duly signed by both parties. As the Chiefs have failed to act up accord- 
ing to the terms of the Kaulnamah, the Mabarana, in order to the duo 
observance of the same in future, has, in conjunction with the Chiefs 
and His Highness’ authorities, drawn up the following additional Articles, 
and which have been mediated by Colonel llobinson and in his presence 
signed by both parties. 

1. All the Articles of the former agreement arc to eontimic in 
force. Every year, ten days before the I>usscr.ih festival, a general 
assembly of the Chiefs shall take i>las‘ After the inspection of tin*ir 
troops, the Durbar will order -'u-Ii Chief .is ho jileases for three months’ 
duty, and distinctly name the Chiefs and periods they are rc(j[uired to 
attend, and permit them to return to their liomes. The troojis of the 
Chiefs to make no excuse in the perliirmanco of tlicir duties. Should 
they fail to attend .it the ajipointed time, or be found negligent or 
deiieient in numbers, the Chief in whose service they may he shall be 
called upon to make a money payment iu lieu of troops to the Sree 
Durbar. 

2. Tlie Chiefs are to pay ehutloond at the rate of Kaunas 7J pie 
in the llupee, iu commutation of hall the troojis they are bound to fur- 
nish, regnl.irly at the stipulated period'’ according to the terms of the 
iirst Kaulnnmali. 

3. ’File Chiefs in-c to use tl.eir host endeavours for tho suppression 
oi thefts and robberies in their respective puttaks; they arc not to 
harbor tbieves, outlaws, or daeoits, belonging to foreign jurisdictions, but to 
aiijirohend all such otfeuders who may attempt to enter their elaipixs, and 
make them over, together with such plundered property as may be found 
iu their possession, to the State whose subjects they may he, agreeably 
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to the course adopted with t)ie eoneurrcnce of this Durbar by the govern- BAJPOOT- 
nier.f< of .Toyi)orc and Jodhpore. 

4. The Durbar has agreed, at the reijuest of the Chiefs, that, when- 
ever any dispute may arise among them coneemiiig boundary or other f-’*' 
matters, a punchayut will assemble at the scene of dispute, consisting of 
four persons on the part of the Chiefs and one to be nominated by the 
Durbar. It will be their duty to enquire inlo and settle the dispute 
with justice and equity, and their decision to be binding on l.uth parties. 

5. Tliis agreement has been entered into with the free will and 
nleasure of both parties and to be mutually observed. All the Chiefs 
shall continue to j)ay chuttoend and perforin service with pleasure 
iuid satisfaction aecovdiiig to the Kaninaniah, and as in Maharana Juwan 
Singldh time; any instance of catilcs-sness or departur-’ from the terms 
of this agreement shall render the Chiefs liable to the displeasure of 
the Sree Durbar as set forth in the tirst Kauln.imah.

Kaulnammi of 1831. 

I’or thirty-four years the Maharana and his Chiefs have been at 
variance. Tlie lirst has perpetually complained of disloyalty, the latter 
as often of tyranny. , 

^Vitll no oilier motive than the jioaee of the country and the Iiappi- 
iiess of all ranks, the various representatives of the Supreme Government 
have been from time to lime permitted to arbitrate between the parlies. 

Several Kaulnauiahs have been accordingly prepared, sigued, and 
agreed to ; yet all by each side have been continually broken. 
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KAJPOOT- The Mahaeana’s answer to the Chiefs’ uumpluiiits of encroachment 
on their lands proves that he has not only encroached on their estates. 
No. Yixi. established villages in them. His Ilighnesss’ treatment of Lawa 

Oudtypore. j^jg^ ghows he has punished guilt with undue severity. On the other 
hand, it is not denied that the Chiefs have been disobedient and many of 
them even rebellious. 

Such conduct must cease on botli sides, and as it is the desire of 
the Government of India th.it all subjects of Mej war should know that it 
will support the legitimate authority of the Mahnrana, so long as he acts 
justly and to their satisfaction and in accord.incc with the counsel and 
advice of the Political Agent, the Governuicnt orders the prouiulgutiou 
and enforcement of the following “ Kanluamah,” which is founded on 
previous ones. Whoever does not adhere to it will be considered an 
ofleuder against the ilritlsh Government and liable to punishment ; 
but an apjical in any dispute may he made to the Political Agent and 
the Agent, Governor General, wjio.si- deeisioii mil be final, and in accord- 
ance with the jiresent Kauluainali and witii the sjdrit of ancient c-u»tomx. 

Akticil 1 

Chuttoond at Ihc rate ot 2'i I'nn.tf' per Itujiec oi actual produce to 
be paid to the Stale of Meywar al two periods, December and June, 
through a bankei or \akccl. 

If any Gliief fails in doing tins lie must pay interest at the rate 
of 12 per cent, per annum; after 12 months, lands to be confiscated 
to the citeiit of defalcation. 

Those who neglect to give in a statement of actual produce to be 
arbitrarily assessed, hut no iiierease to he hereafter demanded. 

Saloombnr docs not pay ehiittoond, hut performs service at the capital 
for 12 months. 

In addition to llie 2^ annas ihuttoond, the Chiefs are to furnish 
one horse aud two foot soldiers for 3 months at home or abroad 
[that is within Meywar], in lieu of the two horse and ibur foot at 
present furnished on each Kupecs 1,000 of actual produce. Should 
any extra service be rec^uired, the Kana will pay for it at Bupees 
16 a month for a horse aud Rupees C for a foot soldier. Any failure 
of service will be charged to the Chiefs at the same rate. All Chiefs 
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with tlieir quotas will attend at Oudeypore for 10 days before and 
D d.i"s after the Dusscrali, to pay their respeets to the Maharann, at 
which jjeriod their turns of service and their posts will be allotted. 
On any emerfrency all Chiefs on receipt of the liana’s sigi. -manual 
will attend with their quotas. 

Those Inddinjr separate ja^hires from the liana will pay chut- 
loonj and perform serviee separately. 

Abticle 2. 

Kaid or fees paid on Tulwar Iliindiii), >. /., investiture of fief, 
to be 12 annas )>er llupce on the actual produi-e of one j’car; this will 
cxemid the payment of (liat year’- ehuttooiiJ. The Chiefs of Amait 
(logooiida, Kanore, and lianuira, and the Kishnawuts, are exempt from 
these fees, but in lieu of them they pay nuzzerana, \Yhieh, instead of bcin^ 
left to the will of the liana, is now h\ed at llnpees S jier cent, on the 
actual produce.

All sums which the liana has paid or may yet pay in indem- 
nifications for thefts and robberies proved to have oeeurred within llieir 
fiefs, to be rcjiaid by the Chiefs with interest at llnpees 6 jicr cent, 
for the past, and 12 iicr cent, for the future. 

Aurici.i: 1. 

Tiiieves, dacoits, Therie.s, IJaorces, Moi^heas, and outlaws, are not 
to be harboured by the Chiefs. All participators in the proceeds of 
robbery, receivers of stolen goods, or protectors of thieves, will be 
held as guilty as llie thieves. They will, with the eoiieuiToueo of the 
Political Agent, be punished by fine or iiiijirisomuout. All merehants, 
traders, caravans, iJiiiijaras, and travellers are to be proteeted in passing 
through the territories of the Chiefs, who will be ans.wcrable if plundered, 
provided tliuy have given notice of their arrival and taken reasonable 
precautions for tlieir own protection. Plunderers of all kinds are to be 
apprehended and made over to the Maharana. If the Chiefs are unable 
to do this, they must report it to llis liighiicss, and the Political Agent 
conjointly with the Maharana will settle upon the responsible party. All

Many Chiefs have of late been guilty of contumacy and disloyalty, 
thus rendering themselves liable to be fined. The Alaharaua has, however, 
with tlie advice of the Agent, overlooked their ofTenccs except those of 
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the Chiefs of Saloomhur aud Doognrh. These latter foroihly resumed BAJPOOT- 
their ronfiscated villages, and ejected the State troops ; for which they _ 
are eaeli to be fined Rupees 23,000. The M.iharana h;iK forf^iven all past 
olTcnces with the oxoo])tion of murder. In future all offenders i-liall bo Oudeyporc. 
punished as the courts of justice may decree. 

Auticle 10. 

Bhoom lands [allodial allotineiilsj, houses, j.a"hires, villawos, pieces 
of mortgaged land, deeds, grants, charily lands, fro., to continue in the 
possession of the present holders. 'I'lio.se which arc held by grants dating 
from Bhecm Singe’s reign, or written deeds of Ca[)tains Tod and Cobbe, 
will not be resumed without good grounds, and their rights will be 
investigated by the Political Agent, aidi-d, if he Ihinhs advisable, 
by four or six Chiefs who are known not to be hostile to their 
sovereign.

Article 19. 

No person to be seized on the jdea of sorcery, witchcraft, or 
incantations. In charges of xmisoning or of criminal intercourse [both 
cognizable by the courts] the Durbar is in no way to interfere. 
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Article 20. 

Tlie Maharana is only to levy fines through a written order of Ike 
Minister, in which must be sliown tho reasons for levying, and the 
amount, which must be in accordance with justice and inuduralion. The 
same rule to prevail with the Chielk who may levy small lines as hereto- 
fore, recording their scale and rate in the Agent’s Olfice. Dhouse 
Dustuk (or summons) ouly to be sent by the Minister’s written order 
or by tliose who did so in Tod and Cobbe’s time.

Adoption of the next heir m.do h^' Child’s or others is allowed, with 
tlie knowledge of the' M.iliarau.i, ami iii eonson.inee with custom and 
Ilimlce law. On tho demise of Cliiefs, their widows, witli the council of 
rcsjieetahlc wcll-wishcivs of the family, may adojit. In cases of disagree- 
ment appeal to he to Political Agent. 

Article 23. 

Oraiits of lands or villages to Ekluugjee, N.iUiowara, Punehowlee, 
Buharcedass, and Chobee, to continue to the holders; all customary 
collections as Naiq or court fees to be paid to those entitled to them, and 
not to be collected with the ehuttooud. 

Article 21. 

The houses of Chiefs in the city of Oudeyporo not to he resumed or 
given to others while inhabited and kept in order, .and- never without a 
rofercnco to Political Agent. Their gardens to be Wtiteixid from the lake 
" Pcechola” free of charge.

The Chiefs were prohibited in former Kaulnamahs from uniting 
or banding together. Tliis lias not been attended to. All such combi- 
nations arc now iiiinooi'ssary, as every one can, if ho has a real grievance, 
immediately obtain redre.ss; and they will therefore in future subject those 
entering into them to be treated as cncmie.s to the State. 

Artiolk 27. 

An Agent from each Chief to reside at court, through whom busi- 
ness will be transacted. Persoiw of respectability only to be deputed, and 
they will be treated according to custom and the rank of tlu'ir master. 

Artti u. 2s. 

All lyots [cultivat<irsj whether i.f the Crown or of the Chiul'’s 
lands can settle wherever they ]-li‘a.se, iiniiiele'ti'd. Any suits against 
them must lie referred to the conns of'.tw. All people, liigh or low, 
can appeal to the Politie.d Agent. 

Aeticle 29. 

The Crown lands being resjionsible for the protection of the British 
Government ddks and bangliees, the Chiefs must be eijually responsible 
in their jagUircs and in like inauucr make good all losses by plun Icrers. 

Aeticle 30 

Alter the excention of this Kaulnamah, n'liieh abrogates all previous 
ones, any disputes that may arise .at any time between the Durbar and 
Chiefs, on points not mentioned or that may be doubtful, must be 
brought to notice within three months, for the decision of the Political 
Agent in Meywar and the Governor General's Agent in Bajpootana, 
whose decision will be final. Any case not submitted nitliin the above 
period will he dismissed as groundless.

. Tub present State of Jeypore wiii> founded 1)y Dliola Ilai in a. d. 967. 
The family hclonif to tlic C’lic-hwaha trihe of Raj]j<iot> and claim 
descent from King of Ajoiidhia, hetween whoni and llhola Riii 

arc said to have inter\cned thirty-four generations. At the time of the 
foundation of the Jeypore State, the country of Hajpootana was divided 
among petty Rajpoot and JMeeiia Chiefs, all o\vij)g allegiance to t)jc 
Hindoo Kings who then ruled in Delhi. 

At an early date Jeypore suecumbed to llie ilidiomi'dans. Rnjah 
Bhugwan Dass mis the lirnt Rajpoot Cliief who allied himself by 
marriage with the Mahomctlau Emjierors of Debii. The Jeypore laimly 
furnished the Emperors with some of their most distinguisliud military 
leaders. One of the Chiefs of Jc^'pore, Jcy Sing If., nho began to rule 
in A. n, 1699, was distinguished by Jus intid Ieetn.il capacity and his 
liberal patronage of seioiiec and art. Ills attaiuinenls in nnathcmatics 
and astronomy have made his name known to European scholars. At a 
later period the Raj.ihs of Je 3 '’pore united nith Oudeyporo and Jodhpore 
to resist the Mahomedan power. To obtain the juiiilege of re-marrying 
with the Oiido}'})ore f.imily, which had been forfeited by marriage with 
the Emperors, thoy^ agreed, on the occasion of such alliances, that the 
issue of the Ondeyporc princess should succeed to the State in preference 
to elder sons by other wives. This attempt to set aside the rights of 
elder sons brought groat disasters both on Jeypore and Oude^’pore. 

The Mahratta swiiremacy over the Raj’poot States had succeeded 
that of the Mahomedans when the jwlitieal relations of the British 
Government with Jeypore commenced in 1803. Jnggut Sing* w.is 
then Maharajah of Jeypore. In pursuance of the general policy of 
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BAJPOOT- the British Government at the commcneoment of the Mahratta war 
ANA. exclude the Mahrattas from Iliiidostan by uniting the Rajpoot Chiefs 
Jajjtore. jjj subsidiary alliance with the British Government, a Treaty (No. IX.) 

liad been concluded in 1803 with the Maharajah of Jcypore. Tliat 
Chief, however, f||^]Icd his obligations very imperfectly, and Lord 
Cornwallis, who had resolved to abandon the system of subsidiary 
alliance, declared the connection with Jeypore to be dissolved, and 
withdrew from that State the jwotcetio)) of the British Government. 
But before this resolution bad been communicated, the Maharajah had 
retrieved his credit by heartily i-o-o)>crating against Ilolkar with Lord 
Lake, who had thereupon assured him of continued supjnu't. Tlic_ 
policy of Lord CornwaUis, however, w.is adopted by Sir George Barlow 
who, notwithstanding the rcmon-.ti'aiiee of Lord Lukq|^ade both on 
grounds of general policy and good f.iith, dissolved the alliance with 
Jeypore. 

The expediency of the disv lui.ion of this alliance was considered 
to be very questionable by the Home Goveruinent, who in 1813 
directed that Jeyporo slionhl again he taken under jiroteotion if an 
opportunity afforded. But owing to the oiitl^j’i'ak of llie war ivith Nepal, 
it was Considered bettor to postpone any siu-li men'-nve until it I'ould be 
adopted as part of the general scheme tor the suppression of the 
Pindarces. In IS 1 7, when negoci it ions were ojiencd, it was found that 
the cancelinent of the vrevious Treat j had rendered the deypore State 
reluctant to enter into a fresh alliance. In time, however, the increasing 
necessities of the St.ite, the example of its neighbours, and the apprehen- 
sion. of being excluded from British protection, the continued exactions 
of Ameer Kli.iu’s troops w'ho wore permitted to remain in tlie country 
till Jeypore should enter into the general sehemo of suppres.sing the 
Pindarces, and the arrangements in progress for forming separate engage- 
meuts with the small States dci»ondlng on Jeypore, which would have 
reduced her tio insignificanec ; all the.se concui ring causes led at length 
to Jeypore accepting a 'I’reaty (No. X.) on Znd April 1818, by which 
the protection of the British Government was extended to Jcypore, 
and the Maharajah agreed to furnish troops at the requisition of the 
British Government, and to pay an annual tribute of eight lakhs of 
Rupees until the revenue should exceed forty lakhs, after which five- 
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sixteenths of the excess were to be paid in additipii to the eij>ht laths. 
The first duty urged on the Maharajali after the conclusion of the 
Treaty was the resumption of the lands usurped by the nobles and 
the reduction of the nobles to their proper relation of subordination 
to the Maharajah. Through the mediation of Sir. David Oebterlony 
agreements (No. XI.) were enteied into similar to those formed at 
Ondeyporc. The usurped lands were restored to the Maharajah and the 
nobles were guaranteed iu their legitimate rights and possessions. 

In ISIS Juggut Sing ended a life which had been R])cut iu the 
grossest dobauehery. Ho died n-gretied by none. lie left no sons, 
and an attemjit was made to jiut Iklohnu Sing, a distant relative of 
the family, in power; but on i.')th April Isll' a posthumous son was 
born by one of. the Il.mees, and he was rccogni.sed as heir both by the 
Jeypore nobles and tlie liriflsh Government, under the llegeney of his 
mother. Till the IJaiiee's death in 1 .S;53, Jeypore was a scene of corrup- 
tion and misgoverumeiit, and the British (bnerument found it neces- 
sary to a])poiut ail Officer to reside .at Jc\ pore a. id to authorize him to 
interfere in the internal administration of tho State, with the view of 
guarding tho interests of Goveriiincut and swuriug the payment of 
the tribute. 

The young Maharajali Jey Sing died in IS-'l."), leaving a young 
son, Bam Sing, the present Jl.iharajah, then under two years of age. It 
was supposed that tho Rajah was jioisoued hy one Jota Ham, the 
paramour of the late Riuec, who under lier inllueiiee had acijiiired 
great power in the State and supplantcsl iu the Oliiee of Minister Kawiil 
Byrce Lull, the nominee of the British Government. On the death of 
the Maharajah, tho Agent to the Governor General jiroe-ecded to Jeypore 
to make enquiries, reform the administration, and assume the guardiaii- 
shij) of the infant heir. The strong measures which ho adopted led to 
the formation of a conspiracy hy Jota Barn. The Agent’s life was 
attempted and his Assistant was murdered. The murderers were seized 
and executed by order of Bawul Byree Lall whom the Agent had 
appointed minister, and Jota Bam and his follow-conspirators were im- 
prisoned for life in the fort of Chunar. 

Large arrears of tribute had accumulated during the long course of 
luisgovernmcnt in Jeypore, and the resources of the State were nearly

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EAJPOOT- ruined. It llicrcfore. again became necessary for the British Govern- 

meiit to interfere in the internal administration. A council of 

Jeypore. Regency, consisting of five of the principal nobles, was formed under 
the superintendence of a Political Agent for whose decision all measures 
of importance were submitted ; the array was reduced, every branch 
f)f the administratio)! was reformed, and sutiee, slavery, and infanticide 
were prohibiti'd. The tribute was found to be far in excess of a fair 
proportion of the revenue ; and therefore in 1813 a remission was made 
of forty-six lakhs of arrears, and the annual tribute was reduced to four 
lakhs of ltu])i‘es. 

Tlie Maharajah ILam Sing did good service during the mutinies 
for wliieh he received a gr-iut of the pergunnah of Kotc-kassim, under a 
])romise to respect the revenue settlements made while the pergunnah 
was inider British management. lie has also received the privilege of 
adoption (No. 111). He is an intelligimt ruler, and takes much interest 
in education and in oponiiig up rc.ids tiirough liis State. 

Tlte right of succession to the State of Jeypore, in the event of 
the failure of direct heirs, is su]'pos(-d to be vesled in the Rajawuts 
or the descendants of the nrain stock of Pirthcc llaj, one of the former 
ndevs, in contradistinction to the dcseond.vnts of the other sons of 
Pirthec Raj. Of those sous there were tvvclvi*, to oaidi of whom Pirthco 
Raj gave esfate.s known as the twelve Kotrecs. The present niuuher of 
Kotrccs, however, is inoin than twelve,* some having been obtained by 
descendants of earlier rulers, wliile some of the Kotrecs ereated by 
Pirthec Sing are now extinct. , 

Tlie area of Jeypore is about 1.5,000 square miles and the popula- 
tion 1,000,000. A Largo portion of the revenues of the State is alie- 
nated ill jaghires and religious grant?, but the available receipts are 
Rupees 30,00,000. Tlie larger portion of tlie Sanihur Lake belongs to 
Joyjiore, and the salt manufactured from it yiehls to the State a revenue 
of about Rupees 4,00,000. No local corps or contingents are paid from 
the re.sources of Jiwpore. The ellective military force consists of 452 
Artillery, 4,000 Infantry, 5,1 43 C'avaliy, and 4,000 Naghas. The 
Maharajah receives a salute of seventeen guns.

The al)ovo Treaty, comprised in seven Anieles, has been duly

The Maharajah and hia heirs and successors will not enter into nego- 
ciation with any Chief or State without the knowledge and sanction of 
the British Government; but the usual amicable correspondence witli 
friends and relations shall continue. 

Article 6. 

Tlie Maharajah and his heirs and successors will not commit aggi’cs- 
sions on any one. If it happen that any dispute arise with any one 
it shall he submitted to the arbitration and avvai-d of the British 
Govorumeut. 

Article G. 

Tribute shall he paid in perpetiuly by tiie principality of Jeyporc 
to the British Governraciil, through the treasury of Delhi, according 
to the following detail : — First year from the date of this Treaty, in 
consideration of the devastation which lias prevailed for years in the 
Jeypore country, tribute excused. Second year, four lakhs of Delhi 
Itupccs. Third year, five lakhs. Pourih year, six lakhs. Fifth year, 
seven lakhs. Sixth year, eight l.ikhs. 

Afterwards eight laklis of Delhi Itupccs annually, until the revenues 
of the jiriucipality exceed Ibrty lakhs. 

And when the Rajah’s revenues exceed forty lakhs, five -sixteenths 
of the excess shall be paid in addition to the eight lakhs above men- 
tioned. 

Article 7. 

The jirincipality of Jeypore shall furnish troops aecording to its 
meiuis, at the requisition of the British Government, 

Article 8. 

The Maharajah and his heirs and successors shall remain absolute 
rulers of their territory and their dependants according to long established 
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usage; and the British civil and criminal jurisdiction sliall not be in- 
troduced into that principality. 


Article 9. 

Provided that the Maharajah evince a faithful attachment to the 
British Government, his prosperity and advantage shall be favourably 
considered and attended to. 


Article 10. 

This Treaty of ten Articles liaving been couehidcd and signed and 
sc.alGd by Mr. Charles Thoophihis Metc:ilfe and Thakoor Rawul Byree 
Saul Nattawut, the ratifications of the same by Ilis Kxeollency the Most

JODIIPORE OB MARWAR. 


Titis State ranks next in importance to Ondeypore and Joypore 
among tlie States of Rajpoot.ina. Tradition ascribes its foundation to 
Jodhaj a descendant of the Ralitore Rajpoot Kings of Cananj, who is 
said to have founded the city of Jodlipore about a. u. 1150. Jodhpore 
became tributary to the Emperor Akbar. The family gave several 
daughters in marriage to the IinjiCfial family and furnished some distin- 
gui.shcd (Jencrals to the Iiiijicrial army. Al>out the beginning of hast 
century Rajah AJeet Sing heciiinc a party to the triple alliance with 
Oudeyjjorc and Jeyporc to throw ..(T the Mahomedan j’oke. It was .me 
of the eonditions of thi.s alliane.- that the Chiefs of Teypovo end Jodhpore 
should regain the privilege of marriage with the Oudcyporc I’amily which 
they hud forfeited hy eontraetiug alliances with the Emperors, on the 
niider-staiiding that the olltpring of the princesses of Oiideypore should 
fiuoece<l to the State in profereina* to all other ehildi’on. The (piarrels fo 
which this hli|miation gav<' rise led to the in\ Itntion of the help of 
the Mahrattii leaders hy the aspirants to power in support of Ihcir 
claims and the snhjeetion »)f all the llajjwots States to the Court of 
Poona. Jodhpore was coiKjucred hy Sintlia, who lo'ied fn>m it a tribute 
of sixty lakhs of Rupees aud took from it the fort and city of 
Ajmere. 

At the eoimnenecinent of the war of 1S05, Maim Sing had Just been 
fleeted hy tlie nobles to be Cliief of Jodbijoro after a long struggle with 
his cousin iJliocni Sing. The alliance of the British Government was 
otTcred to him, and a Treaty (No. Xll.) was eonelndi 1. But instcail 
of ratifying it, Illaun Sing j.reposed another. In the meantime he 
had also given assistimec to Ilolkai. The Treaty was therefore formally 
cancelled iu May ISO I, and IMami Sing was left to his own resources. 
Thereafter Jodhpore was ruined by internal di-p«tca regarding the 
succession of Dhokul Sing, a reputed son of Bhecm Sing, and by a

UAJI'OOT- disastrous war with Je 3 ’poro, in wliic-h tlip froohooter Ameer Khaiij 

after espousing first the cause of Jcvporc and then of Jodhpore, terri- 

Jiiiiiqwc. lying t]je Maharajali into abdication and pretended insanit}’^, and assum- 
ing tlic management of the eountrv' himself for two 3 ’ears, ended by 
plundering the treasury and leaving the country with its resources 
completely exhausted. 

Cliutter Sing, the only son of (he Maharajah, assumed the Regency 
on the withdrawal of Ameer Khan in 1817. With him negociations 
were comracneed at the oiilbivah of the Pindaree war and a Treaty 
(No. XIII.) was concluded in January 18IS, Lv which Jodh))ore w'as 
taken under tlic protection of the liritish Government, the tribute 
payal)le to Sindia was t.ransferred to the liritish fiovernmeut, and the 
Maharajah cngagi'd to furnish 1,500 Horse for general sevice whenever 
re((uired, and the whole foi'ces of the Jodhpore State when necessary. 
Cliutter Sing died from the efiis-ls of dissijiation shortly after the con- 
clusion of the Treaty, whereupon his father threw otf the mask of 
insanity and resumed the administration. 

In 1821 twenty-one villages in the jicrgunnahs of Chang and Kot 
Karana in Mairwarra were luaile over (No. XIV.) to tlie liritish 
Government for eight ye.ir"-, with a \icw ol bringing the lawli'ss Meen.as 
.and Mail's into siihniissiou, the M.di.irajah agreeing to jiay Riijiees 
15,000 a 3 'ear towards the exjieii'Cs of ihe l.ocal eorjis wliii'h was then 
raised.* The engagement was renewed (No. XV.) in iMlO for nine 
years, and seven additional \illages were jmt under llriti.sh administra- 
tion. This lea-e exjiircd in 18 IJ. Tlie Maharajah then resumed the 
seven villages, but e.xpresved his readinus.s to leave the others under 
the adiuiuislration of the liritish Government for such time as might 
suit their convenience. Hut no definite arraiigemeiits were made; and 
on this unsatisfiietory footing the administration of tliese villages .still 
remiiiiis. The de.sert tract of Miillaucc also i- uiidcv the siijicrinteiideuce 
of the Jodhjiore Political Agent. It liLlmigs to .Jodlipore, hut the 
feudatories acknowledge the Jlaliarajah’s supremacy only liy jiaying an 
annual trilnile of Iliijiees C,S8:J, which is collected by the Political Agent 
and paid over to the Durbar,

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By the 8th Article of the Treaty of 1818 the Jodhjwrc Stale was 
bound to furnish a contingeut of 1,500 Horse. Hiuler this Arti-lc a 
demand was made in 1883 lor a force to eo-operafe against freehooiors 
who occupied Nuggur Barker. Tlie contingent failed in its duty and 
proved perfectly useless. In 1 885, therefore, the obligation to furuish the 
contingent was commuted (No. Xn.) to an annual ])ayincut of llupces 
1,15,000 tou'ards the Jodhporc Legion, which was thou raised. This 
Legion mutinied in 1857. Its jdace is now supplied l-y the lirinpooia 
Irregular Force. Tlic eominandant of the Force is jd.so I’oJitieal Sujporin- 
teiideut i>f Sirnhee and Magistrate of Mount Ahoo. Besides tlie eonlri- 
bution for the Kriiijioora Force, .lodhpore jiays atrilmte of Rupees 98,000, 
a remission of Rupees 1 0,000 ha\ iiig heeif made in 18 17, in eonsideratiou 
of the cession (No. XVH.) to the Uritiah Government of the lights of 
Jodhpore to the province and fort of Omerkote. This province Idl to 
tlu' i)ossession of Jodliiiure ill 17^0, hut it was wrested from that State 
iu 1818 by the Talpuro .Viueers ot Sind. Alter the contjuest of Sind, 
(jovernment promised t<i restore it to the lt'’ahar.ijau. But .is the fort of 
Omerkote was a vahialilc frontier post and the district could not he con- 
trolled l)V Jodlipure, it was considered best for the British Government 
to retain pos, session of it, and to give to Jodhporc a money compeusatiou 
in the shape of remission of (riliote. 

Within a few moiiths aftiT his resumption of power, Muhaiiijali 
Maim Sing put to death or iiiiprisoned most of the Oiiefs' wlio, during 
hi.s !is.siimcd imhei'ilitv , laid sli. mil any uufriendly feeling towai'ds liim. 
M.anv of the other nobles tied from liLs tyranny and i’ouud refuge in 
neighbouring Stales. 'I’hc exiled jiarty ajijicaled for aid to the British 
Goveriimeut. Aid w.is refused ; hut au aeeommodatiou (No. XVllI.) was 
eil'eeted with the Maharajah through the mediation of the British 
Goveriimeut. In 1837 the reeiisant nobles assembled their followers, 
and [Hitting the [ireteiuler Dliokid Sing at their head, jirepurcd to 
invade Jodhporc Irom the Jeyjiore territory. By givmg facilities for 
this attack on Jodhporc, the JejjMirc State was considered to have 
violated its Treaty engagements in sueli a ll.igraut manner as to justify 
the British Government in adopting any inoasureB which might seem 
cx[)eJient, both liir resenting the iiiliiwtiou of a positive engagement, 
and for preventing its mischievous clleels. Strong reuionslranees were

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HAJPOOT- therefore addressed to the Maliarajali of Jeyporc. Although the attack 

on Jodhpore was headed by Marwar nobles, the Maharajali looked on it 

Jodhpon. jjg foreign aggression, and cliiinied protection under the Treaty of 
1818. Dhokul Sing was therefore called on by the British Government 
to retire from the confederacy. lie withdrew to Jhnjjur and the Chiefs 
settled their diUcrcnces among themselves. At the same time Govern- 
ment declared that although it might perhai)s Ije required to protect 
the Maharajah against unjust usuiqiation or wanton but too powerful 
rcbelUon, there was no obligation to sujiiairt him against universal 
disaffection and insurrection caused by his own injustice, incapacity, and 
misrule. 

In 1839, in consequence* of disputes with the nobles and the 
subjection of the Maharajah to priestly influence, the misgovernment 
of Jodhpore was such that the British Government was compelled to 
interfere. A force was marched to Jodliporc, of whii-h it held military 
occupation for live mouths, and Mann Sing executed an engagement 
(No. XIX.) to ensure futuif good goveriinicnt. Ibe engagement was 
a ])crsonal one, and ceased with hi<f life <>n .Mh September l'<13. 

Maun Sing died in I'ii.'l without sons of his Isxly and without 
adopting a sou. Tlie succession lay between tlie Chiefs of “lildur and 
AhnieJuuggur in (ho Boiiib.iy I’n-sidiiiey, ICdiir lieing the nearest 
of kin. It was let! to the mdou*-, tlie nobles, and the stale ollieials 
interested to select the Chief whom they should desire to rule o\cr 
them. Their choice fell on Tukht Sing of Ahnii’dnuggur, whom 
with his son Jeswunt Sing they invited to Jodhpore. At this time 
Dhokul Sing, the siqiposititious son of Bhoem Sing, revived his claims, 
but they w'cro set a“ide. 

On his remotal to Jodlipoie, Ti.l-ht Sing left bis son Jeswunt 
Sing at Ahmednuggiu' luid claimed the r-ght to retain Ahmcduuggur in 
his family on the ground that the loruu-r rulir rirtliee Sing had udo])ted 
Jeswunt Sing, and he, Tukht Suig, had only been regent and not 
actual ruler of Ahmeduuggur. Inquiry, however, proved that for two 
years Tukht Sing had been, and had been recognized as, the ruler of 
Ahmeduuggur, and that by the customs of Bajpoohma and Goojerat and 
by Hindoo law the right of succession of his family in Abmediiuggur 
wa.s cancelled by his acceptance of power in Jodhpore. It was therefore

decided ill 1 81'8 that Ahmcdnuggiir should lapse to Ednr fiom uhich 
State H had been severed in 1784, and that Tuklit Sinsj should remove Ins 
family from Ahmednuggur and abstain from alt inteifcrence in itsaffaiis. 
Maharajah Tukht Sing is still ruler of Jodhpore. He did good ,erviee 
during the mutinies and has received the right of adoption (No. III.) 
lie is entitled to a salute of seventeen guns. 

The area of Jodhpore is 3.'i,G72 square miles, wiih a population 
of 1,783,000. Tlie revenue is about seventeen and a hall lakh"- of which 
about fi\e lakhs arc derived from salt. The lr«o|>= kept up by llie Stale 
do not exceed 0,000 men. The I’oKlif.d Agent is also President of 
the Marwar Intcijurisdictional f’oiirt (4 AaLeels, winch decides all 
border disjmtes arising between JluLiucer, Jcssulmere, Kishengurh, 
Sirohee, Pahlunpoie, and Jodhpore The court is comp< scl of vakeels 
from these Slates and from Oiule\poie, Jc\porp, and Seckiir. It meets 
once a jear at Ajmeic, fijlnieio, N igoic, and Mount Aboo.

EACAcritENT between the Bbtiish Covbbbhbnt and Maiiabajah Maun Sing. 

Between the august British Government and the Sirhar of Jodhporo 
friendship has of old subsisted, and in consequence of the ncgociation 
of the Treaty in Sumbut 1875 (a. d. 1818), this feeling has been 
established upon a firmer basis ; mutual amity has thus existed down 
to the present time between the two Governments, and such will endure 
in future time. 

At tAiis time the following Articles of agreement arc concluded 
between the august British Governmeul, and Maharajah Maun Sing 
Bahadoor, the sovereign of Jodhpore, through Colonel John Suther- 
land 

hti . — Now for the government of the country mutual delibe- 
rations having been agreed upon, the Maharajah and Colonel Suther- 
land and the Sirdars and TJhal-i-kars and the Khuwas Pasbaus of 
the llaj will meet and institute rules for the government of the 
country which are to bo acted upon now and henceforward ; they 
will also define and settle the rights of the several Chiefs and of the 
OfRoers of the Guvemment and of others depending upon it according 
to ancient usage. 

Znd . — The British Political Agent and the Uhal-i-kars of the Raj 
of Jodliporo having counselled together will conduct the affairs of the 
government according to these rules and after liaving consulted the 
Maharajah. 

Srd . — Tlie said Punehayut will conduct all the affairs of govern- 
ment in accordance with aneient usage, 

— The Colonel Saliib has said that a British garrison shall bo 
placed in the fortress of Jodhpore, and to tliis the Mahnrajaji agrees. 
In other Principalities of Rajasthan, where Political Agents reside, they 
remain outside the city. "Within the precincts of the fortress are only 
dwelling houses, and the area is very much confined. In this consists 
the difficulty ; but nevertheless in view to grati fy the Sirkar, the 
(proposition regarding the) British garrison has been a 2 )proved, and a 
suitable spot having been selected it shall be eslahlibhcd.

B O O N D E E. 


The ruling family of Boondee belong to the Ilara tribe of Eajpoota. 
Tlie first Rajah with whom the British Government had any intercourse 
was Omeda, who gave most offieient assistance to Co]onel Monson’s 
army in. its retreat before Ilolkar in 1804, and brought down on liimself 
the vengeance of Ilolkar ; he died in 1804 after a rule upwards of 
fifty years, and was succeeded by his infant son, Bishen Sing. During 
the Mahratta supremacy this State suflered much at the hands of 
Sindia and Ilolkar, who virtually assumed the management of its 
revenues. 

The territory of Boondee was so situated as to be of great importance 
during the war in 1817 in cutting off the flight of the Pindareivs. 
Maha Bao Bishen Sing early accepted the British alliance, and a Treaty 
(No. XX.) was eonoluded with him on 10th February 1818. Although 
his forces were inconsiderable, he co-operated heartily with the British 
Government. It was this connection with the British Govemment that 
raised Booudeo from the lamentable condition to which it had been 
reduced hy the Mahrattas. By the Treaty of 1818 the trilmte i>aid 
to Ilolkar aud the lands in B<>ondce held hy Ilolkar were rulinquisbcd 
to the Rajah, who engaged to pay to the Briti.-ih Government the share 
of tribute he had hitherto pjiid to Sindia. The tribute w.-w fixed at 
Rupees 80,000, of which half was on account of two-thirds of the 
pergunnah of Fatun held hy Sindia; tbo remaining one-third of the 
jierguniiah which had been held by Ilolkar was restored to Boondee 
under Article 4 ’of the Treaty. It had been the intention of Government 
to restore to Boondee the territories usmped by Siudia as well as by 
Holkar, and under the belief that the two-thirds of Patuii had been 
so usurped, these districts were entered in the sehodule of the Treaty. 
It was not known at the time that the whole pergunnah of Patuu 
had been ceded to the Puishwa during the ministry of Nana Furnaveso 
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for assistance rendered in expelling a usurper from Boondee, and tliat 
the Peishwa had conferred two-thirds of it on Sindia and tlie rest on 
Ilolkar. The real state of the case, however, was afterwards discovered, 
and the tribute of llupees 40,000 on account ot the two-thirds of Patun 
was never exacted from Booudec. As compensation to Ifolkar for the 
share of Patun of which ho- was deprived, an annual payment of llupees 
30,000 is made to him by the British Government. In 1841 Sindia 
transferred to the British Government the two-thirds of Patun as 
part of the territories ceded in trust for the support of the Contingent ; 
the Chief of Boondee thereupon revived the question of its ces-sion 
to him. Sindia was unwilling to give up the suzerainty, but in 1817 
an agreement (No. XXI.) was effected with the consent of the 
Gwalior Durbar, by which tho district was made over in pcrjjctuity to 
Booudec on payment of llujiees 80,000 a year to be credited to the 
Gwalior Durbar. Under the Treaty of 1 SCO with Sindia the sovereignty 
of the two-tliirds of Patun was traiiHferw'd to tbe British Government, 
so that Boondoo now hoUls the district as a perpetual fief from tho 
British Government, subject to a payment of Rupees 80,000 in addition 
to the trilmte of Ilu)iei-s 10,000 jjayable under the I’reafy of 1818 as 
the “ choutfi of Boondee and other j)i!ice.s.” 

Bislicn Sing died on llth July iSil, and was succeeded by bis 
sou. Ham Slug, tlie proswil Malui lliio, who was then about eleven years 
of age. During tho long minority which enstied, tbe British Govern- 
ment had on more than one oecasion to interfere in tho internal 
ailminibtralion of the State. Maha ILio Bam Sing was so indiflereut 
in his allegiance to the British Government during the mutinies of 
1857, that friendly intereonrse with him was broken olf and not resumed 
till 18C0. The Maha Ihio has received the right of adoption (No. III.). 

The area of Boondee is csliinaled at a, 1101 tijuaro miles, the 
population at 210,0(10, and the aimual revenue at Kii])ecs 3,00,000. 
Boondee j)ays no eoiifrihufiuJi io any local eorjw or cuniiugoni. The 
Chief receives a salute of sevenU'cn guns. 'J'ho army of the Stale 
amounts to 700 iloise, 2,700 Infantry, and i 1 guns.

The pi‘infi))!ility of Kofali was formod about two fpiitiivios aiul 
M Jialf jiyo by Ibe t’liiof of Hooiult'e, wlio was forced by ilic Maharaiia 
of Otidcyjiore <fi occic half liis territory to Jus younj^r brother, in 
wiiose family ,'t continued till the time of Omeid 81115 ^^ when the 
HriliHli Government formed their first eonneetion with Kotah. Like all 
the othi'r llajpoot Slates, Kotuh had been despoiled by the Mahrattas, 
and wsift under oblif'vitioiis, rvhieh it was t<to jioor to fulfil, to j>ay trihiite 
to each of tlw three I'l'oat Alahratlu fiimilies of Malwu, file Puars, 
Sindia, and Ilolkar, as ^\el! as to the PeisUna. 

Kotah was saved from absolute niiii hj' the talents of the 'Minister 
llaj liana lifalint Sin^;', into whose lian-’ Aialu lino Oineid Si iif' surrendered 
all powei'. In the emirse of Ibrly-five years ho raised the Kotah State 
to lie one of the iiiosl jioworfut and Ihmrishiny in liajpootaiia. lie was 
one of the first of the llaji>oot Chiefs to eo-opcriite with the Hritisli 
CoMTiinient J'or tlie sn]i]>res.sion of tin- Piiidaree'- in 1S17, Through 
Zalim Siiio- a Tix-aty (No. XXII.) was concluded rv’^ith the Kotah Chief 
in December 1S17, by Avhieh Kotah was taken under the protection 
oJ' tbo llrili.sh Goverument, the tribute formerly jiaii to the Alahrattas 
was nia«le jiajaihle to the Hritisli Goveniinout, who ac-couiited to Sindia 
for his sliare, and the Al.aha Ihio was to furnish Iroop-s- aeeordiii«' to his 
means when rcijuircd. A snjiplenicnlaiy Artich* was addl'd to the 
Treats, vesting tin- administration in Zalini Sing and his descendants. 
The trilmtary claims on Shahabad, the jn-rsonal estate of Zalim Sing, 
were remitted 011 Kotali rastoriiig to Oudcyporc some lands held Irom tliat 
State as fccenrity for a bond debt of nine lakhs of Rupees. The fidelity 
and active zeal of Zalim Sing in the Pindaree war were further re- 
w-ai'dcd by tbo poTmaiii-nt amii-xation (No. XXlll.) of four dislriets 
ceded by Ilolkar. It was at first iiiteinlcd to make a 'separate grant of 
the.se di.strii't.s to the Minister, but he in&istcd that they should be 
annexed to the Kotah State. 
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During the lile of Maha Kao Omcid Sing no inconvoiiienoc was felt 
from the arrangements made by the Treaty of 1817, hy wliicli one i>oi-sou 
was recognized as the titular Chief and another was guaranteed as the 
actual ruler ; but on his death in 1820 his successor, Kishorc Sing, 
attempted- to secure the actual administration by force. An accom- 
modation was elfcctcd after the defeat of Kishore Sing by a British fone. 
Kishore Sing received an allowaiiee of Kupees 1,6 1',000, and on his 
part reeognizoil tlio perpetual administration of Zaliui Sing and liis 
heirs (No. XXIV.) 

Zalim Sing died in ]82t, and his son Madho Sing suceceded him. 
The unfitness of Madho Sing for ofliee n.is juatter of notoriety; but 
he received undisputed charge of the administration under tlio Treaty. 
In 182S Kishore Sing the Maha Kao was succeeded by his nephew Ram 
Sing, the present Chief. In 1861 the disputes between Kara Sing and 
his Minister Muddiin Sing, the son and successor of Madho Sing, broke 
out afresh. There was danger of a jiopular rising for the expulsion 
of the minister; and it was therefore resolved uitli the consent of the 
Chief of Kotah to dismember the State and to create the new principality 
of Jhallawur as a separate jn'orision for the descendants of Zalim Sing. 
Seventeen perguniiahs, yielding a revenue of twelve lakhs of Rupees, 
were made over to Muddun Sing; this arrangement formed the basis 
of a new Trmty (No. XXV.) with Kotali. The M.ahii Kao’s tribute wiis 
reduced ^Bllupecs 80 , 000 , wliicli sum ivas to be paid by Jliallawur, 
and he agreed to maintain an auxiliary force at a cost of not more 
than three lakhs of Rupees. It was with much reluctance that the 
Maha Kao agreed to the formation of this force ; and iu consetiucnco 
of his rejjcated remonstrances the payment for it was reduecd to two 
lakhs in 1814, aud it was agreed that if this sura should prove in- 
sufficient, the dilTcreiice would be paid from the Kotah tribute. At the 
same time the Chief was warned that if he failed to make his payments 
punctually, a territorial security would be required both for the tribute 
and the payments for the auxiliary force. 

The auxiliary force was known as the Kotah Contingent : these 
troops mutinied in 1857 and murdered the Political Agent and his 
two sons. The Maha Kao made no attempt to offer assistance to the 
Political Agent, and as a mark of the displeasure of Goverumeut his 
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salute was roilueed from seventeen to thirteen guns. Tlie Kotah Coiilin- 
gont is now rojiri'sented by the Doolee Irregular Force. 

Tlio li'oops wliieh the M.ilia llao is allowed to entertain are limited 
to 1 5,000 men of iill deseriptioiis ; the St.ite revenue I'rom all sourecAS 
is about lliipees 25,00,000; the area of Kotah is about 5,000 square 
miles; and the popul.ition 40.‘5,000. Tlio tribute ))a^ahloto the British 
Government is Ituiiees 1,S4,72() in addition to the two lakhs of Rupees 
for the Deolee Irregular Force. The Maha Rao has heen guaranteed 
(No. III.) the right of adojition. 

In 1SI7 Rawut Doorjiin Sing Avas guaranlecd in the possession of 
the village of Seedra which had birn liehl b}' liis lamiJy in jaghirc from 
time immemorial, .and in place of a horse nhich tlie Rawut was reijiiircd 
annually to present to the Maha llao, it was stipulated that he should 
pay a yearly tribute ol’ Rupees 100.

1. Hie palace, places of recreation, and gardens in and about 
Kotah, as the malil in the city, those of Omed Gunge, Rungbarree, 
Jitgpoorah, Makundurra, the gardens called Brij Rajjec, the Gopal Newas, 
and Brij Belas, shall be iu possession of the Malta Bao, whose power in 
the regulation of them shall be liable to no control on the part of the 
administration of atl'airs. 

Within the walls of the space appropriated to the palace in the city 
on several buildings in which reside families and dome.sties of the Kaj 
Rana’s family, the lane leading from the bastion called the Noa Boorj 
to the Khetree Darwaza, or Water Gate, forms a complete separation. 
Neither party shall intrude beyond its h'mits, though the Water Gate is 
common to both excepting armed men for obtaining water ; nor shall the 
Administrator introduce more than fifty chokeydars as watchmen for 
the protection of these dwellings and outlets.

Abticlr 8. 

It is to be clearly understood that all the stipulations contained in 
the Treaty concluded at Delhi betw'cen the British Government and 
Maha Rao Oraeid Sing Baliadoor, on the 26th of December 1817, wliich 
arc not affected by the jirovihious of the present Treaty, shall remain in 
full force. 

Article 9. 

Tlic foregoing Articles of Treaty h.Tving been concluded between the 
British Government and Maha Rao Bam Sing ol' Kotah, and signed and 
scaled by Captain John Ludlow, Officiating Politiocl Agent, and Lieute- 
nant-Colonel Nathaniel Alves, Agent to the Governor General for the 
Slates of Rajpootana on the one part, and Maha Rao Ram Sing on the 
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other, the ratification of the same by the Right Honourable the Governor 
General shall be exchanged within two months from this date.

Tun existpiic'C of Jliullawiir as a separate dependency dates only 
from 18.38j when the K.otah principality was dismembered.* On the 
establishment of Raj Ratia Mtidun Sin<» in Jhallawar a Treaty (No. 
XXVI.) was concluded on the 8th April 18:j8, by which he acknowledged 
Jlritiah supremacy, cng.sgcd not to negociate with any other power 
without the sanction and knowledge of that Government, agreed to 
supply troops according to his means, and to pay an annual tribute of 
Rupees 80,000, Agreeably to the .3rd Article of the above Ti-eaty, 
Mudun Sing, on assuming charge of his new princij)aH(y, was vested 
with the title of Mahariy Rana. lie was to be placed exactly on the 
same footing as all tlio other nilors in Rajpvotaita, and to receive the right 
of adoption if that right should bo conceded to other rulers ; but the 
succession was to bo limited to Ibe des<'endanls of Zolim Sing. 

In 18 i5, Mudun Sing died, and was succeeded by I’irthce Sing, 
the present ruler. During the mutinies of 1857-58, this Chief rendered 
good service by conveying to places of safety several Europeans who 
had taken refuge in his districts, lie has been guaranteed (No. III.) 
the .privilege of adoption. He receives a salute of fifteen guns. 

The estimated average amount of revenue of this State is between 
fourteen and fifteen lakhs of Rupees. It pays Rupees BO,UOO a year 
to the British Government as tribute; no local corps or contingents 
are paid from the resources of Jhallawar ; the area of the Slate is 
2,500 square miles; and the population 2,20,000. The entire military 
force of the State is about 500 Horse and 3,500 Infantry.

Thk present Nawalj is tli<- son of tlio iUmous predatory leader 
Amoi'r Kliaiij I lie eoinpanion in arms of Jchiriiut Ituo llolkar, who 
played a most eonspienous part in all the ilistraetions wliieh jireecded 
the Uritish bcttlenieiit, of M:tU\a Ameer K.han was by connection, 
habit, and dispfisitum Cbseutially a Pindarec. On the entrance of the 
Jlritisli into Malwa he made overtures to he admitted to protection, 
tint the conditions lie proposed were too extravagant to he acceded 
to. lie was however offered a guarantee of all the lands he held iiudeu 
grants from Holkar and iho protection of the British Government, ou 
condition of hia abandoning the predatory systein, dismissing his army, 
surrendering his artillery, with exception of forty guns, to the British 
at a valuation, and furnishing a body of troops to eo-oiioratc with the 
BritLsh force. It was doomed both just and expedient that the price 
of reclaiming Amcor Khan from his predatory habits of life should he 
paid by the Ilolliar State, whose weak ami dishonest course of jiolicy 
had raised him to his actual power. The re<picst of Ameer Khan to 
ho eoiijirmed in lauds similarly ohtuiued from dillcrent Eajiioot States 
under every circumstance of violence and extortion was positively re- 
jected. To the terms offered him Ameer Khan agreed, and they were 
embodied in a Treaty (No. XXVll.) in November 1817. To tho terri- 
tories thus guaranteed, the fort and district of Baropoora were added 
by the British Government as a free gift; and a loan of throe lakhs of 
KupccB, afterwards converted into a gill, wras made to him. The district 
of Pulwul w.as also conferred ou bis sou in jaghiro for life. In lien 
of the revenue of this district, which it was found inconvenient to make 
over to the management of the Nawab’s sou, a monthly btipemi ol 
llupecs 13,000 was assigned.

Ameer Klian died in 1834, and was succeeded by bis sonWazeer 
Mahomed Khan, the present Chief. Wuzeer Mahomed Khan did good 
service during the mutinies. His territories cover an area of 1,800 
square miles and contain a population of 182,000. The revenue is 
llupees 8,00,000. The State pays no tribute to the British Government 
nor are any local corps or eoBtingents maintained from its resources. Tlie 
regular military establishment consists only of about 500 or COO horse. 
The Nawab receives a salute of seventeen guns; he has received a 
Bunnud (No. XXVIII.) guaranteeing the suecession to his family 
according to Mahomedan law in the event of Ihc failure of natural hciis.

This potty State paid a trilmte of Rupees 25,000 to the Peishwa, 
wliieh was eeded to the British Government hy the 11th Article of the 
Treaty of Poona in 1817. The Maharajah had made over the village 
of Maehulpore and its dependencies to the management of the Peishwa 
in lieu of the tribute j but a.-? it was inconvenient for the British 
Oovernment to take possession of such isolated villages, the tribute 
was relinquished at the time of the conclusion of the Treaty (No. XXIX.) 
by which the State of Kerowlee was taken under the protection of 
the British Government. In consideration of the relinquishment of the 
tribute, the Mahar-ijah was hound by the 5th Article of the Ti-eaty to 
furnish trooi>s at the requisition of the British Government according to 
his means. At the lime of the conclusion of the Treaty, the Maliarajah 
wished for a guarantee that some of bis old possessions south of the 
Cliumbul thou under the Government of Sindia, should be restored 
to him, subject to au annual tribute if they should ever come into 
the possession of the British Government ; this was refused. In 1825, 
when Bulwunt Sing, the legitimate heir to the State of Bhurti>oro, 
was rebelled against by his cousin Doorjun Sal, the rebel was supported 
by the Maharajah of Kerowlee. After the fall of Bhurtporc, however, 
the Maharajah made humble professions of submission, and it was not 
thought necessary to take serious notice of his conduct. 

Beyond the adjustment of some boundary disputes between Kerowlee 
and Jeypore no communications of any iinportanco took place with 
Kerowlee till the death of llurbnksh Pal, in. 1838. lie was succeeded 
by his adopted son Pertab Pal, who died in ISIS, leaving no son and 
no near male relative. In consequence of the factions which prevailed 
during the government of Pertab Pal, a British . Odiccr was on four

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BAJPOOT' occasionB deputed to Kcrowlee to mediate between the parties, but without 
much success. Nursing Pal, a minor, was adopted by the family as 

Karowlee. tjjg successor of Pertab Pal. Although there were maiyr disputes regard* 
ing the guardianship of the boy, there were none regarding his selection. 
The Kerowlec State was at this time in debt to the British Govern- 
ment, and the roeognitiou of the adoption of Nursing Pal was withheld 
till the first instalment should be paid. Tliis debt was originally in- 
curred by the Maharajah of Rerowlae to the State of Bhurtpore, which 
• was indebted to the Britisli Government. In arranging for the liquida- 
tion of the Bhurtpore debts. Government gave credit for the amount 
due from Kerowlee, and took upon itself to reeover it from that State. 
In 181)1 the Kerowlec debt amounted to Rupees 1,51,312. Very advan- 
tageous terms were given to the Maharajah ; 'flu was allowed twelve 
years to pay it ofl' by instalments, and no interest was to bo charged 
except on instalments remaining unpaid. Up to 1817, however, nothing 
was paid, and a further period of a year and a half was allowed before 
the first instalment should be demandud. After some^d^lay the young 
Chief olTorod payment of the first inst.ilmcnt; but os it was not m.ade 
unconditionally, and was adv.ineeJ by a sjjcciilator for employment in 
Kerowlec, the money was not .accepted. The factious at Kcrowlee, 
however, were daily gaining strength, and therefore Government deemed 
it expedient to recognize the succession of Nursing Pal, warning him, 
however, that payment of the debt would be exacted ; and as mcduition 
between the factions had hitherto been unsuccessftil, it was at the same 
time determined to send an Agent of the British Government to Kcrowlee 
to control all parties and exercise the direct management of affairs. 

Nursing Pal died on 10th July 1832, having adopted the day before 
his death a distant kinsman, named Bhurt Pal. The Government of 
India proposed to treat the Sude as a lap^o, but the adoption of Bhurt 
Pal was recognized by the Home Government. In the meantime a 
strong party was formed in favour of Muddun Pal, a nearer relative, 
whose claim was supported by the opinions of the Chiefs of Bhurtpore, 
Dholeporc, Ulwur, and Jeypore. Inquiry was oidered, by which it was 
ascertained that the adoption of Bhurt Pal was informal by reason of 
the minority of Nursing Pal and the omission of certain necessary 
ceremonies. As Muddun Pal was ucarer of kiu than Bhurt Pal and 
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was accepted by the Banees, by nine of the most influential Tliakoors, by kajpoot- 
tbree-fourths of the lesser feudal Chiefs of the State, and by the general ANA. 
feeling of the country, he was recognized as successor to the Kerowlee JLL-rt;uloe. 
Cbiefship m lASdr. The direct interference of the Political Agent iujihe 
internal administration was withdrawn, and the !^.gency was finally 
abolished in 1855 ; but Muddun Pal was warned that, in the event of his 
failing in the regular payment of the annual instalment of the debt, then 
reduced to Hnpccs 04,812, one or n^orc of his disfricts would be taken 
possession of for a time by the British Government till the whole of the 
debt should be liquidated. ■ 

Maharajah Muddun Pal rendered goo<l service in the mutinies, in 
consideration of which the sum of Hiipocs 1,17,000 due by him to the 
British Government was remitted, a dress of honor was conferred on him, 
and his salute was raisedYrom fifteen to seventeen guns. In 1850, in 
consequence of the i>ocuniary embarrassments of the State, a Political 
Agent was deputed to assist the Maharajah in the adjustment of his 
debts. The Agent wa% instructed to put himself in the position of a 
friend and advisi^r to the Maharajah, ai.d not m that of an authoritative 
controller of afl'airs. The Agent w.is withdrawn in ISCl. 

TIic Maiiarajah of Kcrowlec has received the right of adoption 
{No. III.). The ai'ca of his State is 1,878 square miles, and the popula- 
tion about 188,001). The revenue from all sources is only about Kupees 
3,00,000. The whole military force of the State is about 3,000 men.

The Kibhenjfiirh family ia an olI‘->Iioot fi-om Jodhpore. A Treaty 
(No. XXX.) was formed with Maliarajali Xullian Sing in 181 8, which 
contains the usual conditions of protection on the part of the Rritish 
Government, and sulxirdinatc co-operation and abstinence from political 
correspondence on tlic part of the Chief. Kullian Sing, who was sup- 
posed to be insanej.Lccamc at an early date involved in disputes with his 
nobles. The princii)al causes of jpi.-nrel were his desire to crush the 
Tliakoor of Futtehgnrli, who bad set up claims to indcpond«'noe, but 
had been declared by tlie Jlritisb Government to be a feudatory of 
Kishengurh, and an iiltenipt to cuuinnite the personal services of his 
feudatories to a money payment. Tin* Muliarajidi fled to Delhi, where 
ho bnsied himself in buy iiig bononary privileges from the King, such 
os the right to wear stockings in the royal presence; meanwhile the 
disputes at K.ishengurli grew more serious, the insurgents seeking aid 
from Kotidi, and the Maharajah from Boondee. In these disputes the 
British territory was more than once violated by both parties. The 
disputants were, therefore, called on to desist from hostilities and to refer 
their quarrel to the mudiatiou of Government, and the hlaharajah was 
warned that if lie «lij noi ut once return to Kishengurh and interest 
himself ill the alTuirs of liis State, the Treaty with him would be 
abrogated, and engagements would be i'oinied witii the iusurgent 
Thakoors. In consequence of this threat the Chief returned to Kishen- 
gurh, but finding himself quite incapable of managing the Stale, be 
oiTered to farm it to the British Government and retire to Delhi. 
Government refused to accept the lease of KLihcngpirh, hut made 
no objection to the retirement of the Chief to Delhi and the forma- 
tion of a Regency for the management of the country during his 
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absence. Mediation between the Chief and the Thakoors was also autho- n urocm- 
riaod, but the terms agreed upon were not to be guaranteed. The !Maha< . 
rajah meanwhile took up his residence at Ajmere whither he was followed xx x 
by his Chiefs, who agreed to leave the dispute to the arbitration of the 
Maharajah of Jodhpore, provided the decision received the guarantee 
of the British Government; but this guarantee was refused. 'The Chiefs 
then proclaimed the heir apparent as Maharajah, laid siege to the town of 
Kishengurh, and were on the point of capturing it, when the Maharajah 
accepted the meJiati<>n of the Political Agent through whom terms with 
the nobles were adjusted. The reconciliation with the nobles, however, 
was not sincere, and shortly afterwards Kulluu Sing retired from Kishen- 
gurh and abdicated in favor of his son. 

The pi-esent Chief Pirthee Sing ouoceoded in 1840; he has received 
the right of adoption (No. III.) . lie receives a salute of fifteen guns. 

His territories cover an area of 720 square miles and contain a population 
of 70,000 souls. The revenue^ are about llnpees 000,000. The State 
pays no tribute and contributes nothing to auy local coqw or contin- 
gents. The army consists of 230 cavalry, 800 infantry, and 30 guns.

D H O L E P O R E. 

Li’KfwnAR Sl^'GJ iH-ttor knotvn as the Ratio of Gohiid, was the 
first Chief of Dholejiore with whom the British Government formed 
]ioIitiu!iI relations. The family helonpr to the Jat tribe, and first rose 
to notice under the Peishwa Bajec Rao. After the overthrow of the 
ISIahraltas at Pani|iut, the uncle of Lukindar Sing rebelled and pos- 
sessed himself of the fort of Gwalior. During the Mahratta war which 
ended in the peace of Salbyo,*" the British Government formed a Treaty 
(No. XXXI.) witli Ldkiiidar Sing 111 hotli as a harrier against inva- 

sion of the British territories and as a basis for ercating a diversion in 
favor of the military opcratiiuis from Bonihiiy. By Ibis Treaty Govern- 
ment agreed to furnish the Maluiraiia with a force for the defence of his 
dominions or for their enlargoinoiil- In eoiupiest from the Mahrattas, 
to sliaro with him their joint eonijnests, e.veept t!ie territories con- 
stituting his jaghire and tlicn in possession of the Mahrattas, and to 
embrace the Maharaua in any peace concluded with the Mahrattas. 
Aecording'ly in the fourth Article of the 'Ureaty with Sindia of Idth 
October 1781, it is stipulated that Sindia shall not interfere with the 
territories of Maharana Tjukindar Sing so long as the^Iaharana observes 
liis Treaty w'ith the English. After the peace of Salbyc. however, the 
Maharana was abaiidoned ou the ground that he had l«*en guilty of 
treachery, and Sindia re-jiossessed himself of Gohud and Gwalior. 

Ambajee Tngliah, who was Governor of Gohud, seeing the rapid 
success of the British arms in J SOS, threw oflf his allegiance to Sindia 
and joined the forces of the British Government, who concluded a 
Treaty (No. XXXll.) by which be agreed to surrender the fort of 
Gwalior aud certain districts which the Government intended to confer 


* S«c Vol. Ill , 5. 
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ou the Bana of Gohud, and was guaranteed in liis remaining posses- bajpoot- 
sions free of tribute. The districts ceded by Ambnjee Ingliah under the 
Sliiu Article of his Twaty were made over to Rana Keerut Sing by Treaty OhoU-porc. 
(No. XXXIII.) on 17th January 180-t, with exception of the fort and 
city of Gwalior, which wore permanently ceded to the British Govern- 
ment. Ambujee Ingliali was from the first insincere in his Treaty, aud 
was active in endeavouring to excite Sindia to unite with Ilolkar ; the 
Treaty with him therefore became null and void. By the !)th Article 
of the Treaty of Surjee Angeugaom, Sindia agreed to renounce all 
claims on his feudatories with whom the British Government had made 
Treaties “ provided tliat none of the territories lielonging to the Maha- 
rajah situated to the southward of those of the Rajahs of Jeypore 
and Jodhpure and the Rana of Gidind, of which the revenues have been 
collected by liiiii or his Amildars, or have been applii able as Serinjamee 
to the paymeiit of his troops, are granted away by such Treaties.” This 
clause gave rise to a dispute which threatened for some time a breach 
of the peace established wnth Sindia. Sindia arsTued that the Treaties he 
was hound to respect could not embrace the Raua of Goluid, inasmuch as 
the prcti'nsions of that familj’ had been extinct and their territories had 
been in Siudia’s possession for thirty years. The right, however, was 
clearly with the BritLsh Government both liy the Treaty with Ainbajee 
Ingliah and by comjue&t, aiul the dnicussions did not prevent Sindia from 
concluding the Treaty of defensive alliance with the British Ooi'orumeut 
on 27th February 1 SO t, although he shortly aftciwvard« again hiiT^ardud 
this alliance by attacking and plundering the camp of the British Resi- 
dent and detaining the Uesideul a prisoner. 

One of the obstacles to the establishment of the peaceful policy 
adopted by Lord Cornwallis in 1805 was the retention of Gwalior and 
and Gohud from Sindia. The Governor General deemed it expedient to 
abandon the connection with the liana indojiendcutly of any referetu*e to 
the settlement of differences with Sindia, and had no hesitation in resolv- 
ing to transfer 1o Dowlut llao Sindia the possession of Gwalior and 
Gohud. On this basis the Treaty with Sindia, dated 2.3rd November 
1805, was concluded, and by a separate Tn-aty (No. XXXIV.) the per- 
gunnahs of Dholepore, Baree, and Rajkerah were assigned to the Rana 
of Dholepore. The river Chumbul thus became the boundary between 
Sindia’s territories and Dholepore. 
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Maharasa Keorut Sing lived to a great age. He died iu 1836, 
and wae succeeded by the present Chief Bhugwunt Sing. This Chief 
rendered assistance to the fugitives from Gwalior in 1857 ; but his 
Minister Deo Huns incurred the displeasure of Government by plun- 
dering villages in the Agra district. In 1862, in consequence of the 
intrigues of Deo Huns and his attempts to subvert the authority of 
his Chief, it was found neoes'^ary to remove liim to Benares, where 
he has been placed under surveillance. 

Blmgwunt Sing has received the right of adoption (No. III.) 
He is entitled to a fc<alnte of fifteen guns. liis territory covers an 
area of 1,020 sciuare miles, contains a population of 500,000, and 
yields a revenue of Eiipccs 6,00,000. Tlie military force of the State 
consists of about 2,000 men.

Whatever countries shall be acquired Iroin the Mahrattas, in pur- 
suance of this Treaty, by the troops of the Company or of the Maha-

Company, and by B.ajah TJmbajee Rao Bngi va, for himBolf, his heirs and 
suroessors.

Three battalions of the Honourable Company’s sepoys shall be 
permanently stationed with Malianij llanah fur the proteetion of his 
country, the expenses of which shall be regularly paid by Maharaj Kanah 
to the Honourable Company every month, at the monthly rate of 
twenty-five tliousand Lucknow Sieua Rupees, or Rupees of the same 
standard value, for each battalion, amounting to the monthly sum of 
seventy-live thousand Rujices, or nine lakhs of Rupees annually. In the

B II U RTPO RE. 

Tjiis Jat principality was fonmled by a freebooter named. Biij, who 
held (lie village of Siiibunnee in ‘lie pergnnnah of Dceg; bnt the ]>ower 
of the State was chielly extended during the decline of the Mogul 
3'hnpire by liis great -graudBou Hoornj Mull, who was killed in 1763. 
Siioruj Mull left live sons, three ot wboni adminibtercd the State of 
Hhiirtpore in Bueecssion. Durii-g the rule of the third son Natnul Sing, 
the fourth bou llunjeet Sing rebelled an<l called in the aid of Nujjuf 
Klma, who stripped llie lanii'r of all their possessions exeept the fort of 
llhnrtiiorOj which was bold by Rniijcet Sing. At Iho intcroession of the 
widow ol‘ Sooruj Mull, however, hi restored to the linnily lauds yielding 
nine lakhs of Uiiiioos. On the death of Niipuf Khan, Sindia possessed 
hiinsolf of all his territories including llhurlporc, but again .at the 
intoreession of the widow of Sooruj Mull, ne gave to Runjeet Sing 
cleveu pcrguiinalis yielding ten lakhs of Iliijiecs, to whieh three per- 
guuiiuhs }'iehlitig four hikJis were suhs<>(|ueiitl.\' added as .a reward for 
.sorviee.s rondcreii to Oeiieral Perron. These fimrleeu jjprgiinnahs now 
eonstitiitc the State of Bliurt]i< re. 

At the eomiuoueenicnl of the Al.alwatta war iu 1S03 the British 
Government eoueluded a Treaty (No. XXXA'".) with Runjeet Sing, and 
in Oeliiber 1803 eonl'errcd upon him the tlistricls of K-ishengurh, 
Kuthower, Rewaree, Gokul,aud Saher, Alter the battle of Deog, llolkar 
took refuge in the fort of Bluirtpore wliitlier he was pursued by 
Bord Ijakc. Ilis surrender was demanded, but Runjeet, Sing refused to 
give him up. The fort was bt.sicged. Runjeet Sing made a memo- 
rable defence and re))elled four assaults with a loss to (be besiegers of 
3,000 moil. Fearing eventual defeat, borvever, and being unable from the 
cxbausliuu of bis resources to continue the war, Runjeet Sing surren- 
dered the fort, and agreed to expel llolkar from his territories. A new 
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Treaty (No. XXXVI.) was concluded with him, by which he agreed 
to pay an indemnity of twenty lakhs of Ilapees, seven of which were 
subsequently remitted, and was guaranteed in the territories which he 
held previously to the accession of the British Government. The 
pergunnahs which had been granted to him in 1803 were resumed. 
Notwithstanding the leniency with which he had been treated, and 
the protection secured to him by this alliance from the rapacity of 
the Mahrattxs, neither Runjeet Sing nor his successor ever showed 
any attachment to tlic British Government. 

Maharajah Runjeet Sing died in 1805, leaving four sons; he was 
succeeded by the eldest, Rundheer Sing, who died in 1823 and was 
succeeded by his brother Bnideo Sing. After a rule of about eighteen 
months, Buldeo Sing died, leaving a son Bulwunt Sing, then six years of 
age, whose succession was recognized by the British Government; he 
was opposed and east into prison by his cousin Doorjun S.al, who had 
laid claims to the succession on Rundheer Sing’s death. The Resident 
at Delhi moved out a force for the snp])ort of the rightful heir, but 
their march was stoi)]K*d by Government, who did not consider that 
the recognition of the licir app.ar(;pt during the lift* f)f his fatlu*r imposed 
on it any obligation to maintiiin him in oi)position to the wishes of 
the Chiefs and people. While Doorjun Sal prolcssed to leave the decision 
of his claims to the Biilish Govermnont, he made vast prci)aratiuns 
to maintain them by force ; he was secretly supported by the neigh- 
bouring Raji)oot and Mahratta States. The excitement threatened to 
end in a protracted war, and accordingly, with a view to the prcservii- 
tion of the public peace. Government determined to depose the usurper 
and place Bulwunt Sing in power. The fort of Bhurtporc was stormed 
on 18th January ]82() and dlsinanlled, Dooijim Sal was carried u 
prisoner to Allahabad, and the yomig Maharajah was established in the 
succession under the regenej' of lus mother and the superintendence of a 
Political Agent. The Ranee was removed in 1820 and the Ministers of 
the State were formed into a Council of Regency. 

In 1833 Bulwunt Sing was put in charge of the administration; he 
died in 1853 and was sneceeded by his only sou Jin-wunt Sing, the present 
Maharajah, a minor. The administration is at present conducted by a 
council consisting of five Sirdars under the superintendence of a Political 
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Agfent, The Maharajah has received a Sunnad (No. III.) conferring on 
him the right of adoption ; he is entitled to a salute of seventeen guns. 

The area of Blmrtporeie 1,974 square miles, the population 050,000, 
and the revenue Rupees 21,00,000. Rhurtpore pays no tribute and no 
contribution to any local corps or contingent. The army consists of 
3,.308 infantry, 2,214 cavalry, and 313 artillery.

ULWUR. 


Tiir Ulw’iir State in composed of petty Chiefships which till the 
middle of last century owed allegiance* to Jej'pore and Bhurtpore. The 
southern poi*tion was usurped during the minority of the Maharajah 
of Jeypore by Perlab Sing, of the clan of Murootha llajpoots, about 
1780. Macherry was conquered from Bhurtpore. Pcrtab Sing was 
succeeded by his adopted son Bnktawnr Sing, with whom the, first rela. 
tions of the British Government wem formed. Ahmud Buksh Khan,* 
the Ulwur Yakeel, ,ioined Liord Lake at the comraencement of the 
war with the Mahrattas, and received the grant of Lohnroo from Ulwur 
and of Ferozepore from Lord Lake oh a reward for his services. The 
Maha Rao Rnjali accepted the protection of tlie Britisli Government 
in 1803, and a Treaty (No. XXX YII.) of olfcnsive and defensive alliance 
was concluded; LI war was to pu,y no tribute, but its troops were to 
co-operate with those- of the British Government. As a reward for the 
assistance which Lbvur rendered in the campaign, the districts which 
had been granted to Bhurtpore and afterwards resumed were conferred 
on the Maha Bao Ra,jali by a Snnnud (No. XXXVIII.) from Lord 
Lake. In 1805 an exchange of territories was effected (No. (XXXIX.) 
with Ulwur for mutual convenience. 

It was discovered in 1811 that the Chief of Ulwur had irvtcrfered 
in the aflhirs of Jeypore and engaged to be security for the payment 
of one and a half lakhs of Rupees a month to a Pathan adventurer, 
Mahomed Shah Khan, for the sujiply of troops to estiiblibh one Khoo- 
shalee R.am as Minister of Jeypore. Although the obligation to form no 
such engagements, without the knowledge and consent of the British Go- 
vernment, necessarily resulted from the nature of the relations practically

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subsisting' between the two governments, it was not inferrible from the H^JPOOT 
ab■J^ract stipulations of the Treaty, which approached too nearly to the . 
stipul.ations of an equal alliance. A fresh engagement (No. XL.) was tVamr. 
therefore made with the Maha Bao Kajah, expressly prohibiting political 
iutercourse ■with other States. In 1812 Bnktawur Sing took possession 
of the forts of Dhobee and Sikrawa and adjoining territory belonging 
to Je 3 ’j)ore, and refused to restore them at the remonstrance of the 
llesident at Delhi. As this was a direct \iolation of his engagements, it 
became a question v hether to dissolve the alliance with him. To this 
course there ucrc many object n.n.s, and <Jiii-lly that the Uhvur State 
would liave been left exposed to the invasion of Pindaree leaders ; it was 
therefore resolved to compel the Maha Rsio Kajah to restore the forts 
and territory to Je 3 ’pore. A I'oice ua“ moved against ))im, and when 
the troops w’crc within one march of his cajiital, Buktawur Sing yielded, 
restored the usiu-pcd territoiy, and paid three lakhs of Rupees as the 
exjiensca of the British expediti.'n. It was the intention of Government, 
had actual hostilities taken jilaec, to have punished the Chief by 
resuming the districts conferred on him b 3 '- Lord Lake, and even 
annexing his entire territories liad his conJiict justified sneh a me.asurc. 

Buktawur Sing died iu 1S15, and the question was raised 
whether the lands granted iu 1803 should not lapse; Government 
however decided not to interfere with tlicnj. On Bnktawur Sing's 
death a dispute arose as to the succession, Bunuuc Sing, the nephew 
and adopted son of the late Maha Rao, wua supported by tlie Rajpoot 
nobles, while Bulwunt Sing, an illegifiinate ^,>n, w.as supported by a 
Mahomedan faehon headed by AUiuud Buksh Khan. A compromise 
was elfeeted, and it was agreed that the nephew should enjoy the title 
while the illegitimaie son should exercise the power of the State : this 
arrangement was sanctioned by the British Government. Both parties 
were minors at the time of ulus agreement, and when they grew up, 

Maha llao Bunnee Sing seized the power and made h’s cousin a prisoner, 
and an attempt was made on the litb of Ahmud lJul sh Khan while he 
was a guest of the Resident at Delhi. The crime was traced to the 
instigation of persons at the court of Ulwur, and the Chief was required 
to surrender them, but it was not till 1826, aftei the lall of Bhurtpore 
and the advance of a British force on Ulwar, that the Chief complied. 
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The Maha Rao Rajah was required to agree (No. XLI.) to make a 
- provision, half in land and half in money, for Bulwunt Sing and the 
lawful heirs of his hody. The Lmds reverted to Ulwur on the death 
of Bulwunt Sing without issue. 

In 1 Sol a negoeiation was discovei'od between Ulwur and Jeypore, 
originating in the desire of the Chief of Ulwur to do fealty to Jeypore 
and reei'ive a khillut of investiture. This correspondence was consi- 
dered to be a bre.ieli of Treaty engagements, but not to be in itself 
of inueh importance. 

Bunnee Sing died in 1S.>7 after the outbreak of the mutinies. 
After the death of Bunnee Sing the Mahonaedau ministers aet^uired 
an ascendancy over his son Sccwlan Sing, then thiiteen years of age, 
which was obnoxious to the Rajpoot nobles who rose and expelled them. 
The ministers were comjiellcd to reside at Benares under surveilliinec, 
and a Polifical Agent w.is appointcsl to Ulwur to advise and assist the 
Couneil of llcgcncv whuh w.is formed to coiidui't the administration 
during the joung Chiej’s minonty. Seodaii Sing altauied lii« majority 
in Seideinher 1 h(io, and was put in ili.iig* of the administration, hut 
it was resvilvod to contiiii e the Political Agent at Ulwur for a further 
jieriod of two _v cais. 

'file am ol 1 Iwur is about wjuaie miles, and the popula- 

tion about 1,1100,000 'ouls. The revenue fioiu all soiirees is about ‘.ixteen 
laklis of Rupees. The Slate pajs no tribute or coutributioii to loeal corps 
or eoiitingeiits ; it raainiains an army ol ^,000 infantry and U-IOO e.ualry. 
The riiiel has rcecuecl the right ol adojition (No. 111.) He is untitled 
to u salute of litteeii guii.s. 

Among the lauds granted to IJlw nr by Lord Lake in 1 S().3 was 
the district of Noeiuiaiu. The Chief of tliis ilistiiel for many years 
urged a el.imi to iiidepondeui e of Ulw^ui which w'as freipiently rejected; 
the claim was hroughi forn.ird again in 1S0(>. A full investigation 
was made, and it wa.s eleaily provisl tluO the ULvur Chief had oonferred 
the district on (’liuiiderhliaii, JLijali of Neeinrana, sul ject to a payment 
of Ru]) 00 s b,(ilS, hiiiig the aiuouut ol tribute levied by the Mabrattas on 
Ncemrana; that, in eonsequeiicc of Chuiiderbhan's rebellion, the lands 
were afterwards resumed bj Ulwur with consent of the British Govern- 
ment, and held till 1815 when a portion of them was restored; and that 
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wlion the Neemratia Chief claimed the resloratiou of the remainder, the 
British Go\ ernment declined to interfere. It was therefore tiually decided 
ill 1862 that Nceiurana is a fief of Uhvur.

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BIKANEER. 

BiEANEGn was originally iahabitud by varioiiE small tribes of Jats 
and others, the quarrels among whicb led to the conquest of the country 
by Bika Sing, a son of Rnjali Jodh Sing of Jodhpore. After consolidat- 
ing his power he conquered Bagorc from the Bhuttees of Jessulmerc and 
founded the city of Bikaueor; he died in a. d. 1503. Kai Sing, the 
fourth in descent from Bika Sing, sneceoded to power in 1573, and in 
his time began the connection of Bikancor with the Delhi Emperors. 
Rni Sing became a loader of horse in Akbar’s service and received a grant 
of fifty-two pergunnahs incinding Hansi and Hissar. 

The first Treaty {No. XLII.) of (he British Government with 
Bikaneer was concluded with Soorut Sing who had succeeded to po^er 
in 1801. This cliiof had applied for tho protection of the British 
Government in 1803 when his teiTitories were invaded by a force from 
Jodhpore and other States, but interference on the part of the British 
Government was contrary to the policy which then prevailed of with- 
drawing from all connection with the Chiefs to tho west of tho Jumna. 
Bikaneer, however, was embraced in the general scheme of alliances formed 
at the beginning of the Pindaree war. Tlie Maharajah was bound to 
subordinate co-operation, and the British Government engaged to protect 
his territories and to reduce his rebellious subjects to obedience. No 
tribute was exacted ; the Bikaneer State had paid none to the Mahrattos. 

Soorut Sing died in 1828 and was succeeded by bis son Ruttun 
Sing. The chief discussions with Bikaneer have been regarding disputed 
boundaries ; but in ISS'J the Mahanajab, in violation of his Treaty 
engagements, invaded Jessulmerc to revenge some injuries committed by 
subjects of tho latter. Jcssulmcre prepared an army to resent the invasion, 
and both parties applied to neighbouring States for assistance, when tho 
British Government interfered, and through the arbitration of tho 
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Mabarana of Oudcypore tbe dispute was settled, both parties making RAJPOOT- 

ropj/ation for tbc injuries done. In 1830 also preparations wore made 

by the Resident at Delhi to send a force to Bikaueer to assist the Chief 
in reducing some rebellious nobles. The fiesidcnt acted under a misap- 
prehension of the tenor of ihe Gth and 7tb Articles of tbe Treaty 
of 1818. These Articles referred to temporary circumstances and were 
carried out at the time. They gave tbe Chief of Bikaueer no right to call 
on the British Government for military aid against his disatfected subjects 
at any future period. Government was of ojiiuion that the case was not 
one in which they were called on to interfere, and reminded the Resident 
that military aid should never be given to Native Stales for the 
suppression of iuternal disturbances c’ccept under the specific authority 
of government. 

In 1811 the Eikanecr State agreed to a scale of duties on goods 
passing by the route of Sirsa and Bhawulporc through Bikaueer. Tlie 
transit trade of Bikaueer was at one time eonsidorahle. Tlie principal 
route from Cahool to India lay through Bikanc».r, and one of the chief 
advantages secured by the Treaty of 1818 was the protection of trade on 
th*t route. 

The present Chief, Sirdar Sing, suececdcsl to power in ]8o3. lie 
receives a salute of sevontoon guns. lie has received the right of adoption 
(No. 111.). lie did good service during the mulinies both by shcllering 
Ruropoan fugitives and by co-operating again,st the i^ehels in the districts 
of llansi and Ilissar. As a reward for these services he received a grant 
(No. XLIIl.) of forty-one villages which some years before had been 
declared to belong to the Sirsa district. In coiisofpicncc 'of outrages 
committed from Bikancer on subjects of Jodhpore, the Chief of Bikaneer 
was ill 1801 reminded of his Treaty obligations. 

The area of Bikaneer is 17,070 square miles, and the population 
about 539,000 ; the revenue is about six lakhs of Rupees. Bikancer 
eoutrlbutcs to no local corps or contingeuts ; it maiulains a force of 
2,100 cavahy, and about 1,000 infantry and 30 guns.

British territories up to this time, and, for the future, entirely to suppress 
the robbers and plunderers in his principality.

Tlio Maharajah of Bikancer will furnish troops at tho rocpiisitioii 
of the British Government, according to his means.

Tho Maharajah and his heirs and successors shall be absolute 
rulers of their country, and the British jurisdiction shall not be intro- 
duced into that principality.

As it is the \vish and intention of tlie British Government that 
the roads of Bikanecr and Bhutneer he rendered passable and safe 
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for the transit of trade to and from the countries of Cabul and Khorasaun,

his own dominionSj so as that merchants shall pass with protection 
and safety and meet with no impediment ; and with respect to custom 
duties^ the established rates shall not be exceeded. 

Akticle 11. 

This Treaty of eleven Articles having been concluded and signed 
and sealed by Mr. Charles Thcophilus Metcalfe and Oujha Koshce Nautt, 
the ratifications by His Excellency the Most Noble the Governor Gene- 
ral and Eaj Eajhecsur Maharajah Sroomun Sree Soorat Sing Bahadoor, 
shall he exchanged within twenty days from the present date.

Whereas it appears from a report of the Governor General’s Agent 
in Bajpootana that during the rehellioa Maharajah Sirdar Sing Bahadoor 
of Bikajieer, with a feeling of loyalty and devotion to the British 
Government, came out in person, spent money, protected lives of certain 
Europeans, and rendered other good services to govcruiiient ; and 
whereas, these circumstances being higlilj satihractory to government, 
the said Maharajah obtained thanks and a kliillut of distinction ; the 
government is now pleased to confer on him in perpetuity the villages 
specified in h separate schedule, Ht"ated in the district of Sirsa, yielding 
an annual revenue of fourteen thonsand two hundred and ninety-ono 
Kupees, and which are hereby incorporated with his former territory, 
subject to the same conditions as aio observed with respect to the latter : 
the grant will take effect from 1st May 1861.

JESSULMERE. 


Owing to iis isolated situation this State escaped the ravages of the 
Mahiattas. Tlie first Chief W'ith whom the British Government entered, 
into political relations was Maha Rawal Moolraj, who succeeded to power 
in 1 702. He would gladly have aceepted the British protection in 180S, 
but the policy which limited the British ascendancy' to the territories 
cast of the Jumna prevented the formation of an alliance with him. In 
1818, however, a Treaty (No. XEIV.) was concluded w'ith Moolraj by 
which the State was guaranteed to his posterity, the Chief was to 
bo protootod from serious invasions and dangers to his SCiito, provided 
the cause of cyuarrol was not ascribahle to him, and was to act in subor- 
dinate co-operation to the British Ooveriiment. No tribute was de- 
manded from him. Up to 1823 the Bikanoor Stale continued to urge 
its claims to territories in tho possession of other Cliiefs, but these claims 
were rejected, as the investigation of them was inconsistent with tho 
engagements subsisting between the British Government and other 
States. 

During tho lifetime of Moolraj, who died in 1820, the State was 
virtually governed by Lis Minister, Salim Sij)g, who committed the most 
awful atrocities. Tie put to death nearly all the relatives of the Chief. 
The town of Jcssulmcre was depopulated by bis cruelty, tbe trade of 
the country was interrupted, and the relatives of the Maha llawul who 
escaped death fled from the country. 

Moolraj was succeeded by his gprandsou, Guj Sing. At the time 
of the conclnsion of the Treaty of 1818 the Minister, Salim Sing, had 
endeavoured to obtain a guarantee, sucli as was given to the Minister of 
the Kotah State, that the office of Minister would be hereditary in his 
family, and on 'his death in 18211 the Chiefs of the State appearcil 
disposed to support tho cause of his eldest son, »vho after a ministry of

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a fei7 months had been imprisoned by the Maha Rawnl ; but on the 
British Government declaring that it did not intend to interfere with 
the just authority of the Maha Bawul in the appointment or punishment 
of his Miuisterj all parties returned to their allegiance. 

In 1844, after the conquest of Sind, the forts of Shagur, Gurseca, 
and Guttoora, which had been wrested from Jessulmere, were restored 
to that State. The forts were given over by Meet Ali Morad by 
order of the British Government, but no Sunnud appears to have 
been given to the Chief of Jessulmere on this occasion. 

Guj Sing died in 1846, and his widow adopted Bunjeet Sing, the 
present Chief, who, in 1803, received a formal Sunnud (No. III.) 
guaranteeing the right of ado]>tion ; ho receives a salute of fifteen guns. 

The area of Jessulmere is 13,353 sqimre miles, the population 
about 73,700, and the revenues Rupees 3,00,000. The military force 
of the State docs not exceed 1,000 men.

Kao Siieo Sino, with whom the British Government concluded a 
Treaty (No. XLV.) in 1823, was called to power in 1818 by the unani- 
mous voice or the Cliiufs of Serohi who had deposed bis elder brother 
Oudcybhanjee for tyranny and oppression and placed him in confine- 
ment. Maharajah Man Sing' of Jodhpore, who laid claim to supremacy 
over Serohi, sent a force in 1810 to liberate Oudcybhanjee, but he failed ; 
and Oudeybhanjee continued in confinement till his death in 184)7. It 
woa daring the disturbances incident orv the Jodhporc invasion that Rao 
Sheo Sing craved the protection of the British Govemmeut. The Treaty 
of 1823 bound the Jiao to acknowledge the British su]iremacy, to abstain 
from political intcrcouis-e with oilier Cliicfi, to govern in accordance rvith 
tbe advice of the Briti'di Agent, to introduce an cflicient admi- 
nistration, and to p.ay a tribute not exceeding thrce-oigbtbs of the 
revenues; and the British Government extended its protection to the 
State, guaranteed the succession to the heirs of Oudeybhanjee, should 
there be any such on the death of Sheo Sing, and reserved to itself 
the right to regulate transit duties in Serohi. On the death of Oudey- 
bhanjee without children, Sheo Sing, whose jiosition under the Tfeaty 
had been that of Regent only, was acknowledged as successor to the 
State, and his son as heir apparent. 

Tlie weakness of the Serohi State rendered it necessary for the 
British Agent to exercise at first an unusual interference in its internal 
afiuirs. Alaiiy of tlie Tliakoors were in rebellion supported by the wild 
Mecnas of the bills. To enable the Rao to keep up n force to he employed 
in preserving order, a lo.un of half a lakh of Rupees without interest was 
made to him, for the repayment of which he mortgaged (No. XLVI.) 
three-fourths of his customs duties. Oue oP the most refractory of the 
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nobles was the Thakoor of Neembuje, with whom, after the Meenas had 
been reduced by a British force, an engagement (No. XLVII.) was . 
mediated by the Political Agent, guaranteeing to him his lands ou condi- 
tion of feudal service and payment of three-eighths of his revenues to 
the Eao. Others of the Thakoors, particularly those of Butana, Gnrwul, 
Momul, Mudar, Patwora, and Sheelwara, had transferred their allegiance 
to Pahlunporo, a State under the Bombay Government. The llao of 
Serohi claimed their restoration, but it was decided that all should remain 
under Pahlunporc, except the Tliakoors of Mudar and Shcelwara, whoso 
allegiance had not been transi'erred to Paliluiiporo till after the year 
A. u. 1817. 

The llao made over to the Bi-itish Government in 18t5 some lands 
ou Mount Aboo for the establishment of a sanitarium. The grant was 
fettered by several conditions (No. XL VIII.), one of which was that no 
kine should be killed. Tlio Rao has ou several occasions been requested 
to cancel this condition, but has always refused. 

In 185 1, at the earnest request of the Kao (No. XLIX.), with a view 
to the liquidation of his debts then amounting to about two lakhs of 
Rupees, the State was taken under the direct management of the British 
Government for a period of eight years or such longer time as might be 
necessary. In consequence of the incapacity of the llao, the general 
control of affairs was in ISGl made over to his sou Omeid Sing, the old 
Rao retaining the dignities .and honors of uITice. He died shortly after, 
and was succeeded by Onicid Sing. The three brothers of the young 
llao declined the provision which was made for tliem before their father’s 
death and went into rebellion ; they have since tendered their submissioa 
and accepted a provision in land. 

The late Eao did good service in the mutinies, in consideration, of 
which he received a remission of half his tribute which had been fixed 
at Rupees 15,000. The Serohi tribute is therefore now only Rupees 
7,500. Tlic Kao has also received the right of adopliuu (No. HI.). He 
is entitled to a salute of fifteen g^s. 

Serohi contains an area of 3,000 square miles, and a population 
of 55,000. The revenues amount to only Rupees 80,900. The only 
military force consists of 69 horse and 21 S foot. The State pays for no 
local corps or contingents.

Tbbaty between the Hokotoabu; the Esougir East Ikdia Compavt and Rao 
Sued Sing, Regent of Serohi, concluded by Captain Alexandee Sfeibs, 
Agent at Serohi, on the ])art of the Honourable Company, by order of Major 
General Sir Havio Ociitt.rlont, Raronct and g. c. r.. Resident at Malwa 
and Rajpootana, in virtue of full powers granted by the Right Honourable 
William Pitt, Loiin Amherst, Governor General in Council, and on his own 
part by Rao Siiio Sing, Regent of Serohi. 

AVhercas at this time Rao Sheo Sing, the Regent of Serohi and 
representative of the rulers of that principality, has solicited that the 
protection of the British Government may be extended to his country, 
and the British Government has satisfied itself that the State of 
Serohi is not jiolitically dejiendeiit on any of the other Princes or Chiefs 
of Rajpootana, the request of the Rao has been complied with, and 
the following Articles have been agreed upon as a lasting engagement to 
define the relations between the parlies, and to determine the terms 
and conditions of the alliance which will be adhered to by both govern- 
ments as long as the smi and the moon shall endure. 

Article 1. 

The British Government consents to take under its protection, 
and to receive amongst the number of its dependant and tributary 
States, the chiefshiji and territory of Serohi. 

Article S. 

The Regent Rao Sheo Sing on his own behalf, and in the name 
of the Rao, his heirs and successors, hereby acknowledges the supremacy 
of the British Government, and engages to discharge with fidelity 
the duties of allegiance, and to observe punctually the other couditious 
detailed in this engagement. 

Articin 3. 

* 

The Rao of Serohi will not form or maiutain connections with 
any other States or Chiefs. He will not commit aggression on any one. 
If by accident disputes arise with a neighbour, they shall be submitted 
to the arbitration and decision of the British Government, That 
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government undertakes also to arbitrate and adjust any claims which 
may be possessed or advanced by other States upon Serohi or vie’ vend, 
whether for lands, service, money, contributions, or otherwise. 

• Article 4. 

The jurisdiction of the British Government shall not be introduced 
into the territories of Serohi, but the rulers thereof shall at all times 
attend to the advice of the 0£Beer of the British Government in the 
administration of their affairs, and act in conibrmity thereto. 

Auticm 5. 

The territory of Serohi having at this time boci>me a perfect desert, 
in consequence of intestine divisions, the disorderly conduct of the evil- 
disposed portion of its inhabitants, and the incursions of predatory 
tribes, the Regent hereby expressly and specially engages to follow the 
counsel of the British authority in all his proceedings for the restoration 
of the prosperity of the country and the introduction of good order and 
regularity. The Regent likewise promises that he will use his most 
strenuous exertions, both now and hereafter, for the improvement of the 
country, the suppression of robbery and theft, and the due and efficient 
administration of, justice to all his subjects. 

Article C. 

If any of the sirdars and thakoors of Serohi shall commit offences 
or be guilty of disobedience, the same shall be punished by fine or 
confiscation of lands, or such other infliction as may be in each case 
determined on, in concert and concurrence with the Officers of the 
British Government. 

Article 7. 

All classes in Serohi, noblce and peasants, having with one voice 
declared that Rao Oodebaun, the former ruler, was justly deposed and 
thrown into confinement, with the approbation of alt the sirdars and 
thakoors, on account of his tyranny and oppression to his subjects, 
and the Rao Sheo Sing being by all parties admitted to be the proper 
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sQCOOBBor, the British Government ■will recognise the Rao Sheo Sing 
as Regent of the State during the time of his natural life, but after 
his decease, should tlicrc be any lawful heirs of Rao Oodebaun, they will 
succeed to the principality. 


Ahttclb 8. 

The State of Serohi shall pay such tribute to the British Govern* 
ment to defray the expenses incurred by undertaking its protection, as 
may be determined on, at the expiration of three years from the date of 
this engagement, provided, however, that the amount thereof shall not 
exceed three-eighths or G annas of the annual revenues of the country. 

Aeticle 9. 

With the view to the encouragement of trade .and tlie promotion of 
the general welfare of the community, it shall be competent to the Officers 
of the British Government to recommend such ratcR of transit duties and 
regulations for the oolleetioii of customs within the limits of the Serohi 
territory as may on further experience he judged expedient, and to 
interfere from time to time to euforee or amend the same. 

Aeticle 10. 

W’’hen any detachment of British troops shall be employed in or 
near Serohi, the Rao will, in the due discharge of his duty to the British 
Government, provide the same with all the needful supplies without 
charging any duty thereon. The Commanding Officer of such force 
will, on his part, use his l»est endeavours for the protection from injury 
of the crops and com fields j and should it meet the views of the 
British Government to canton a force in Serohi, it shall be optional with 
it to do so, and no dissatisfiM’iion with the arrangement will be felt 
on the part of the Rao. So also should it be found necessary hereafter 
to raise for the service of the State of Serohi a corps, to be officered and 
disciplined by Europeans, the Rao engages to adopt that measure to 
the extent of his means on the recommendation of the British Govern- 
ment: a liberal regard being had to the amount paid by him as tribute. 
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The militia actually entertained by the Rao will be at all times ready to 
act in subordinate co-operation with the Officers of the British Govern- 
ment.

Maha Rao Shoo Sing engages after the expiration of three years from 
the date of the first payment to the troops, to commence the liquidation 
of such sums as he may have borrowed by mortgaging three-fourths of 
the custom duties. 

Any ditferenee in exchange or loss in raising the money to be borne 
by the Rao, it being clearly understood the repayment is to be made in 
a Rupee of equal value to the advance.

budge, concluded at Serohi on Byeak Sood chut Sumbut 1880, corre- 
sponding with the 4th May, a. d. 1821. 

On Bysak Sood Ekum Sumbut ISIS, corresponding with the 
29th April 1 824, Race Sin" Taccoor and Prim Sing Taccoor of Neembudge 
having been reconciled, and having snlnnitted Ihemselvcs to Maha Rao 
Sea Sing of Serohi, hereby acknowledge his supremacy and subscribe 
to the following seven Articles of agreement which are to endure from 
generation to generation and to which no objections shall ever be made. 

* AnTici.E 1. 

From produce of every description, whether of land, transit, or town 
duties from the village and pnttah of Mcembndge, six annas in the 
Rupee, or three-eighths, shall he paid to the Sree Piirhar of Serohi. 
Fines and exactions of every description from the ryots to be discon- 
tinued. 

Ariicle 2, 

Koonwur Oody Sing, the son of the Taccoor of Neembudge, wishes 
to obtain the rents of I he i illagcs of Oirwur, I’oniera, and Moongtimllah, 
the jaghire of the late Taccoor Lakh Jec; at jiresent that State is 
under Fahlanpoor protection, should it he restored to Serohi, this point will 
be decided by the Maha Rao agreeably to the rules of strict justice. 

Article 3. 

In Neembudge .and its dependencies .all affairs of revenue, justice, 
&c., shall he conducted in concert with the kamdars of Serohi; no 
injustice or oppression will be allowed. 

Article 4. 

Whenever the sirdars and the troops of Serohi assemble for 
any particular service, the Taccoor of Neembudge in person and his 
troops shall also attend without making any excuse. 
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Article 6. 

The Taccoor of Neembudge vrill not maintain or form connexions 
with any otlier Slate; bo will not join in any disturbances which 
may take ])hiee iii the JodliporCj Pahlanpoor Territories, amongst his 
brethren or the Kolies. If disputes should occur with any one, lie will 
acquaint the Durbar of Serohi and submit to the orders which he 
may receive. 

Article 6. 

The Taccoor of Neembudee to ensure tranquillity to his ryots 
will adopt every measure in his power to keep bis Bheels, Kolies, and 
Meenahs in order. 'Whatever theft or robbery may take place on his 
estate he shall certainly make good. •, 

Article 7. 

The Durbar of Serohi has, for the maintenance and support of the 
Koonwur, Tuccooranios, and (cinalc relations of ■‘he Neeinhudgo Taccoor, 
exempted the under-mentioned cighreen wells from the payment of the 
sum chargeabh' on the other lauds of lus estate: no alteration in these 
shall ever take place.

Conditions relating to the Sanitarium at Uloaiit Aboo. 

I. — That the site chosen for the Sanitariura be, if possible, within 
the lands attached to the Nukkeo Talao (the lake) . 

II. — That the soldiers bo prevented from going into the villages 
or in any way molesting the inhabitants, and more particularly from 
dishonouring or insulting the women. 
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III. — That killing of cows or bullocks, pea-fowl or pigeons, and the 
_ bringing of beef up the hill be strictly prohibited. 

IV. — That the temples, shrines, &o., and their precincts be kept 
free from intrusion. 

V. — That the priests and fakeers remain unmolested. 

• VI. — That no trees on the top of Mount Aboo be cut down or 
injured without permission from the Sao or from the kamdar obtained 
through the Political Superintendent. 

vn. — That the soldiers be forbidden to fish near the residence of the 
priests at the south-ca.st corner of the lake. 

VIII. — That proper precautions be taken to prevent the soldiers 
being robbed, as the llao dould not consider himself responsible in such 
cases. 

IX. — ^Tliat measures be taken to prevent injury to the cultivation, 
crops, and other properly. Tlmt the soldiers be forbidden to gather or 
destroy mangoes, jamuns, nectarines, honey, &c., the same being private 
property (except the carnimda, which abounds and to which they are 
wolcomo) . 

X. — ^Tliat no roads or footpaths be stopped np. 

XI. — That the llao he not called upon to .assi.«t the bnsaar, but that 
all arrangements for the collection of supplies be made independently of 
bis assistance. 

XII. — That individuals, cither European or Native, do not travel 
alone in the Serohi Territory without a guide as a defence against 
robbery ; and that all guides, coolies, and labourers be paid according to 
the rates obtaining in Scrobi, and which were settled by Colonel 
Sutherland. 

XIII. — All labourers and coolies oa Aboo +0 be ])aid agreeably to the 
rates there obtaining, and whieh were settled by Colonel Sutherland. 

XIV. — Tliat the Anadra and Dumanco Ghats bo the ones used by 
the soldiers. 

XV. — If circumstances should arise to render further conditions or 
arrangements necessary, that they should be made in communication with 
the Bao 'througli the Political Superintendent. To prevent misappre- 
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hension, I liave givea the above points in detail, though it will bo 
pert, eived that they resolve themselves almost into the ordinary observances 
of troops on a inarch.

Tliis State has been saved by the British Govemmout, 
I therefore trust to its kindness to adopt further measures lor its improve- 
ment. Syud Niamut Aly (Vakeel) lias been directed to accompany you 
as far as Neemuoh ; he is well acquainted with the .aflUirs of Serohi, both 
past and present, and can give information ou all questions concerning

DOONGURPOBE. 

This family is an offshoot of the House of Oiideyporc. On the fall 
of the MofTuI Empire, Dooiigiirporc, like other Rajpoot States, became 
tributary to the Miihrattas, It was at liist air.nit;eil to divide the 
tribute of Rupees ;jr),000 leiied from it between Sindia, Jlolkar, ami 
Dhar, but Dhiir ultimately hueoeedod in establisbin-r its ewlnsive right. 
This tributary eUiim was tran.si'erred to ^hc Rritish Go\ernmc!jit b^- the 
Treaty of 1818 (No. L.) with Juswunt Sing iu return for its protection. 

By a separate Agreement (No LI.) a miiii of Rujmes 85,000 was 
to be paid in lieu of all arrears, and for the first three years the tribute 
was fixed progressively at Rupees 17,000, Rnpees 30,000, and Rupees 
35,000. The tribute now paid is Salim Sakee Rupees 3.5,000.* In 
January 1834 the Chief agreed (No. LIT.) to pay, in addition to the 
above subsidy, the sum of Rupees 8,100 a year for the mamtonanco of a 
local force. But this engagement was never acted on, and was subse- 
quently declared to be obsolete 

As in other States inhabited by wild hill tribes, it became necessary 
at an early period of the British supremacy to employ a military force 
to coerce the Bheels who had been excited to rebellion by some of 
the disaffected nobles. The Bheel Chiefs, however, submitted to terms 
(No. Llll.) before actual hostilities commenced. 

The Rawul, Juswunt Sing, was incompetent as a ruler, and addicted 
to the lowest and most degrading vices. For Lis incompeteney and 
the disturbances of the peace which he created he was deposed (No. 
LIV.) in 1835, and his adojited son, Dulput Sing, grandson of Sawunt 
Sing, Chief of Pertabgurh, was made Regent. In 1811 the succession

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RAJPOOT- to Pertabgurh devolved on Dulpnt Sing. At this time the question was 
. raised whether to unite Doongnrpore and Pertahgurh in one St^e, or 
wheUier a fresh adoption should l)e made hy the Eawul of Doongurpore, 
noovgwrpore. or whether Pertahgurh should escheat to the British Government. 

Dulput Sing was at last permitted to adopt as his successor in Doongur- 
porc Oudey Sing, the infant son of the Thahoor of Sahlee, and, while 
ruler of Pertahgurh, to continue to bo Regent of Doongurpore during 
the hoy's minority. On this occasion Juswunt Sing made an attempt 
to recover his authority and to adopt as his successor Ilunwunt Sing, 
son of the Thakoor of Mungla; but he was unsuccessful, and the 
attempt resulted in Juswunt Sing’s removal to Muttra, where he 
was kept under watch on an allowance of Rupees 1,200 a year. 

Maladministration was the necessary result of the arrangement hy 
which the regency was loft in the hands of Dulput Sing, who resided at 
Pertahgurh; and therefore, in 1S52, he was removed from all authority 
in Doongurpore, and the State wa>- put under a Native Agent appointed 
hy the British Government during the remaining years of the minority. 

The Chief of Doongurpore liiis received a Simnud (No. III.) 
guaranteeing to him the right of adoption. He is entitled to a salute 
of fifteen guns. The area of his State is about 1,000 square miles, with 
a poimlation of about 100,000. TLo revenue, after deducting the 
tribute and the stipeuds of feudatories, is about Rupees 75,000. No 
local corps or coutingents are kejit up at the expense of the State. 
The Chief's military force consists of about 125 cavalry aud 200 
infantry.

8. Should any person, subject to the Company, stop at our villages, 
we will give him protection. 

Should we not act in tho above manner let us be accounted 
criminals against the British Government.

B A N S W A R R A. 

Banswakea was ori<finalI_\ part ol‘ Moywar, I)ut bi'cnini; iiulepeu- 
dcnt of it prior to tlie establishment of the supremacy of t/ie British 
Government, who recognized it as a separate power. In 1813 the Chief 
of Banswarra offered to become tribntary to the Bvltir.h Government on. 
condition of the cxpiilsian of the ^fahraltas ; but no dclimto relations were 
formed with him till September ISIS, when a Treaty (No. LiV.) was 
concluded, hy which, in coii'.idciation of the proloctlon of the British 
Government, the Rawid agreed to act h> subordinate eo-operation and 
settle his affairs in accoi-dance with the advice of the Bntisli Oovcrnnient, 
to abstain from disputes and political eorrospondenee with other Cliiofs, 
to pay a tribute equal to three-eighths of his revenues, and to furnish 
Irooiis whoa required. The Rawul denied liis ohligalion to he bound 
by this Treaty which was nogociatod by his accredited Agent, and 
although it was declared to be binding on him, it was thought best, 
especially as the T)har State had in the meantime ceded to the British 
Government its tribute claiin<. on Dooiiguiqiore and Banswarra, to con- 
clude a new Treaty (No, LiVI.), which was done on 35th November 
1818. Tlie chief modifications made hy this Treaty were, that the Rawul 
was to pay to the British Government all arrears of tribute duo to Dhar 
or any other State, and annually Avhatcvcr tribute the British Govern- 
ment might deem adequate to cover tlie crjiciisc of protection, in-oridod 
it did not exceed three-eighths of the revenues; and that the British 
Government was to assist in bringing under contrid any relatives or 
connections of the Chief, his heirs and sueecBsors, who might prove 
disobedient. 

By a subsequent Agreement (No. LVIT.) the same arrangements 
were made in regard to the payment of tribute as in the case of Boon- 
gurpore. The arrears were limited to Rupees 35,000 and the tribute tor 
three years was fixed progressively at Rupees 1 7,000, Rupees 30,000, and 
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■EAJPOOT- Rupees 25,000. The tribute now paid is Salim Sahee Rupees 35,000. In 
1824 also an engagement was made with Banswarra precisely the same 
as that made with Doongurpore (No. LII.) by which the Chief agreed to 
Bamwarra. jn addition to the subsidy, the sum of Rupees 8,400 a year for the 
maintenance of a local force. The engagement, however, was never aeted 
on, and was subsequently declared to be obsolete. 

The present Rawul, Lnchmnn Sing, was adopted by the previous 
Chief Bahadoor Sing, who also was adopted by the previous ruler 
Bhowance Sing, son and successor of Omed Sing, with whom the Treaty 
of 1818 was made. The succession of Luehmun Sing was disputed by 
Maun Sing, Thakoor of Khandoo, who conceived that a son of his own 
had preferable claims; but he eventually withdrew his opposition on 
receiving a remission of Rupees 1,300 a year in the tribute which he 
paid to the Banswarra State. 

The area of Banswarra is 1,500 square miles, the population 150,000, 
and the revenue Rupees 300,000, of which the feudatories, thirty.ti>rec 
in number, receive Rupoe.s 1,10,000. The Chief has received the right 
of adoption (No. ITT.). He is entitled to a salute of fifteen guns.

The Maha Bawul and his heirs and successors will pay tribute 
to the British Government to the extent of three-eighths of the revenue 
of their possessions.

PERTABGURH. 

Thb Riijah of ihia small Cbiofsliip is descended from a junior 
branch of the Oiideyporc House. From tho time of the establishment 
of the Mahratta power in Malwa the Rajah of Pertabffurh paid tribute 
to Holkar. The first conneeti<m of the British Governmeut with this 
State was formed in 1804 (No. LVIll.) j but this alliance was dissolved 
under the policy introduced by Lord Cornwallis of withdrawing from 
connection with the Western Rajpoot States. Pertabgurhj howeverj 
was again taken under protection by Ibe Treaty of October 1818 
(No. LIX.) In Hou of the local force of fifty horse and two hundred 
foot, stipulated for in Article 4 of the Treaty, the Rajah engaged (No, 
LX.) in 1828 to pay an annual subsidy of Rupees 1,200 till the year 
1826, after which the subsidy was to be doubled. Rut this engagement 
was never acted on, and in 1 841 it was abrogated and the original obli- 
gation of the 4th Article of the Treaty of IS] 8 was declared to be still 
in force. 

Under the 4th Article of the Treaty of Mundisore, the British Go 
vernment acquired n right to the tribute levied by Holkar in Pcrtabgurh. 
In consideration, however, of the political influence lost by Holkar under 
the Treaty of Mundisore, it was resolved to a. -count to him annually for 
the amount of the tribute, which is therefore paid to him from the British 
treasury. The present tribute is Salim Sahee Rupees 72,000.* 

The present Rajah Dulput Sing succeeded to tic- State in 18-44. 
Hulput Sing was grandson of the Chief of Pcrtabgurh, and had 
succeeded to the State of Doongurpore ou the deposition of Juswunt 
Sing by whom he had been adopted. Ou his succession to Pertabgurh

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he relinquished Doongurpore to Oodey Sing, son of the Thakoor of 
Sablee. lie has keen guaranteed (No. ITI.) the right of adoption. 

The area of the State is 1,460 square miles ; the population 150,000 j 
the revenue, after deducting the tribute paid to the British Government 
and about two lakhs of Rupees enjoyed by feudatories of the State, is 
in British money about Rupees 2,62,400. No local coiqjs or contingents 
are maintained at the expense of thi.s State. The Chief receives a 
salute of fifteen guns.

October 1818. 

Bnqaoement entered into by the IIonourable the East India Comfani and Samvi 
Sing, Bajah of Dowleah and Pcrtubgurh, hU heirs and successors, settled 
by Captain Cai;iiPI£d, under authority from BaiGADixn Oene&ai. Sib John 
Madcolm, k, c. b. and k. n. s.. Political Agent to the Most Noble the Governor 
General, on the part of the Honourable East India Company, and Rah Cjiund 
Show, on the part of Samut Sing, Rajah of Dowleah and Pertabgurh, 
the said BniuAniLii Genekai. Sib John Malcolu being invested with full 
power and authority from the Most Noble Pbancis, Maiuiuis op Hastings, 
E. G., one of His Britannic Majesty’s Most Honourable Privy Council, 
appointed by the Honourable East India Company to direct and control all 
their affairs in the East Indies, and the said Rah Chond Biiow being duly 
invested with full powers on the part of Samut Sing, Rajah of Bowleah and 
Pertabgurh. 

Article 1, 

The Biijah promises to give up all connection with other States, and 
to the utmost of his power jirovc his ohedience to the British Govern- 
ment, who, in return, agree to assist him in re-establishing good order 
throughout his district, aud to protect him from the claims aud trespasses 
of all other States. 

Article 3. 

The Rajah agrees to pay to the British Government all arrears 
of tribute justly due to Maharajali Mulhar llao llolkar, amounting to 
one lakh twenty-four thousand six hundred aud iil'ty-seven Rupees 
aud six annas, in the following manner, viz : — 

The first year Anno Domini 1818-19, corresponding to the years F^isle6 1226 
and 1876 Eurabut, ton thousand Rupees. 

Second year — fifteen thousand Rnpeos. 

Third year — twenty tbousand Rupees. 

Fourth year — twenty-five tbousand Rupees. 

Fifth year — twenty-five thousand Rupees. 

Sixth year — ^twenty-nine thousand six hundred and fifty-seven Rupees and 
six annas. 

And the Rajah farther agrees, that in case jtta above payments 
be not made as specified, an Agent on the part of British Government 
shall be appointed to receive the sums above-mentioned from the town 
duties of Pcrtaligurh.

The Rajah pf Dowleah and Pe^abgurh agrees on his part and on 
that of his heirs to pay to the British Government, in lien of its 
protection, such tributes and presents as he has hitherto paid to Mulhar 
Bao Holkar ; the above tribute to be paid as follows, viz 


EAJPOOT. 
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The first year Anno Domini 1818-19, corresponding to the year 1226 Fuslee 
and 1875 Sumbut, the sum of thirty-five. thousand Knpees. 

Second year — forty-five thousand Bupoes. 

Third year — fifty -fivo thousand Bupees. . 

Fourth year — sixty-five thousand EuT>ees. 

And tbo fifth yoar, the fall amount of the tribute, namely, seventy-two 
thousand seven hnudrod Salim Saheo Ltnpees, in two payments, half 
in Hangh and the other half in Jcyte, corrusponding to tho mouths of 
Horch and July, 

Aeticlb 4. 

Tlie Rajah further agrees not to entertain Arabs or Mekranees in 
his service, but to keep up fifty horsemen and two hundred foot soldiers, 
inhabitants of the Portabgurh district, who are to he at the disposal 
of the British Government whenever their services are required in 
the vicinity of the Pertabgurh district. 


Article 5. 

The Rajah of Pertabgurh to be the master of his own government, 
in the aSiiirs of which tho BrilisU Government is not to interfere, except 
in the settlement of all predatory tribes, and in the re-establishment of 
tranquillity and good order ; the Rajah agrees to bo guided by the advice 
of the British Government, and further, that he will not levy any 
unusual duty on the mint or merchants, or on merchandize, throughout 
his territories. 

Articue 6. 

The British Government agrees not to give countenance to any 
of the connections or relations of the Pertabgurh Rajah who may be 
disobedient, but 1io.afford the Rajah aid in bringing them under due 
control. 

Article 7. 

Tho British Government agrees to aid the Rajah in subduiug 
the Meenahs, Bheels, &c., &c. 
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AbTICIiE 8. 

The British Government agrees not to interfere with any just 
and ancient claims the Biyah may he authorized to make by usage on his 
subjects. 

Article 9. 

The British Government agrees to aid the Rajah in all his just 
demands on his subjectsj should he not be able to enforce them. 


Article 10. 

If the Pei-tabgurh Bajah should have any just claims upon any 
neighbouring State or the surrounding Thakoors, the British Government 
agrees to aftbrd him the benefit of its influence in recovering or adjust- 
ing them. It will also mediate to settle any difference or dispute that 
may arise between him and such Chiefs. 

Article 11. 

Tlie British Government agrees not to interfere in the distribution 
of the Kheraut laiids; and it nill ])ay on all occasions the utmost 
respect to the religious customn and jircjudices of the Rajah and the 
inhabitants of the country. 

, Article 13. 

The Rajah agrees, in the third Article of this engagement, to pay 
tribute to the British Government, and, for the purpose of hocuriug the 
same, agrees to jiay -tlie said tribute to persons to be appointed to receive 
it on the part of the British Government ; and in the event of any failure 
in the said payment, the Rajah agrees that an Agent on the port of the 
British Government be api>ointed to receive the tribute from the town 
duties of Rertabgurh. 

This engagement, consisting of twelve Arliolos, has been this day 
settled by Captain James Caulfield, aoliug under the directions of 
Brigadier Gencrid Sii Jolin Malcolm, k. c. b. and K. L. S., on the 
part of the Honourable Company, and by Ram Chuud Bhow, on the 
part of Samut Sing, Rajah of Dowleali and Pertabgurh; Captain 
Caulfield has delivered one copy thereof in English, 'Persian, and Hindui, 
signed and sealed by himself, to the said Ram Chund Bhow, to be 
forwarded to the Rajah of Dowleah and Pertabgurh, and has received 
from the said Ram Chund Bhow a counterpart of the said- engagement 
signed and sealed by him. 
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Captain Caulfield engages that a copy of the said Treaty ratified BAJPOOT-

BELATINO TO THE 


STATES IN CENTRAL INDIA AND MALWA. 


Till- principal States in Central In<lic arc in numLcr, — Gwalior, 
Iinlorc, Uhopal, Dbar, Gowns, and Jowra, of which two, Bhopal and 
Jowra, are Alalujinednu and the vest Mubratln. Besides these there is 
a multitinle of petty States* held under the immediate guarantee of the 
British Government but having feudal relations with one or other of 
the larger States and oeeasioually with more tliaii one. The multiplicity 
of petty Chlet's and the pcculiaiity of the tenures on which they hold their 
States, founded as they arc on the moasures adopted for the paci- 
fication of the country after the 3?indaroc war, necessitate on the part 
of the British Govcrnnicut in Central India and Malwa a more minute 
intcriercncc in the alTuirs of the Chiefs than it is usual or ex|>edieat 
to exercise in the States of llujpootana. Under the Mahrattas, as had 
previously been the case under the Mahomedan Governors, the petty 
Chiefs in Central India exercised but limited powers within their 
respective States ; and on the establishment of Bntisli supremacy in 
these provinces the Officers of the British Governmenl naturally assumed 
the position of arbiters of all differences hy which the public peace could 
be disturbed, and of ^igh judicial functionaries to whom all soutcuces of 
life and death were referred, except in the ease of ofleuecs committed 


* See below, filodialed duefs. 
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within the jnrisdiction of the larger States whieh had vitality Enough to 
. preserve peace within their limits. In the case of substantive States, it 
is only when the oflender belongs to one State and the plaintiff to 
another that the representative of the British Government adjudicates 
the cose. In so fur the Political «Agents in Central India discharge 
the duties whieh are sometimes performed by the Court of Vakeels in 
Bajpoutana. But the minor Chiefs refer all serious cases, more especially 
those involving capital punishment, whether jntcrjurisdictional or not, 
to the Political Agents. 

Jurisdiction, moreover, always rests with the Political Agents both 
in Central India and Kajpootana, and with respect to the larger as 
well as the minor States, where British subjects. Native or European, 
are cither plaintiffs or defendants, except in cases provided for by 
Acts I. of 1819 and VIT. of ISb-t. In 18G3 the Begum of Bhopal 
appealed against the exercise of such poivers hy the Political Agent 
at her Court as a violation of the 9th Article of the Bhopal Tre.aty 
of 1813 and claimed the right, under certain arrangements* made 
with the Political Ag»n)t in 1817, to trv in )it*r own Courts British 
subjects guilty of olfences within her territories and the surrender of

limits of the IlritiBh Dielricts. 

2/j 1 . — ^In now and loccnt coses when oBendorg, after the perpetration of a crime, fly 
to tho Bhopal territory, and tlio Thannahdars or Polico of tho British Govertimont get 
correct information of their i*ariug dono so, they will follow the oifendors into the Bhopal 
territory and npproheud and deliver them to tho ]$ho}>:vI Loeal Tliuanahdarj they will 
notill snchcanos he at liberty to arrostand bring away otioDders without tlio knowledge of 
thoOtficials of tlu* Bhopnl State } but if tho Biiush Olhcials in the pursuit of such offondera 
hajipou toronch a place wirhiu tho Bho|ml Stato, wliorc, owing to there being no Thaunah, 
or being w/M and uriicili.ibitcKl, no as-tistanco euu be ohtttined, then thoy may arrest tho 
ofletidcr and uike linn with iiioin, gi>iug, bowt'ver, duo iioUoo of thuir proceedings to the 
nearest Tliannah of the Bliopal State*. The Ofliciala of tho Bhopal State in similar cases 
can in like maimer cntui* the British territories and act bliuilarly* 
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British stabjects guilty of such offences when apprehended in British 
territories. Her right however was not admitted; she was told that 
the pTincijde which underlies the Treaty of 1818 is contained in. Ar- 
ticle 3, which declares that the Bhopal Government will act in subor- 
dinate co-operation with the British Government and acknowledge its 
supremacy; that the 9th Article refers to the authority of the Nawab 
of Bhopal over his own subjects within his own territory and not to 
British subjects; that this is apparent 1st from the correspondence which 
took place when the Treaty was concluded and which shows that the object 
of the clause was to guarantee to the Naw'ab that the British Courts of 
Aduwlut would not bo introduced into his territories, and 2nd by the 
oiuissiun of all reference to European offenders who had .a right to be tried 
in a certain form and under certain conditions wbii li the East India 
Company bad no authority to compromise or surrender ; that the arrange- 
niont of 1817 was jiever sanctioned by the Government of India, and 
coiiliiuied a stipulation which is entirely inadmissible, riz., that British 
subjects charged with offences in Bhopal, if arrested in Biilish territory, 
shiiU bo handed over to the Bhopal anthoritics for trial and punishment ; 
but that the British Government would not be unwilliug to act upon that 
arrangemeut hi so far as it is consUtent with Act VII. of 1851 in the case 
of escajiod offenders who are subjects of Bhopal.

RanajeKj tliG first mcmfier nf liie Siniliii fiimily of note, commenced 
his career as the carrier of the slippers of lialajeo Roo, PciOivva. His 
care in the performance of this, menial duty attracted his master’s atten- 
tion, -who appointed him to a eommand in the Pafrah or stahlo horse. 
From this his rise to the first rank of Mahratia Chiefs was rapid. He 
died in Malwa where he had acquired .some possessions, and was snoceod- 
ed in the headship of the family by Madhojee Siudia, his second son. 

Madhojee Sindia was prcsimt at the battle of Panijmt, iu which ho 
was severely wounded. After the disa-trous flight of the ihTahviittas, 
Sindia’s family, like other Mahratta Chiefs, lost their possessions in 
Malwa. On the return of the Mahrattas to llindostan in 17Gt, the 
most active of the predatory leaders was Sindia, whose formidable army, 
organized under French Officers, made liim in reality the ruler of Hin- 
dostan, though nominally the servant of the Peishwa. 

Madhojee Siudia jdayed a most imjiurtant part in the struggle 
which took place for the Peishwaship after the death of Madho Rao 
Bullal.* He was the chief support of the party of Naim Ekirnaveac. It 
was the policy of the British Government to secure ]>eacc by conclud- 
ing a separate Treaty with Sindia, and then using him as a mediator 
with the other parties ; hut Sindia’s ambition and his insisting on 
some of the inadmissible conditions of the convention of Wargaon,-!- 
defeated the ncgociations which had more than once been commenced. 
The reverses, however, which he met with from a force which had

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invaded his territories from Bengal, for the purpose of creating a power- 
- ful diversion, brought him to terms, and a Treaty (No. LXI.) was 
concluded with him by Colonel Muir on 13th October 1781, by which 
the respective forces of Colonel Muir and Sindia were withdrawn, and 
Sindia agreed to use his good offices to effect a peace, and foiling that, 
to remain neutral. Peace was concluded with the Mahrattas by the 
Treaty of Salbye,'**' Sindia being the mutual guarantee of both powers for 
its observance. Under the 3rd Article of this Treaty, the right of the 
British Government to the pergunnah and town of Baroach was recog- 
nised. Government conferred these on Sindia (No. LXII.) in considera- 
tiou of liis services, on condition of trade remaining unmolested. A 
separate Treaty was concluded on 30th September 1785 (No. LXllI.) for 
the regulation of the trade and duties to be levied at Baroach. 

By the Treaty of Salbye the independent power of Madhojee 
Sindia, in his relation to the Brifish Government, was first recognised, 
hut in all other respects be continnod ostentatiously to profess subjec- 
tion to the Peisliwa. The system of nmitrality which Government then 
pursued left Sindia at pence to establish his power over the northern parts 
of Ilindostuu and to possess himself of the person of the Kmperor of 
Delhi. Sindia made overtures to share in the allmnee against Tippoo in 
1790, but the eonditions he proposed, that Governm(“ut shonll defend 
his possessions in llindostan and aid him in his wars with the Bajpoot 
States, were inadmissible. After the peace of 1792, the feelings of 
Sindia, who was probably jealous of the increasing ascendancy of the 
British Government, were more hostile than friendly. It was partly 
through his iulluenee that the proposals made by Lord Cornwallis to the 
Nizam and the Feishwa fur a definite Treaty of guarantee against 
Tippoo were defeated. 

Madhojee Sindia died in 1701< and was succeeded by his grand- 
neiffiew Dowlut Rao Sindia, who was too j^ung to carry out any dan- 
gerous designs which Madhojee Sindia might have entertained. During 
the distractions which followed the death of Madlio llao Narain Peishwa, 
Sindia gained an a.sccndaney which enabled him to place Bajee Rao in 
power, to usurp most of the possessions of Holkar, and to secure to him- 
self the fortress of Ahmednuggur which gave him the key to the entrance 


• Tot iii.,pa^4e. 
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into the territories of the Peishwa and the NiKam. The power of Sindia, 
whose army was commanded by French Officers, was at this time most 
dan^rous to the British Government. When by the Treaty of Bassein* 
the British Government had recovered its influence at Poona and 
established a subsidiary force there, Dowlut Bao Sindia entered into a 
league with the Bajah of Borar to defeat the objects of the Treaty. The 
deceit and evasion with wliich Sindia met the overtures of General 
Wellesley for an amicable adjustment of their diffiTcnces. rendered war 
inevitable. In the campaign which followed, the power of Sindia was 
completely broken, both in L'pjjer and Central India, and he was 
compelled to sue for peivce, and to siifn the Treaty of Surjeo Anjengaum 
(No. LXIV.) in 1803 by wliich he was stripped of liis territories in 
lliudnstan and south of the Aiunl<*c Jlills, with eveoption of some 
hereditary villages, and resigned his claims on his former feudatory 
Biijabs with wbon} the Biiti.sb Got eminent had made Treaties. 

The loth Article of the Treaty of Surjee Anjongautn loft to Sindia 
the option of becoming a )iarty to the defeii'-i»e alHamo concluded by 
the British Govorumeut with the Pcishwa and the Ni^am, and bound 
the British Govenimont, in tlio event of his so doing, to maintain a 
subsidiary fmeo of siv battalions to be paid for ont of the tciiitories 
ceded by that Ti-oaty. Sindia agreerl to the allianeo, and by a sei>arato 
Treaty (No. liXV.) coiicUidod on 27tlt February IStll, arrangements 
were made for the subsidiary force to be stationed near Siudia’s boundary 
but within Briti.-.h territory. 

The discontent which Sindia felt at the determination to deprive him 
of Gohud and Gwalior, under the tftb Article of the Treaty of Suijco 
Aujenguum, induced him to enter into a correspondence with IXolkar, 
which nearly led to an open rupture. Among other acts of hostility, he 
attacked and plundered the Itcsident’s camp and detained t\ve Btesident 
a prisoner. As Sindia refused to release the liesidcnt, ho was iniiirmcd 
that his conduct had annulled the Treaties with him ; tliat Government 
were at liberty to deal with him as they might thaik lit ; and that the 
surrender of the Besideut must precede any friendly iutereouroo. The 
change, however, in the jioliey of Government on the arrival of Lord 
Cornwallis, who, independently of any reference to* tlie settlement of

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differences with Siudia^ deemed it inexpedient to retain possession of 
. Gohud and GwalioPj led to the renewal of negociations on the basis of 
restoring these territories. A Treaty (No. LXVI.) was accordingly 
concluded on 23rfl Novemlier 1805 which confirmed the Treaty of 
Surjee Anjengaum, except what might be altered by this Treaty, ceded 
Gwalior and Gohud to Sindiu, abolished the pensions of fifteen lakhs a 
year paid by Government to Sindia’s Officers, constituted- the Chumbul 
the northern boundary of Sindia’s territory, deitrived Sindia of all claim 
to tribute from llooudcc or any State north of the Chumbnl and east 
of Kotah, bound tlie 'Briti.sh Government not to make Treaties with 
Oudeyporc, Jodhpore, Kotah, or other Chiefs tributary to Sindia in 
Malwa, Meywai- or Mar war, or to interfere with tlie nrr.angemeiits which 
Sipdia might make in regard to them, and granted a pension of four 
lakhs a ye.ar to Sindia and jaghiros of two lakhs to his wife Baiza 
Bai and one lakli to his danghli-r Chninna Bai. 

In the Pindarec war the plundering Chiefs looked for support to 
Dowlut Rao Sindia as the most ]«>wei-ful of the Mahratfii Princes, 
and one whose whole luibits and teclings. wi*i-e those of marked hostility to 
the British Goveninieiit. Ife was abo siihjccfed to strong solicitations 
from the Peishwa who was cndea\oring to bind up again the broken 
Mahratta eonfedevicv'. Sindia made no niovernent indicative of a design 
to aid tile Peishwa, although he was no doubt balancing os to the 
line he would take. When the resolution was formed to commence 
a system of jiolitical alliances against the Pindarces, negociations were 
early opened with him, and the disjiosition of troojis was so made 
as to compel him either to enter into the views of the British Govern- 
ment or range himself on the side of the Pindarees at the very outset. 
The jioints to be carried were his co-operation against the Pindarces 
and the abrogation of the 8th Article of the Treaty of 1805, which 
restrained the British Ooveriimcnt from forming engagemeuts n-ith 
the Baji)oot States. This Treaty indeed had been regarded as sub- 
stantially abrogated in couseipieucc cif SiuJia's repeated infractions 
of it by his secret intercourse with the Piiidan-e leaders. Still Govern- 
ment was willing, if Sindia cordially entered into its measures, to leave 
him in all other respects the full benefit of former Treaties and to 
guarautcc him the tribute of those States. To secure his eo-operation 
he was to surrender the tribute for three years, to put his troops in 
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iixcil positions whence they were not to move without the consent of CENTRAL 

the British Government, and to pfive np the forts of Aseergurh and Hindia 

both as security for the lines of eominnnication and ns a guarantee for 
the performance of his engagementi. These objects were secured by the 
Treaty of 5th November 1317 (No. IjXVH.). 

Tile open defection of the Peishna and the llnjah of Berar shook 
the steadfastness of Siudia to his engasjements. The strong fortress 
of Aseergurh was not surrendered as stipulated by the Treaty, and 
it therefore became necessary to n-i.uce it by (orce. In the captured fort 
a letter was found iu which Sindia ilirccted the Governor to obey all 
orders of the Peishwa, who, by aitnckiiig the Keridoncy at Poonah, had 
deehircd war with the British Govcrumoiit . In eonseiptcnco of this want 
of good faith Sindia was reipiiicd permanently to cede the fort of 
Aseergurh. 

In the following year a Treaty (No. LXVIII.) was made with 
Sindia for the adjustment of boundaries, the Bri'- h Government receiv- 
ing A j mere and other districts, and ceding lands of eipial value. 

llowlut Riio Sindia died iu March 1S27. lie left no son, and had 
rcjieatodly evaded the advice of the Resident to adopt a successor, leav- 
ing it to the British Government to do what they might think proper. 

In aeeordance, however, with what was helieved to he the la-t wishes of 
Dowlnt Rao, a youth of eleven years named Moogut Kao, of an ohseure 
brancli of the family, hut declared to be the m-arest u-lation of Dowlnt 
llao, was adopted, marricil to ibe granddangUl.-r of Dowlnt Kao by 
Baiza Bai and pbiced in power with the title of Ali Jah Jankojee Rao 
Sindia under the Kegeney of Baiza Bai. The Baiza B.ii acknowledged 
this snceesMon most reluetantly, and miuut.iiiied that it was her late 
luishand^s iiifeiition that she should hold tin Kegeney during her life. 

She even prosseil on the Briti h Government the coiielnsion ol a new 
Treaty In order that she might ohtniii the formal reeogiiitioii of her right 
to exercise the powers of Regent during her life. But .ilthoiigh Govern- 
ment did not enter into this Treatv, and although in 1 S.30 thej insisted 
on the Bai using the young Maharajah’s seal in all official eomniiiuica- 
tions, she still clung to the hope of keejiing the g.iverninent in her own 
hands, and took no stcjis to train the young Cliief for f he i'uture c.vereise of 
power. The restraints under which the youth was held by the Begont 
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became at last intolerable to him and be fled from the Palace and took 
. refuge with the Resident. A reconciliation was with dilBculty effected, 
but as Government gave no definite decision on the rights of the parties, 
the seeds of dissension remained and the quarrel finallj came to a 
crisis in 1833. 

The Baiza Bai’s rule had become most unpopular and the cause 
of the young Mahamjah was espoused by a large portion of the 
army; the Bai was comiwllcd to retire from the Gwalior territory 
and the Maharajah was acknowledged by the British Government. 
To such a length was the principle of absolute neutrality carried at 
this time, that Government declared it was matter of indifference 
whether the Maharajah or the Bai was at the head of the Gwalior 
State, and that the only object of Government was to preserve the 
general tran(|uillitv and its own reputation, recognising such ruler as 
might be jdaeod by the popular voice at the head of the adujini.stration. 
The Bai was prohibited from Using her asylum in British territory or 
any dependeut Slate as a foeuv for organising an invarion of Gw alior, 
but f-ho was left at liberiy to return to Cw.ilior ainl re],v on the support 
of lior own subjoefs. The Rt-sident was c\cn een.slircd for having called 
in the Contingent in support ot' t/i<‘ M.ihar.ij.jh’s nothority, and it 
was ruled that the log'it'unute \iurpose for wlui-b tVe Contingent was 
formed was the suppression of plunderers, and the repnlsion of CKternal 
enemies'. 

By the Treaty of 1817 Dowlut Rao Sindia had engaged to fnruisli 
a Contiiigoiil* of 5,000 horse and assigned for its support the annual 
payments made to him by the Brili.sh Government and also tbe tribute 
from tlie States of Jodhporc, Booudeo, and Kotah. After the close of 
the, war the Contingent w'as rcdui-cd to -1,000 horse, at a monthly cost of 
Rupees 1,20,000, whieh however was in excess of the funds allotted 
for its support. It was therefore agreed (No. LXIX.) in Tebruary 1820 
to reduce the force so as to bring the cost within the sum originally 
assigned for its pajmenl, and that for the debt due on account of it by 
Sindia certain districts should be temporarily tiansferred to the British

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Government. On the death of Dowlnt Rao his annual pension of four 
lakhs whicli he had assigned in p.art payment for the Contingent 
ceased, and some other arrangement became necessary. A loan of eighty 
lakhs of Rupees at 6 per cent, was taken from the Baiza Bai, but as this 
arrangement proved inconvenient, the loan was paid off, and in 1830 the 
funds allotted for the payment of the Contingent stood as follows : —

This amount was still under the cost of the Contingent, which was 
Rupees 7,09,'J2-1<. AYhen the Bai/.a Bai iled from Gwalior the revenues 
of herjiighivo wore no longer a\ailal>lo for the payment of the Contingent, 
and a corresporiditig reduction of the Ibrec Wame iieeessiiry. But this 
Wits no sooner resolved on than the Durbar demanded that the revenues of 
the Kandeisli and Saugor distvlets, which had formed part of the territories 
restored to Siiulia under the Gfh Article of the Tre.(ty of Suvjee 
Anjenganm, should he given hack, and that only the tributes from the 
Rajpoot Stjtc.s, ainouiiting to Rupees S,li,500 should be retained^ 
and that the Contingent should be still further reduced to correspond 
with this diniinutiou of the funds. By the Treaty of 1820 it was 
optional with the British Government on the extinetlou of the debt 
either to restore these distri'-ts or to pay rent for them, or to give 
other lands in exchange. It was finally arranged, that besides receiving 
the Rajpoot tributes the British Government should retain the manage- 
ment of the districts of Ourra Kotah and Maltoun in Saugor yielding 
Rupees 75,000, that the Kaiidcish districts should be restored to Sitidia, 
and that in lieu of them Sindia should pay a sum of Ru]iccs 6Gj92(!-S 
a year which was eijuivaleut to Iheir uett revenues. No written engage- 
meut was concluded, but the Contingent was rc-orgonizcd in accordance 
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with the above arrangement, and Sindia promised to take measures for 
the proper management of the country and to respect the settlements 
vhich the Bi’itish Government bad made with tlic Bhcels, The Court 
of Directors however were of opinion iliat tlie restoration of the districts 
was not required by the terms of the engagement of 1820, that Sindia 
was not likely to resjiect the Bhcel settlements, and that there was 
danger of the country relapsing into anarchy by its transfer to Sindia’s 
government. They therefore desired that measures should be taken for 
obtaining the retrocession of the districts to the British Government. 
But the Durbar were unwilling to part with them, and Government at last 
resolved not to press the matter. The Durbar, however, wore emphati- 
cally told that Government would not pcimit these districts to become 
haunts of oppression and disorder dangerous to neighboring territories, 
and that if mismanagomeut should occur of a nature to endanger the 
security of the surrounding dirtricts, the iiorguiinahs would be at once 
taken possession of by the Britisli Government and not again re.lored. 

In 182!Hhe districts of Kunduai, Burwui, Poonassa, Rcllani, .and 
the village of Dliungaoii, and in the following \ car the districts of Asseer 
with cxecfiliou of three towns, B.nigiirh, jMoodc, Bclor.a, Altode, Deoro, 
andPeeplode, wore made over (No. LX.X.) by Sindia to the management 
of the Britisli (lovcrnnicut. Doore was sul)sei|ucutly ceded ]>crmanently 
to the British Governiiieul in exchange for Sliiijawulpoix*, but the tenure 
of the other eleven districts remained unchanged. The measure was in 
a muiincr forced on the Durbar who long ce.iscd not to urge their right 
to the restoration of the districts. But iii 1S37 it was decided that the 
transfer of these districts to the administration of the British Govern- 
ment was an arrangement not revoeahlc at the will of the Gwalior Durhur, 
and that the districts could not lie relinquished without disappointing the 
e,xpoctatioiis of the people and danger to the general tranquillity and the 
freedom of eommereial intercourse witli Bombay. lender the Treaty of 
1800 no questions can now arise regarding these districts. 

In 1831 the exchange of the jiergnnnah of Eastern Shujawulpore 
for Sindians districts of Deere, Gourjhawur, Cliawurpatlia, Jhindookhera, 
and Nahirmow, was iiegociateil. The revenues of Shujawulpore were 
about Rupees t)0,!)3l), and those of Sindia’s districts Rupees 87,305. A 
money p.aynient of llupeca 3,C3t was therefore to be made to the British 
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Qormimetit; by the Gwalior Durbar. The Court of Directors disapprov- 
ed oi this exchange of territory, but as the armngement was conveuieut 
for both goverumcnts and its oancelment was very unpalatable to the 
Gwalior Durbar, government finally resolved not to disturb it. The 
Resident however was required, n-ithout inviting coniplaiut.s, to use 
his influence to avert any evil to the inhabitants. Guarantees were 
given for life to four persons who had received jaghires in Shujawiilpore 
from the British Government. Bajun Khan, a Pindaree leader, brother of 
the notorious Choetoo, had also received a life grant* of lands in Shuja- 
wulporc. He died during the ii.-gociatioiis fi)r the exchange, and the 
lands, the value of which had been excluded from the estimated value of 
Shujawulpore, were continued to his family, and Sindia was required 
to abstain from any arbitrary moasuro of resumption. Questions of 
succiission to this jughire are usually decided by the British Govenment 
and the decision is communicated to Sindia. 

The rule of Moliarajah Jaukojeo Sindia was very weak. Although tho 
Buiaat Bai had no strong party within Gwalio-i- territories she did not 
cease 1o intrigue and to use freely for this purpose a sum of Rs. 37,00,000

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deposited in the Benares TVeasury, which, hy the arbitration of the 
- British Government acquiesced in Ly Sindi’a, was declared to be her private 
property. The Mama Sahib, the Maharajah's maternal uncle, occupied 
the post of Minister durinfj the greater part of his rule. Bnt the 
Court was one constant scene of fends and struggles for power 
among the nobles; the army was in a chronic state of mutiny. This 
weakness of the internal Government prepared the way for the hostilities 
with the British Government which broke out shortly after the Maha- 
rajah's death, and resulted in an entire change of the British policy 
towards the Gwalior State. 

Jankojee Sindia died on 7th February ISIS. He had no children 
and had expressed no wish regarding the succession although repeat- 
edly and earnestly urged by the Resident to do so. Tara Rauec, however, 
the Maharajah’s widow, a young girl of twelve years of age, with 
the concurrence of the Chiefs of the State and tlio army, adopted 
Bugcorut llao, son of Ilunwunt Ilao, usually called Babajw Sindia, 
the nearest though a very dlstitnt relative of the late Maharajah, and 
the adoption was recognized by the Briti-.h Oovcrnmeiit. The boy 
was thou about eight years of age. On his accession he assumed 
tlie title of Alijah Jvajee Rao Sindu. Tlic adoption of a boy too young 
to administer the government rendered necessary t he appoiiitme.it of a 
Itegent. The Muina Saliih, who apjieared to possess the greatest inthienee 
and was attached to British interests, was chosen by the Chiefs as B.egent. 
Ilis selection was reported to give universal satisfaction to the troops and 
peojdu. He was therefore recognized by tlie British Goveruinciit as the 
responsible head of the Skate during the minority and was assured of 
support. For three months affairs iveiit on smoothly. Intrigues how- 
ever were carried ou against him in the palace by a ])arty at the head 
of which was Dada Khasjocwalla who gained over a portion of the army 
to his cause. The commencement of the intrigue is attributed to 
apprehensions instilled into the mind of the yonttg Maharanee that the 
Mama Sahib, whose daughter wa.s married to the Maharajah, would 
supersede her authority, and it cndetl in the expulsion of the Mama 
Sahib from Gwalior and tlie establishment of the influence of Dada 
Khasjccwalla, notwithstanding the remonstrances of the Resident and 
the British Government. 
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The acts of Dada Khasjeewalla showed him to be hostile to the 
interests of the British Government. Offices were taken from those who 
were supposed to be favorable to the maintenance of friendly relations, and 
persons who, at the request of the Bcsident, had been expelled from 
Gwalior by the late Maharajah, were recalled and restored to office. Such 
proceedings could not be viewed otherwise than as an affront to the 
British Government, and as they were accompanied by the assemblage of 
large bodies of mutinous troops at Gwalior, by a threatened attack on 
Seronge in the territories of the Nawab of Tonk, where the Mama Sahib 
had taken refuge, and by disorders on the frontier at a time when war on 
the Sutlej was impending and it was necassary to secure the communica- 
tions of the British army by the re-cstablLshmenl of a friendly Government 
in its rear at Gwalior, the direct iiilerferonec of the British Government 
was demanded not only in tlie interests of the Gwalior State but by 
respect for its own dignity and the s.ifety of its own possessions. 

Accordingly tho representative of the British Government wa® with- 
drawn from Gwalior and forbidden to return untu either a settled govern- 
ment bliould be established at Gwalior or his intervention should be 
solicited by the Mabavauoe and the Chiefs for the restoration of order. 
Before ulterior measures were taken the Resident wrote to the Maha- 
ranee, in reply to a letter in which she hod invited his return, stating the 
only condition under which friendly relations could be re-established, 
and requiring the banishment of Dada Khasjeewalla, whose jiresence was 
the only obstacle to the restoration of friendship. This letter was 
intercepted by Dada Khasjecwalla, wbo.se right to interfere in the affairs 
of tho State hail never been adinitled by the British Government, and its 
contents were concealed by him from the Maharanee. This act was 
considered to be a virtual a.®suraption of the powers of government 
by Dada Khaejecwalla and a supercession of the authority of the Maha- 
ranee and the young Chief, whose person and authority the British 
Government were bound by Treaty to maintain. A demand was 
therefore made for his surrender as the preliminary condition of further 
friendly intercourse. The objects proposed by the British Government 
were reparation for the affront offered to it by the surrender of the 
person of Dada Khasjeewalla, security for the tranquillity of the frontier, 
and the reduction of the mutinous army, which possessed tho real power 
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ill Gwalior and overawed the government of the State. Dada Khasjee- 
. walla was seized by the Chiefs who were favorable to the restoration of 
peace, but he was released by the portion of the army whose support he 
had bought. It was only on the advance of a British force towards 
Gwalior that he was surrendered. It remained now only to negociate 
measures for the formation of an efficient government and the reduction 
of the army. For this jmrpose an iuterview was agreed upon between the 
Governor General and the Maharajah which was to take place at Hingoona 
on 20th December 1813. The day passed without the appearance of the 
Maharanee and her son, who were held in restraint by the mutinous 
troops. On the 2flth December when the British army was taking up 
its advanced ground, it was fired on by the Gwalior trooii«. The battles 
of Maharajpore and Puiiiiiar were fought the same clay and ended in 
the total defeat of the Gwalior army, and the conclusion of a Treaty 
(No. LXXI.) by which it was agrec'd that territory yielding eighteen 
lakhs a year should be ceded to the British Government for the mainten- 
ance of a contingent force, and other lauds for the payment of tlie debts 
of the State to the British Government and the exjiousc!- of the warj 
that the army should lie rodueedto (5,0tl0 cavalry, 3,0(10 infantry and 200 
gunners with 32 guns ; that the govermnent during the iniuority should 
be conducted according to the advice of the Bjitisli llesideut ; and that 
the just territorial rights of tin; Gwalior State should he mainl.ained by 
tlie British Government. 

From this time till the mntinics of 1857 there was little change 
in the relations of the British Govemment with the Gwalior State. 
By the mutiny of the Contingent in June 1857 the Political Agent was 
forced to quit Gwalior. The counsels of Diitkur llao, however, the 
Maharajah’s able Minister, who during the four preceding years of his 
tenure of office had entirely reformed the internal administration, were 
strongly in favor of British interests. In June 1858 the Maharajah 
was deserted by bis troops on tlie approacli of the rebels under Tantia 
Topee. He and his Minister were compelled to flee to Agra. On 
19th June Gwalior was retaken by Sir Hugh Hoses force and the Maha- 
rajah was re-established in bis palace. From that date the confidence of 
the Maharajah was entirely withdrawn from his Minister to whom he 
conceived an intense dislike. Dinknrllao was at last removed from office 
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in December 1859, and Balajee Ghimnajee was appointed in his stead 
with the concurrence of the British Government. Since that time the 
Maharajah has himself superintended the whole of his affairs. 

For his services during the mutinies Sindia received a Sunnud 
(No. LXXII.) conferring on him the right of adoption. He was also 
informed that lands yielding three lakhs of Rnpeesa year would be added 
to his territories ; that permission would be given to him to raise his 
infantry from 3,000 to 5,000 men, and his artillery from 32 to 36 
guns ; that the arrears due to the British Government on account of 
the deficiency in the revenues of the districts assigned under the Treaty 
of 1814 would he remitted, and th.at no payments would in future be 
claimed should these revenues full short of eighteen lakhs ; and that the 
annual payment of Rupees 10,000 out of the revenues of Burwa Saugor 
in the Jhansi district would be hereditary. These modifications of the 
Treaty of 1811 were embodied in a new Treaty (No. LXXIII.) con- 
cluded on 12th December 1800. The ba.sis ol this Treaty was a pro- 
posal made in 1854, which had iu the interval remained in abeyance, 
for the exchange of certain territories with Sindia. It provided for the 
restoration to Sindia of lands from the assigned districts yielding 
throe lakhs of Rupees a year j for tlie cession of (he town of Boorhan- 
pore and district of Zoinabad in exchange for the town and part of the 
district of Jhansi; the exchange of Siiulia’s five districts in Guzerat, 
the i)crgunnah of Kunjeca, the annual paj'inent from Burwa Saugor 
and all his tei-ritories south of the Nerbudda, with exception of seven 
hereditary villages, for lauds of c<]nal value on the Sindh and Belwa 
rivers; for the cession to the Briti.sli Government, in full sovereignty, 
of all the districts, &c., assigned in ISlt which might remain after 
the above exchanges should bo effected; and lor the substitution of a 
subsidiary force costing not less than sixteen lakhs a year iu the place 
of the extinct Contingent. In 1861 the Maharajah gave up the here- 
ditary villages iu the Deccan reserved to him under the 4th Article of 
the Treaty for an ccpiivalent on the Fahooj. The value of the lands with 
which Sindia was credited under the Treaty of 1860 amounted to 
Rupees 7,30,535-6-5, while the value of the lands made over to him was 
only Rupees 7,15,952-1-1, The difference. Rupees 14,583-5-4, isannually 
paid to Sindia iu cash by the British Goverument.

CENTBAli The Rajah of Amjhera,* tributary to Sindia^ paid annually to the 
Gwalior State a tribute of Rupees 35,000 under an engagement mediated 
Smdiu. by the British Government. This tribute was part of the sums assigned 
in IStt for the payment of the Contingent, and is now payable by 
Sindia to the British Government under the Treaty of 1800. Besides 
this the Maharajah contributes Halec Rupees 20,000 towards the pay- 
ment of the iilahv’a Blieel Corps. Formerly Sindia contributed only 
Rupees 8,000 to this corps and the Rajah of Amjhera contributed 
Rupees 4,000. But when Amjhera was confiscated and made over to 
Sindia in consequence of the rebellion of the Rajah in 1857, it was made 
subject to a payment of Rupees 20,000, no further contribution being 
roqu'red on account of Gwalior. The only other payment which Sindia 
makes to the British Governnieut is a subsidy of Rupees 50,000 for six 
years from 1st November 18G0 towards the constrmdiou of the Agra and 
Bombay road and thcrcafler an annual contribution of Rujices 12,000 
for its repairs. No pajments arc made to Sindia by the British Go- 
vernment. 

Including the cessions to Sindia under the Treaty of 1800, the 
territories of tlie Gwalior Slate are tsUmalod to contain a jiopuhvtion of 
about 2,500,000 souls and to jiold .a reveiiii** of Rupees S);5,00, 102, of 
which Rupees 78,38,000 are derived from the liind tax, Rupees 11,70,202 
from customs, and Iho rest from the tributes ot feudatories. The customs 
revenue is realized from transit duties on iron, tobacco, sugar, and salt, 
all other articles being free, and from jiighirc and other local taxes. 
No transit duties are taken on the portion of the Agra and Bombay 
road and its branches passing through Sindia’s territories or on the 
roods connecting Gwalior with Etawah and Furruckabad, Duttia and 
Jhansi, and Calpee. 

The Maharajah has been created a Knight of the Star of India, 
lie receives a salute of nineteen guns.

The Nawal), Amand-ul-Dowla, Telledut Jung Hastings, Bahadoor, 
Governor General of Bengal, &c.. Laving obtained full anthnrit3' from the 
Governor General of Bengal, &<■., grants full powers to Colonel Muir, 
above-named, to negociate a- peace between Maharajah Saheb Soubadar, 
Madho Bao Sindia, Bahadoor, and the English Compan}', in such manner, 
that whatever shall be agreed to by the Colonel, on the p.ort of the 
Company, the Governor General and Council shall also agree to and 
contirm: Colonel Muir and the Maharajah Saheb are both desirous 
of a peace and have determined upon and agreed to a i>cace on the 
following conditions, r/r., — 

Fimt . — That having mutually resolved upon a peace and firm 
alliance they shall respectively observe their agreements for ever. ' 

Secondly . — That within the term of eight days from the time of 
the confirmation of the Treater, they shall, at one time, march off their 
re.'ipective armies. Colonel Muir, with his, shall return towards the 
country of Nawab Yizier-ul-Mulraaliek, and the Maharajah, with 
his army, shall return to Iiis own country. 

Thirdli /. — Tliiit should it be deemed advisable, the Maharajah shall 
endeavour to ellect a peace between the English and Ilyder AII3' Cawn j 
also a peace lietnceii the English and the Beishwa. Sliould this peace 
he eflected, it is well ; otherwise the English have the choice to do as 
they shall judge proper, and the Maharajah shall not assist or oppose 
either party. 

Fourthly . — That whatever country of the Maharajali's shall have been 
taken possession of by the Company, on this side the Jumna, Colonel 
Muir shall restore; and the Mziharajah shall agree not to molest or 
disturb the country of Lokindar, Banna Chatter Sing, Bahadoor, Belecr 
Jung, nor the fort of Gwalior, which is at present in his possession, so 
long as the Bana Saheb observes his Treaty with the English ; nor the 
country of Mhy-put Bum Sing, Juggunder, Bahadoor, which is at 
present iu the possession of the Buna. 
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FifthJg. — That the Maharajah shall bring Rajah Ram Chunder 
Rajah Chundrey and place him on the Raj, in the presence of the 
Colonel, and shall demand nothing of him. And whatever of his country 
(except that which shall have been in the ])ossession of the Peishwa for 
a long time) has been taken from him by Raje Dhur Dewan, in rebel- 
lion, the Maharajah shall cause the said Dhur to restore, and he shall 
depose the said Dhur.

"Treaty of Pooruudur,” dated Ist March 1770, "that the Peishwa and 
Muratha State do agree to give to the English Company for ever all right 
and title to their entire share of the city and jxTgunnah of Broach, as full 
and complete as ever they collected from the Moguls or otherwise, with- 
out retaining claim of chouth, or any other demand whatever, so that 
the English Company shall possess it without ])articipatiun or claim of 
any kind And wh(>rcas the said Article is accordingly declared to be 
continued in full force and effect by the Srd Article of the Treaty 
concluded at Salpi, the 17th of May 17S2 ; We, the Governor General 
and Council for affairs of the British nation in India, do, of our own 
free will and accord, and on behalf of the Honourable Company, in 
testimony of the sense which we entertain of the generous eonduot 
manifested by Maharajah Soubadar Madho Rao Sindia to the Govern- 
ment of Bombay, at Wnrgaon, and of his humane treatment and 
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release of the Eng’Iish gentlemen who ha<l been delivered as hostages 
on that occasion, grant and make over unto the said Mahai'ajah 
Soiihadar Madho Bao Sindia, all right, title, and possession in the said 
fort, town, and pergunnah of Baroaoh, whether obtained from the Moguls 
or from the Murathas, including both shares, in the same manner, and 
to the full extent in which the llononrable Company over did or might 
hold and exercise the same, either by their own right or in virtue of the 
above stipulations.

TaANSLATiON of an Agroenicut from Siedia, granting to the English the exclnsivo 
privilege of trade in the city and pergunnah of Baruach, dated tlie Slst March 
1783. 

This is to certify, that as the Governor General and Council have of 
their own free will and accord, and on behalf of the Comjiany, conferred 
upon me their entire right to the two share.s of the fort, city, and 
pergunnah of Uaroach, 1 have therefore accepted of the same, and will 
retain them always iu my own possession. And I hereby agree that 
the English shall carry on trade as usual in the said city and pergunnah 
and no inijiroper molestation shall he offered to them j and also, I will 
not permit any other European nation excepting the English to trade 
in any shape in the said city and pergunnah. 

TFrUten on the aercuteenth of Fahee-ooa-aance, of the year one thottaand 
one hundred and ninefy-acnen of the Iluyira, corresjioudini) with the twenty- 
fral <lay of March one thonaand aeveu hundred and ciijlity-three of the 
Chriatian era. 
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■ Treaty with Maharajah Madho Eao Sihoia, relative to the Honourable East India 
Company’s Trade at Baroaoh, dated the 30th September 1786. 

Whereas a Sunnnd, bearing' date the seventeenth day of Bubee-oos- 
sanee of the year one thousand one hundred and ninety-seven of the Hegira, 
corresponding with the twenty-first day of March, one thousand seven 
hundred and eighty-three of the Christian era, was granted by Mahara- 
jah Soubadar Madho Bao Sindia, declaring that the English should 
carry on trade as usual in the city and jiergiinnah of Baroach, and that 
no improper molestation should be oflered to them, the said Sunnud 
specifying also that no European nation excepting the English should 
be permitted to trade in any shape in the said city and pergunnah ; 
and whereas, in the said Sunnud, the particulars of the duties, &c., to 
be taken and the settlement of concems of trade were omitted, and 
doubts have arisen on these subjects, which Maharajah Soubadar Madho 
Bao Sindia is willing to remove: For this purpose, and to support the 
English trade in the city and pergunnah of IJuroacli, We, the Governor 
General and Council of Fort William in I5en[;':il, apjiointed by the King 
and Parliment of Groat Britain to direct and control all political affairs 
of the Honourable Eiiglisli East India Company in India, on the one 
part, and Maharajah Madho Rao Sindia Bahadoor on the other part, 
agree to the following Treaty containing seven Articles, and bind 
oar8elve.s and suceessurs to the full and invariable observance of them. 


Article 1 . 

Maharajah Soubadar Madho Bao Sindia Bahadoor agrees that in 
every year in which the English Company carry on trade in the district 
of Baroach, the duties thereon shall bo taken according to the Treaty with 
the Nawab of Baroach in the year one thousand seven hundred and 
eixty-fonr; that is to say, on the cotton which is purchased from Baroach, 
on every candy of Surat weight, one and a half Bupees and four felloos 
shall be paid, and the duty on other articles -u'hich are imported or 
exported by the Company shall he one Rupee eight annas for eveiy 
hundred Rupees j and besides these established articles of the Com- 
pany's trade, whatever other articles come from English individuals shall be 
subject to a duty of six Rupees in every hundered thereon, conformably to 
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tlifi usage which existed when the Company had possession of Baroach. 
The Governor General and Council agree that the English shall not . 
unite any Hindostanee in their trade, and that in case of such partner- 
ship, such duties shall be paid thereon as are paid upon the commerec 
of the merchants wearing turbans. The Governor General and Council 
consent that the duties stipulated to be ])aid upon the Comjiany's trade 
shall be paid by the Company’s Besidcui at Baroach to the AmU of that 
district. 

.Aeticle 2. 

It has been the old cstabliahed custom, on the wreck of any ship, 
vessel, or boats within any of the ports in tlie neighbourhood of Baroach, 
that the owner of the port should lake possessioii of the goods ; but as at 
this time a firm friendship exists between the government of the English 
Company and Maharajah Soubadar Madho Kao Sludia Bahadoor, the 
Governor General and Council have requested that the goods of the ships, 
vessels, and boats of the English that niay Ims wrecked in the river of 
Baroach, may be released, and Maharsgah Soubadar Madho Kao Sindia 
Bahadoor agrees, for the sake of friendship, that when any ship, vessel, or 
boat belonging to the English shall be wrecked in the river Nerbudda 
which belongs to the district of Baroach, and the Aiuil of Baroach may 
s.ave any goods which boar Ihe mark of the English, Ibe Ainil shall deliver 
all such goods to the Company’s Besident at Baroach, who slndl reimburse 
tlie amount cxpeiulcd in saving and keeping them. 

Akticle .’5. 

Some disputes having ari.sen between the English and subjects of 
the Maharajah belonging to the fort of Baro.ich, in rcsjiect to the time 
of passing into the fort and out of it, it is now agreed, and the Mahara- 
jah has directed, tliat at the times when it is-ciistoiiiary that the gate should 
remain open, the people belonging to the Amil of Haroacli shall not pre- 
vent the going and coming of the English or their dependants, but 
that the gate shall be shut at the apjiointcd hour, and none of the English 
or their dupeudauts shall have any right to enter the fort, or go out of it, 
after that time. The English are not then to desire that the gate may 
be opened for them, not even to give iutelligeuce of the arrival of any 
ship that may come into the port at night. 
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Article 4. 

Maharajah Soubadar Madho Rao Sindia Bahadoor engages that 
the servant.'i of the English factory, and their hon^eliold attendants, and 
the tradesmen, such as carpenters or smiths, or porters who work in the 
Company’s factory, and do not work anywhere but in the factory, shall 
he under the protection of the Resident at Biiroach, and the Amil of 
Baroach shall in no manner molest them for duties or eustoins, &c. And 
when any erime committed, or supposed to have been committed, by 
anj’ such persons, shall be discovered, the Amil of Baroach shall send 
notice to the Company’s liesident, that he may examine and pass 
judgment upon such pei-son.s, or the Company’s Resident shall send 
hack such persons to the Amil, that whatever is proper in the case 
may he done by him ; and the Governor General and Council agree 
that when any tradesmen, &e., working in the Company’s factory, 
shall go into the town of Baroach, and work also with other merchants 
and townsmen, the Amil ol Baroach shall take the duties for such trades- 
men, &c., according to the praeticc now in use with respi'ct to the persona 
not working for the English only. For the sake of obviating any dis- 
putes that might occur on (his point, the Comjian} 's Resident at Baroach 
shall prepare a list of tlie servants of the factory, with their descriptions 
and stations, and dcliicr it to the Amil. 


Article 5. 

Tlie Governor General and Council agree that the Comj)any’s Resi- 
dent at Baroach shall not afford protection to any person of the town 
who may fly from the AmU and resort to the Resident for it, but shall, 
conformably to friendship, deliver up such person to the Amil. 


Article C. 

It is agreed that the Resident at Baroach shall not entertain more 
sepoys than the number necessary the protection of the English pro- 
perty in the factory, which uuml/er has been fixed at fifty men. It is 
also agreed that the English in future shall not beat the drum in the 
factory, as is the custom in the Company’s districts. Such persons as may 
be in the train or sowaree of the Resident may have distinguishing badges, 
but arc not to carry muskets. 
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Abticle 7. 

MaharajaK Soubadar Madho Bao Sindia Bahadoor iu re- 

spect to the debts recently incurred by the inhabitants of Baroach to the 
Company’s subjects, or such as may be incurred in future and not duly 
paid, that the Amil of Baroach shall examine the claim in the kutcheree 
of his own Adawlut, and euloree the payment of whatever may be proved 
to be justj and in respect to the debts which were owing from the 
iuhabitajiis of Baroach to the Company’s subjects at the time when 
Baroach was given to Madhajeo Sindia, the Aniil shall ascertain whatever 
may bo duo, and if the debtor he in good eircunitanocs, ho shall force him to 
pay immediately; if not in good circunist-uices, he shall fix on proper 
periods of payment by instalment, and oblige the observance of them. 

The parties mutually swear, according to their respective faiths, 
to abide by' this agreement.

LX XII. trade in the district of Baroach^ the duties thereon shall be taken accord- 
BMia, ing to the Treaty with the Nawab of Baroach^ in one thousand seven 
hundred and sixty-four, that is to say, on the cotton which is purchased 
from Baroach, on every candy of Sur.at weight, one and a half Bupee 
and four fclloos shall be paid, and the duty on other articles, which are 
imported or exported by the Company, shall bo one Eutioe eight annas 
for every hundred Ru])ccs. And whereas the extent of the Company’s 
trade at Baroach, in respect to the weight of cotton and the amount of 
piece goods, was not exactly known to cither of the parties, and the

it is therefore mutually agreed to, that for every candy ol' cotton to 
the amount of eight hundred eaudies the Honourable Company shall

AKriCLB 1. 

Tliere sliall be perpetual peace and friendEliip between the Honourable 
Company and their allies, on the one part, and the M.diarajah Ali Jab 
Uuwlut Kao Siudia, on the other. 

Aimci.E 2. 

The Maharajah codes to (he lloiionrahlc Cot.spany and their allies, 
in perpetual sovereignty, all his forts, territories, and rights in the Doab, 
or country situated between the Jumna and Ganges, and all bis forts, 
territories, rights, and interests, in the conutries whieh are to tho north- 
ward of those of the Kajahs of Jeyporc ami Jodhpore, and of the Rana 
of Oohud, of whieh territories, &c., a detailed list is givcji in the 
accompanying schedule. Sueli eountries formerly in the possession of 
the Maharajah, situated between Jcyjwrc and .Todliporc, and to tho 
southward of the former, are to belong to the Maharajah. 

A UTtCLK 3. 

The Maharajah likewise cedes to the Iloiionralile Company and their 
allies, in perpetual sovereignty, the fort of Baroat-h and territory depend- 
ing thereon, and the fort of Alimeduuggur and territory depending 
thereon ; exeejitiiig those lands whieh it is agreed, by the eighth Article 
of this Treaty, that the Maharajah is to retiiin. 

Aiiticle 4. 

Tlic Maharajah likewise cedes to the Honourable Company and their 
allies, all the territories whieh belonged to him previous to the breaking 
out of tho war, which arc situated to the southward of the hills called 
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the .Ajuntee Hilk^ including the fort and district of Jalnapore, the 
. town and district of Gandapore, and all other districts between that 
range of hills and the river Godavery. 

AflTlCLE 5. 

The Maharajah Ali Jah Dowlut Rao Sindia, for himself, his heirs 
and successors, hereby renounces all the claim to the forts, territories, 
rights, and inicresls, ceded by the second, third, and fourth Articles;

their allies, the Soubadar of the Doocan, the Peishwa, and Anund Rao 
Guicowar.

The fort of Asseerghur, the city of Boorhunpore, the forts of 
Powanghnr and Uohud, and the territories in Kaiideish and Guzerat, 
depending on these forts, shall be restored to the Maharajah Dowlut Rao 
Siudia.

■Whereas the Midianijah Dowlut Rao Si.idia ha-! represented that liis 
family have long held in cu.mm, as .i gili from the Kings ol' llindoatan, 
the districis of Dhoh pore, Baroe, and R’lj.ih-Kenal), nliieh are situated 
to the northnard ol the eoiintries of the R.jjrih-. of Jeypore and Jodh- 
pore, and of the Jhuia of (lohud. .'iiid that lauds in lliiiilostan, ceded hy 
the sceoiul Article of this Treaty to the Ifonourahic Company and tlieir 
allies, are held in jagliire hy jiersoiis of the family of the late Madliajee 
Sindia, and others hy principal Sirdars iii his service, all of whom 
would suffer distress if deprived of the advantages they enjoy in 
those countries : it is agreed, that the Maharajah shall continue to hold 
and enjoy, in enaum, the lands of Dhnlepore, B.iree, and Rajah-Kerrali, 
and that Bala Baye Sahib, and Munsoor Sahib, Moonshee Kavel Nyn, 
Boogajee Jaimlah, Amrajee Jadlioo, and Wirdali Cliaric, shall continue 
to hold their lands in jagbire under the prot,'clion of the Honourable 
Comptiny. And further, in order that no individual may incur loss or 
suffer distress in coiiscituciiee of this .arrangement, it is agreed that the 
Honourable Company shall cither pay pensions or grant lands in jagbire, 
according to the option of the British Government, to certain other 
Sirdars and others, to he named by the Maharajah, provided that the 
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total amount of the sums paid, or jaghires granted or held, does not

These Treaties are to be confirmed ; and the Maha- 
rajah hereby renounces all claim upon the persons uith whom such 
Treaties have been made and declares them to be independent of his 
government and authority, provided that none of the territories belonging 
to the Maharajah, situiitcd to the southward of those of the Rajahs of 
Jeyporo and Jodhpore and the Rana of Gohud, of which the revenue 
have been collected by him or his Amildars, or have been applicable, as 
sarinjamee, to the payment of his troops, are granted away by such 
Treaties.

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Akticlk 11. 

It is njjreed that the rights of Ilis Highness the Peishwa to certain 
lands in Malw.a and elsewhere shall be established ns heretofore ; and in 
case any difference should arise respecting tliose rights, it is agreed that 
the Honourable Company shall mediate, arbitrate, and decide, according 
to the principles of justice, between his Highness and the Maharajah, and 
whatever shall be thus decided will be agreed to by both parties, and will 
be carried into execution. 

Auticle 12. 

Tlie Maliantjah Dowlut Rao Sindia hereby renounces all claims

Treaty of alliance and mutual defence between the Hoxocrabie the UNCLien 
East Iehia Company and the Maharajaii Ali Jaii Dowlct ’Rao Sinoia 
Bahadoor, and his children, heirs and sncoessors, settled by Major .John 
Malcolm, on the part of the Honourable Company, and by Bapoo Eetll Pckt 
and Moonsiiee Kaykl Nyn, on the part of the Maharajah Dowlnt Rao 
Sindia, after havirg- communicated to each other their full powers, the said 
John MaIiCOLm being deputed fo ‘lie Court of Oowlnt Rao Sindia by ifajor 
General the Honourable Arthur Wellesley; the Honourable Major Goncral 
aforesaid facing invested with Ihll powers and authority from His Eeclllekct 
THE Most Noble Rkiiari' Maiuji is 'VVfcr.Lr.si.i.A , ICniglil of the Most lUus- 
trious Order of Saint I’atrick, oiu of his Britannic Majesty’s Most Honour- 
able Privy Connell, appointed by the Honourable (Jonrt of Directors of tbo 
said Company to direct and control all tbeir affairs in the East-Indics. 

Wii RHEAS, Ijy llio blesslnsf of God, the relations of friendship and 
union have been happily eslahlished he'^ween riie {roverninent of the 
Hounnruhlo Company atid that of the Maharajah Ali Jah Dowlut Rao 
Sindia Tlahachior hy a recent Treaty of Peace, the two governments 
aforesaid, adverting to tlie <■.^mI»]exion of the times, have now determined, 
with a view to the preservation of peace and tranquillity, to enter into 
this Treaty of general defensive allianec, for the reciprocal protection of 
their re.spective territories, together with those of d,heir several allies and 
dependants, against unprovoked aggression and encroachments of all or 
any enemies whatever. 

Akticin 1. 

The friendship and union established hy the former Treaty between 
the two States shall be promoted and increased by this Treaty, and shall 
be peqvetual : the friends and enemies of either State shall be the friends 
*and enemies of both, and their mutual interests shall henceforward be 
inseparable. 

Articie 2. 

If any person or State whatever shall commit any act of unprovoked 
hostility or aggression against cither of tlie contracting parties, and, 
after due representation, shall refuse to enter into amicable explanation, 
or shall deny the just salisfaetiou or iudemnily which the contracting 
VOL.

parties stall have requiredj then the contracting parties will proceed to 
. concert and prosecute such further measures as the case shall appear to 
demand. For the more distinct explanation of the true intent and effect 
of this Article, the Govei-nor General in Council, in behalf of the Honour- 
able Company, hereby declares that the British Government will never 
permit any power or State whatever to commit with impunity any act of 
unprovoked hostility or aggreasion against the rights and territories of 
the Maharajah Dowlut Bao Sindia, but will, at all times, in compliance 
with the requisition of the Maharajah, maintain and defend the same, 
when such requisition is made, in the like manner os the rights and 
territories of the Honourable Company arc now maintaiued and defended. 

AllTlCI.K 3. 

With a view to fulfil this Treaty of mutual defence, the Maharajah 
agrees to receive, and the Ilonmurablc East-India Company to furnish, a 
subsidiary force of not less than six thousand regular infantry, with the 
usual proportion of artillery, and with the proper equipment of warliko 
stores and ammunition. This force is to be stationed at such place near 
the frontier of Dowlut Bao Sindia as may hereafter be deemed most 
eligible by the British Government, and it will be held in readiness at 
such station to proceed as soon as possible for the execution of any service 
on which it is liable to be employed by the condition of this Treaty. 

Article 4. 

And it is farther agreed that in conformity to the stipulations of the 
fifteenth Article of the Treaty of Peace, concluded by Major-General 
Wellesley, on the part of the Honourable Company, and by Bapoo Eetul 
Moonsbee Kavel Nyn, &o., on the part of Maharajah Ali Jah Dowlut* 
Bao Sindia, that all charges and expenses of the six battalions above- 
mentioned, and of their ordnam«, artillery, military sfores, and equip- 
ment, shall be defrayed by the Honourable Company out of the produce 
of the revenues of the territorie* ceded by the Maharajah Ali Jah Dowlut 
Bao Sindia to the said Company, b3' tlie second, third, and fourth Arti- 
cles of the aforementioned Treaty of Peace, which territories are specified 
in a statement annexed to that Treaty. 
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Abticle 5. 

Orain and all other articles of consumption, and provisions, and all 
sorts of materials for wearing apparel, together with the necessary 
number of cattle, horses, and camels, required for the use of the subsidi- 
ary force, shall, whenever the aforesaid force is within the territories of 
the Maharajah, in consequence of his requisition, be entirely exempt from 
duties; and whenever any further force of the Honourable Company 
shall, in consequence of war with any other State, be in the dominions 
of the Maharajah, they shall, in like manner as the subsidiary force, be 
exempt from all duties upon the aforesaid articles of necessary use and 
consumption : and it is also agiwd, that whenever any part of the army 
of the Maharajah is in the territories of the Ilonournble Company, for 
purposes eonnooted with the fulfilment of this Treaty, that no duties on 
grain, camels, wearing apparel, & •., as stated above, which the party of 
the army of the said Maharajah may require, shall be collected : and it is 
further agreed, that the Oflieors of the respociive Governments, while 
they are in the fulfilment of the Articles of this Treaty, either with the 
army or in the territories of the other, shall be treated with that respect 
and consideration which is due to their rank and station.

The subsidiary force vrill, at all times, be ready, on the requisition of 
the Maharajah, to execute services of importance, such as the care of the 
person of the Maharajah, his heirs and successors, the ])rotection of the 
country from attack and inva.sion, the overawing and chastisement of 
rebels or exciters of disturbance in tlie Maliarajah’s dumiuions; but it is 
not to be employed on trilling occasions. 

Akticlb 7. 

Whereas it is agreed in tlie thirteenth Article of the Treaty of Peace 
that the Maharajah Ali Jah Dowlut Kao Sindia shall uovor take or retain 
in bis service any Frenchman, or the subject of any other European or 
American power, the government of which may he at war with Great 
Britain, or any British subject whatever, European or native of India, 
without the consent of the British Government, the Maharajah now 
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further engages that he will hereafter never employ in his service, or 
permit to reside in his dominions, any European or American whatever, 
without the consent and acquiescence of tlie British Government; the 
said British Government, on its part, engaging', that it never will employ, 
or permit to reside in its dominions, any person subject of the Maharajah 
or others, who shall hereafter be guilty of urimes or of hostility against 
the person or governmeut of the aforesaid Maharajah Dowlut liao Sindia. 

AHTICt,E 8. 

As, by the present Treaty, the union and friendship of the two 
States is so firmly cemented, that they may be considered as one and the 
same, the Maharajah engages neither to commence nor to pursue in future 
any negociation with any principal States or powers, without giving pre- 
vious notice and entering into mutuiil consultation with the Honourable 
East-India Company’s governmeul : and the Honourable Company’s 
Government, on their part, declare, that they will have uo manner of con- 
cern with any of the Maharajah’s rclatu'us, dependants, military chiefs, 
or servants, with respect to whom the Maharajah is absolute : and that 
they will, ou uo occasion, ever alTord eiicoiiriigeinent, suj)port, or j)rotec- 
tion, to any of the Maharajah’s relations, dependants, chiefs, or servants, 
who may eveutually act in opposition to the Maharajah’s authority, but, on 
the contrary, at the requisition of the Maharajah, they will aid and assist 
to punish aiul reduce alt such offenders to obedience : and it is further 
agreed that no officer of the Honourable Company shall ever interfere in 
the internal affairs of the Maharajah’s governmeut. 

Article 9. 

As the chief object and design of the present defensive alliance is 
the security and protection of the dominions of the contracting parties, 
and their allies and dejicndauts, from all attack whatsoever, the Maha- 
rajah Dowlut Kao Sindia engages never to commit any act of hostility 
or aggression against any State or Chief in alliance with the Honourable 
Company, or against any other principal Slate or power ; and in the event 
of differences arising, whatever adjustment the Company’s government, 
weighing matters in the scale of truth and justice, may determine, shall 
meet his full approbation and acquiescence.

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Article 10. 

The contracting parties will employ all practicable means of concili- 
ation to prevent the calamity of war, and for that purpose will, at all times, 
be ready to enter into amicable explanations with other principal States 
or powers, and to cultivate and improve the general relations of peace and 
amity with all the principal powers of India, according to the true spirit 
and tenor of this Treaty ; but if a war should unfortunately break out 
between the contracting parties and any other State or power what- 
ever, then the Maharajah Ali Jah Dowlnt Rao Sindia Bahadoor engages 
that the English force, consisting of six battalions, with their guns, 
&c., joined by a detachment of his army, consisting of six thousand 
of the Maharajah’s infantr}', and ton thousand of his P.igah and Sillahdar 
cavalry, which force the Maharajah engages always to keep ready, shall 
be imm(‘diately put in motion f-r the purpose of opposing the enemy: 
and the Maharajah also engages to employ every further effort for the 
purpose of bringing into the field the whole force which he may bo able 
to supply from his dominions, with a view to the effectual prosecution and 
speedy termination of the said war. The Honourable Company, in the 
same manner, engage, on their part (on such event occurring), to employ 
in active operations against the enemy a's large a force as the service 
may require, over and above the s.aid subsidiary force.

Article 11. 

"Whenever war shall apjicar probable the Maharajah Ali Jah Dowlut 
Rao Sindia engages to collect as many Binjaries as possible, and to store 
as much grain as may be practicable in the frontier garrisons. The Com- 
pany’s government also, with a view to the cllectual prosecution of the 
war, engages to adopt similar mcTsurcs in their frontier garrisons. 


Article 12. 

The contracting parties entert.iin no views of conquests or extension

It is declar- 
ed that in the event of war and of a consequent partition of conquests 
between the contracting parties, the shares of each government shall be 
equal, in the division of any territory which may be acquired by the 
successful exertions of their united arms, provided that each of the con- 
tracting parties sliall have faithfully fulfilled all the stipulations of this 
Treaty. 

Akticlk 13. 

The interests of the contracting parties being identified by this 
defensive alliance, it is agreed that the Honourable Company’s govern- 
ment shall be at liberty to employ the whole or any part of the subsidiary 
force established by the Treaty in the quelling of any disturbanoes which 
may arise within their territories, or in the performanee of any other 
service which may be roquii-ed by the said Honourable Company’s go- 
vernment, provided such service shall not iutorl'cre with any other duties 
on which the said subsidiar}'- force is liable, to be employed under the con- 
ditions of this Treaty. And if disturbances shall at any time break out 
in any part of the Maharajah's dominions which lays contiguous to the 
frontier of the Iloiioufablc Company, and to which it might he inconve- 
nient to detach any proportion of the subsidiary force, the British Govern- 
meut, in like manner, if required by Dowlut Rao Sindia, shall direct such 
of the Company’s troops as may be most conveniently stationed for the 
purpose, to assist in quelling the said disturbances within the Maharajah’s 
dominions ; and if disturbances shall at any time break out in any part 
of the dominions of the British Government which lay contiguous to the 
frontier of the Maharajah, the Maharajah, if re<iuu-ed by the British Go- 
vernment, shall direct such of his troops as may' be most conveniently 
stationed for the purpose, to assist in quelling the saiu disturbances within 
tire dominions of the British Government. 

Ahtiole 14. 

In order to strengthen and confirm the friendship established between 
the two States, it is agreed that neither of the two contracting parties 
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sball enter into any alliance, or have any concern with the tributaries 
or chiefs of the other : and, in order to support the independent authority 
of both governments, it is agreed and declared, that hereafter neither 
of the contracting parties will give protection or countenance to the 
rebellious tributaries and subjects of the other, but they will use their 
utmost endeavours for the apprehension of such rebels, in order that they 
may be brought to punishment. 

AiiTioLn 15. 

The Honourable Company agree to exert tiieir influence to maintain 
the observance of such usages on matters of form and ceremony, and 
other customs, as shall appear to have been fixed on all points of 
intercourse and communication between the Pcishwa and his ancestors, 
and the Maharajah Dowlut llao Sindia and his ancestors : and the Eng- 
liali Government also agree to recognize the rights of Dowlut Rao Sindia 
to all posaesbions he holds, whether by written Sunnuds, or by grants, 
or by the unwritten authority of the Peishwa, according to former usage, 
provided such Sunnuds do not interfere with the faithful fulfilment of 
the Treaty of Peace ; and provided also that in all cases where disputes 
may arise, on the subject of possessions held by unwritten .authority, the 
Mah.arajah Dowlut Rao Sindia agrees to refer jt to the arbitration 
of the said Rrifish Government, who will decide, with i-efcrence to 
former usage, on the principles of truth and justice. The English 
Government further agrees to use its endeavour to prevent any acts 
which have been done by Dowlut Rao Sindia, or his ancestors, under the 
authority reposed in him or them by the Peishwa or his ancestors, from 
being subverted, provided their being supported is strictly consistent 
with the preservation of the honor and dignity of Ilis Highness the 
Peishwa, and of the stipulations of the Treaty of Peace. 

Article 10. 

This Treaty, consisting of sixteen Articles, being this day settled 
by Major Malcolm, on the part of the Honourable Company, and by 
Eetul Punt and Moonshee Kavel Nyn, on the part of Dowlut Rao 
Sindia, Major Malcolm has delivered one copy thereof, in Persian and 
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Mabratta and Englisli signed and sealed by himself, to the said Maharajah, 
who, on his part, has also delivered one copy of the same duly executed 
by himself : and Major Malcolm by virtnre of a special authority given 
him in that behalf, by Major General the Honourable Arthur 'Wellesley 
(himself vested with full powers as before stated), hereby declares the 
said Treaty to be in full force from the date hereof, and engages that 
a copy of the same from the Governor General in Connell, in every respect 
a counterpart of that executed by himself, shall be delivered to the 
Maharajah Ali Jah Dowhit Eao Sindia, in the space of two months 
and ten days, and on the delivery of such copy, the Treaty executed by- 
Major Malcolm shall be returned.

Deitniiive Treaiy of amity siid alliance between the Hoxoitbablr English 
K. v!>x-lNi)rA Co.vpani and tbo MAnAK.ijAi{ Aj.i Jah Dowlvt Bao Sinbia Baha- 
boor, and liis children, heirs ant. .successors. 

Whebeas various doubts and misunderstandings have arisen respect- 
ing the clear meaning and interpretation of parts of the Treaty of Peace 
concluded between the British Government and Dowlut Rao Sindia, at 
Suijee Anjongaum, on the 30th December 1803, with a view of doing 
away all such doubts, and of preventing the recurrence in future of any 
misunderstanding, this dednitive Treaty of amity and alliance is concluded 
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between the two States, by Lieutenant-Colouel John Malcolm, acting' 
under the immediate direction and superintendenee of the Right Honour- 
able General Gerard Lake, Commander-in-Chief of Hie Majesty’s and 
the Honourable Company’s Forces, &c. &c. &c., and’ vested with full 
powers and authority from the Honourable Sir George Hilaro Barlow, 
■Baronet, appointed by the Honourable Court of Directors of the said 
Company to control and direct all their affairs in the East-Indies, and 
Moonshee Ravel Nyn, vested with full powers and authority, on the part 
of the said Maharajah Dowlut Kao Sindia. 

Auticle 1. 

Every part of the Treaty of Peace concluded by General Sir Arthur 
"Wellesley, k. b., at Suijee Anjengaum, except what may be altered by this 
engagement, is to remain binding njton the two States. 

Article 2. 

The Honourable Company can never acknowledge that Dowlut Rao 
Sindia has any claim or right, grounded on the Treaty of Suijee 
Anjengaum, to possess the fort of Gwalior or the territories of Gohud; 
but, from considerations of friendship, it agrees to cedo to the Maharajah 
that fortress, and such parts of the territory of Oohud as arc described in 
the accompanying Schedule. 


Auticle 3. 

As a compensation for this cession, and to remunerate the English 
Government for the annual expense incurred in supporting the Rana of 
Gohud, Dowlut Rao Sindia agrees, on his own part and that of his 
Sirdars, to relinquish, after the 1st of January 1806, all right and claim 
whatever to the pensions of fifteen lakhs of Rupees granted to several of 
the chief officers of his State, by the seventh Article of the aforesaid 
Treaty of Suijee Anjengaum.

With a view of preventing any misunderstanding relating to their 
respective possessions on the quarter of Hindostan, it is agreed that the 
river Chumbul shall form the boundfiry between the two States, from tho 
city of Kotah to the west to the limits of tho territories of Gohnd to the 
east, and within that extent of the course of the Chumbul, Dowliit Bao 
Sindia shall Lave no claim or right to any rule, tribute, revenue, or 
possessions, on its north bank j and the Honourable Company shall have 
no claim or right tU aiiy rule, tribute, revenues, or possessions on the 
south hank of that river. The talooks of Bhadck and Sooseperarah, 
which are on the banlis of the Jumna, will, however, remain in possession 
of the Honourable Company.

Article 8. 

The Honourable Company engage to enter irto no Treaty with the 
Rajahs of Oudeyporc and Jodhpore and Kotah,or other chiefs, tributaries 
of Dowlut Rao Sindia, situated in Malwa, Meywar or Marwar, and in no 
shape whatever to interfere with the settlement which Sindia may make 
with those Chiefs. , 

Article 9. 

The Honourable Company are now engaged ill a war with Jeswunt 
Rao Holkar, and using every exertion for his reduction ; but should they 
hereafter make a peace, or enter into any agreement with that Chief, 
they engage not to restore to him, or desire to be restored to him, any 
of the possessions of the family of Holkar in the province of Malwa, 
lying between the river Tapti and Chumbul, which may have been taken 
by Dowlut Rao Sindia, nor will the Honourable Company interfere in 
any manner whatever in the disposal of those provinces ; and thejr will

WuEEEAS objections have arisen to the terms of the fifth, sixth, 
and seventh Articles of the aforesaid Theaty, it is hereby agreed and 
declared, that in lieu of those three Articles, the two following shall 
be substituted. 

Akticle 1. 

With a view to prevent any misunderstanding, relating to the 
respective possessions of the Ilonourablo Company and Maharajah Dowlut 
Rao Sindia in the quarter of Hindostan, the Maharajah hereby agrees to 
cede to the Honourable Company all the territory north of the river 
Chumbttl which was ceded to the Maharajah by the seventh Article of 
the Treaty of Suijee Anjengaum, that is to say, the whole of the districts 
of Dholeporc, Rarec, and JSnjah-Kerrah, and the Honourable Company 
shall have no claim or right to any rule, tribute, revenues, or possessions, 
on the south bank of that river. The talooks of Bhadek and Soose- 
perarab, which arc on the banks of the Jumna, will, however, remain 
in the possession of the Honourable Company. 

. Akticle 2. 

The Honourable Company, from friendship to the Maharajah, agrees 
to grant to him, personally and exclusively, the annual sum of four lakhs 
of Rupees, to be paid by quarterly instalments, through the Resident at 
the Durbar. And the Honourable Company also agree to assign, within 
their territories in Hindostan, a jaghire (to be holden on the same foot- 
ing as that enjoyed by BaUa Bai) amounting to a revenue of two lakhs 
of Rupees per annum, to Baiza Bai, the wife of Dowlut Rao Sindia, 
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and a jaghire, amounting to one lakh of Rupees per annunij to Chamna

WuEBEAS the British Government and Maharajah Ali Jah Dowlut 
Bao Sindia Bahadoor are mutually actuated hy a desire to suppress the 
predatory power of the Pindarees, and to destroy and prevent the revival 
of the predatory system in every part of India ; the following Articles 
have been agreed on for the purpose of ^ving effect to the mutual wishes 
of the two States. 


Aeticle 1. 

The contracting parties engage to employ the forces of their re- 
spective governments and of their allies and dependants in prosecuting 
operations against the Pindarees and any other bodies of associated free- 
booters; to expel them from their haunts, and to adopt the most 
effectual measures to disperse and prevent them from re-asscmhling. 
With this view the forces of the two governments and their respective 
allies will immediately attack the Pindarees and their associates, accord- 
ing to a concerted plan of operations, and will not desist until the objects 
of this engagement arc entirely accomplished. The Maharajah further 
agrees to employ his utmost ellbrts to seize the persons of the Pindaree 
leaders and their families, and deliver them up to the British Govern- 
ment. 

Aeticle 8. 

The Pindaree hordes having established themselves in the territories 
of the Maharajah and other neighbouring States, it is hereby agreed 
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CSNTHAL that, on their expulsion, such of the lands occupied by them as hereto* 
fore belonged to the Maharajah, shall be immediately resumed by His 
Ko. UtV M. Highness, who engages never to re-admit them to possession. Such of 
SinHa. the lands now occupied by the Pindarees as belong to other States shall 
be restored to their rightful proprietors, provided they shall have exerted 
themselves to the extent required in expelling the Pindarees, and shall 
engage never to re-admit them, or in any way to connect themselves with 
those freebooters. Those lands shall otherwise be delivered over to 
Maharajah Dowlut Bao Sindia, and be held by him on the same 
conditions. 

Aeticlb 8. 

Maharajah Dowlut Rao Sindia hereby engages never to re-admit 
the Pindarees or any other predatory bodies into his territories, or in 
any manner to give tliem the smallest countenance or support, or to 
permit his oflicera to do so ; on the contrary, His Highness promises to 
issue the most positive orders to all his ofBcers, civil and military, and to 
enforce them, by the severest penalties, to employ their utmost e/Torts to 
expel or destroy any bodies of plunderers uho may attempt to take refuge 
in Ilis Highness's territories. AH olDccrs disregarding Ilis Highness’s 
orders are to be considered and dealt with us rebels to the Maharajah and 
enemies of the British Government. 

Article 4. 

Maharajah Dowlut llao Sindia is the undisputed master of his own 
troops and resources. With a view, however, to the more cflectnal accom- 
plishment of the objects of this Treaty, His Highness agrees that the 
divisions of his troops (which taken together shall amount to 5,000 
horse) employed in active operations against the Pindarees or other free- 
booters, shall act in concert with the British troops, and in conformity to 
the plan that may be counselled by the ofiicer commanding the British 
divisions, with which His Highness's troops may be appointed to act in 
concert. With the same view it is agreed that a British officer shaM be 
stationed with each division of the Maharajah’s tioops, to be the channel 
of communication between them and the British Commanding Officer j 
and to forward the other purposes of their conjunct operations. His 
Highness engages that all his officers, civil and military, shall afford

plies or otherwise to the British troops operating in his territory j and 

any failure in this respect shall subject the offending party to bo con- No. 
sidered and treated as a rebel to His Highness and an enemy of the Sindia.

Maharajah Dowlut Bao Sindia engages that the divisions appointed 
to act in concert with the British troops shall be maintained in a state of 
complete equipment, both men and horses, and regularly paid. In order 
to provide effectually for the latter object in such a manner as shall pre- 
vent all future discussion or dispute^ Ilis Highness consents to renounce, 
for the next three years, the payments now made by the British Govern- 
ment to him, as well as to certain members of his family and ministers of 
his government, and that those sums shall be disbursed towards the pay- 
ment of His Highness’s troojis, through the British officers stationed 
with them : and the British Government agrees, at the conclusion of the 
war, and after Ilis Highness’s troops shall have received what may be 
duo to them, to pay any balance that may remain to His Highness. 

With the same view, the Maharajah Dowlut Bao Sindia likewise con- 
sents to relinquish in the fullest manner to the British Government, for 
a period of two years, the tribute which he is entitled to receive from the 
States of Jodbpore, Booudee, and Eotab. • 


Article 6. 

It is agreed, that the troops of Maharajah Dowlut Bao Sindia, 
cavalry, infantry, and artillery, shall occupy, during the war, such posi- 
tions as shall be designated by the British Government, and shall not 
change them without the express concurrence of that government, any 
unconcerted movements being calculated to derange the joiut operations 
of the forces of the two States, and to give advantage to the enemy. It 
is also agreed, in order to ensure the due execution of the stipulation 
contained in this Article, that the British Governmeut shall be at liberty 
to station an officer in each of the division^ of the Maharajah’s army 
abovementioned.

INDIA. 

— The force that will be put in motion by the British Gh>vemment, and 

—-7 that actually in the service of .Maharajah Dowlut Rao Smdia^ being folly 
sufficient to chastise the Pindarees and effect the objects of the present 
Treaty, His Highness agrees, in order to prevent the possibility of 
collusion between his officers and the Pindaiws, not to augment his 
forces during the war, without the concurrence of the British Government. 
His Highness expressly engages to prohibit his officers from admitting 
into the ranks of his army, or otherwise harbouring or protecting, the 
Pindarees, or other freebooters ; and all persons neglecting or disobeying 
these orders, are to considered and treated as rebels to His Highness 
and enemies of the British Government. 


Article 8. 

With a view to the more effectual prosecution of the joint operations 
of the two governments, and to the facility aud security of the commu- 
nication of the British tro<Ji)s wdth their supplies, the Maharajah, reposing 
entire confidence in thu friendship aud good faith of the British Govern- 
ment, agrees that British garris>>ns shall be admitted into the forts of 
Hindia and Aescergurh, and sliall 1>c charged with the care and defence of 
those forts during the war, and shall have the liberty of establishing dep 6 ts 
within them. The flag of Dowlut Rao Sindia shall, however, continue to 
fly in the fori of Asseergurh, and His Highness shall be at liberty to 
station a killadar, with a personal guard of fifty men, in the said fort; 
but it is clearly understood that the actual command of that place, 
as well as of Hindia, aud the disposal of the warlike stores that may be 
found in those forts, shall be vested exclusively in the British Command- 
ing Officers. Any part of those stores that may be damaged or 
expended, while the forts in question are occupied by the British 
troops, shall be accounted for, and the value made good to Ilis Highness. 
For the more effectual performance of this stipulation, inventories shall 
be taken by officers, on the part of both g^overnments, at the time of the 
occupation of the forts by the British Government. The present garri- 
sons (with the exception above stated in regard to Asseergurh) shall 
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move out of the forts. The Maharajah will thenceforward have no OINTRAL 
further concern with the Sebundees of the garrisons, but His Highness's . 
other troops, including the Faugah, &c., shall encamp at such places as 
may be prescribed by the British officers, in conformity to the provi- Siadio. 
sions of the 6th Article. The territories depending on the forts above- 
mentioned will continue to be managed by the officers of the Maharajah, 
who will receive every support from flie British Government and its 
officers. Thu whole, or such portion of the revenues as may be neces- 
sary, shall be appropriated to the payment of the Maharajah's troops 
acting in concert with the British divisions, as stipulated in the 5th 
Article; and a faithful account of the whole shall be rendered to His 
Highness after the conclusion of the war. The two forts above men- 
tioned, and the territories dependent on them, will be restored to the 
Maharajah as soon as the operations against the Pindarees or their 
confederates shall be «4)rouglit to a termination, in the same con- 
dition in which they may he delivered up to the British Govern- 
ment. All private property will bo respected; and the inhabitants 
of the towns or villages depending on the forts, will enjoy the pro- 
tection of the British Government, or be 2 >crmittcd to depart with 
their property, if they think proper. 

Article 9. . 

The m.aiu object of the contracting parties being to prevent for 
ever the revival of the predatory .system in any form, and both govem- 
ments being satisfied that to accomplish this wise and Just end it may be 
necessary for the British Government to form engagements of friendship 
and alliance with the several States of Uiudost.in, the hth Article of 
the Treaty of the 22iid November 1805, by which the British Go- 
vernment is restrained from entering into Tre.ities with certain Chiefs 
therein specified, is hereby abrogated and annulled ; and it is declared 
that the British Government shall be at full lilierty to form engagements 
with the States of Oudeyporc, Jodliporc, and Kotah, and with the State 
of Boondee, and other substantive States ou the lefb bank of the Chum- 
bul. Nothing in this Article shall, however, be construed to give the 
British Government a right to iuterl'ere with States or Chiefs in Malwa 
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or Guzeratj clearly and indisputably dependent on, or tributary to, the 
Maharajah; audit is agreed that Ilis Highness’s authority over those 
States or Chiefs shall continue on the same footing as it has been here- 
tofore. The British Government further agrees and promises, in the 
event of its forming any engagements with the abovemeutioned States 
of Oudeypore, Jodhporo, Kotah, and Boondee, or with any others on 
the left bank of the Chumbul, to secure to Dowlut Rao Sindia his as- 
certained tribute and to guarantee the same in perpetuity to be paid 
through the British Government; and Dowlut Bao Sindia engages, 
on his part, on no account or pretence whatever, to interfere in any 
shape in the affairs of those States without the concurrence of the 
British Government. 


Aeticle 10. 

If (which God forbid!) the British Goveiftimeut and the Maha- 
rajah shall be compelled to wag;e war with any other State, on account 
of such State attacking cither of the contracting paidies, or aiding or 
protecting the Pindaroes or other freebooters, the British Government, 
having at heart the welfare of Dowlut Rao Sindia, will, in the event of 
success, and of Ilis Highness’s zealous performance of his engagements, 
make the most hbcr.il arrangements for the consolidation and increase of 
his territories. , 


• Aeticle 11. 

Such parts of the Treaty of Surjee Anjengaum, and of the Treaty 
concluded on the 22nd of November 1805, as are not affected by the 
provisions of the present engagement, remain in fuU force, and are mu- 
tiudly binding on the contracting parties. 


Aeticle 12, 

This Treaty, consisting of twelve Articles, having this day been con- 
cluded, subject to the ratification of the Governor General and Maharajah 
Ali Jah Dowlut Rao Sindia, Captain Close engages to procure the ratifica- 
tion of the Governor General in five days from this date, or sooner if 
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possible; and Bomchandra Bbaskur engages to obtain His Highnesses 
ratification before sunset this evening.

Wjieeeas bv the 14th Article of the Treaty of Poona, concluded 
on the 13tli of June 1817, all the rights and territories of Jlis Highness 
llao Pundit Prudhan in Malwa were ceded to the Honourable Bast 
India Compan}'; and whereas some of those territories are contiguous 
to, and intermixed with, those of Maharajah Dowlut Bao Sindia ; it 
has therefore been agreed, for the mutual convenienoe of both States, 
that certain exchanges of territory should take place j and the British 
Government hereby transfera to ISIuharnjah Ali Jah Dowlut Bao Sindia, his 
heirs and successors, all its rights and claims to the districts and territories 
mentioned in the annexed Schedule, No. 1 ; and Maharajah Ali Jah 
Dowlut Bao Sindia, for himself, his heirs and successors, hereby transfers 
to the British Government all his rights and claims of every description 
to the places mentioned in the accompanying Schedule, No. 2. 

Moreover, the British Government having resolved to restore to 
Maharajah Ali Jah Dowlut Bao the fort and territory of Jawud, &e., the 
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OENTEAL Mtiharajah on his part engages, on his recovering that district, to 

establish such an administration there as shall afford security for the 

Ho. Lav ill, pea^ of fhe country, and the prevention of the revival of the predatory 
fitiMKo. system. The Maharajah further engages to recall Jeswunt Rao Bhaoo, 
for whose future conduct the Mahar^ah will be responsible, and will 
require him to reside at a distance from Jawud, on a provision to be 
assigned him by the Maharajaif either in jaghire or in any other manner 
His Highness may prefer. 

It is further stipulated, that in the event of Hindis and Asseergurh 
being restored by the British Government to the Maharajah, previous 
to the entire cessation of operations against the Findarees, &c., the 
Maharajah engages that in lien of the revenues of those districts, which 
by Treaty have been set aside for the payment of the contingent to be 
employed against the Findarees, a third year’s tribute ton the States of 
Rotnh and Jodhporc shall, in the event of its being required, be assigned 
for that purpose. 

In witness whereof. Maharajah Ali Jab Dowliit Ilao Siudia has 
hereunto affixed his seal, and Captain Josiab Stewart eng-agos to obtain 
and deliver to Maharajah Dowlut Rao Sindia, without delay, a counter-

WiiEHEAS the Maharajah Dowlut llao Sindia agrees to give up 
for three years the annual payments made by the British Government 
to himself and certain other persons of his Court, and also the tribute 
to which he was entitled from the llajpoot States (for three years), 
for the purpose of maintaining a Iwdy of Auviliary Horse; and whereas 
the whole of that amount has already 1)een paid by the British Go- 
vernment to tlie Alahar.'ijah's troops, and a considerable balance remains 
due to the British Government; it has now l>een agreed between the 
Maharajah and the British Government that the body of Auviliary 
Horse to be maintained by Ilis Highness shall be reduced, so that the 
abovementioned funds, namclj', the annual payments formerly made to 
the Maharajah and his family and ministers, t gelher with the tribute 
due from the Kajpoot States, may be fully uderpiate to the payment of 
the force. 

It is further agreed th.it, for the li<iuidation of the debt incurred 
by the Maharajah to the British Government for the jiayments already 
made to the Auxiliary Horse, as well as for the expenses of those Horse 
uutil the funds approjiriated for their maintenance become available, the 
following districts shall be made over, irum the eouimcuccmcnt of the

"WiiEUEA.s liy an aiTangcmcnt formerly elTecteJ by Major General 
Sir John Malcolm, it was ajrreed thU the Maharajah Dowliit Kao Sindia 
should pay annually the sum of Rupees lour thousand and thirty-eig'ht 
towards the support of certain Grassia Chiefs in Nimar, which contri- 
•bution not having been paid tor upwards of four years, a debt has 
consequently accumulated to near Eupees twenty thousand j and whereas 
the pcrgnnuuhs of Dhurgaon, Burwye, Sylanee, Poonassa and Kandwa, 
which adjoin certain provinces belonging to the British Government 
in Nimar, are now so desolate that the Maharajah does not receive the 
proper revenue of them, and in consequence of the disorders which prevail 
in them, great inconvenience is occasioned to the adjacent districts of 
the British Government in that quarter : Therefore, in order to remove 
those inconveniences and to provide for the payment of the debt before- 
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inentionedj as well as to secirte the punctual discharge for the future 
of the annual contribution above noticed of Bupees four thousand and 
thirty-eight, it is hereby agreed by the Maharajah that the aforesaid per- 
giinnahs including their dependencies shall (with the exception of cer- 
tain long established rights or charitable grants as Nankar Fudarick and 
Dhcrmdow) remain in the possession of the Honourable Company. 

The British Government consents that, after deducting the amount 
of the debt mentioned in the [ireeediiig Article, and after deducting the 
annual contribution of Rupees four thousand and thirty-eight together with 
the ex})ciiscs of management, the whole remaining revenue to be collected 
from the districts abovementioued shall be paid annually to the Maha- 
rajah for ever j and as the expenses of management cannot now be cor- 
rectly ascertained, it is likewise agreed that whatever sum those expenses 
may amount to <luring the first year that the pergunnahs aforesaid 
remain in the possession of the British Government, the same amount 
shall be considered for ever afterwards the fixeu and pennaueut annual 
charge on that account. 

And whereas certain Grassia Chiefs in Malwa are by former agree- 
ment entitled to receive from the Maharajah’s government certain Tanka 
dues in the pa3Mnent of which difliciilties have boon sometimes made by 
the Maharajah’s ofllcei-s, it is hereby agreixl by both governments that 
as long as those payments shall be faithfully ainl regularly discharged, 
the Grussia Chiefs shall continue to receive them from the Maharajah's 
kamavisdars, hut if at any time the Maharajah’s otficers hesitate to make 
the payments in question, it is uudivstood that the British Government 
shall bo at liberty to discharge them and to add the amount of those 
payments to the deductions already agreed to he made from the revenue of 
the districts abovementioued.

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In the year Soor Sun, Araha Asseereen, in the month of Mohurrum 
and on the 25th day, corresponding with a. d. 1824, I request that in 
the district of Nimar, the undermentioned mahals may he received from 
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the char^ of kamarisdare and transferred in kamavish (khalsa) to the 
charge of the English

These five mahals are transferred from the aforesaid years in kamavish 
in order that they may he restored to prosperity and re-peopled. What- 
ever may be collected shall be paid into the Sircar’s treasury year by 
year ; this is exclusive of the Domallagaon, the Piidaruk Zumeen, which 
must be continued according to custom. When the mahals are restored 
to prosperity, and shall have reached their Kumal Juma, they must be 
shown (in Mahrattas " Anoon dakwac ”) . 


In the j'car Kumus As«eerecn, Mooatccin wo Alnf, and the 22nd 
of the mouth of Juder, a. n. 1825, the government of the Compajiy 
having stated tliat certain mahals are not prosperous, but on the contrary 
very much depo}mlatcd, and reipicsted that they might be tranBlerred to 
its management to he restored to prosperity ; for this reason the follow- 
ing mahals aro tran.sfi'rred :

After tlie Malmus- 
koor (this includes Sehundec, Nemnook, Durukdiir, &c.) shall have been 
settled, the remainder of the collections, as in other mahals, according to 
the kistbundee, shall be paid into the Sircar’s treasury, always excluding 
Duorundae, Wurchasun, Paduruke Zumeen, and Gaou Domale, Nat- 
khasgee, Arneenc, &e., which must be continued according to custom.

Tkeatt between the HoNOiiJi.vau! Ekolish East India CourAKT and MLiiiABAJAn 
Ali Jau Jtajke Eao Sindia, Baiiadoor, and bis children, heirs and siiceesBors, 
settled on the part of the Honourable Company by Fredeiui k Ciiirie, 
Esquire and Lieuti'nani-Colonel Wiuliam Henry Sleemvs, by virtue of 
full powers to that effect vested in them by the Right Honourable Edward, 
Lord Ellen borough, one of Hi r Britannic Jlajchty's Most Honourable Privy 
Council, Govenior General, njjpointcil by the Honourable Company to direct 
and control all their affairs in the East Indies ; and on the part of His High- 
ness Jyajoo Rao Sindia by Rio Rani Rio Pitalkia Bihadooh Shumsherb 
Jung, Ueo Rao Jiunow Mima Shier, llunrtu-oon-DoMi aii, ilooNsiiEi Rajah 
Bulwiinp Ru) Baiiadoor, Oqdvjle Rao Giiatgia, Moolla Jle, and Narayuh 
Rao Bhaoo Yr.MA,ii e, I’otnnvees, tbe Sirdars nominated to conduct tbo affairs 
of the government during His lligbucss’s minority. 

Article. 1. 

Every parf of the Treaty of Peace concluded by General Sir Arthur 
Wellesley, k. ii., at Surjee Anjengaum, on the BOth Deeeinher 1803, and 
of the Tro.ity of allmnce and mutual defencA*, setflod by Major John 
Malcolm at Boorhanporo, on the 27th February ISO I, and of the de- 
finitive IVcafy of amity and alliance, with the declaratory Article an- 
nexed, conehided by Lieutenant-Colonel John Malcolm, at Moostafa- 
poor, on the 22nd November 1S03, and of the IVenty concluded between 
Captain Robert Close, on the part of the British Governmeiit, and 
Maharajah Ali Jah Dowliit Rao Sindia, on the .’iuh November 1817, as 
well as every jiart of all other Treaties and Engagements between the 
two States, which may be now in force, except in so far as maj'- be 
altered by this engagement, is to remain binding upon the two go- 
vernments. 

Article 2. 

Whereas the late Maharajah J ankojec Rao Sindia engaged to defray 
all the charges of a force, to be commanded by British oflieers, and 
constantly stationed within His Highness’s territories, for the protection 
thereof and the preservation of good order therein, and the cost of such 
force hitherto has been about Company’s Rupees 5,00,000 per annum, 
and the revenues and receipts set apart and assigned for the maintaining of 
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tlie said force, together with other revenues now received by the Briliieh 
Government on His Highness’s account, amount to the sum of about 
Company’s Rupees 5,46,000 ; and whereas it is expedient to increase the 
the amount of such force and to make permanent provision for defraying 
the charge thereof, it is therefore agreed between the British Govern- 
ment and Uis Highness the Maharajah Jyajec Rao Sindia, that in 
addition to all the revenues and other receipts already set apart for the 
purpose of maintaining the said force, or received by the British Govern- 
ment on His Highness’s account, the revenues of the districts enumerated 
and territory described in the Schedule A. to this Treaty shall be appro- 
priated to the maintenance of such force. 

Article 3. 

It is further agreed that if the revenues of the districts so enume- 
rated and described in such Schedule A., together with the revenues and 
payments mentioned in the ibregoing Article as set apart for the pay- 
ment of the said force, or heretofore received on His Highness’s account, 
shall, after defraying thereout all the charges of civil administration, 
exceed the sum of Corapanv ’s Rupees eighteen lakhs, the surjilus shall be 
paid over to His Highness Maharajah Jjajcc Rao Sindia; and if the 
said revenues and receipts shall fall short of Company’s Rupees eighteen 
lakhs per annum, the deficiency shall be made good by His Highness. 

Article 4. 

And it is further agreed, for the better securing of the due payment 
of the revenues of such districts enumerated aud described in Schedule A., 
and for the better preserving of good order within the same, that the 
civil administration thereof shall be conducted by the British Govern- 
ment, in the same manner in which the civil administration of the other 
districts belonging to the Maharajah, of which the revenues are similarly 
assigned, is conducted by the British Government for His Highness. 

Article 5. 

And whereas there is now due to the British Government the sum 
of ten lakhs of Rupees, more or less, as may hereafter appear on examina- 
tion of the accounts, on the score of charges of the contingent force. 
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and a further sum of one lakh, on account o£> advances made to Her 
Highness Baiza Bai, and on other accounts, and the charges of the 
present armament of the British Governinent may be estimated at ten 
lakhs, (after deducting therefrom the expense of furnishing to His 
Highness six thousand men, with artillery and stores, free of cost to His 
Highness, under the provisions of tlie Treaty of Boorhanpoor,) and a 
further expenditure of five lakhs will be incurred by the British Govern- 
ment in affording compensation for losses sustained during, and in 
consequence of the late hostilities, and in other charges connected 
therewith; it is farther agreed, that llis Flighness shall pay to the 
British Government the ' sum of twenty-six lakhs of Rupees within 
fourteen days from the date of this Treaty, and in default thereof, that 
the revenues of the several districts enumerated in Schedule B., attached 
to this Treaty, shall, together with the civil administration of such 
districts, be made over to the British Government until such time as the 
said sum of twenty-six; lakhs of Company’! Rupees shall have been paid, 
together with interest, at tlio rate of live per cent, per annum upon the 
same.

And whereas the British Government is bound by Treaty to protect 
the person of llis Highness the Maharajah, his heirs and successors, and 
to protect his dominions from foreign invasion, piid to quell serious 
disturbances therein, and the army now mmntuined by His Highness is 
of unnecessary amount, embarra.ssiiig to llis Highness's government and 
the cause of disquietude to neighbouring States, it is therefore further 
agreed that the military force of all arms hereafter to be maintained by 
His Highness, exelusivc of the eoutingeut above provided for, shall at no 
time exceed nine thousand men, of whom not more than three thousand 
shall be infantry, with twelve field guns and two hundred guuuers, with 
twenty other guns; and llis Highness the Maharajah engages to take 
immediate measures fur the reduutiuu of his army within the number 
above specified, and the British Government engages on its part to assist 
His Highness therein, should such aid appear to be required. 

Aetici.e 7. 

It is further agreed that Ills Iligliuess will discharge all pay due to 
the troops disbanded, aud also give a giiatuity of three months’ pay to 
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such of the o&oere, non^mmissioned oflSeers, and privates of the corps 
. disbanded, as may not be re-enlisted in the contingent or in any new 
corps formed by Ilia Highness. 

Akticle 8. 

And inasmuch as it is expedient to provide for the due admini- 
stration of the government during the minority of His Highness the 
Maharajah, which minority shall be considered to terminate when His 
Highness shall have attained the full age of 1 8 years, and not sooner, 
that is on the 5th Magh Vud Sumbut 1909, or 19th day of January 
A. D. 1 853, it is further agreed that during such minority the persons 
entrusted with the administration of tlie government shall act upon the 
advice of the British Kesident in all matters whereon such advice shall 
be offered, and no change shall be made in the persons entrusted with 
the administration without the consent of the British Besident acting 
under the express authority of the Governor General. 

Article 9. 

And it is agreed that the following persons shall, in the first 
instance, constitute the Council of Regency, and that the first named 
person shall be President of the same. Rno Ram Bao Phalkia Bahodoor, 
Shumsher Jung; Deo Bao Jadhow Mama Saheb; Dubecr-ood-dowlah 
Moonshec Baja Bulwunt Bao Bahadoor; Oudajce Bao Ghatgia; Moolla

Article 10. 

And inasmuch as it is fitting that Her Highness Tara Bai should have 
a suitable provision now made for the maintenance of her court, it is 
further agreed that the sum of Bupees three lakhs shall be annually set 
apart for that purpose, and be at Her Highness’s sole disposal. 

Article 1 1 . 

And it IS further agreed that the British Government shall, as 
heretofore, exert its influence and good offices for maintaining the just 
territorial rights of the Maharajah and the subjects of the State of 
Sindia at present existing in the neighbouring and other Native States, 
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Article 12. 

This Treaty, consisting of twelve Articles, has been this day settled 
by Frederick Currie, Esquire, and Lieutenant-Colonel William Henry 
Sleeman, acting under the directions of the Eight Honourable Edward, 
Lord Ellenborough, Governor-General, on the part of the British Oovem- 
ment, and by Kao Kam Kao Phalkia Babadoor, Shnmsher Jung; Deo 
Kao Jadhow Mama Saheb; Dubeer-ood-Dowlah Moonshee Bajah Bul- 
wunt Rao Babadoor; Oodajee Bao Ghatgfia; Moolla Jee; and Narayun 
Bao Bhaoo Yumajee Potnuvees, on the part of the Maharajah Jyajee 
Kao Sindia, and the said Treaty has been this day ratified by the seal 
of the Bight Honourable Lord Ellenborough, Governor General, and by 
that of His Highness Maharajah Jyajee Bao Sindia.

Government to give to the Mahar.ijah, in acknowledgment of services 
rendered by His Highness in 1857 and 1858, territory yielding a gross 
yearly revenue of three lakhs of Company's Rupees, it has become 
expedient to restore a portion of the districts assigned to the British 
Government by the above-mentioned Treaty ; and 

Whereas it will be to the advantage of both contracting parties that

cancel that part of Article 4 of the said Treaty which refers to the 
villages in questiofi.

After Compliments, — I have submitted to His Excellency the

SsoASEXeRT executed by Maribajau Ali Jah Jyajee Bao Sikma under Article 
7 of the Treaty of 12th December 1860, transferring to the British 
Government the full sovereignty of tho districts assigned for tho main- 
tenanco of tho Gwalior contingent in 1841, remaining with the said 
Government on the completion of the territorial exchange arrangements 
provided for by the above named Treaty. 

Whebeas under Articles 2 and 3 of the Treaty, dated 13th 
January 1844, between Maharajah Ali Jah Jyajee Bao Sindia and the 
British Government, certain districts and receipts enumerated and 
described in Schedule A appended to the said Treaty, and of which 
a copy is appended to this deed, were assigned for the maintenance 
of the Gwalior contingent : 

And whereas certain of these districts, or portions thereof, as 
detailed in Schedule B appended hereto, have recently been restored 
to Maharajah Sindia under the operation of Articles 2 and 5 of the 
Treaty dated 12th December 1860, subsequently entered into between 
Ills Highness and the British Government, and the said Maharajah 
has engaged by Article 7 of the latter Treaty on the completion of the 
arrangements provided for therein, to transfer to the British Govern- 
ment the full sovereignty of all the Assigned Districts whiclr shall then 
remain in its possession : 

And whereas the arrangements so provided for have now been 
completed, and the Assigned Districts and receipts described in Schedule 
C, appended hereto, remain in the possession of the British Government : 
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Therefore Maharajah All Jah Jyajee Bao Siadia hereby tranefera 
to the British Goveminent the full sovereignty of the districts so 
enumerated in Schedule C, vis.—

Thb Holkar family are Soodraa of the Dhoong^ or shepherd tribe. 
The first who rose to eminence was Mulhar Bao, who was bom about 
the end of the 17th century and was one of the most distinguished 
leaders in the first Mahratta invasion of M'orthem India. He died at 
the age of seventy-six and was succeeded by bis grandson Mallfee Rao, 
who died insane nine months after bis accession. The pious Alia Bai, 
the mother of Mallee Bao^ then took the management of affaii* and 
appointed as the commander of her army Tookajoe Holkar, a Chief of 
the same tribe but no way related to Mulhar Bao. This Chief for 
many years served Alia Bai with the most devoted fidelity. Alia Bai 
died in 1795 and was not long survived by Tookajee *Bao, after whose 
death the power of the House of Holkar was nearly extinguished by 
quarrels in the family and amid the dissensions which distracted the 
Mahratta confederacy at the close of last century. The fortunes of the 
family however were restored by Jeswunt Rao, an illegitimate son of 
Tookajee Holkar, who in 1802 defeated the united forces of Sindia and 
the Feishwa near Poona. The conclusion of the Treaty of Bassein 
between the Feishwa and the British Government defeated Jeswunt 
Itao's hopes of possessing himself of the person of the Feishwa. In the 
following year when Sindia and the Bajah of Berar combined against 
the British, Holkar promised to join the confederacy. But on the 
actual outbreak of hostilities he kept aloof and apparently intended 
to take advantage of the war to aggrandize himself at Sindia’s 
' expense. His schemes, however, were rendered hopeless by the Treaty 
of Surjee Anjengaum, and Holkar, after making a series of inadmissible 
proposals for an alliance, seems then td ^ave hastily determined unaided 
and alone to provoke hostilities with the British. In the war which 
followed Holkar was completely overthrown. He was pursued by Lord 
Lake across the Sutlqj, whither he retired in the hopes of forming a 
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combination with the Sikhs against the British Government, and on 
. 24th December 1805 he signed a Treaty (No. LXXIV.) on the banks 
of the Bens, by which he was stripped of a larg^ portion of his territories. 
On the accession of Lord Cornwallis a change had taken place in the 
policy of the British Government, and it was considered expedient-to 
withdraw from the connection formed with some of the minor Bajahs 
in the conquered provinces to the west of the Jumna. Sir George 
Barlow was guided by the same policy notwithstanding the remonstrances 
of Lord Lake, who considered the British Government pledged to respect 
its engagements with these Chiefs, and that the alliance with them inter- 
posed a strong barrier against the future encroachments of the Mahrattas. 
In pursuance of this policy. Sir George Barlow caused a declaratory 
Articlesto be added to the Treaty relinquishing to Holkar the districts of 
Tonk, Bampoora, and other districts forming the ancient possessions of the 
Holkar family, which at one time it had been the intention of Govern- 
ment to cede to Sindia in lieu of the annual pension of four lakhs of 
Bupees granted to that Chief. By Article 4 of the Treaty the district 
of Koonch in Bundolcund was assigned as a life grant to Beema Bai 
Sahiba, daughter of Jeswunt Bao Holkar. Tliis lady died in November 
1858, and the district of Koonch reverted to the British Government; 
but a provision of Bupees 20,000 a year has been assigned for life to 
her grandson Govind' Bao for the support of the old retainers of the 
family. 

Soon after the conclusion of the Treaty, Jeswunt Bao Holkar 
became insane. He died in ISllspleaviBg a son Mulhar Bao, during 
whose minority the State was torn by the most violent dissensions. 
Toolsee Bai, the fitvorite concubine of the late ruler, secured herself in 
the regency. In entering on the Findarce war it was the policy of 
the Marquis of Hastings to put a stop to the predatory system by a 
revival of the political alliances which had been abandoned in 1805. 
The weakness of Holkar, which formed an excuse for connivance at 
Findaree depredations, required the intervention of the British to restore 
his government and to subdue his mutinous army. Froposals for an 
alliance were on the point of J[>eing ofibred when Toolsee Bai secretly 
expressed a desire to place the youug Holkar and his government under 
the protection of the British power. While negociations were pending, 
however, information was received of the probable outbreak of hostilities 
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with the Feishwa, and a hoetile bearing was immediately assumed by 
Holkar's court. It is probable that Toolsee Bai would have concluded 
the alliance with the British, but a sadden revolution was effected by 
the mutinous army, the Regent was seized and barbarously murdered, and 
the Fathan Chiefs who headed the military faction, having pledged 
themselves to adopt the cause of Bajee Bao, broke off the negociations. 
Holkar’s army sustained a complete defeat at Mchidporc, and on Gth 
January 1818 the Treaty of Mundisore (No. LXXV.) was concluded, by 
which the supremacy over the Rajpoot Princes of Oudeyporc, Jeypore, &e., 
was transferred to the British Government, the engagement between the 
British Government and Ameer Khan was confirmed, four districts rented 
by Zalim Sing of Kotah were ceded to him, Holkar lost all his possessions 
within and to the south of the Sautpoora Hills, and his remaining 
territories came under the protection of the British Government. By 
Article 6 of the Treaty, Holkar transferred the fort of Sindwa to the 
British Government. But it was restored in 1850 in consideration of a 
payment of Rupees 16,000 for the construction of a bridge over the Gohee 
Nuddee, and on condition that no alteration would be made in the 
existing customs duties on the Agra and Bombay road, and that the 
residents of Sindwa were not made sufferers by the transfer of the fort to 
Holkar. 

The anarchy and confusion which prevailed ip Holkar’s territories 
previous to the conclusion of the Treaty of Mundisore bad completely 
ruined the finances of the country. Tantea Jogh, Holkar’s minister, 
set himself zealously to their recoveiy. Occasional loans were made to 
him by the British Government on the security of the Koonch jaghire 
and the Pertabgnrh tribute, by which means the minister was enabled to 
discharge the arrears of the disbanded troops and other pressing demands. 
Of the troops retained, a portion was set apart for the formation of the 
Mehidpoie contingent, others were sent into the districts, and only a 
select body of about 000 cavalry was retained at the capital, together 
with a suitable proportion of infantry. 

Two insurrections broke out in the year 1819, which added greatly 
to the difficulties of the minister’s situation, and served to retard the 
settlement of the country. One was occasioned by an impostor personat- 
ing Mulhar Rao Holkar, and the other by the pretensions of llurree 
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Bao Holkar, cousin of the Maharajah. The impostor, whose real name 
was Krishna Kooer, assembled a considerable force to the west of the 
Chumbul, and kept the field for some months, supported bj' a body of 
Arab and Mekrannee mercenaries from the Onzerat border ; but he was 
at length encountered by the Mehidpore contingent, and his party 
broken and dispersed. He then fled to Kotah, and being recognized by 
an Agent of Holkar’s government at that place, he was seized and 
brought to Indore, where he was kept in confinement for some time, but 
ultimately pardoned and set at liberty on account of his youth and his 
being a mere instrument in the hand of others. The insurrection of 
Hurree Bao Holkar was less fi}rmidable ; for, soon becoming sensible of 
the folly of his enterprise, he relinquished it and threw himself on the 
generosity of his young cousin, who, it is said, was disposed to pardon 
him, but was dissuaded from his purpose by Tantea Jogb, who deemed it 
imprudent that he should be left at liberty to disturb the peace of the 
country. 

Serious disturbances broke out on the Rampoora frontier in 1821, 
fomented by the Thakoor of Bhatkery and others, which were not 
finally quelled until the beginning of the following year and after the 
employment of the contingent under the guidance of a British officer. 
The results of the operations were, that the Bhatkery Chief's misconduct 
was punished by the sequestration of that portion of bis jaghire which 
he held of Holkar’s government; that Bhyroor Sing, another of the lead- 
ing insurgents, delivered himself up under the promise of subsistence ; and 
that Ajeet Sing, the Chief of the band of Soondee plunderers, was sent 
with some of his companions to Soandwarah for a year’s close confine- 
ment. Again, towards the end of 1822, it became necessary to employ 
a detachment of British troops for the reduction of the fort of Burkerah, 
in which a body of insurgents were assembled, and were committing 
various excesses in the neighliouring districts. 

In 182G an agreement (No. LXXVI.) was made with Holkar and 
other States^ in Malwa securing to the British Government the exclusive 


* Similar Xrosties were msdo with Dbar, Dowas, Biitlam, Jovrro, Kotah, Sillona, 
Fertabgnrb, Amjhera and Soetamhow. Eat as tbo porchaae system was entirely 
abandoned, it has been considered annccossary to do more here than enter the Treaty 
with Holkar in illustration of the arrangements which wore made. 
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right to purchase opium grown in Malwa. Serious evil^ however resulted 
from these arrangements^ and in 1829 the monopoly was abandoned and 
a transit duty was levied upon the opium in its passage through the 
British territories to the sea coast. The extent of poppy cultivation has 
greatly increased since the abandonment of the monopoly. The revenue 
at first realized from the transit duty was about sixteen lakhs ; and in 
the year 1860-61, it was Rupees 2,44,21,800. 


* *‘Jt is remarkable onoagh,” says Colonel Sotbcrland, **ibat in discuBsing and 
negooiating these measures, the Goirerument of <iiat day avoided the agoncy of the most 
distingaished of their servaats who held the principal political anthority, Sir David 
Oohtorlony and Sir Charles Metcalfe, whose opinions were known to be adverse to 
the system, and wont to work either throngh the medium of the Opiam Agent, who had 
been established in Malwa and Bajpootana, ordinMtIy with the local agents at the several 
coarts. Governmont must have known that their measares were both offensive and 
injarions to the Chiefs and people of those regions, bat they did not know the extent to 
which they were so. They did not know that they had raised np a cload of spies and 
opinm-seixers, whose hand was in every man’s hoase and in every man’s cart; that they 
were teaching the Governments of those coantries to lend us thoir aid to forward views 
most opposed to the interests of their own subjects, whether agrionltaral or commercial, 
or the extent to which the odium of the whole system fell npon themselves. 

** It has often been a source of jast complaint, that the Indian Governments do not 
receive from thoir officers that free and manly dosoription of tho evils which pecaliar 
measures are calculated to produce, when it is known or suspected tliat such expo* 
sition would not be palatablo ; and in no case has this boon more apparent than in the 
DOgodation of our opium Treaties in Malwa and Bajpootana, and in the adoption of 
measures necessary to support their stipulations, all of which were alike subversive to 
the power of the princes of those rogious, and destructive to*tbB best interests of their 
subjects. Government was not entirely ignorant of the injustice and evil tendency of 
those measuree, but neither was it fully aware of the oxtont of the evil which they inflicted. 

** It was, however, soon discovered that the system did not work well for ns j that 
opinm found its way to the foreign settlemeuts of Damann and Din, for exportation to 
the China market, in such quantities as injuriously to affect our monopoly prices 
there, a.nd it was sought to negociato new Treaties with the several States, which should 
strike at the root of this evil by limiting production, for prices in Malwa and Bajpootana 
had continued so high as to serve as a premium. The Rnj Bana of Kotah was the 
flrst who had courage to speak out, and Sir Charles Motcalfe being at the time on a tour 
through Bajpootana, he was not only listened to, but tho voice of complaint was sure 
to roach Government in a shapo that could not be resisted. Bovenuo to the oxtont 
of upwards of a million sterling was, however, oonsidored to be involved in the discussion, 
and as that is a sum which no government can retniily allbrd to part with, this strngglo 
against nature continued for some time longer. At last opium-carriers armed to oppose 
ppium-seisers, and a sort of civil war hod in some jiloces ariseo, which was likoly to 
become more extended. It was tberofore found nooessary to relinquish tho system and to 
endeavour to bolster np our internal agriculture and trado, by levying a protecting duty 
on the commerce of those States.” — Skit€hcs, pp. and 87. 
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La the month of Jane 1829, the Begoo Thakoor, a feudatory of 
Oodeypore, took possesion of Holkar’s district of Nundwah. The 
invader was expelled by a body of Holkar’s troops, but the Thakoor 
about a year after the first aggression again seized the same district, and 
was again driven oflf by Holkar’s troops and the contingent. The 
Oudeypore State was held responsible for the act of the Thakoor, and 
a demand of Rupees 24,000 in payment of the expenses incurred by 
Holkar in repelling the first aggression was made upon the Bana. This 
compensation was not paid until eight years had elapsed after the 
occurrence of the aggression. For the lose and expenses incurred by the 
second aggression of the Thakoor no compensation was ever obtained. 
In this and several other similar cases, it was a matter of complaint, on 
the part of native States, that while the British Government prohibited 
them from taking their own measures to redress injuries inflicted on them 
by their neighbours, it displayed no vigour or promptitude in obtaining 
redress for them. 

Mulhar Rao Holkar died in October 1833 at the age of 28. lie 
left no issue, but his widow and his mother adopted a child who was said 
to be of the same tribe and lineage as Mulhar Rao. Tho British 
Government made no objection to this adoption, but at the same time 
did not bind itself to support tlic arrangement if it should appear to 
be illegal or subversive of the rights of any other party, or contrary 
to the wishes of the majority of the Chiefs and followers of the Holkar 
State. It was acknowledged simply as the spontaneous and unopposed 
act of the Holkar government, in which the people seemingly acquiesced. 
The child, between three and four years of age, was publicly installed on 
17th January 1834 under the title of Martund Rao Holkar. The adop- 
tion of Martund Rao however proved to be a device of the mother 
of Mulhar Rao Holkar for the purpose of keeping the power in her own 
hands during a long minority. It was not acceptable to the people, who 
were in favour of the succession of Ilurree Rao Holkar, a cousin of the 
late Maharajah. Ilurree Rao had been thrown into prison by his cousin 
in 1819 for rebellion, and been ever since kept in rigorous confinement. 
He was released on the night of 3nd February 1834 by a powerful body 
of his partisans, and received a ready welcome from the troops and people. 
The policy of non-interference prevented the Resident from giving active 
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support to Martnnd Bao, dthougli tbe installation of Martund Bao 
had been formally acknowledged by the British Government. This 
indifference on the part of the British Government as to who should 
rule gave rise to most serious disturbances. The wealthy merchants 
fled from Indore, trade was suspended, and the plundering Bheel tribes 
infested the roads and destroyed many villages. As Hurree Bao evidently 
had the popular voice on his side, and it was absolutely necessary 
to put a stop to the anarchy which.prevailed, Hurree Bao was after much 
indecision and delay escorted into Indore by a detachment of the contin- 
gent under command of a British officer and was formally installed on 
17 th April. Martund Bao was banished from the country and granted 
an allowance of Bupees 500 a month on condition of his resigning 
all claims to the succession. 

The long imprisonment of Hurree Rao had unfitted him for govern- 
ment. The management of affairs was left in the hands of his minister 
Bevajee Fhansia, whose oppressive and unpopular measures revived tiie 
hopes of Martund Rao’s party. On 8th September 1835 an attack was 
made on the palace for the purpose of assassinating the Maharajah and 
his minister. The attempt was unsuccessful, and resulted in the slaughter 
of the whole of the assailants. Martund Rao Holkar died without issue 
at Poona on 2nd June 1849, and with his death ended the intrigues 
which from time to time endangered the peacQ of the country both 
during the rule of Hurree Rao Holkar and his successor. 

When the attack was made ou his person in 1835, Hurree Rao 
applied to the British Government for aid, but it was refused on the 
ground that the engagement to maintain the internal tranquillity of the 
country depended on tbe condition that tho measures of its government 
were not directly or indirectly the cause of disturbance, and because the 
grant of assistance would require a continual interference in the internal 
affairs of the State inconsistent with the position of Holkar and tho 
policy of the British Government. 

In 1841 the Maharajah adopted as his heir and successor Khundee 
Rao, a boy of 13 years of age, son of an obscure zemindar, and very 
distantly related to the reigning family. Hurree Bao died on 24th 
October 1843 at the age of 48. Warned by the evils which resulted 
from the vacillating policy pursued on the accession of Martund Rao, 
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OENTSAL the British GoTemment took immediate measures to proclaim Khundee 
INDIA, acknowledged successor and to make it known that no other 

Holkar. nlaima would be recognized. Khundee Bao died on 17th February in 
the following year. He was never married. There was no lineal heir to 
the State and no person who had a legitimate right to adopt. Hie 
nomination of a successor was therefore declared to rest esclusively with 
the British Government, and the Besident Sir B. Hamilton was in- 
structed to make the selection in such a way as to show that it was 
manifestly the sole act of the British Government. The mother of 
Hurree Bao Holkar, who was greatly respected by the people and had 
been associated with the Besident in the administration before Khundee 
Boo's death, pleaded the claims of Martund Bao, but Government refused 
to select him and proposed to nominate the younger son of Bhao Holkar 
if he should be found on enquiry to be the most eligible. The Besident 
thereupon declared in full Durbar the desire of the British Government 
to perpetuate the State of Holkar by the selection of a successor from 
amongst those eligible to such distinction, that the Mah Sahiba had 
pointed out the younger son of Bhao Holkar as a ht successor, and that 
the Governor General, having a great respect for the Mah Sahiba, had 
determined to bestow the Chieftainship un him. Three days thereafter, 
without waiting for instructions, the Besident installed the boy with all 
the formality of a hereditary Chieftain. For this serious departure from 
his instructions the Besident was severely censured and informed that by 
his proceedings an opportunity had been lost to Government of marking 
an important lino of policy. In a letter to the young Chief the Gover- 
nor General laid down the conditions on which the State was conferred 
on him. This letter (No. LXXVII.) was declared to have the force of 
a Sunnud and the Maharajah was required to present a nuzzer of 101 
Gold Mohurs on its delivery. 

The young Chief Tookajee Bao Holkar attained his majority in 1852, 
and was entrusted with the entire management of the affairs of the 
State. Since that time there has been little or no change in the political 
relations between the British Government and Holkar. The Maharajah 
has been granted a Sunnud (No. LXXVIII.) guaranteeing to him the 
right of adoption. lie has also been made a Knight of the Most Exalted 
Order of the Star of India. lie receives a salute of nineteen guns. 
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The population of Holkai’s territories is roughly estimated at 
5,76,000 souls, and the area at 8,318 square miles. The revenue of the 
State from all sources is about thirty lakhs of Rupees, and the expendi- 
ture about twenty-two lakhs. Holkar maintains a military establish- 
ment of 2,050 regular and 4,300 irregular infantry, 2,100 regular and 
1,200 irreg^ular cavalry, and 500 artillerymen with 24 field guns 
equipped. 

Previous to the mutinies of 1357, Ilolkar contributed Rupees 
1,11,214 annually to the United Malwa Contingent and Rupees 7,862 to 
the Malwa Bheel Corps. The United Malwa Contingent proved faithless 
daring the mutinies and was pronounced extinct in February 1858. No 
new corps has been organized in its place, its duties being performed by 
troops of the line. The Malwa Bheel Corps did not mutiny ; it has been 
re-organized as a military police corps The British Government con- 
tributes Halee Rupees 10,000, equivalent to Rupees 9,828, to the Malwa 
Bheel Corps. 

An annual payment of Rupees 30,000 is made to Holkar by the British 
Government as compensation for his share of the district of Patun which 
was made over to Boondee* in 1 81 8. The Maharajah also receives through 
the British Government a tribute of Salim Sahi Rupees 72,700 on account 
of Pertabgurb,t but he has no feudal supremacy over that State. He 
receives credit for this tribute as part of his cojitribution towards the 
Malwa contingent, and it is realized from Pertabgurh one year in arrears.

Colonel John Malcolm having especial authority for that purpose from 
the Bight Honourable Lord Lake, Commander-in-Chief, &c. &o.. His 
Lordship aforesaid being invested with hill powers and authority from 
the Honourable Sir Geoige Hiloro Barlow, Governor General, &c. &c., 
and the said Sheik Hubeeb Oolla and Balia Bam Seit also duly invested 
with full powers on the part of Jeswimt Bao Holkar. 

Auticle 1 . 

The British Government engages to abstain from the prosecution 
of hostilities against Jeswunt Bao Holkar and to consider him hencefor- 
ward as the friend of the Honourable Company, Jeswunt Bao Holkar 
agreeing on his part to abstain from all measures and proceedings of an 
hostile nature against the British Government and its allies, and from 
all measures and proceedings in any manner directed to the injury of 
the British Government or its allies. 

Aeticle 2. 

Jeswunt Bao Holkar hereby renounces all right and title to the 
districts of Tonk, Bampoora, Boondee, Lekherrcc, Sameydee, Bbam\in- 
gaum, Dase, and other places north of the Boondee hiUs, and now in 
the occupation of the British Government. 

ABT1C1.E 3. 

The Honourable Company hereby engages to have no concern with 
the ancient possessions of the Holkar family in Mewar, Malwa, and 
Harrowtee, or with any of the Rajahs situated to the south of the Chum- 
bulj and the Honourable Company agrees to deliver over immediately 
to Jeswunt Bao Holkar such of the ancient possessions of the Holkar 
family in the Deccan, now in the occupation of the Honourable Company, 
as are situated south of the river Taptie, with the exception of the fort 
and pergunnah of Chanderee, the pergunnahs of Ambar and Sengham, 
and the villages and pergunnahs situated to the southward of the river 
Godavery, which will remain in possession of the Honourable Company. 
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The Honourable Company, however, iu consideration of the respect- CENTOAXi 
ability of the Hqlkar family, further engages that, in the event of ISDIA, 
the conduct of Jeswnnt Bao Holkar being such as to satisfy the I'AX iv. 
State of his amicable and peaceable intentions towards the British noUtar. 
Government and its aUies, it will at the expiration of eighteen 
months from the date of this Treaty restore to the family of Holkar 
the fort of Chanderee and its districts, the pergunnahs of Ambar 
and Sengham, and the districts formerly belonging to the Holkar 
family, situated to the south of the Godavery. 

Article 4. 

Jeswunt Bao Holkar hereby renounces all claims to the district of 
Koonch in the province of Bundelcund and all claims of every description 
in that province; but in the event of the conduct of Jeswunt Bao 
Holkar being such as to satisfy the British Government of his amieable 
intentions towards that State and its allies, the Honourable Company 
agrees at the expiration of two years from the date of this Treaty 
to give the district of Koonch in jaghirc to Becma Bai, the daughter of 
Jeswunt Bao Holkar, to be holden under the Company’s Government on 
the same terms as that now enjoyed by Balia Bai. 

Aetiole 5. 

Jeswunt Bao Holkar hereby renounces all claims of every descrip- 
tion upon the British Government and its allies. 

Article 6. 

Jeswunt Bao Holkar lieinby engages never to entertain in his service 
Europeans of any description, whether British subjects or others, without 
the consent of the British Government. 

Article 7. 

Jeswunt Bao Holkar hereby engages not to admit into his council or 
service Serjee Bao Ghautkea, as that individual has been proclaimed an 
enemy to the British GoTemmciit.

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Article 8. 

Upon the foregoing conditions Jeswunt Bao Holkar shall be per- 
mitted to return to Hindostan without being molested* by the British 
Government, and the British Government will not interfere in any 
maimer in the concerns of Jeswunt Bao Holkar. It is however stipulated 
that Jeswunt Bao Holkar shall, immediately upon the Treaty being 
signed and ratified, proceed towards Hindostan, by a route which leaves 
the towns of Futteeala, Kythul, Jheend, and the countries of the Ho- 
nourable Company and the Bajah of Jeypore, on the left ; and Jeswunt 
Bao Holkar engages on his route to make his troops abstain from plunder, 
and that they shall commit no act of hostility in any of the countries 
through which they may pass. 


Article 9. 

This Treaty, consisting of nine Articles, being this day settled by 
Lieutenant-Colonel John Malcolm on the part of the Honourable Com- 
pany, and by Sheik Hubcch Oolla and Balia Bam Seit on the part of 
Jeswunt Bao HoILir, Lieutenant-Colonel John Malcolm has delivered 
one copy thereof, in Fersiau and English, signed and sealed by himself^ 
and confirmed by the seal and signature of the Bight Honourable Lord 
Lake, to the said Sheik Hubeeb Oolla and Balia Bam Seit, who, on 
their part, have delivered to Lieutenant-Colonel John Malcolm a coun- 
terpart of the same, signed and sealed by themselves, and engage to 
deliver another copy thereof, duly ratified by Jeswunt Bao Holkar, to 
the Bight Honourable Lord Lake, in the space of three days, the said 
Lieutenant-Colonel John Malcolm also engaging to deliver to them a 
counterpart of the same, duly ratified by the Honourable the Governor 
General in Council, within the space of one month from this date.

Whereas by the second Article of the aboTementioned Treaty Maha- 
rajah Jeswunt Bao Holkar renounces all right and title to the districts of 
Tonk, Bampoora, Boondee, Lekherrce, Sameydee, Bliaumungaum, Base, 
and other places north of the Boondee hills, and now in the occupation 
of the British Government j and whereas, it has been understood that the 
Maharajah attaches great value to the district of Tonk, Bampoora, and 
other districts in that vicinity, which constituted the ancient possessions 
of the Holkar family, and the relations of amity and peace being now 
happily restored between the British Government and Maharajah Jeswunt 
Bao Holkar, the British Government is desirous of gratifying the wishes 
of the Maharajah to the utmost practicable extent, consistent with 
considerations of equity, aud of manifesting its solicitude to cultivate the 
friendship and good-will of the Maharajah ; therefore the British Govern- 
ment hereby agrees to consider the provisions of the second Article of 
the Treaty aforesaid to be void and of no effect, and to relinquish all 
claim to the districts of Tonk, Bampoora, and such other districts in their 
vicinity as were formerly in the possession of the Holkar family, and ‘ire 
now in the occupation of the British Government.

Highness Maharajah Mvebab Bao Holkar, his heirs and sucoessors, settled 
by Bmgadieb General Sir John Malcolm, k. c. b., and e. l. s., Folitioal Agent 
for the Most Noble the Governor General, on the part of the Hononrable 
East India Company, and Tantea Jogh, on the part of His Highness Molhor 
Bao Holkar, the said Brigadier General Sir John Malcolm acting nnder 
authority from His Ezcellenct Lieutenant General Sir Thomas Hisloe, 
Baronet, Commandor-in-Chief of the army of Fort Saint George and of the 
army in tho Doccan, himself invosted with full power and authority from 
the Most Noble Francis, Marquis oe Hastings, k. g., one of his Britannic 
Miyesty’s Most Honourable Privy Council, Governor General in Council 
appointed by tho Honourable Company to direct and control all tho affairs 
in tho East Indies, and the said Tantea Jogh, duly invested with full power 
on the part of His Highness Mulhor Bao Holkar. 


Article 1. 

Peace being established with the Maharajah Mulhar Bao Holkar, 
the Company’s Government agrees that it will not permit any State or 
any freebooter to he unpunished that shall commit any outrage or 
hostility against the territories of Maharajah Mulhar Bao Holkar; the 
Maharajah agreeing on such occasions to lend his utmost assistance 
by the employment of his troops, or in such other manner as may be 
rcijuisite, and the British Government will at all times extend the 
same protection to the territories of Maharajah Mulhar Bao Holkar 
as to its own.

Maharajah Mulhar Bao Holkar agrees to confirm the engagement 
which has been made by the British Government with the Nawah Ameer 
Khan, and to renounce all claims whatever to the territories guaranteed 
in the said engagement by the British Government to the Nawah Ameer 
Khan and his heirs.

The pergunnahs of Fatclipahar, Dug, Gungrar, Aoor, and others 
rented by Bajah Zalim Sing, of Kotah, to he ceded in perpetuity to that 
Chief by the Maharajah Mulhar Bao Holkar, who renounces all claims 
whatever on these pergunnahs.

Maharajah Mnlhar Bao Holkar agrees to -cede to the British Go-- 
vemment all claims of tribute and revenues of every description which 
he has or may have bad upon the Rajpoot princes, such as the Btyahs 
of Oudeypore, Jeypore, Jodhpore, Kotah, Boondee, Kerrowlee, &c.

Akticle 5. 

Mulhar Rao Holkar renounces all right and title to any of his 
territories, as Rampoora, Bussunt, Rajcpoora, Balliah, Neemseraee, Inde- 
gbur, Boondee, Lckherree, Sumcydee, Bhaumungaum, Daso, and other 
places within or north of the Boondee hills. 

Article 6. 

Maharajah Mulhar Rao Holkar cedes to the British Government 
all his territories and claims of every deseriptit'U whatever within and 
south of the Sautpoorah range of hills, including the fort of Suudwah 
with a glacis of two thousand yards, also all his possessions in tho 
province of Khandeish and those districts, such as Ambar, Ellora, and 
others, intermixed with the territories of the Nizam and Feishwa. 

Article 7. 

In consideration of the cessions made by thih Treaty, the British 
Government binds itself to support a field force to maintain the internal 
tranquillity of the territories of Mulhar Rao Holkar and to defend 
them from foreign enemies ; this force shall be of such strength as shall 
be judged adequate to the object. It shall be stationed where the 
British Government determines to be best, and the Maharajah Mulhar 
Bao Holkar agrees to grant some place of security, as a depdt for its 
stores. 

Article 8. 

The Maharajah grants full permission for the purchase of supplies 
of every description for any British force, acting in the defence of his 
territories; grain and all other articles of consumption and provisions 
and all sorts of materials for wearing apparel, together with the necessary 
number of cattle, horses, and camels, required for the use of such force, 
shall be exempted from duties.

Mabarajah Mulhar Rao Holkar engages never to commit any act of 
hostility or aggression against any of the Honourable Company's allies 
or dependants, or against any other power or State whatever. In the 
event of differences arising, whatever adjustment the Company's Govern- 
ment, weighing matters in the scale of truth and justice, may determine, 
shall have the Maharajah’s entire acquiescence. The Maharajah agrees not 
to send or receive vakeels from any other State or to have communication 
with any other States, except with the knowledge and consent of the 
British Resident.

The British Government hereby declares that it has no manner of 
concern with any of the Maharajah's children, relations, dependants, 
subjects, or servants, with respect to whom the Maharajah is absolute.

The Maharajah Mulhar llao Holkar agrees to discharge bis 
superfluous troops, and not to keep a larger force than his revenues 
will afford. He however agrees to retain in service, ready to co-operate 
with the British troops, a body of not less than three thousand horse, 
for whose regular payment a suitable arrangement must be made. 

Article 12. 

The Maharajah engages (and the British Government guarantees 
the engagement) to grant to Nawab Guffoor Khan his present jaidad 
of the districts of Sujeet, Mulhargurh, Tau], Mundawul, Jowrah, Bur- 
roade; the tribute of Peeplowdah, with the sayer of tho whole. These 
districts shall descend to his heirs on the condition that the said Nawab 
and his heirs shall maintain independent of the sebundy for bis pergun- 
nahs, and his personal attendants, in constant readiness for service, a body 
of six hundred select horse ; and farther, that this quota of troops shall be 
hereafter increased in proportion to the increasing revenue of the districts 
granted to him.

part of Mulhar Bao Holkar ; Sir John Malcolm has delivered one copy 
thereof in English and Persian, signed and sealed by himself, to the said 
Tantea Jogh to be forwarded to Maharajah Mulhar Bao Holkar, and has 
received from the said Tantea Jogh a counterpart of the said Treaty 
signed and sealed by him. 

Sir John Malcolm engages that a copy of the said Treaty, ratified

Substance of an Enoagemeni in Fenian between the Bbitish Qovernuent and 
Mahaeaiah Bolkab's Ootebnkent regarding Opium. 

Asticle 1. 

The British Government engageB to take annually from Maharajah 
Holkar’s government 5,000 Surat maunds of pure opium in cakes, each 
maund consisting of four punseerees and each punseeree weighing 401 
Oujein Halee Rupees, or 391 new or 407 old Furruckabad Kuldar Rupees ; 
and to pay for the same at the rate of 30 Furruckabad Kuldar or Oujein 
Halee Rupees. If a higher price than this should be given for purchases 
from others, the Maharajah’s government shall be entitled to a similar 
price. The said qriantity of opium to be delivered and weighed in all 
November at the Honourable Company’s godowns at Indore or Mahid* 
pore as may be desired by the Company’s Opium Agent. Whatever 
quantities the Opium Agent or his deputies may object to as adniterated, 
damp, or otherwise faulty, shall not be taken, but pure and prime opium 
such as the Agent is in the practice of purchasing from the merchants of 
Malwa shall be taken. 

Articij! 2. 

The British Government will pay the Maliarajah’s government 
for the opium as above stipulated in three equal instalments — the first 
on the let January, the second on the 1st of March, and the third as 
soon as the opium has been delivered and weighed. 

Article 3. 

The Maharajali’s government engages to coniine the cultivation 
of poppy in his territories within an extent calculated to yield a quantity 
not exceeding in any year G,000 Surat maunds of dry opium. Of this 
produce 5,000 maunds are to be delivered to the British Government, 
and the remainder to be appropriated by the Maharajah’s government for 
necessary purposes. 

Article 4. 

If a diminution should take place in the cultivation of poppy within 
the Maharajah’s territories, or the crops be damaged by inclemency of 
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weather, and the Maharajah’s gfovernment finds itself in consequence 
unable to complete the stipulated quantity of 5,000 maunds ^m the 
produce of its own territories, and the same should be made clearly 
manifest to the Company’s Opium Agent, in such case, and provided 
the Opium Agent should be able to make purchases in the Malwa markets 
at Bupees 30 per punsceree, the Maharajah’s government will complete the 
stipulated quantity by purchases in the markets. But if the Opium 
Agent should be unable to purchase in the markets at that price, 
then the Maharajah’s government will not be required to make up 
the deficiency, notwithstanding which the British Government will 
gratuitously, in consideration of the intimate union subsisting between 
the two governments, make up to the Maharajah’s government the 
difiercncc to the full price of 5,000 maunds at Rupees 30 the punsceree 
as stated in the 1st Article. 


AmcLE 5. 

The Maharajah’s government engages to prevent to the best of its 
power the exportation of opium from his territories not having the 
sanction of the British authorities, and to confine the sale of opium for 
internal consumption in his territories to venders under its license. Any 
quantities passing in or out that may be stopped of their own motion by 
the officers and agents of the Maharajah’s government shall be delivered 
over to the Company’s Opium Agent, and the Maharajah's government 
shall receive two-thirds of the value of the same rated at Rupees 30 per 
punsecree, or less in proportion to its quality if of inferior quality. 
The British authorities moreover shall be at liberty to cause to be 
stopped and to appropriate any opium herein prohibited which they 
may discover passing to and fro in the Maharajah’s territories, and for 
all such the Maharajah’s government shall receive one-third of the 
value rated according to the quality as above stated. 

Abticle G. 

The British Government being anxious that the Maharajah’s 
government should sustain no loss from this arrangement whether in 
transit collections or otherwise, but on the contrary being desirous of 
ohliging and benefiting it, agrees to give it at the end of the year in 
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addition to the price of the opium as settled in the first Article a bonus 
of Rupees five per punseeree on the quantity therein stated, provided 
it shall have observed faithfully the conditions of this engagement. 
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Aeticlb 7. 

This engagement shall hold good as long as the British Government 
giay deem it expedient to maintain special arrangements for the control 
of Malwa opium. 

This engagement, consisting of seven Articles, is settled at Indore 
this 18th day of February 1826, a. d., corresponding with the 10th of 
Rnjnb 1241 Hegira, and the llih of Magh Soodee 1882 Sumhut, by Mr. 
Gerald Wellesley, Resident, &c., on the part of the British Government, 
and Etui Punt Tantea Jogh, &c., on the part of the Maharajah’s 
government, and in confirmation thereof counterparts ratified with the 
seal and signatures of the Governor General in Council and the Maharajah 
shall be exchanged between the contracting parties.

Aiteh Compliments, — Your Highness's letter dated 5th July last 
has been duly received. In that letter allusion is made to the death 
of His late Highness Khundec Rao, which had been reported to me 
by the Resident at Indore, and it is stated that the ceremonies customary 
on the occasion had been duly performed. Your Highness further 
remarks that at the conclusion of the period of mourning yon had 
been, by the great kindness of the British Government, installed as 
successor to the vacant guddee ; and your Highness proceeds to state that 
it will be your aim and object so to conduct the duties of the office 
to which jmu have been called as to promote the welfare and happiness of 
the people of the Ilolkar State. 

The intelligence of the early death of the late Maharajah was a 
cause of much grief to me. By that event the guddee of the Holkar 
State became vacant, there being no one of the Ilolkar family remaining 
entitled to succeed to the principality or to adopt an heir to the guddee. 
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cxNTKAii It became therefore necessary for the Governor General to make an 
arrangement for the administration of the government of the Holkar 
Ho. uacvii. principality. 

HaiUiar. Having an earnest desire to promote the interests of the Chiefs and 

people of the State, and to preserve the honour and prosperity of the 
principality, the British Government determined on this occasion to 
make such an arrangement as would conduce to the accomplishment of 
these ends and would at the same time, it was believed, be agreeable to 
the feelings of the remaining members of the family of the late Hurree 
Bao Holkar and of the Chiefs and nobles of the principality. 

Actuated by these motives, 1 was induced to direct the British 
Resident at Indore to nominate your Highness to the occupation of the 
vacant guddee. 

I have every confidence that your Highness will to the utmost of 
your endeavour administer to the duties of the government in which 
you have been thus installed, in a manner befitting your high station, 
and with a becoming impression of the importance of the interests 
which will on your coming of age be entrusted to your care. 

It is the intention of the British Government in thus bestowing on 
your Highness the principality of the Holkar State, that the Chiefship 
should descend to the heirs male of your Highness’s body lawfully begot- 
ten, in due succession,. from generation to generation. 

Until the period of your Highness coming of age the affairs of the 
government will be administered in your behalf, as at present, by a 
competent Regency acting under the general superintendence, and in 
all matters of importance the instructions, of the British Resident, who 
will make arrangements for the education of your Highness during your 
minority in a manner suitable to your Highness’s future high destinies. 

All existing engagements with other Chiefs and States made by 
the Chiefs of Holkar and in force at the time of the death of the late 
Maharajah will continue binding on your Highness and on your High, 
ness’s government.

yourself and future rulers of your State of a suecessor according to former 
usage will be recognized and confirmed. 

Be assured that nothing shall disturb the engagement thus made 
to you so long as your House is loyal to the Crown and faithful to the 
conditions of the Treaties, grants or engagements which record its 
obligations to the* British Government.

BHOPAL. 

From Malcolm'is Central India and Beporta hy successive Political Agents. 

The Bhopal fiimily was founded hy Dost Mahomed^ an Affghan 
in the service of Aurungzeb. He was nominated superintendent of th^ 
district of Bairsea and he took advantage of the revolutions which 
followed the death of the Emperor to establish, by means not over-sem- 
pulous, his independent authority in Bhopal and the neighbouring 
country. lie died about 1723 at the age of 66. On his death, Sultan 
Mahomed Khan, his legitimate son then a minor, wafi put in power by 
the Pathan Chiefs j but the cause of i'ar Mahomed Khan, an older but 
illegitimate sou, was espoused by the Nizam and Sultan Mahomed was 
compelled to abdicate in favour of Yar Mahotnod. Yar Mahomed Khan 
had four sons Iiy the eldest of wiioin, Fyze Mahomed Khan aged eleven, 
he was succeeded. TJie claims of Jus uncle Sultan Mahomed Khan were 
again brought forward by a powerful party, but in the contest which 
ensued Sultan Mahomed Khan was defeated and was obliged to accept 
the grant of llhatgurh for himself and his descendants and to renounce 
all claims to the sovcieiguty of Bhopal and all interference with the 
affairs of the Stale. 

At this time the Peishwa Bajce Rao, while returning from Delhi, 
demanded in the name of the Emperor the restoration of the territories 
usurped by the Pathans of Bhopal, and the Nawab was compelled by 
Treaty to relinquish all his possessions in Malwa except a few towns, being 
confirmed by the Peishwa in his remaining possessions in Gondwarra. 

Fyze Mahomed Khan, of weak iutelleot, nominally ruled Bhopal for 
thirty-eight years. He left no issue and was succeeded by his brother 
Yassein Mahomed, who survived only a few days and was succeeded 
by his brother Ilyat Mahomed Khan, during whose weak rule the real 
power remained in the hands of his ministers. 
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Towards the close of last century the Bhopal territories were orerrun 
by plundering bands of Findarees and invaded by Baghojee Bhonsla. 
At this time Vizier Mahomed, eon of the NawaVs cousin Shercef Maho- 
med Khan, who when a mere youth had fled from Bhopal after an 
unsuccessful rebellion against the power of the minister, in which his 
ibither had been killed, returned to Bhopal as a soldier of fortune. He 
was the means of saving his country from destruction by the Mahrattas, 
and he became the founder of the present reigning family of Bhopal. 
For many years he carried on a petty warfare with the Mahrattas, in the 
course of which he reconquered most of the territories which had been 
lost to Bhopal. But his power and abilities excited the envy and 
jealousy of Ghous Mahomed, the son and successor of Hyat Mahomed 
Khan, who to strengthen himself against Vizier Mahomed invited the 
armies of Sindia and Hagpore to occupy the country and agreed to pay 
to Sindia an annual tribute. From this time Ghous Mahomed sank into 
obscurity, and though he long survived and enjoyed the titular dignity 
of Nawab, he had no influence in the government of the country nor 
were his claims ever agitated in the discussions which subsequently arose 
regarding the succession to the Bhopal State. 

Vizier Mahomed’s first efibrts, made about the year 1809, to obtain 
the assistance and mediation of the British Government in bis struggles 
with the Mahrattas were unsuccessful. He was compelled for self-preserva- 
tion to league himself with the Findarec leaders. In 1813 a combination 
was made between Sindia and Baghojee Bhonsla to crush him, and 
Bhopal was besieged by their united armies towards the close of 1818. 
Vizier Mahomed made a most gallant defence during a siege of nine 
months and the Mahrattas were compelled to retire unsuccessful. • Sindia 
was making active efforts to renew the siege in the following year, but 
he was restrained by the interference of the British Government, who 
began to see cause for less reliance on the friendship of Baghojee Bhonsla 
and to value more the importance of Bhopal os a means of checking the 
depredations of the Findarees. Tlie connection of Vizier Mahomed with 
the British Government, however, never ripened into any formal engage- 
ment during his life-time. 

Vizier Mahomed died in 1816 and was sncceeded by his second 
son Nnzzur Mahomed, with the consent of all parties and among 
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othetB of the elder son Ameer Mshomed Khan, who was disqualified by 
vicious excesses. Nuzzur Mahomed was maiiied to the Qoodsia Begum, 
daughter of Ghous Mahomed. 

One of the first measures taken by the British Gh>vernment at the 
commencement of the Findarce war in 1817 was the formation of a close 
alliance with Bhopal. The Pindaree leaders had long found a secure 
retreat in the Bhopal State, and it was chiefly by their help that the 
Nawabs of Bhopal had been able to resist the attacks of Sindia and the 
Bajah of Nagpore. But the connection with these freebooters was 
distastefiil and tolerated only from the Nawab’s inability to control them. 
Kuzzur Mahomed therefore gladly accepted the British alliance. An 
agreement was made with him on conditions proposed by himself, with 
the addition of an engagement to give the British Oovernment the service 
of his troops. No formal Treaty was executed, but the correspondence 
(No. LXXIX.) which passed was declared to have the force and validity 
of a Treaty, The conditions of this engagement were faithfully fulfilled 
and they were made the basis of the formal Treaty (No, LXXX.) of 
perpetual friendship and alliance concluded with the Nawab in 1818 by 
which his State was guaranteed, he agreed to furnish a conting^t of 
600 horse and 400 infantry and he received five districts in Malwa as a 
reward for his services and to enable him to maintain the contingent. 
The grant of these districts was subject to an assignment of Bupees 6,000 
a year on their revenues to Khundee Bao the former manager, which 
provision was guaranteed by the British Government. The town and 
fort of Islamnuggur which had passed from the possession of the Nawab 
were also restored to him. 

Shortly after the conclusion of the Treaty, Nuzzur Mahomed was 
accidentally killed by the discharge of a pistol by the hand of his brother- 
in-law Foujdar Khan, a child eight years of age. Nuzzur Mahomed 
was a gallant soldier, an enlightened ruler, and a firm ally of the British 
Government, lie left one daughter, the Secunder Begum. It was 
arranged, with the consent of the Bhopal noble;, and the sanction of the 
British Government, that he should be succeeded, under the Begenry of 
the Qoodsia Begum, by bis nephew Moneer Mahomed Khan, son of 
Ameer Mahomed Khan who had resigned his claims, and that Moneer 
Mahomed Khan should marry the Secunder Begum, In 1837 Moneer 
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Mabomed Khaa endeavoured to aaecrt bis authority, but was resisted 
by the Regent and be eventually resigned bis claim to the Secunde^ . 
Begum’s and to the succession in favour of his younger brother 
Jehangir Mahomed Khan, receiving a jaghire of Rupees 40;0d0 a year 
which was guaranteed by the British Government. This arrangement 
was effected in concert with the Chie& of the State, who claim by custom 
a limited privilege in the selection of their ruler. 

The Qoodsia Begum, anxious to retain the power in her own hands, 
long delayed on various pretexts the celebration of the marriage of her 
daughter with Jehangir Mahomed Khan. But finding her endeavours 
to secure the countenance of the British Government to her retention of 
the administration daring her life fruitless, the Begum at last yielded 
and the marriage was celebrated on 18th April 1835. This however did 
not put an end to the family dissensions, the Begum still hoping to 
evade the eventual resignation of power and the Secunder Begum enter- 
taining ambitious views of her own. In 1836 a plot of the Nawab 
Jehangir Mahomed Khan to seize the person of the Begum was dis- 
covered. He was arrested and put under restraint but effected bis escape 
on 2nd April 1837, and being joined by a large party of his followers, 
raised the standard of rebellion. Although Government admitted the 
Nawab’s claim to be just and to have been recognised by Government 
and the' Begnm on the supercession of his eldar brother, yet formal 
interference was declined. The Nawab was defeated and compelled to 
seek shelter behind the walls of Ashta. After the siege of this town 
had lasted for some months without any decisive result, the Begum and 
the Nawab accepted the proposed mediation of the British Government. 
An agreement (No. LXXXI.) which was countersigned by the Governor 
General w’as concluded between them by which the Nawab was left 
in charge of the administration and the Bcg^iGi received a life jaghire 
of Rupees 60,000 a year with which the Nawab pledged himself not to 
interfere. The Nawab and the Secunder Begum also executed an agree- 
ment not to design or commit injury to each other ; but while approving 
of this agreement. Government considered it to be of too private a nature 
to admit of its formal ratification. 

The Nawab was installed in power on 29th November 1837. The 
reconciliation with the Secunder Beg^um however was not sincere, and 
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shortly after the Nawab’s aooession she retired to live with the Qoodsia 
Begum at Islamnuggur. The Nawab died on 9th December 1844| having 
previously executed a will to the effect that his illegitimate son Dustageer 
should succeed him in power, and that his daughter Shah Jehan by the 
Seconder Begum should be married to a descendant of Vizier Mahomed 
Khan of pure blood. The will in favour of Dustageer was set aside and 
several plots to place him in power failed. The British Government 
recognized the succession of Shah Jehan in the same manner as, on the 
death of Nuzzur Mahomed Ehan, it had admitted the claims of Seconder 
Begum, and it was decided that the future husband of Shah Jehan, who 
was to be selected from the Bhopal family with a view to the amalgama- 
tion of the two branches descended from Ghous Mahomed Khan and Vizier 
Mahomed Khan, should be Chief of Bhopal, and that in the meantime 
Foujdar Mahomed Khan, brother of Qoodsia Begum, should act as Begent 
receiving co-operation from the Seconder Begum. The arrangement did 
not work well, and eventually Foujdar Mahomed Khan resigned his office 
and Seconder Begum was appointed Regent in February 184i7. 

The Seconder Begum conducted the administration with great vigour 
and ability. She abolished the system of farming the revenue and 
made settlements directly with the beads of villages, regulated the assess- 
ments of the estates of the jagbiredars, abolished monopolies of trades, 
brought the mint under her direct management, re-organized the police, 
and made arrangements for the liquidation of the debts of the State. 

In July 1855 Shah Jehan Begum was married to Bukshee Bakee 
Mahomed Khan of Bhopal. He did not belong to the Bhox)al family. 
Indeed there existed no member of the family with whom the Shah Jehan 
Begum could contract an eligible marriage, and as the nobles of Bhopal, 
although willing to sulmiit to the Begum, were not prepared to acknow- 
ledge as ruler of Bhopal any one who did not belong to the ruling 
&mily, some modification of the arrangements made in 18441 became 
necessary. It was eventually decided that Shah Jehan Begum should be 
the Chief of the principality, her husbaud being only titular Nawab, and 
that Secunder Begum should continue to act as Begent till Shah Jehan 
Begum should reach the age of twenty-one. Secunder Begum, however, 
was dissatisfied with her position. She complained of the recognition 
of her late husband as Chief of Bhopal, she being sovereign in her 
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own right, and of the coneequent recognition of her own daughter dnring 
her life>time. Government however having recognized the claims of 
Shah Jehan Begum oould not set them aside ; but the Shah Jehan Begum 
volimtarily resigned her right to rule daring her mother’s life-time, and 
in 1869 Her Highness the Secunder Begum was accordingly proclaimed 
ruler and the Shah Jehan Begum her heir, the succession remaining 
with her children. 

In 1840 the Bhopal contingent was reformed, and the Nawab agreed 
to increase the tribute paid for its maintenance from Bupees 1,30,000 
to Bupees 1,33,000. The contingent was again re-organized in 1849 
wd a Treaty (No. LXXXII.) was concluded with the Secunder Begum 
by which the annual contribution for the perpetual maintenance of the 
contingent was raised to Rupees 2,00,000 on condition that the whole 
liabilities of the State for the contingent were henceforth to be limited to 
that sum. The contingent mutinied in the rebellion of 1857, and since 
its dissolution its duties have been taken partly by troops of the line and 
partly by tbe Bhopal levy, which was raised in 1859. To this arrange- 
ment, which is practically a modification of the Treaty of 1840, the Begum 
has formally assented (No. LXXXIII.). The levy is a military police 
corps but Is liable to be called on to serve in any part of India. 

Besides the contribution for the levy, tbe Bhopal State pays annually 
Rupees 6,000 for the support of the Scfaore school established by Major 
Henley in 1818, and Bupees 12,000 for the construction and repair of 
roads within the Bhopal State. 

The Secunder Begum has always been steadfastly attached to 
the British Government. For her services during the mutinies of 1867 
she received a gpunt (No. LXXXIV.) of the pergunnah of Bairsea 
which was confiscated on account of the rebellion of the Dhar State; 
the recognition (No. LXXXV.) of tlie right of succession according to 
Mahomedan law and the customs of her State; and the dignity of a 
Knight of the Most Exalted Order of the Star of India. The Begum 
has most liberally rewarded with jaghires those of her own subjects who 
rendered good service in the crisis of 1857. 

In 1863 the Secunder Begum resolved to proceed on a pilgrimage 
to Mecca, and she requested that no new orders of the British Govern- 
ment should be carried out in Bhopal till her return. The Begum 
was told that, as it is impossible to foresee events, so it was impracticable 
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for the British Government to comply with such a request; but she 
was assured that, unless imperatively necessary in the interests of the 
Bhopal State and its absent ruler, and in the interest of public peace 
and good order, no such orders woidd be issued nor any interference 
allowed with the arrangements she had made for the administration of 
Bhopal, and that, in the event of the issue of such orders being absolutely 
necessary, an intimation of their exact nature would be forwarded to 
her. The Begum was also assured that, in her absence, the protection 
of the British Government would be extended to the Shah Jehan Begum. 

The area of Bhopal is 3,764 square miles, the revenue about Bupces 
13,76,252, and the population 663,656. The Begum is entitled to p 
salute of nineteen guns. The army of Bhopal is estimated at 723 horse, 
3,428 foot, and 73 guns with 223 artillciymen.

Agbeeuem with Noziva Majiomeu Kuan iu 1817. 

Tuanslation of a letter from Hn. JiNkiKb to Nuzzi’a Mauomsd Kuam, the 
Nawab of Buopul, dated 13th Ortobor 1817. 

The written projiosals of your vakeel Enayet Musseeh dated 22nd 
January 1817, or 4th of Bubbec-ul-Awul 1232 a. ii., specifying the 
conditions on which you were desirous of ^dacing your State under the 
protection of the British Government, have, as you know, been for some 
time under the consideration of His Excellency the Governor General. 
Though hitherto unanswered they have not been overlooked, and I am 
now instructed to communicate to you His Excellency’s assent to them. 
The following is an exact transcript of the proposals in question 

Fboposais of Hdkssk EiiArsi Mvsszsn, confidential Agent of hTuzzuB Hahomed 
Kuas tho I^awab of Bhopal, agreeable to the wiehos bis principal ; dated 22nd 
Januaiy 1817, correspondiiig with tho 4th of Bubboe-ul-Awul of the Hegira. 

Article 1. 

“ The fort of Nuzzurghur, commonly called Seermow or Goolgaon, 
which is situated near Bhilsa, shall be delivered over to the British 
Government as a permanent cantonment and depot for grain, &c. 
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"We will use our utmost endeAVOurs to assist in tbe collection of 
supplies of cattle, grain, and all other necessary articles for the use of 
the British troops, at the market prices. 
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Asticis 3. 

"Agreeable to the orders of the British Government, we will also 
abstain from all intercourse and correspondence with the Findarees and 
all the plundering Afighana of Hindostan, 

AancLE 4. 

"After we are taken under the protection of the Company we shall 
have no occasion to enter into engagements and correspondence with the 
other Chiefs and Bajahs of Hindobtan ; but in trifling affairs, relating to 
the administration of the government, it will be continually necessary to 
correspond with the neighbouring Zemindars and Chiefs, in which cases, 
as a previous reference to the British authorities and the obtaining 
permission might occasion delay, after having concluded any petty trans- 
action of this kind, we will communicate tbe same to the nearest 
British authority. 

Abticlx 5. 

* 

"After being taken under the protection of the Company we will 
submit to the British Government all our claims and pretensions on other 
Rajahs and Chiefs in order that the Company may effect a favourable 
settlement of the same ; or even should we suffer a little loss in this way, 
we will out of respect to the English Government quietly submit to it. 


Abticus 6. 

“With regard to money stipulations for the payment of the British 
troops, the case is this, that for the last 4wo years the revenues realized 
by us from our country have not exceeded one lakh and twenty-five 
thousand Rupees; on which we have with difflcnlty subsisted. How 
therefore can we contribute any sum towards the payment of British 
troops? Let the Company excuse us on this point. But the fort of 
Nnzzurghur with some villages dependent on it, some of which are 
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INDIA, CJompany ; and when by the assistance of the British Government we 

Mo. Lx x nr . gjjgji attain our wishes, we shall never be found deficient in rendering 
Shopal. every service in this respect in our power.” 

The only additional stipulations which the Governor General requires 
from you are that you will zealously co-operate with your troops against 
the jPindarees and their abettors, according to the advice of the officers 
of the British Government; that you will admit the British troops 
at all times into your territoiy; and that all articles of supply for 
them shall be purchased and pass through your territories free of duties. 
In the present condition of your territory and resources the British 
Government does not require yon to contribute anything to the payment 
of its expenses, but it must be understood that after any eventual increase 
of your dominions accompanied by the improvement which the restor- 
ation of tranquillity may bo expected to effect in your resonrces, you will 
be ready to contribute in a fair proportion according to your ability. 

On these conditions the British Government engages to protect and 
goarantee your dominions against all enemies, and to recover and restore 
to your possession duch parts of your territories as have been seized and 
occupied by the Findarees. You may besides expect such other marks of 
its fitvour and kindness as circumstances may put in its power to confer 
upon you and your own good conduct may merit. 

I am authorized by the Governor General to inform you that it 
is only necessary for you to signify to me, in your reply to this letter, 
your assent to the above conditions, to render you at once the ally and 
to entitle you to the immediate and permanent protection of the British 
power. But your reply must be distinct and unequivocal. 

The British Government has now unalterably determined to sup- 
press the predatory power of the Findarees, and to destroy and prevent 
the revival of the predatory system in every part of India. The British 
armies are advancing from every quarter into Malwa for this purpose. 
Every State must therefore declare itself either ftiend or foe. Those even 
who do not co-operate zealously in this cause will be viewed and treated 
as enemies. Your professed and approved attachment to the British 
Government has entailed on you the peculiar enmity of the Findarees 
and rendered yon deserving of every assistance and support, whilst the 
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local position of yonr territorieB, in the vicinity of the Pindaree positiona, 
the bravery of your troops, and the energy of your personal character are 
calculated upon as enabling yon to become a most usefol auxiliary in the 
approaching crisis. Your conduct on this occasion will have the most 
powerful influence on your future fate, and the Governor General has no 
doubt that you will stand the test. 

I send this letter through Colonel Adams and I have to request you 
will transmit your reply to it through the same channel. On receiving 
your reply, which must be early and I cannot doubt will be direct 
and satisfactory, the Colonel will inform you of his wishes regarding the 
employment of your troops, and concert with you the necessary measures 
for the protection of your country, the ocenpation of the fort assigned 
for a depdt, and the supply, &e., of the British troops which will 
advance across the Nerhndda into your territories. I shall be obliged by 
your ihmiehing Colonel Adams with every information on these topics, 
and you will of course consider his suggestions on all points as those of 
the British Government. 


To Ndszto Mahomed Khah of Bhopal, written the 23id Bocember 1817. 

Sir John Malcolm duly communioated to mb the correspondence 
which had passed between him and you and the substance of his personal 
conferences with your agent the respectable Enayet Shahzad Musseeh, 
and I have been informed by Liieutenant-Colonel Adams of the junction 
of a body of your troops, both horse and foot, with bis division and of 
the satisfaction he has derived from their conduct. These circumstances 
have amply confirmed the opinion I have always entertained of your 
friendship and attachment to the British Government, and I request you 
to be assured that a corresponding feeling towards yon has always existed 
in my mind. 

In consequence of your letter to Sir John Idalcolm stating that you 
had written to Mr. Jenkins to declare your assent to the terms proposed 
to you by that geutleman under my authority, I awaited a conununica- 
tion firom Mr. Jenkins of that letter and the execution and exchange of 
a regular engagement comprizing those conditions, according to the wish 
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you had expressed, before I signified my formal sanction of them. The 
late disturbances at Nag^re, vhich the signal triumph of our arms will 
soon suppress, having prevented the completion of those arrangements, 
1 deem it proper no longer to delay a direct communication of my 
unqualified confirmation of the assurances you have received from Briga- 
dier General Sir John Malcolm and Mr. Jenkins. Your knowledge of 
the reliance that may always be placed on the assurance of a British 
officer has however supplied the place of that formal sanction, and the 
just confidence in my friendship which led you at once to proceed in 
execution of the terms settled with Sir John Malcolm and Mr. Jenkins 
has afforded me a high degree of satisfaction. You have already begun 
to experience the benefitjs of your alliance with the British Government 
by the recovery of some of the districts from which the Pindarees were 
expelled, and you may rely on my unremitting attention to your 
interests and to the augmentation of your prosperity and resources, as 
fur as circumstances may enable me to indulge this disposition, in the 
firm confidence that your conduct will be such ns to merit every degree 
of favour. 

With regard to the future payment of a portion of the charge of 
the British troops that may Ite employed in the protection of your terri- 
tories, a point on which you have expressed some anxiety, I have only to 
assure you that whatever may be ultimately arranged in that respect will 
be framed in a spirit of the utmost liberality and with a due advertence 
to the pecuniary situation and means of your government. On this 
subject be at ease. 

A regular Treaty shall be hereafter prepared and duly exchanged 
and ratified; but in the meanwhile 1 request you to consider this as 
having the full force of such an instrument.

The Nawab of Bhopal and his heirs and successors will act in subor- 
dinate co-operation with the British Government «nd acknowledge its 
supremacy, and will not have any connection with other Chicls and 
States. 

Article 4. 

The Nawab and his heirs and successors will not enter into negocia- 
tion with any Chief or State without the knowledge and sanction of the 
British Government. But their usual amicable correspondence with 
friends and relations and necessary correspondence with neighbouring 
zemindars and managers on matters of small importance shall continue. 

Article 3. 

The Nawab and his heirs and successors will not commit aggression 
on any one. If by accident disputes arise with any one, they shall 
be submitted to the arbitration and award of the British Government.

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Aeticu 6. 

The State of Bhopal shall famish a contingent of six hundred (600) 
horse and four hundred (400) infiintiy for the serriee of the British 
Government. Whenever reqniied and when necessary, the whole of the 
Bhopal forces shall join the British army excepting such a portion as 
may he requisite for the internal administration of the country. 


Abtictj: 7. 

The British troops are to be at all times admitted into the Bhopal 
territory, the commanding officers of such troops using their utmost 
endeavour to prevent injury to the crops or other damage, and if neces* 
sary shs^ eantoon there ; in which event the Nawab engages for himself 
his heirs and successors, on application to that effect, to cede to the 
British Government to serve as a depdt the fort of Nnazurghur or of 
Goolgaon with ground to the distance of 2,000 yards all round the fort. 


Aeticlb 8. 

The Nawab, his heirs and successors, will afford every facility to the 
British troops in obtaining supplies; and all articles of supply required 
for them shall be purchased in and pass through the Nawab's territory 
free of duty. > 

Asticu 0. 

The Nawab and his heirs and successors shall remain absolute 
rulers of their country, and the jurisdiction of the British Government 
shall not in any manner be introduced into that principality. 


Abticlb 10. 

The Nawab having exerted himself and employed the resources 
of hie government with zeal and fidelity in the late service against 
the Findateee, the British Government, in order to mark its approbation 
of his conduct and to enable him to maintun the stipulated contingent, 
hereby grants to the Nawab, his heirs and successors, in perpetuity the 
five mehals of Ashta, Jehawur, Sehore, Dooraha, and Daveepoora to be 
held by them in exclusive authority.

This Tteatj, connsting of eleven Articles, having been condnded 
at Baiseen and signed and sealed by Captain Stewart and by Kurmm 
Mahomed Khan Bahadoor and by Sbab 2 sad Musseeb Saheb, Captain 
Stewart engages to obtain the ratification of the Governor General 
within three weeks from this date; and Kurrum Mahomed Khan and 
Sbahzad Musseeb engage to obtain the ratification of the Nawab 
Nnzzur Mahomed Khan in two days.

Macnaughten to Mr. Lancelot Wilkinson, Agent of Bhopal, in regard 
to the bestowal by His Lordship of the guarantee of the Government 
of India for the security of my life and of my private jaghire on my 
consigning the reins of government of the Bhopal State to the Nawab ; 
and Whereas the Ageut duly communicated the above in a khureeta to 
my address; and Whereas it was ever my heartfelt aim' to obey the 
orders of the British Government in every respect: I have therefore 
consigned the whole manag^ement of the affairs of the Bhopal State into 
the hands of my son the Nawab. My original jaghire, including the 
sayer duties attached thereto and the fort and laud of Islamnuggur 
which are estimated to yield about Rupees 17,0U0 or Rupees 18,000 per 
annum, will remain in my possession. The lands of the Baree per- 
gunnah now remaining khalsa, yielding about Rupees 60,000 per annum, 
together with the ci.sba town of Baree, have been allotted to me in 
addition as a new jaghire. The garden and sacred tomb (of my late 
husband), with the lands originally attached to them for their due 
maintenance yielding about Rupees 33,000 per annum, together with 
my present residence, the Baolee Bagh, the Nuzur Gunj dookans, my 
mosque, &c., and the paora called by my name, will also continue in my 
possession. The Nawab is to refrain from interfering in any way 
with my possession and control of this jaghire, and from seeking 
to do injury to my life in any way. I in like manner engage to 
refrain from all interference with the affairs of the State and the direc- 
tion thereof by the Nawab, and from seeking to do any injuiy to his 
life : the Government of India holding either party responsible for any 
breach of these engagements. It is requested that the signature of His 
Lordship be attached to the deeds of Agreements of both parties in 
ratification thereof, that they may prove, if required, a full assurance on 
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any future occasion, I will Aow every consideration and the most OBSTEAIi 

cordial affection to the Nawab duo to him as my son. INDU.

grant the guarantee of the British Government for the security of the 
Begum’s life; and Whereas the Begum signified her acquiescence in 
these orders in a khurceta addressed to Mr. Lancelot Wilkinson, Political 
Agent at Bhopal ; and as the Agent desired that a suitable provision be 
made by way of jaghire for the Begum ; and Whereas the Begum has 
consigned into my hands the sole management of the affairs of the State : 
1 therefore have with a view of promoting the oomfort of the Begum, 
according to the advice of the abovementioned gentleman, agreed to grant 
the jaghires, &c., as beneath fixed; and I engage that the Begpim’s 
q^iginal jaghire, including the sayer duties attached thereto, and the fort 
and lands of Islamnuggur yielding about Rupees 17,000 or Rupees 18,000 
per annum, remain as heretofore in Her Highness's possession. The 
lands of the Baree pergunnah which are now khalsa, together with the 
cusba of Baree, are allotted to Her Highness in addition to her old jaghire.

Aitbr Comptjhedts, — Your letter. No. 339, dated 1st May, acquaint- 
ing me with the arrangements which have superseded those formerly in 
force in respect to the contingent, has duly reached me, informed me of what 
I was previously ignorant, and removed the doubts from my mind which 
1 had wished cleared away. Your letter states that the Supplementary 
Article of the Treaty of 1818, dated 29th November 1849, fixed at 
two lakhs of Biupees the annual contribution of the Bhopal State for the 
perpetual mmntenance of a oouting^nt of all arms commanded by British 
ofiSeexB, foe the seouiity of the Bhopal government j on this account 
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CSSTSAL a force of British Enropeaa troops was stationed at Sehore, which by 
. reason of damage to discipline was subsequently removed to Saugor and 
Mhow in order that a force, efficient and powerful, be always available to 
afford support to the Bhopal government in lien of the former contingent ; 
that the Bhopal levy and Central India horse will be available for the 
ordinary duties of the former contingent. Although by this disposition 
there is an apparent difference from the terms of the said agreement 
with regard to the late continent, yet in reality it is a practical fulfil- 
ment of the terms of the Supplementary Article ; for greater security 
and support is afforded to the Bhopal government by the presence of 
European troops at Saugor and Mhow than was provided for by the 
former arrangement. 

Under these circumstances it is most desirable that there should be 
no ground for misconception, and that the views of the Bhopal govern- 
ment should coincide with those of the British Government. My friend, 
when these words of sound advice were well understood by me, viz., that 
the British Government in lieu of former arrangements had by the 
existing disposition of trgops taken U]>ou itself more efficient measures 
for the security and protection of the Bhopal State, they imparted perfect 
satisfaction to me ; in truth the new disposition is iii accordance to my 
views and has removed all grounds for anxiety or misconception.

Whereas during the rebellion Naw/ib Secunder Begum, ruler of 
Bhopal, rendered from loyalty good service to the British Government 
and maintained order and peace in the territory of Bhopal: The 
Government, being highly satisfied therewith, has been pleased to grant 
in sovereignty pergunnah Bairsea to the Bhopal State from generation 
to generation. All the conditions which at present exist in respect 
to Bhopal shall apply to the pergunnah now conferred upon that State.

Fivm Mdleolm's Hepori on Maliaa and Fepoi-U ty Agent to the Oovemor Qeneral, 

Central India. 

The Fuar family was one of the most distinguished in the early 
Mahratta history. Anund Bao Puar is usually considered as the founder 
of the principality of Dhar, which with some adjoining districts and the 
tribute of some Bajpoot Chiefs was assigned to him by the first Bajee 
Bao Peishwa. Anund Bao died in 1749 and was succeeded by his 
son Jeswunt Bao Puar, who was slain in the defeat of the Mahrattas 
at Paniput. To him succeeded his infant eon Kundee Bao Puar, who 
was followed by his son Anund Bao Puar. He died -in 1807 and was 
succeeded by his posthumous son Bamchunder Bao Puar, on whose 
mother Meena Bai the administration devolved. Bamchunder died 
early^ but Meena Bai^ wiib the consent of the. neighbouring Chiefs, 
adopted her sister’s sun 'under the name of Bamebund Puar. 

Por twenty years before the British conquest of Malwa, the Dhar 
State was subjected to a continued series of spoliations chiefly at the 
hands of Sindia and Holkar, and was preserved from destruction only by 
tb'e talents and courage of Meena Bai. By tbe Treaty concluded on 
10th January 1819 (No. LXXXVI.) Dhar was taken under protection 
of and was bound to act in subordintfte cqjoperation with tbe British 
Government, several districts which It had lost were recovered and 
restored to it, its tributary rights Vver tlK Bajpoot States of Banswarra 
and Doongurpore were ceded^to the British Government, and the 
Britilh Government were to hold the Bairsea pergunnah for five years in 
payment of a loan of Bupees 2,50,000 to the Dhar State. 

In 1821 by an additional engagement (No. LXXXVIT.) Dhar ceded 
the pergunnah of Bairsea and tlie tribute of Allee Mohun to the British 
for an annual payment of Bupeea 1,10,000. In 1831 the pergunnah was 
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^v€n 1)&<^ to disfi 8s tho collcctioBa firon it were less tli&ii tHo sufli 
paid for it by about half a lakh of Bup^, but as the Dhar authorities 
could not managpe the district ‘owingf to ite isolated position and separa- 
tion from the rest of their territories, it was again taken under British 
management in 1836 on the understanding that the. surplus revenues 
after meeting all expenditure should be paid to Dhar. The payments 
continued to be made till 1860 when they were stopped as a punishment 
for the rebellion of the Dhar State, and the pergunnalf of Bairsea was 
made over to Bhopal as a reward for the services of the Secunder Begum. 

In 1828 the pergnnnah of Lemunpore Mekrar in Nimar was made 
over in perpetuity to the management of the British Government 
(No. LXXXVIII.) on condition that the surplus revenue after payment of 
all expenses of administration should be annually paid to the Dhar State. 
It was however restored to Dhar in 1830. 

Bamchunder Fuar was succeeded by his adopted son Jeswunt Rao 
Fuar who died in 1837 and was succeeded l>y his half brother Anund Bao 
Fuar, then 13 years of age. The Dhar State rebelled in 1837 and was in 
consequence couliscated. It was subsequently restored to Anusd Bao 
Fuar with exception of the Bairsea pergnnnah, but was retained under 
British management till the Chief should attain the age of IS years, or 
until he should become competent to manage his own affairs. The Chief 
has received a Sunnud (No. LXXXIX.) ^^ting to him the right of 
adoption. -* 

The Bajah of Dhar has recently engaged (No. XC.) to cede to the 
British Government such land as may be required for the construction of 
a railway through his State. 

’ The area of the Dhar'fitate is estimated at 2,091 squaae miles and 
the population at about 1,26,000 souls. The revenue is Rupees 4,37,000. 
One Compaq of the Bhj^ol lucvy is'^iaintaiued at the expense of the 
State to gairison the fort. Dhar p^s an annual contribution of Bupees 
19,666-0-4 for the mafutenance of the Malwa Bhccl Corps. The Chief 
receives a salute of fifteen guns. *

understood that Ramchunder Rao Fuar, Rajah of Dhar, his heirs and 
roooessors are to have no claim to exercise authority in the said pergunnah, 
which is to be confined to the management of the British Government, 
who wiU pay to the Dhar State the revenue and produce of the aforesaid 
pergunnah.

No. b'XXX .Vl, ]jBg delivered one copy*thereof in English, Persian, and Hindnovee, 
DAor. signed and sealed by himself to the said Bapoo Bagonaut, from whom 
he has received a counterpart^f the same, bearing his seal and signature, 
and confirmed by that of Bamchnnder Rao Fuar, Bajah of Dhar. 

Brigadier General Sir John Malcolm, e. c. b. ^d e. n. s., engages 
that a copy of the said Treaty, ratified by the Most Noble the Governor 
General, in every respect a counterpart of the Treaty now executed 
by himself, shall be delivered to Bapoo Bagonaut within the space 
of two months from this date, upon which the one now executed 
shall be returned.

After the usual complimentary introduction, — ^The mehals com- 
prised in my jaghire of Lemunpore Afekrar being* situated at a great 
distance from Dhar, I have made them over in perpetuity^ to the charge 
of the Honourable Compan3r*8 government for the purpose of having them 
well managed and improved in cultivation. The pergunnah will accord- 
ingly be carefully attended to and improved, and after deducting from the 
annual collections the expenses of eebundee, the salaries of the revenue 
olTiccrs, and the dues of the zemindars, according to former usage, the 
balance will be regularly remitted every year to the Dhar government.

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Letter in reply from Gebasd Wellbslev, Esq, to BAuenexsEa Bao Puab, 
Biyali of Dhar, dated 3rd November 1838. 

After the usual compliments, — I have had the pleasure to receive 
the Sunuud you transmitted of the pergunnah of Lemunpore Mckrar, 
and I am extremely happy to hear of your good health. I beg you will 
rest assured that the pergunnah will he improved to the utmost possible 
extent, and the balance of its revenues after deducting the expenses will 
be remitted to your government.

After the usual greeting, — Your letter with correspondence regard- 
ing the cession of laud for railway purposes has been received by me, and 
recognizing the benefim the Dhar State will derive from being traversed 
by a railway, I am willing to cede the land required for any such 
railway approved and sanctioned by the British Government on the 
following terms : — 

lit . — All lands required for the railway, its stations and works, 
shall be ceded, free of charge, in perpetuity, with its sovereign authority 
to the British Government. 

Such compensation as it may be necessary to award to private 
individuals for lands so taken up, will be gpven by the Dhar State. 

2ad. — All residents within the railway limits, whether subjects of 
the British Government or of the Dhar State, shall be under the 
jurisdiction of the railw.-vy officers and Government authorities. 

3rd . — All disputes between the officers and dependants of the railway 
and the subjects of the Dhar State outside the railway limits shall be 
heard and settled by the officer in political charge of the Dhar State. 
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Hie disposal of cases of oriminals of the Dhar State who may 
go within the lailway limits shall be settled accoiding^ to the rules 
observed generally in such oases. 

ftih . — ^All " through" tiafiSo to be free fronPtransit or other duties. 
Goode under transport by railj breaking bulk eu route through the 
Dhar State, to be liable to the ordinary duties leviable on such, unless 
a special tariff be hereafter fixed for trafiSc of the latter nabire. -

DEWAS. 


The two brothers Tookajee and Jevajee came with the first Bajcc 
Rao Feishwa into Malwa, and in the division of that province they 
obtained possession of Dewas, Sarnngpore, and several other districts, 
yielding a nominal revenue of Rupees 2,4S,90O, but subject to a yearly 
payment of Rupees 26,000 to several Grassia Chie&. To this was added 
an assignment of the tribute of certain districts to the amount of 
Rupees 78,922, and at a later date the province of Hnmeerpore in Bun- 
delcund yielding Rupees 75,000 and the district of Kandobah in the Doab. 
For thirty years before the British occupation of Malwa, the Chiefs of 
Dewas had been plundered and oppressed by Sindia, Holkar, and the 
Findaree Chiefs, and were deprived of most of the tributary payments and 
of Humeerpoie, Kandobah, and other districts ; but in ISIS the two Chie& 
then in possession, Tookajee the grandson of the first possessor of the same 
name, and Anund Rao, his cousin, the adopted son of the grandson 
of Jevajee, were by Treaty (No. XCl.) taken under British protection. 

In 1828 the Chiefs of Dewas made over to the administrative charge 
of the British Government (No. XCII.) the pergpinnah of Bagode, an 
outlying district in Nimar which they could not efficiently control. 
The annual surplus revenue of the pergunnah, after payment of all 
charges of administration, is paid to the Chiefs of Dewas. 

Tookajee Fuar was succeeded in 1824 by his adopted son Rookmanund 
Rao, commonly known as Khaseh Saheb. He died in 1860, and 
Kishnajee Rao, whom he had adopted, was recognized as his successor. 

Anund Rao Fuar, the younger Chief of Dewas, adopted Hybnt Rao 
in 1837 by whom he was succeeded. Hybut Rao adopted a son in 1858, 
on the understanding that if a legitimate sou of hl7 body should be born 
the son by adoption should relinquish all claims to the State. A 
legitimate son was bom in December 1860, and his future right to the 
succession was declared. Hybut Rao Fuar, chief of the junior branch 
of the, family, -died on 12th May 1864, and was succeeded by his infant 
son Narain Rao Fuar Dada Saheb. The State is managed during the 
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minority by the Kamdar Govind Boa Bamchander, eabject to the (fcneral 
contml and eupervision of the Agent to the Governor General. 

Both Chiefs of Dewas did good service during the mutinies. By 
the Treaty of 1818 the Dewas State was required to provide a contingent 
of 60 horse and 60 foot to be doubled when the revenues improved'. In 
1827 the contingent was raised to 75 horse and 200 foot which, mth 
llolkar’s contingent of 400 horse, formed the Bastern Malwt^dontingent. 
On the amalgamation of the Eastern and Western Malwa contingents, 
the obligation to supply a quota of troops was commuted to an annual 
contribution of Halee Bupecs 35,600. The revenue of the State is Bupees 
4,26,000; the area 256 square miles; and the population 25,000 souls. 
The Chiefs have each received a Sunnud (No. LXXXIX.) guaranteeing 
to them the right of adoption. The Chiefs are equal in rank and have 
an equal share in all receipts. J'lach receives a salute of fifteen guns.

Sundersee belonging to the Bajah Bamchunder Bao Fuar of Dhar, and 
an equal share, viz., seven per cent, of the collection of the province 
of Doongla belonging to the aforesaid Bajah of Dhar. The British 
Government will further protect the Bajahs of Dewas against the 
attacks of enemies, and will aid them in the settlement of any of their 
rebellious subjects, and will mediate in a just and amicable manner any 
dispute that may arise between them and other States and petty Chiefs. 

Abticle 4. 

The Bajahs of Dewas engage to have no intercourse or communica- 
tion with any other States, and to enter into no affair of any magnitude, 
without the advice and concurrence of the said British Government.

The BritUh Oovernment agrees to consider the Bajahs Tookajee 
Fuar and Anund Bao Fuar in every respect the rulers of their present 
possessions, and engages to give no protection to any of their discon- 
tented relations or dependants, and not to interfere in the internal 
administration of the countty.

The Bajahs of Dewas relinquish their claim of seven per cent,

JOWRAH. 

Guuffoob KhaNj the first Nawab of Jowmh, was brother-in-law 
of the predatory leader Ameer Khan whom he represented at the court 
of Holkar when Ameer Khan quitted Malwa on his expeditions into 
Rajpootuua. The lauds which, had been aasi^ed to him by Holkar 
were guaranteed to him by the 12th Article of the Treaty of Mundisore 
on condition of his maintaining a body of 000 horse, the quota to 
be increased in proportion to the increasing revenue of his districts. 
Ameer Khan himself claimed these lauds, alleging that the grants had 
been made to him although Ghuffoor Khan’s name was used, and that 
he was entitled to them by virtue of his engagements with the British 
Government. Inquiry, however, showed that Ghuffoor Khan held them 
on his own account os a member of Holkar’s government, and that his 
real dependence on Ameer Khan, which was the origin of bis influence 
with Holkar, had ceased before the war of 1817. Ameer Khan'’B cl aim 
was therefore rejected.' 

Ghuflbor Khan was succeeded in 1825 by his son, Ghons Mahomed 
Khan, the present Nawab, who was then only two years of age. The 
arrangements for the management of the State were made by the 
British Government, but as Jowrab was nominally a fief of the Holkar 
State, although really independent of it, the investiture of the infant 
Nawab was made in the name of Mulhar Bao Holkar to whom a 
nozzerana of two lakhs of Rupees was presented, and confirmed by 
the British Government, The elder widow of Ghuffoor Khan was 
appointed guardian ; her son-in-law Jehaugir Khan was appointed her 
agent; and they were re<j[aired to keep open accounts of the State 
revenues for the inspection of the Resident at Indore. Two yeans 
afterwards, in consequence of gross mismanagement and neglect of the 
Resident's advice, the Begum was removed from the guardianship. It 
was also decided that, in the event of Ghons Mfthomed's death, the 
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male lelativcs of Ohufiuor Khan ehould succeed in preference to his centbau 
descendants in the female line. INDIA.^ 

In 'lSSS the quota of troops to be maintained was permanently 
fixed (No. XCIII.) at 500 horse, 600 foot, and four guns. In 1842 fowrah. 
the above arrangement was commuted to a yearly contribution of Halee 
Rupees 1,85,810 when the Western Maiwa contingent, consisting of the 
troops furnished by Jowrah, was amalgamated with the Eastern Maiwa 
contingent furnished by Holkar and Dewas. The contribution was 
reduced to Halee Rupees 1,61,810 in 1859 as a reward for the Nawab's 
services during the mutinies. 

The area of Jowrah. is 872 square miles; tlie population 83,456 
souls; the revenue Rupees 6,55,240. Jowrah contains the best poppy* 
growing lauds in Maiwa and yields yearly about one thousand chests 
of opium. Hie Nawab keeps up a military fores of 175 horse and 600 
foot. The Nawab has received a Sonnod (No. IjXXXV.) guaranteeing 
the succession to his State according to Mahomedan law, in the event 
of the lailnre of natural heirs. He receives a salute of IS guns. In 
1821 agreements (No. XCIY.) were mediated between the Rangrah 
Tliakoors of Mulhargurh, the Zemindar of Taul, and the Nawab. These 
Thakoors claimed the position of tributary jaghiredars and the peace of 
the country was disturbed by the measures which they took to assert 
that position by force. It was however decided Ibat they were mere 
farmers of revenue. The engagements which were mediated with them 
have since expired.

Nawab Ghufibor Khan having for his own satisfaction requested a 
writing under my seal and signature in proof of the arrangement now 
made in regard to the number of troops to be maintained by him in 
readiness for the service of the State ; it is accoi'dingly hereby certified, 
that it is not the intention of the British Government to requite the 
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Jowrah. 


CSNTBAXi said Nawab benceforth to furnish a greater body of troops than whsrt 
has been Recently fixed, vis., five hundred horse -and five hundred foot, 
Nos. XCUI. \rxth four guns, the whole to be good and well armed troops and to 
& XCIV. YfQ constantly kept in a state of efficiency and readiness for the service 
of the State j and the orders of the Government have been received 
to this efiect. In the engagement originally executed between the 
British Government and Nawab Ghufibor Khan, it was stipulated 
that in proportion to 'the increase of the cultivation and revenue of his 
jaidad, a proportional addition should be made to the strength of the 
contingent; but in consequence of the conclusion of the arrangement 
recently entered into, the above conditions luive been substituted and 
win henceforth continue in force. 


No. XCIV. 

TaiSSLATlou of an Agreement (Kabooleut) bolween Tuakoob Oonkab Simo of 
Sunowda and Nawab Giuu'kOOB Khan lor tlio real of the village of Suuowda 
and other villages altogether nine in uunil>er, dated Ist September 1821, 
corrcspoudiiig with the 5lh Bliodwali Soed Sambut 1878. 

By this writing I agree to pay for the nine villages the sum of 
Salim Salii Rupees for three years from the jear 1878 Sumbut 

to the year 1880 both inclusive; this sum to include rent and every 
extra charge with the exception of the fines imposed on criminals, the 
transit duties, and the zemindarce dues. I have of my own freh will 
concluded this Agreement with the Nawab’s government (Jehangir 
Khan being the Nawab’s agent in the business) by which 1 bind 
myself to pay into the cutcherry of Mulhargurh the abovemeutioned 
sum by regular instalments each year. After the expiration of the 
abovementioned period of three years, I will for myself and descendants 
enter into a leasehold agreement to increase the rent of any village 
that may be fouuJ capable of affording such increase according to the 
established custom of the pergunnah of Mulhargurh. If I under any 
pretence &il to pay my rent 1 will submit to be considered an offender 
against the State. After the expiration of the aforesaid period of three 
years, in case any of the nine villages should be found depopulated, 
I will agree in the new settlement that may bo made to a deduction 
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from the sum total of the rent that may be fixed upon, proportionate to 
the sum paid by such village during aforesaid period of three years, mid 
that the villagfe to depopulated (become khalsa) revert to. the Nawab. 
I will on no pretence whatever attempt to evade the fulfilment of the 
last mentioned Article, and I agree that all advantages and losses be 
laid to my account. For this reason I have written this paper of my 
own free will.

UELATINO TO 

MEDIATIZED CHIEFS IN CENTEAL INDIA AND MALWA. 


At the close of the Findaree war the districts in Malwa and 
Central India were in so disorganized a state as to bo unsafe even for 
troops to pass through. It had been the policy of the chief Muhratta 
powers during the preceding years of anarchy to reduce to subjection the 
petty Rajpoot Chiefs within their influence. The Muhratta leaders 
parcelled out the districts among themselves either by mutual agreement 
or caprice, or according to their power to enforce obedience to their 
will and authority. Thus it came to pass that at the time of the 
introduction of the British power the smallor States were found under 
tributary obligations to Sindia, IJolkar, or the Fuars, and sometimes to 
all three. The tributary claims of the Mahratta States were occasionally 
fixed and well defined, but generally varied both in amount and in 
the regularity of their enforcement with the power to exact them. 
Many of the smaller Chiefs had been driven from their possessions j 
these found refuge in the mountain fastnesses and jungles, and avenged 
themselves by levying contributions from or altogether destroying the 
detached villages which had been usurped by the stronger powers. Tlieir 
example was imitated by men who, without any claims to territorial 
inheritance, had inflnence to gather round them a sufScient number 
of professed robbers or plunderers to make themselves feared. Unable to 
suppress such outrages, the larger States found themselves compelled 
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MEDIATIZED to purchase the good-will of the plundering leaders by allowing them 
CHiEre. ^ ehare of the revennes of their districts as blackmail or tunkha on 
condition of their abstaining from aggressions. 

Such a system could only exist in the absence of a power sufficiently 
strong to enforce peace and good order. For the pacification of the 
countiy all parties eagerly solicited the interference of the British 
Governmantj who the more readily undertook the task because of the 
opportunity which it afforded them of breaking the continuity of the 
influence of the Mahratta powers, with whom they had recently been 
engaged in a contest for empire, by establishing through Malwa a 
succession of Rajpoot Chiefs and others owing the security of their estates 
and the comparative independence of their position to the intervention 
of the British Government. The policy pursued by the British Govern- 
ment was to declare the permanency of the rights existing at the 
time of the British occupancy on condition of the maintenance of order, to 
adjust and guarantee the relations of such Chiefs as owed mere fealty 
or tribute so as to deprive the stronger powers of all pretext for interfer- 
ence in their affairs, and to induce the plundering leaders to betake 
themselves to peaceful pursuits, either by requiring their feudal superiors 
to grant them lands uuder the British guarantee, or by guaranteeing 
to them payments equivalent to the tunkhas which they levied. The 
result of these measures, as described by Sir John Malcolm, was a 
virtual surrender of the supremacy over the petty States* and Chiefs

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MEDIATIZED ruinouB interference in the affairs of the smaller States on the part of 
CHIEFS, mope powerful neighbours. 

From the guarantee thus given no deviation was permitted. *' Where 
* any circumstances,” says Sir John Malcolm,* "call for the interference of 
the British Government and an engagement or guarantee is given, no 
departure from that is permitted. It is indeed by the maintenance of the 
impression that the signature and seal of a Biitish officer is, to whomso- 
ever granted, the completest of all securities for his rights, privileges, or 
possessions, that our power over the multiplicity of States and Chiefsbips 
depends ; and it is, above all others, a point upon which we can never 
with safety admit the slightest evasion, much less deviation.” In later 
times, however, when long years of peace have obliterated the memory 
of the embarrassments which the Grassia leaders were able to create, their 
guaranteed rights have occasionally been lost sight of. With the sense of 
danger the larger States have forgotten that their claims over the less 
powerful Chiefs were only established by a power stronger than their 
own ; and it has been their policy, particularly of Siudia and Ilolkar, to 
encroach on the guaranteed rights of their feudatories which they justly 
consider to be marks of dependent^.', and gradually to reduce the feudatories 
to entire subordination to themselves. On the other band, the guaran- 
teed Chiefs, relying on the protection of the British Government and the 
limitation imposed on the power of their feudal superiors, have not 
unfrequently attempted to assume a degree of independence to which 
they are not entitled. It has proved a matter of much difficulty for the 
officers of the British Government to hold both parties fast to their 
engagements ; but the necessity for a strict adherence to the engage- 
ments concluded in 1818 is as strong now as it was then. The’degree 
of interference exercised by the British Government in the affairs of the 
guaranteed Chiefs varies of course with the nature of the engagements 
concluded which were very numerous and varied in character, some being 
in the form of engagements between the superior State and the subordinates 
guaranteed by the Britibh Government ; others being Sunnuds or Deeds 
issued by the representative of the British Govcinment either alone or 
conjointly ^ith the ruler of tho superior State ; and others being mere 


Be|>ort oil Mttlwa. 
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orders or perwannabs issued by the feudal lord to which the representative medutized 
of the British Government attached his signature as guarantee. With chiefs. 
grants made by the superior Chiefs themselves, without the intervention 
of the British Government, there is of course no pretension to interfere. 

But although there is very great diversity in their tenures, the 
guaranteed Chiefs may all be divided into two great classes, those Chiefs 
in the administration of whose affairs the interference of the feudal 
superior is excluded by the express terms of the guarantee, and thoso 
Chiefs whose Sunnuds contain no such stipulation ; and the policy of the 
British Government towards them is governed by the following general 
rules 

— The guarantee given by the British Government descends 
in all cases to direct heirs. 

Znel . — ^When there arc no direct heirs, the previous recognition 
by the British Government of an adopted heir is, os a rule, essential 
to the continuance of the guarantee : with this previous sanction the 
guarantee descends to an adopted heir. 

3r<^.— When this previous sanction has not been obtained, the 
guarantee does not descend to adopted heirs unless the adoption subse* 
quently obtains the formal sanction of the British Government. 

4M.— When there are no heirs, direct or adopted, the escheat of 
the guaranteed estate or tunkha is to the Suzerain Chief and not to 
the British Government. 

5t/j. — ^When the interference of the feudal superior in the affairs 
of the subordinate Chief is expressly barred by the terms of the 
guarantee, the decision of all questions relating to succession, direct 
or by adoption, rests solely with the British Government. 

0/^. — When there are direct heirs to an estate or tunkha, the Stunnud 
for which does not expressly bar the interference of the Suzerain Chief, 
the decision regarding the succession and the continuance of the guar- 
antee rests solely with the British Government; but the superior Chief 
has a right to be heard if he has any reasonable objections to bring 
either («) to the legitimacy, or (4) the directness of the descent. 

7M , — When there are no direct heirs to such an estate, or tunkha, 
and the British Government sanction the succession of an adopted heir, 
the feudal superior is entitled to a patient hearing of his claim to tho 
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MEDIATIZED esclicftt ; but he has no concurrent authority with the British GoTemment 
CHIEFS, deciding the question of succession, nor, where a British guarantee 
is involved, can he take any st^ in recognition of an adopted heir prior to 
and independently of the preliminary action of the British Government. 

%th . — Tunkhadats have no power over the tunkhas beyond their own 
lives, and no right to burden them with sums payable after their death. 

When the terms of the guarantee exclude the interference of 
the superior Chief, the subordinate Chief is not subject to the payment of 
nuzzerana. In other cases, a nuzzerana equal to one-fourth of the net 
revenue of the guaranteed estate or tunkha may be levied by the superior 
Chief on the occurrence of a succession by adoption to the guaranteed 
estate or tunkha. On such occasions the superior Chief gives to the 
subordinate a dress of honour equal to one-fourth of the nuzzerana. 

10^^. — None of the mediatized Chiefs have power of life and death. 
They must submit all trials for heinous crimes and all sentences of death 
or transportation or imprisonment for life to the local officers of the 
British Government. 



WESTERN MALWA. 

The distiicts of Western Malvra are subject to the inroads of the 
Bhcels from Banswarra and PeriaLgurh. In 1861 an engagement 
(No. XCV.) was made with the Tliakoors on the frontier, in whose 
districts the principal passes of the hills are situated, to unite and 
oppose the ineursions of the Bheels. The Tliakoors are tpiite able to 
prevent these incursions if they remain united ; but they are generally at 
feud with each other, and often make common cause with the Bheels 
to plunder or injure their neighbours. 

1. Rvtlam .* — Under an engagement (No. XCVI.) mediated by 
Sir John Malcolm in 1819 between Purhut Sing, Rajah of Rutlam, 
and Dowlut Rao Siiidia, the former agrees to pay an annual tribute 
of Salim Sahec Rupees 81,000, while Sindia undertakes never to 
send any troops into the country or to interfere in any way in the 
internal administration or succession. This tribute was assigned under 
the Treaty of ISili with Sindia in part payment of the Gwalior eon- 
tingrent. It is now paid to tho British Government under the Treaty 
of 1860. 

Purhut Sing died in IS^l'. He had no children, and as disturbances 
were anticipated in the event of his death without proper arrangements 
for the succession. Sir John Malcolm had recommended in 1821 that 
Bulwunt Sing, a cousin of the Chief of Saloombur, whom Purbut Sing 
had selected to succeed him, should he recognized. Bulwunt Sing con* 
tinned in possession of the Chiefship till his death on 20th August 1857. 
He was succeeded by his adopted son Bhyron Sing who died on 
27th January 1864 leaving an infant son Runjoct Sing.* This child 
has been recognized by the British Government as heir to the Chiefship,

Tlie Bajah of Butlam is considered the principal Bajpoot leader 
in Western Malwa^ and in consequence receives a voluntaiy allegiance 
and assistance if called for from the neighbouring Bajpoot Chiefs. 
The late Bajah Bulwunt Sing rendered good service during the mutinies, 
in recognition of which his successor, Bliyron Sing, received a dress 
of honour of Bupccs 3,000 and the tlianks of Ooverument. 'ilie military 
establishment of the Bajah consists of 500 sepoys. The revenue from all 
sources is estimated at Bupccs 3,61,061', and the population at 91,839. 
The town of Butlam is the principal opium mart iu Western Malwa. 
The area of Butlam is about 500 s(|narc miles. 

2. Sillana .* — Sillana pays an annual tribute of Bupces 42,000 
under the same conditions as Butlam (No. XCVI.), of whicli territory it 
originally formed a part. Tlie tribute is paid to the British Government 
under the Treaty with Siudia of ]2tli December 1860, having been 
assigned in ISll in part payment of the Gwalior contingent. By 
a separate Agreement (No. XCVII.) the Bajah engaged, after paying 
Bupces 22,231 iu cash as arrears of tribute, to pay Bupccs 75,000 as the 
balance of arrears up to 1810 iu five yearly instalments. In a. d. 1709, 
oil the death of Kessory Sing, Bajah of Butlam, his eldest son Maun 
Sing succeeded to tho lands forming the present district of Butlam 
and Jye Sing his second sou to Sillana. 

The Chief with whom the settlement was made in ISIS was suc- 
ceeded by his sou Buttun Sing wlio, having no sons, was succeeded by 
Nahar Sing, his uuolc. Nuhar Sing was suceceded by his sou Tukht 
Sing who died in 1850 leaving a son, Doolu Sing, 10 years old.' Tho 
district was administered by Uie British Government till tlie mutinies of 
1857 when it was put under a Kegcncy beaded by tho chief wife of the 
late Bajah. As an acknowledgment of tho services rendered in preserving 
order and furnishing troops, the members of the Begency received dresses 
of honour. Tlie present Bajah Doola Sing was put iu power in 1859. 
He holds in jaghire the village of Muukoou in pergunnah Kiichrodo. 

Tlie revenue of Sillana is estimated ot Bupces 2,49,000 ; tho popula- 
tion at 88,978, and the urea at about 103 square miles.

5<.'Way«/lc»w.*— This Chiefsliii), like Sillaim, formoil originally a 
portion of Rutlam, and was divided from it on the death of Ram Sing, 
Rajah of Kntlara, in a. d. 1660, when his second son, Kassur Dass, 
succeeded to the lands now comprised in Soetamhow. 

A tribute of Rupees C0,000 from this State was guaranteed, to 
Sindia by an Agreement (No. XCVIII.) mediated by Sir John Malcolm 
in 1830. The total revenue of Scetainhow is about Rupees 1,50,000, 
and the population about 80,000. In const^qucnce of repeated representa- 
tions from the Rajah, Rupees 0,000 of the annual tribute were remitted 
in 1860 by Sindia of his own free will on the occasion of the Rajah's son 
waiting on him at Gwalior. An intimation of the remission was given 
to the Rajah of Seetamhow in a letter from Sindia to his address. 

The Rajah of Seetamhow remained faithful to the Rritish Govern- 
ment during the mutiny of 1857, and received a dress of honour of Rupees 
8,000. The Rajah keeps up a military force of tO horse and 800 foot. 

4. 'Punlh Peeploda . — In 1821 Naroo Dhondco and Wasadeo Jinardin 

received from Sir John Malcolm a Sunnud (No. XCIX.) which was 
eonfitmed by the Supreme Government, whereby they received tribute 
on ten villages in the district of Mundavul and Soubah of Mundisorc. 
Naroo Dhoiideo was succeeded by his son Gopaul Rao. Wasadeo 
Jinardin is still living. The jaghiredars furnish reports of crime to the 
i’olitical Assistant. * 

5. Peeploila .^ — The settlement (No. C.) of this Chiofshi]), under 
which a tribute of Salim Sahcc Ru])ccs 88,000 is paid to the Nawab of 
Jowrah in accordance with the 1 8th Article of the Treaty of Maudisore,:]:

The said vakeel addressed a letter to the Nana Sahib, who, — 
having made the necessary enquiries, retonied, by a letter, the papers •®*®**''*- 
oonneeted with the case with a lyasnamah, from which it appeared 
that tho claim of the defendant Oyana Bai is unfounded, and that yours 
is just and fully proved. With reference to the kyasnamah, it is decided 
that you shall receive every year the tunkha of Rupees 400 enjoyed by 
the deceased Firthee Sing.

inhabitants of some of those villages opposed the levying of the same^ 
and he has prayed that these inhabitants may be directed to pay the 
bhet according to the established usage. An enquiry having been made 
of the local zemindars on the subject, this perwannah is issued directing 
the people of the grass villages to pay without fail directly to the said 
Bao the usual hhet of Rupees two a year. 



BHOPAWUR AGENCY, 

Undeb the Bhopawur Agency are the Cillowing feudatory States 
dependent immediately on the British Government: (1) Jobut with a 
revenue of Bupees 8j000 and a population of about 7,000, chiefly 
Bheels. The Chief of this petty State, Rmijeet Sing, who is a Rah- 
torc Rajpoot, has agreed (No. CXXXiV.) to cede such land as may be 
required for a raihvay passing through his territories ; (2) Mutwarra, 
j ielding about Rupees 2,000, and with a sparse population of Bheels ; 
(3) Khuttewarra, yielding about Rupees 1,200 ; and (t) Buttunmul 
with a revenue of Rupees 000. The population of Khuttewarra and 
Ruttonmul is entirely Bheel. None of these petty States receive any 
allowances from, or pay any tribute to the British Government. 

Within the charge of the Bheel Agent at Sirdarpore lie also the 
districts of Gektaun, Sagore, and Baug belonging to Siudia. • The 
jagliiredars of these . districts have criminal jurisdiction subject to 
ajqieal to the Sirsuubah of Malwa. None of these estates are in any 
respect guaranteed by the British Government. The Agent has also 
charge of IIolkai'’s outlying districts of Chiculda and Liohanee. In 
Chiciilda lie the two petty Chiefsliips of Dhie and Dhurmrai which 
pay to Ilolkar a tribute of Rupees 300 and Rupees 150 resjiectively. 

The principal guaranteed Chiefs under the Bhopawur Agency are 
those of Alirajpoi'o or Aliinohuu wliich is tributiiry to Dliar, and 
Jhabooa which is tributary to Ilolkar. But besides these there arc 
several Bhuomias and Bheel Chiefs whose relations with their feudal 
lords arc guaranteed. 

1. AUrajpores * — The principal tributary of Dhar is the State of 
AUmohun or Alirajpore. When the British power was established in 
hfalwa this petty State was under the control of an adventurer named

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MEDIATIZED Mosafir Mckranee. Perlab Siug, the Chief of Alirajpore, had died leaving 
■ n nephew Kesree Sing, who endeavoured to gupplalit Pertah Sing’s 

Nutpatem posthumous son Jeswunt Sing. Kesree Sing was driven out by Mosafir, 
Aaeaey. only Mckranee leader allowed by the British Government to 

settle in Malwa. lie had long been manager of Alirajpore and made 
himself useful in expelling his countrymen and other foreigners, and was 
therefore recognized as manager of the State daring the minority of 
Jeswunt Sing. An engagement (No. CXXXV.) was mediated between 
him and the Dhar government, by which in lieu of tribute, alleged to 
have formerly been Bupees 20,000, the sayer duties in Alirajpore were 
made over to Dhar. The sayer duties however were not only unproduc- 
tive, but the collection of them by Dhar officials led to disputes. To 
remedy these difficulties the first arrangement eifected was an agreement 
on the part of the Dhar State to pay a sum of Rupees 1,200 a year to 
Alirajpore in commutation of all claims of individuals on the sayer 
duties. By this all pretext for interference on the part of the officials of 
Alirajpore was put an end to. Disputes however still continued. For 
this reason, and for the purpose of promoting the facilities of commerce 
with Guzerat, the British Goiemmcnt procured from Dhar the cession of 
the tribute of Alirajpore at the time when Dhar made over Bairsea to 
British management,'*' and agreed to pay in lieu of the tribute Rupees 
10,000 a year. The sum collected from the Alirajpore State by the 
British Government is Rupees 11,000, of which Rupees 10,000 are paid 
to Dhar and the remaining Rupees 1,000 are paid as a contribution to a 
police fund. 

Jeswunt Sing died on 17th March 1862 leaving a will by which 
he divided the Slate between his two sons. It was a question whether 
this partition should be admitted. The neighbouring Chiefs were 
consulted by the Political Agent at Bhopawur, and it was at last 
decided by the British Government that tltc will should be set aside, 
that Gnngadeo the elder son should be recognized as heir to the 
Chiefship subject to a provision in laud for his younger brother. On 
the Buccessiou of Gnngadeo a dress of honour was conferred on him by 
the British Government and a nuzzerana of Rupees 1,500 was taken.

lands for the construction of a railway, and to allow the British 

Government to have full jurisdiction over such lands. Bhopaumr 

2. Jhabooa . — In lieu of the tribute of Eupoes 35,000 which 
Ilolkar claimed from this State, lands were assigned to Holkar through 
the mediation of the British Government, but no written engagement 
was made. In 1821, in consequence of the disturbed state of the country 
and the imbecility of the Eajah Bheem Sing, the Bajah was required to 
abdicate in &vour of his son Pertab Sing. The arrangement for the 
administration of the country was made through the mediation and 
under the guarantee (No. CXXXVII.) of the British Government. At 
a later period the State was for some years taken under the direct 
superintendence of the British Government. 

The family is descended from one of the former Rajahs of Jodhpore. 

The present Chief did good service daring the mutinies. The State 
pays Rupees 1,474-3-2 towards the cost of thi- Malwa Bbeel Corps. 

It makes no other payment to and receives none from the British 
Government. The finest districts of this potty State were wrested 
from it by Holkar, but it is remarkable that Holkar left to its rulers the 
right to collect in those districts the chout or one-fourth of the revenues 
which the Mahrattas exacted from the countries which they conquered. 

Including the districts held by Holkar, whicli yield about Rupees 35,000, 
the revenues of Jliabooa are Rupees 1,23,000. The area is about 1,500 
square miles, and tbe population 50,000 or 60,000, chiefly Bheels. There 
az-e about twenty families of rank in this State, who pay Rupees 15,000 
a year in tribute to Holkar and Rupees 25,000 to their own Chief. 

The Chief has agreed (No. CXXXVIII.) to cede such lauds as may 
be required for a railway through his territories. 

3. Nemlhera or Tirla .* — Under a settlement (No. CXXXIX.) 
effected by Sir J. Malcolm, tbe Bhoomia holds the village of Tirla in 
hereditary succession paying annually Halee Rupees 500 tunkha, and is 
answerable for all robberies between Dhar and Sooltanporc under penalty 
of forfeiture of the village. His tribute is paid direct to Dhar aud no 
deductions are made from it. Criminal reports are also sentrto the Dhar

4, data Burkhera or Sorepore .* — The original settlement (No. 
CXL.) of Chota Burkhera was eifccted by Sir John Malcolm in 1820. 
The Bhoomia is to hold two villages in inam ; one village on payment of 
IJalco Rupees 101 per annum ; and other villages on a payment of 
Rupees 752, to commence after seven years. By mutual agreement 
between the Bhoomia and the Dhar State in 1822, without the knowledge 
of the British Government, only Rupees 151 are now paid for four 
villages, the otlicrs having been given up. In the originol Sunnud the 
Bhoomia was also made answerable, under penalty of forfeiture of his 
villages, for robberies in htteen villages ioinlAy with the Bhoomia of 
"M-otaBwitticTa. ’XhcBhooim\\aBno'powettfi Teihnce'JheWrJ^aa. We 
furnishes reports of crime to Dhar. 

The present Bhoomia Bhowanee Sing is grandson of Pirthec Sing 
with whom the original settlement was made. 

5. Jl/oto Burkkera.i — ^This Chief bus relations both with Dhar and 
Siiidia which were settled by Sir J. Malcolm in 1 820. By the settlement 
with Dhar (No. CXLl.) tlic Bhoomia was to hold in pergunnah of 
Dhurrumpooree seven villages on a payment of Rupees 1,526 yeaidy ; 
in tlic pergunnah of Nnulcha three villages on a perpetual rent of Rupees 
201 ; and in the pergunnah of Jehangcrporc one village in perpetuity on 
payment of Rupees 61 annually, lie was to be answerable for robberies 
within bis limits, under penalty of forfeiting his villages. The Bhoomia 
now pays for three villages in Dhurrumpooree only Rupees 866, four 
having been given back and the payment having been reduced by 
agreement with the Dhar State without the knowledge or consent of 
the British Government. The tunkha is paid direct to Dhar without any 
deductions. The Bhooinia furnishes reports of crime to the Dhar Durbar. 

The original Sunnud of the settlement with Sindia having been 
lost another (No. CXLII.) was given in 1847 to the present Bhoo- 
mia's father* Huttch Sing. By this Sunnnd the Bhoomia is to hold

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certain village in the Sagore pergunnah in perpetuity paying a mbduttebD 
revenue of Halee Rupees 1,503 besides dues which raise the amount chib™- 
of his payments to Rupees 1,651. The tunkha is paid direct without 
deductions. The Bhoomia also holds (No. CXLIII.) in perpetuity five 
villages in Sindia's pergunnah of Dektaun; for these villages he pays 
Rupees 1,403-8. Reports of crime are made direct to Dektaun and 
Sagore respectively. 

6. Xaief Bowree.—Tvio engagements were mediated by Sir John 
Malcolm between the Bhoomia and the Bhar State. By the one 
(No. CXLIV.) the Bhoomia receives Ualce Rupees 1,377 Circaree bhet, 

&c., and Rupees 123 zemindarcc from the pergunnah of Bhurrumpoorec, 
for which he undertakes to guard the pergunuah of Dhurrumpooree and 
be answerable for robberies. By the other (No. CXLV.) he pays 
\la\ec Rupees hOV ■jcarly m perpetuitY ho t\ve RacaavsiSiM of DWtrum- 
pooreo, in conBidctaiion of w\v\c\\ he is to hold five villages, lie is 
to be answerable for robberies in six Bhoel villages. The payments 
are made direct by and to the Dhar State, without deductions. Reports 
ai‘e made to Dliar j they were formerly sent to the Deputy Bheel Agent. 

The Bboomias with whom the original agreements were made were 
Patel Sawunt Sing and Kooar Fuddum Sing. 

The present Bhoomia is Tcj Sing. Since 1845 he has received 
annually Rupees 150 from Sindia for the disttict of Bickancer (No. 
CXLVI.), and 'S answerable for robberies in 17 villages. The payment 
is made direct from Bickancer without deductions. Tej Sing also 
holds the village of Kheirwa in iiiam.

1. — Any extent of land required for the railway workshops, bunga- 
lows, &c., will be given by the Durbar free of all charge in the same 
manner as has been given by the British Government.

3. — Any disputes occurring between persons connected with the 
railway and the subjects of the Durbar shall be decided by the Political 
Officer. 

4. — All persons residing within the railway limits, whether they 
be subjects ol' the Durbar or of the British Government, shall be 
under the jurisdiction of the railway or British Government officers. 

5. — ^The Durbar is answerable for any losses caused by any house, 
land, or other property falling ivithin the limits of the railroad in 
the Durbar territory. 

0. — All through-traffic by the railroad will not be liable to duty, 
but goods arriving at the railroad through the Durbar territory or leaving 
the railroad within the Durbar territory will be liable to a fixed tariff 
to be hereafter fixed by you.

sayer duties and pergunnahs and executive authority according to the

The Kooer to 
attend to the Rajah’s desires with respect to the talooks reserved by the 
Rajah, and not to exorcise direct authority in them. Tho Kooer is 
not to raise questions with regard to villages given to Bainjcc Siwaee 
Sing and Bapoo Lutchmun, Mootajee, 2ialim Sing, &c. The above to be 
adhered to, and any neglect on cither the liajah or the Kooer's side 
will be known to the Ciroar (meaning British Government) who will 
make on the occasion what aiTangemenUs it deems most proper. The 
above is conclusive.

Trakslatios of an Ibtdmsab Putta of the Mouza of Turla of Dhor, on the part 
of Bamciiund Bao Puae, Chief of Dbar, to Shki Siho and Bhehae Sinq 
Buoouia, of Nccmldicra, Pergunnah Hindola, granted in peipetulty. 

The abovementioned village was continued to the Bhoomia and his 
predecessors by the kamaisdar, and the Dhai government in accordance 
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with the royal g^ronta enjoyed by them from ancient date on the MEDiATliBD 
following conditions 

1.— To protect the villages of the Dhar district from the borders of *”‘*^21**^ 
Sooltnnpore to the cusba of Dhor. NeemJthww. 

Z , — None of the Bheels or robbers, .&c., would be permitted to rob 
the villagers and the inhabitants of Dhar of their cattle and property. 

3. — No travellers or merchants would be subjected to any injury or 
molestation. 

The predecessors of the Bhoomia held this village on the above 
conditions, and paid annually to the Dhar State a tunkha amounting to 
Rupees 350. 

The Bhoomia failed to observe the conditions above specified during 
the present anarchy, the ryots and merchants, &c., suffered serious losses. 

The Dhar State in consequence confiscated the village of Tirla and was 
put to great expense on account of its management and re-population, 
and erecting a fort and a wall. 

As peace has been now restored to the country by the interference 
of the British G-ovemment, the Bhoomia has been forced to fall back on 
the Dhar State. He requests that his ancestorial villa^ may be given 
back to him on the following conditions / 

1.— That he will protect the road from Sooltanporc to the cusba of 
Dhar. 


2. — Tliat the inhabitants of the - interveniDg ^^lagcs «s well as 
the travellers will be protected from injury. 

3. — That he will put down the robberies committed by Bheels 
and others. 

4. — That ho will be responsible to make good all losses that may 
be caused by the Bheel robbers. 

6. — That he will be always obedient to his government, and will 
afford no shelter or refuge to robbers and malefactors. 

6. — That he and bis successors generation after generation will remain 
true to the above engagements, lu default of which the Government is 
at liberty to confiscate the village. 

In consideration of the services rendered to the State in former

TaAXSLAiioK of a Buobokareb by Cattaih Evans, Agout at Dhar, on the 16th 

September 1847. 

Crobind Rao Karkoon and Mugun Lall Canoongoe presented to me 
a petition on the part of the kamaisdar of Sagore, stating that Bhoomia 
Hutteh Sing of Burkhera holds three villages situated in the aforesaid 
peigunnahj and praying that besides the sum of Rupees 1,503, which 
has been laid down in the lease and engagement as the amount of rent 
for the above three villages, the said Bhoomia might be directed to pay 
the cesses or bhets due to amlahs, zemindars, fumavees, grassias, &c., 
as mentioned in the decision. With the petition they submitted a 
memorandum of the cesses for Rupees 144, viz.. Rupees 72 on account 
of the bhet of the troops; Rupees 18 on account of the bhet of mehal 
kamaisdar ; Rupees 48 on account of the bhet of zemindar ; and Rupees 
6 on account of the bhet of fumavees ; and mentioned that out of the 
above amount of Rupees 144 a sum of Rupees 72 only was paid 
yearly during the last four years, and that the remainder was due. 
The said Gobind Rao Karkoon and Mugun Lall Canoongoe were then 
asked to state why no petition was made before this as the decision 
in question was passed four years ago, and to give proofs that they 
received the cesses according to the memorandum. They said in 
reply that they used to take cesses, “ bubootee," &c., from the afore* 
said Bhoomia, and the local arbitrators having told them not to levy 
cesses, they wrote to their employer on the subject in the canton- 
ment, but not having received any answer from him they were unable 
to act up to the decision. They also mention that they now liaving 
received orders from the cantonment to take cesses according to the 
decision have waited upon me. In order to prove that they received the 
cesses yearly, according to the memorandum, for 16 years from the 
date of the lease to the date of the aforesaid decision, they submitted 
statements for that jieriud. The said Bhoomia in answer asserted that 
besides the rent laid do)vu in the lease, he paid tlie sum O'f Rupees 72 on 
account of bhets" due to amlahs, zemindars, and fumavees, from the 
date of the said decision to 1903 Sunibut. He further alleged that 
before the date of the above decision, the kamaisdar used to take by 
force from him yearly lluiwcs 100 on account of “babootee kirkole,” 
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&c.; Bupees 197 on account of “doannee;” Bupees 64 on account mbdiaiubp 
of "amkh bhetj” and Rupees 1,503 on account of rent, &c., after 
deduction of a trifling amount of "chuhoot” and “ siropah.” The 
Bhoomia also said that with the exception of "zemindarce" and “fur- 
navees bhets,” all other cesses are paid. Burkha-a. 

The fact that the cesses “amlah bhet,’' &c., were paid to the 
kamaisdar of Sagore, has, in my opinion, been established by usage, 
and is borne out in documents. lJutteh Sing holds no paper in support 
of his assertion. He acknowledged to have jiaid the bhet. No proof 
was given to show that the statements submitted by the kamaisdar 
were false. 

It is therefore ordered that the said Bhoomia be directed to pay 
3 'parly into the eutcherry at Sagore, the cesses or bhets due to 
zemindar, furnavees, grassia, &e., according to the established usage of 
the pergunnah, and that a eopy of tliis be given to the plaintiff and 
defendant respectively.

Ilutteh Sing, Bhoomia of Burkli^ra, represented to me that he holds 
fire villages in ]ierguDnah Beguthan in istumraree tenure; and that 
the kamaisdar reiUized from him, as rent of those villages, a sum more 
than mentioned in the lease and engagement; and prayed that the 
kamaisdar might be directed to collect from him such an amount of rent 
as is laid down in the engagement. The said Bhoomia having been desired 
by me to produce the perpetual lease of the five villages held by him said 
that the lease had been lost ibr some years.

DHAE AGENCY. 

Bssiues the cngn^vmeuts mediated between the Dhar gnvenunent 
and its feudatories^ an agreement* (No. CXLVII.) was mediated between 
Holkar and the Dhar State. Both Slates brought forward claims for 
lands near Eijorc and Dcpalporc ; and as it was impo^blc to ascertain 
the boundary correctly/ it was agreed that the lands should be left 
neutral for the purpose of pasturing cattle. This settlement is still 
in force. 

1. Mooliau.f — Dulput Sing, the present Tliakoor, succeeded his 
father Sewai Sing in 1S52. Ho pays to the Dhar State Ilalee Rupees 
18,044 under a settlement (No. CXLVIII.) made in 1818. The payment 
is made direct to the Dhar State, and is not subject to any deductions. 
The Thakoor holds no villages except those mentioned in his Suunud. 
He makes his reports of crime to the Dhar State and not to any 
representative of the British Government. * 

8. Kaciee liaivdaX , — On 11th December 1818, a settlement (No. 
CXLIX.) was made by Sir John Malcolm with Bhugwunt Sing of Kachce 
Baroda, by which the Thakoor received sixteen villages, subject to an 
annual payment of Rupees 9,159 to Dhar, and engaged to be respousihle 
for the peace of the villages. Tlie Thakoor died in 1856 without direct 
heirs. The matter was not reported to the Government of India, but 
under instructions from Sir R. Hamilton, then Agent to the Governor 
General, the Dhar State was informed that as the Tliakooratc had become 
vacant, the guarantee of the British Government was at an end. 
The widow of Bhugwunt Sing, however, adopted Dullel Sing, and 
the adoption was confirmed by the Dhar State. When the case came

CHIEFS. gtolition of the guarantee was contrary to sound policy and previous 

No. CXLYll. guarantee was therefore restored. The relations of Dullel 

Dimr Agmcy. gjug to the Dhar State are precisely the same as those of the Chief 
of Mooltan. 

8. JitMtffurA .* — In 1853 the present Chief, Bhugwunt Sing, 
succeeded his elder brother Sewai Sing, who was the son and successor of 
Pirthee Sing, the Chief with whom the settlement was originally made. 
His relations to Dhar arc the same as those of the Chief of Mooltan. 
He pays annually Halee Rupees 16,50'3 under a settlement (No. CL.) 
made in 1318. In 1819 a dispute between the Thakoors of Bukhtgurh 
and Kachee Baroda was settled (No. CLI.) through British mediation, 
by which the claims of the Bukhtgurh Chief on (|}ie villages of Dhangee- 
kherce anil Doodwal were recognized. That portion of the engagement 
which relates to these two villages is still in force, but the former part 
of the engagement, regarding the Mundloi dues, is said to have been 
modified by Sir Claude Wade in 1843. 

4. Bahola or Under a settlement (No. CLII.) made in 

1818, Thakoor Chuuder Sing engaged to pay annually lliii>ec8 2,601 
to Dhar. Chuuder Sing was succeeded in 1 839 by bis brother Iliinieer 
Sing, and he in 18 12 by his adopted nephew, the present Chief Bhoom 
Sing. The relations of this Thakooratc to Dhar are the same as those of 
Mooltan.

For many years there has been a dispute between the zemindars of 
mouza Bijore in pergnnuah Dhar and mouza Sungrodc in pergunnah 
Dopulpore regarding lands situated on the boundaries of these two

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villages. As no agreement oonld be come to. Maharajah Mulhar Rao heoiatizio 
Holkor and Bajah Uamohunder Bao Faar of Dhar referred the case for . 
decision to Major General Sir John Malcolm who deputed Captain CXLYII. 
Dangerfield to the boundaries of the villages to enquire into the merits 
of the case. Captain Dangerfield, havii^ surveyed the disputed lands, 
submitted a report to General Malcolm, who finally decided that both 
parties should at all times respect the boundaries fixed and agreed to by 
the disputants in the time of the late Ahlia Bai and raise no objection 
thereto ; and that both parties should agree to the measurement made by 
Captain Dangerfield and recorded in the Government office. For their 
guidance this deed recording the boundary settlement made by the Bai 
Sahiba is written. The lands lying between the bunk of the Chumbul 
and the place where thf Bai Sahiba laid the boundary pillar of Kangra, 
have, after due enquiries, been reserved as grazing land for tlie cattle of 
the aforesaid two villages. Neither of the contending parties will ever 
in future raise any dispute in respect to the^undories of the above lands, 
or bring forward any claim thereto. The cattle of both villages shall 
graze without let or hindrance on those lands. No person shall be 
permitted to cultivate the above disputed lands ; but none of the contend* 
ing parties shall ever prevent the cultivation of lands which are nut 
included within the said boundaries and which Ko out of them. The 
lands of the village of Sungrode having been measured under the super* 
intendence of Jiuardiu Trimbuck, amil of mouza Sungrode in pergunnah 
Depalpore, Soonder Ramajee, karkoon of Holkar, Benecram in the cm* 
ployment of the Fnar Circar, and the potail and putwuroe of Bijore in 
pergunnah Dhar, the boundaries thereof have been defined as follows 

The eastern boundary extends to the bonk of the Chumbul and the 
western boundary to the mosque. Boundary pillars have been erected 
on the east, west, north, and south. The lands whiuh lie between the 
mosque and the boundary pillars measure 801 bcegahs. The lands which 
formed the subject of dispute, and which have been reserved as pasturage 
for cattle and will ever continue so, stretch eastward to the pillars erected 
on the boundary of Bijore in pergunnah Dhar j westward to the pillars 
erected on the boundary of the arable lands of mouza Bqore in per* 
gunnah Dhar; southwards to the pillais ereeled on the boundary 
of Saloogurh in pergunnah Depalpore ; and northward to the pillars. 
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MEDIATIZED erected on the boundary of mouza Sanda in pergnnnah Depalpore.

GWALIOR AGENCY. 

] . AmJ/terra .* — The revenues of Atnjherra are about two lakhs of 
Rupees : the area is S84 square mileSj and the population 67,232. This 
petty State always paid tribute to the paramount power, first to the 
Mahomedan governors of Dhar, and afterwards to the Mahrattas. By 
an agreement (No. CLIII.) mediated by Sir John Malcolm in 1819, 
Amjherra paid a tribute of Rupees 35,000 to Sindia, who was excluded 
from all interference in the internal afiairs of the State. This tribute 
was one of the items ceded by the Treaty of 1844 with Sindia for the 
payment of the Gwalior contingent, and is now paid to the British 
Government permanently by Sindia under the Treaty of December 1860. 

The Rajah of Amjherra rebelled in 1837, and his State was con- 
fiscated. It was decided that Sindia, and not the British Government, 
had the claim to the territory. Previous to the mntiuics Amjherra 
contributed Haleo Rupees 4,000 to the Malwa Bheel corps. Sindia now 
contributes Halee Rupees 20,000 on account of the Gwalior territory 
and Amjherra. 

2. Nurteur . — Through the mediation of Major J. Stewart, Acting 
Resident at Sindia's court in December 1818, the pergunnah of Paroue 
and six viUagae were granted (No. CLIY.) to Madho Sing of Nurwur 
under the guarantee of the British Government. The Rajah had been 
deprived of hU hereditary possessions by Dowlut Rao Sindia, and he took 
to plundering in Sindia’s territories. The object of the settlement was 
to put a stop to his outrages. 

Maun Sing, the present Rajah, joined the' rebels during the mutinies, 
but surrendered in 1859 on condition of a free pardon and a suitable 
maintenance being granted to him. His former possessions were conse- 
quently restored to him under guarantee. 

3. Bhadowra . — This grant (No. CLV.) was made by Maharajah 


Maloolm’a Ualwa, No. 6 of Schedule No. 1. 
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D<>wlui Bao Sindia throogh the mediation of the British Resident at his hbdutubd 
court to Rajah Maun Sing in 1820 on condition that Maun Sing would 
put a stop to the depredations committed by one Salim Sing Giassia 
and prevent theft, &c. The grant comprises the quit-rent holding of 
villages yielding an annual revenue of Rupees 2,300, half of which the 
Thakoor keeps for himself the other half being paid to Sindia. Tlic 
present Thakoor is Mohun Sing. 

4!. JOa^^wn.— This grant (No. CLVI.) of three villages, yielding 
annually Rupees 4,000, was made to Thakoors Bheem Sing, Hrtbee Sing, 
Ramchnnder, and Ghunderbuns in 1825 through the mediation of the 
British Resident at Sindia’s court, on condition that they would serve the 
government faithfully and protect the high road. 

6. Sinee . — Maharajah Dowlut Rao Sindia granted (No. CLVIL) 
three-fourths of the revenue of the talooka of Sirsee to Bharat Sah 
in 1820 on condition that he would pay the remaining one-fourth, and 
honestly discharge the duties entrusted to him by reducing the Qras- 
sias, &c., to obedience. 

6. Magoogwh . — The Chuan Rajpoots of Ragoogurh are known 
by the name of Kychee, and are one of the oldest femilies in Molwa. 

In 1780 Madhqjee Sindia stripped the &mily of their possessions and 
imprisoned the Rajah Bulwont Sing and his son Jey Sing. From 
that time there was perpetual feud between Sindia and the Kyqhee 
dan, it being the object of the latter to devastate Ragoogurh, and to 
make it an unprofitable possession, until Sindia was compelled to 
restore it to the family. Jey Sing maintained the war, with Sindia 
till 1818 when he died, leaving his title to be disputed by two claim- 
ants, Dhokul Sing and Ajeet Sing. With these claimants a settlement 
(No. CLYIII.] was made in 1819 through the mediation and under the 
guarantee of the British Government, by which Sindia gave them the 
fort and town of Ragoogurh and lands in their vicinity supposed to 
yield an annual revenue of Rupees 1,42,848-8 with a provision that 
any revenue derived from these lands which exceeded Rupees 65,000 
should be paid to the Gwalior government, who, on their part, were 
to make good any deficiency. One hundred of the dependants of the 
Kychee family were also enrolled in the Gwalior contingent in 1823. The 
jaghiie never yielded so much as Rupees 55,000, and the result of 
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mediatized the above plan was that an annual balance was brought in against Sindih 
CHIEFS, ^jjicii advanced to the Sychees from the British treasury. Up to 
GwoImw 1828 the durbar paid these balances, but thereafter they demurred 
Agency. grounds that, if the jaghire were properly managed, it would 

yield more than Bupees 55,000, and that the Kychees realized more 
revenue than was credited in the accounts. The matter was compli- 
cated by disputes in the family, and at last in 1843, with the consent 
of the British Government, tlie original arrangement was annulled 
and separate engagements (No. CLIX.) were made with the three 
principal members of the iaixuly, vis., Bijey Sing, Thakoor Chuttersaul, 
and Ajeet Sing. By this settlement Bijey Sing received fifty-two 
villages, yielding a revenue of Rupees 15,000, selected from the 
Kheccheewarra lands and the right to certain collections specified in 
the Sunuud, on the understanding that he would continue to serve the 
government as be had done up to that date, abstain from creating 
disturbances, not encourage robbers committing crimes in the territories 
of the British Government and Gwalior State, afford no protection to 
criminals, and establish police posts in his districts for the protection of 
travellers, and pay his share of the nuzzerana demanded by the Durbar. 

Chuttersaul got thirty-two villages yielding Rupees 9,000. His 
successor, the present incumbent, is Thakoor Mungul Sing. 

Ajeet Sing received one hundred and twenty of the two hundred 
and four villages originally granted to his family. No Sunnud in his 
case is forthcoming. He was succeeded by Jeymundul Sing. 

7. Baroda or This Rajah'’s hereditary possessions were 

seized by Sindia. The Rajah laid his complaint before the Resident 
at Gwalior, through whose mediation, after a discussion protracted 
through four years, a promise was obtained of the restoration of the 
estates. Shortly afterwards the Rajah died, but Sindia fulfilled (No. 
CLX.) the promise to his son Rajah Bnlwunt Sing, the present Chief, 
and granted an addition of nearly Rupees 7,000 to his jaghire. 

8. Burra .* — ^This Tliakoor, Rao Newul Sing, receives a tunkha 
of Rupees ^5,400, of which Rupees 1,800 are paid by Holkar and 
Rupees 4,200 by Sindia. No copy of the engagement is procurable.

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British Oovenunent, measorad the lands and fixed their valne; fiffy-two udiaiiiso 

villages, yidding a revenue of Rupees 16,000, were selected and allotted 

to us. With the exception of the barra sayer we were granted all the CLII. 

duties hitherto carried to the credit of Government under the head of 

chota sayer, the bazar collections, and the duties levied on the sale of 

cattle: I now earnestly beg that new Sunnuds from the present year 

may be granted to us. 

In compliance mOi this application the Circar has granted yon a 
new Sunnnd for the fiity-two vil^^ges, yielding a revenue of Rupees 
15,000 which were selected from the Kheechee lands, yielding a revenue 
of one lakh forty-two thousand eight hundred and forty-eight and a 
half Rupees, situated in the vicinity of Ragoogurh, granted in Summut 
1877, or Sun Ishera Meatein, the revenues of which were estimated by 
a karkoon and a mootasuddee on the part of the British Government. 

The fifty-two villages yielding a revenue of Rupees 15,000 with the right 
to the chota sayer duties, and those levied on the sale of cattle formerly 
carried to the credit of government, have been conferred again upon the 
Rajah.

NIMAR AGENCY, 


The greater portion of tbe districts which were formerly under 
this Agency have recently been annexed to the Central Provinces. 
There still remain however under the Political Agent some small portions 
of British territory intermixed \^ith the possessions of native States* 
the Bagode pergunnah of Dewas, and the State of Burwance which 
is immediately dependent on the British Government. The population of 
BurwaneCj amounting to upwards of 22,000* consists chiefly of Bheels.* 
At present the State is under the direct management of the British 
Government. Its revenues are about Rupees 40,000. The State of 

* When meafliires were taken by the Boinbay Gorernment Sn 161S to reclaim the 
Bhoelfl of Khan4eifih« Sir John Malcolm considered that succesa would only be partial 
unlesa correspondiag moasurea wero adopted! for rcwlaiTning tbe Bheels of BurwaneOe 
He therefore prerailed on the Hojab to moke the following agreement with the Bheel 
Kaiqs which he guaranteed.

We shall also bo responsible for the restoration of any 
future plundered property on condition of onr rocoiving from the Circar Bupees two 
hundred (200) per mouth as pay ; we shall entertain a body of 35 Blieels in our pay 
who shall receive from ns Bnpees Sour per month, and by these mea^a we shall be 
enabled to perform cur engagements. We premise not to exact any tax from travellers. 
Whenever the Circar requires our presence we aliall obey tho summona.

CHIEW. Government. 

Svmar Within the limits of the Agency there are also the following 

Agency. Chiefs : — 

1. Barudpoora .* — This Bhoomia, Ondey Sing, holds two engage- 
ments under the Dhar State which were concluded with his grandfather 
Mundroop Sing. By the first engagement (No. CLXI.) he is to 
receive Rupees 500 annually from the Dhurrumpooree pergunnah, and to 
be answerable for all robberies between the Maun and Karan rivers. 
The second engagement (No. CLXII.) grants six villages in pergun- 
nah Dhurrumpooree in perpetuity on an annual payment of Rupees 525, 
and one village on an annual payment of Rupees 201 ; but by a 
subsequent agreement between the Bhoomia and the Dhar State, 
without the mediation of the British Government, the Chief pays now 
only Rupees S27 for three villages, the rest having been given uji. 
Oudey Sing also holds the village of Kancureepoora in Mandoo in 
perpetuity, paying Rupees 40 per 'annum. 

2. Jamnia or Labir .\ — Sir John Malcolm concluded an engage- 
ment with Nadir Fatcl by which he was to receive from Holkar a

Neither of these engagements is forthcoming, bnt the Indore Durbar 
have furnished perwannahs (No. CLXIII.) by which the Bhoomia 
receives tunkhas amounting to Rupees 2,503 from several districts. A 
lease (No. CLXIV.) of the village of Khairee is also held from Holkar 
at a rent of Rupees 001, from which an abatement of Rupees 130 
is made for the protection of the Doosjanpore Pass. It is doubtful 
whether this latter engagement is guaranteed. 

Two engagements were mediated between Sindia and Nadir Patel 
and his son Bheeman Sing. The first engagement granted in perpetuity 
to Nadir Patel four villages in Dektaun on payment of Rupees 231 
annually. The second granted the village of Koonjrode to Bheeman 
Sing on payment of Rnpeee 401 a year. Neither of these engngements 
is forthcoming. 

An engagement (No. CLXI.) was also mediated between Bheeman 
Sing and the Dhar State under which he received Rupees 63 from the 
Dhurrumpooree district, on condition of being responsible for robberies. 

He also received (No. CLXV.) the village of Dabir in Dhurrumpooree 
on a quit-rent of Rupees 130. • 

Bheeman Sing was succeeded by his son Motee Sing, and he by the 
present Chief Ilameer Sing. 

. 8. Rajffurk*—Tlie original tunkhadars were Mohun Sing, grand- 

father, and Fntteh Sing, father of the present Bhoomia Hutleh Sing, 
who holds two engagements with Dluir. By the first (No. CLXVI.), 
concluded in 1819, the Bhoomia agreed to pay Rupees 802 a year 
to Dhar for two villages in Dhurrumpooree, to keep the roads free from 
thieves, and be answerable for all robberies, &c. But shortly after the 
conclusion of this engagement the Chief entered into a new arrangement 
with Dhar, without the knowledge of the British Government, for only 
one of the villages on a payment of Rupees 101. By the second 
engagement (No. CLXI.) he receives Rupees 500 from the Oharrumpoorce

Hutteh 
oHiEfs. gjjjg receives from Holkar Rupees 50 from the Hasilpore ontcheny 
Nimar other dues and is answerable for all robberies, bnt it is doubtful

4. Ghvrree or Bhy»a KAeree.* — This Bhoomia held six villages in 
Dhurrumpooree paying yearly Rupees 526, beside baptee and zemindaree 
dues, and was responsible for 'all robberies in these and in ten other 
villages. By a subsequent arrangement with the Dhar State, without the 
knowledge of tlie British Government, Hutteh Sing gave up the six 
villages and three of them were continued with Buijore Sing. Ruttun 
Sing Bhoomia of Kooteeday is a younger branch of the same family as 
Lutchmun. Sing, son of Buijore Sing, the present Chief of Ohurree, and 
holds villages on the same grant. No copy of the original engagement 
has been furnished j but a copy of the engagement (No. CLXVII.} with 
Buijore Sing is produced. 

5. SiUanee and Bukhtgurh.^ — Prior to the occupation of Malwa in 
1817 this family had long been plunderers in the districts of Sindia 
and Holkar on the Nerkudda. In May 1818 Rao Ruttun Sing, 
Mundroop Sing, and Cfacctoo Bai submitted to Sir John Malcolm who 
took some of their adherents into service under Chectoo Bai. By a 
settlement (No. CLXVIII.) concluded on 13lh May 1820, a tunkha of 
Rupees 4,038 was assigned to the family from Siudia and Rupees 
77S>8 Arom Holkar, and the British Government granted as remuner* 
ation for service Rupees 100 a month each to Ruttun Sing, Mundroop 
Sing, and Cheetoo Bai, and Rupees 50 each to Nhhar Sing, brother 
of Ruttun Sing, and Pertab Sing, son of Mundroop Sing ; and engage'd 
in the event of their dismissal from service to be answerable for the 
payment of the tunkhaa from Sindia and Holkar. The sum of Rupees 
400 a month is still paid &om the British treasuiy to the successors of 
the original grantees, vig., Oomeid Sing, son of Ruttun Sing; Hutteh 
Sing, grandson of Mundroop Sing; Bukbtawur Sing, son of Cheetoo 
Bai, who, however, died in 1863, and whose son and successor, Hutteh 
Sing, has not yet been recognised by Government; Bahadoor Sing, 
nephew of .Nahar Sing; and Sher Sing, son of Pertab Sing.

No deduction is made from the allowances of this {amily, and no HEOiATOSn 

Off TSVIl 

nuzzerana is paid by them to Government. The Thakoors furnish : 

r^otts of crime to the Political Agent in Nimar. Besides their stipends, 
the Thakoors receive about Rupees 1,350 a year as zemindaree dues, 

Rupees 250 from rent-free lands, and about Rupees 1,100 as their 
share of religious offerings at Oonkar Mandatta on the Nerbudda. 

6. dandguri .* — Seventeen village^ were recognised by Dowlut Rao 
Sindia as belonging to Ranee Ruttun Bai, and a Sunnud (No. CLXIX.) 
was given to her to that effect. The income of the jaghire amounts to 
about Rupees 800 a year. No deductions are made from it, and the 
jaghiredar derives no income from other sources. Reports of heinous 
crimes only are made to the Political Agent in Nimar. 

Ranee Ruttun Bai was succeeded by her adopted son Bheem Sing, and 
he by his son Bharut Sing, who died in 1860. The succession was 
then disputed, but as Sirdar Sing, son of Bharut Sing, was considered by 
the Gwalior Durbar to be the legitimate successur, he was recognised 
by the British Government to whom the territory had been ceded 
under the Treaty of 1860. Nuzzerana was remitted on account of 
the poverty of the family. 

7. Jamtee , — In 1820, Captain Briggs, Collector of Kbandeish, ob- 
tained Sunnuds (No. CLXX.) from Sindia granting to the Hill Turvees, 
on the borders of Zeinabad, who were notorious freebooters, one village 
each and cash allowances amounting to Rupees 1,900 a year. The 
settlement is still in force, but the obligations were transferred to 
the British Government on the cession of Zeinabad by Sindia in 1860. 

The Turvees pay no tunkha or nuzzerana, and have no other income 
than that derived from these grants. The original grantees were Lai 
Khan, who was succeeded by Sooproo, the present incumbent; Mus- 
sumut Maina succeeded by Mussumut Husso ; Buddoo Khan succeeded 
by £mam Khan ; and Kheir Khan succeeded by Akl Khan. 

8. Chota KuaravouA .^ — This family, known as the Boscutta &mily, 
held extensive grants under the Peishwa. The first grant was made 
to Ramchunder BuUal about the year 1752. He was succeeded about

Nimar possessions of the family lay was removed from the Feishwa's 

Jgencr. gg^ggjiyg control ; and about live years before the outbreak of the Pin* 
daiee warj Badha Bai^ the widow of the last Boscutta's brother, with 
the consent of Sindia and Holkor and the knowledge of the Peisbwa, 
adopted Kishen Rao as her son. On the conquest of Malwa, Sir 
John Malcolm after enquiry gave to Kishen Rao a Sunnud (No. 
CLXXI.) confinniug to him the zemindaree does of the pergunnahs 
of Kusrawud, Kanapore, and Burdia, and granting the village of Chota 
Kusrawnd in iuam subject for four years to a payment of Rupees 500 
annually for sebundee expenses and to a revised rate thereafter. This 
settlement was reported to Government, but it was not at the time 
confirmed, as it was in contemplation to make over Knsrawud to Holkar 
in exchange for other lands, and to leave to Holkar the settlement of 
the Boscutta’s claims. Holkar however eventually rejected the proposals 
for exchange, whereupon a full inquiry was made into the claims of 
Kishen Rao. The adoption was found to be wholly invalid, and the 
tenure was declared to be an escheat. Bat as the settlement made 
by Sir John Malcolm committed the Government to the recognition 
of some rights on the part of the family, it was determined (No. 
CLXXTI.) to continue the village of Chota Kusrawud on a life tenure, 
subject to a payment of Rupees 800 a year, and also the zemindaree 
and other dues at the same amount as were then actually realized, namely. 
Rupees 899-2-3. Kishen Rao is still alive. Besides the above allow- 
ances he receives zemindaree dues amounting to about Rupees 3,750 
in Foonassa, Attode, Moondee, and other districts in Nimar; and he 
holds zirat lands yielding Rupees 820 a year and a jaghire yielding 
Rupees 700, making an income of about Rupees 8,500 a year in Nimar. 
Kishen Rao also holds inams and receives dues elsewhere amounting 
to Rupees 28,000 a year, vu . —

4^835 from Dewas under a ecttlemciit (No. CLXXIII.) mediated by 
Captain Borthwick and Sir John Malcolm in 1818. The Chief witli 
whom the original engagement was formed was Mahbut Sing. The two 
Chiefs of Dewas are in the habit of making certain deductions from this 
amount. One of the items of iliese deductions, however, vis;., 1 7 per 
cent, on the amount of the tunkha, is objected to by the Thakoor and 
forms the subject of a complaint. This tunkha is paid direct from the 
State and the Thakoor is bound not to interfere in its collection in any 
village of the Dewas State. 

The Thakoor of Pitharco holds 13 villages* under the Dewas Chiefs 
who state that these villages are farmed to the Thakoor and liable 
to increase of rent. On the other band the Thakoor states that be 
holds them on quit-rent tenure under the guarantee of tho British 
Government, but he cannot produce any document to support his 
statement. However the lease for these villages has not been renewed 
for the last forty-five years. 

The question to whom the Thakoor is bound to furnish reports 
of crime has never been finely settled. The Chiefs of Dewas demand 
such reports but the Thakoor disputes their right to do so, and states 
that he will furnish them only tc the Agent to the Governor Gcneiol.

1819, Thakoor Salim Sing received Pecplia and eight other villages on a 
quit-rent of Rupees 5,562 a year, and five other villages on a quit-rent 
of Rupees 909. He also received nine villages on rent for five years, 
subject to increased assessment on the expiry of the lease. There is at 
present a dispute about these last villages. The Gwalior Durbar wishes 
to resume them, while the Thakoor is ready to pay an iucrcascd rent. 

The present Thakoor is Sobhag Sing. He is bound to keep down 
plunderers on pain of forfeiture of his estates. The quit-rent fur his 
villages is paid by him direct to the Gwalior Durbar. The Thakoor 
keeiis Lis vakeel in attendance on the Agent to the Governor General 
who is in the habit of making direct reference to Sobhag Sing.

Oomeid Sing now holds Khaira, and Oonkar 
Sing, the son of Bheem Sing, holds Jamgode. Chutter Sing, brother 
of Zalim Sing, obtained from Sindia the village of Razapore on quit-rent, 
and Taij Sing, another brother, obtained from Sindia 1,000 beegahs 
of land in the village of Koyel Khairee under Oogeiu. None of these 
arrangements however are guaranteed. 

4. To»Z \ — The present Thakoor Bolwunt Sing receives under 
Sunnuds from Sindia and Holkar the following tunkhas 

From Sindia (No. CLXXXI.) Bupeos 4,467 0 

„ Holkar (No. CIiXXII.) „ 112 8 

Total, Rupees 4,609 8 

These Sunnuds are not attested or endorsed by any British officer, nor 
do they expressly state that the settlements were ciTected at the desire 
of the British Government. But it has been tBe practice of the Agent 
to the Governor General to grant the Tliakoor u perwannah to enable 
him to realise the tuukha from Sindia’s local officials. No perwannah 
however is granted for the tunkhas from Holkar. 

The Thakoor also receives a tunkha of Rupees 4,570 from the 
two Chiefs of Dewas. No Sunnuds for this tunkha are produced, but 
the Thakoor holds a copy of a letter (No. CLXXXIII.) from Mr. P. 

Johnston relating to the payment. 

Bulwunt Sing holds under Sunnuds from Sindia five hundred 
beegahs of land in pergunnah Tonk, and the village of Moormia in 
pergunnah Oonchode at a quit-rent of Rupees 201. He also holds 
under a Sunnnd from Holkar six beegahs of luam land in pergunnah 
Indore. But those grants arc not guaranteed. * 

6. PaiAarea.—'Bhoem Sing, hrother of Zalim Sing of Karodia, 
obtained the village of Pathiu-ca in the pergunnah of Oouchodo from 
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MEDIATIZED Sambhajec Bao Angria on a quit-rent of Rupees 701. The engage- 
CHiEPS^ ment (No. CLXXXIV.) is guaranteed, and the Tliakoor is bound to 
indara Central render service and to pay the quit-rent by two instalments. The 
Aseney. pregent Thakoor is Oonkar Sing. His family house is in Karodia. 

6. Bhmgong .* — This settlement was mediated by Major Henley 
and granted 

From Sindia (No. CliXXXF.) ... ... Rupees 1,484 

Holkar(No. CLXXXVI.) ... 66 

The original recipient was Nahal Sing, the father of Mookund Sing 
and grandfather of Ilameer Sing, the present Chief. Mookund Sing 
also received from Sindia a grant of thirty-six villages in Hurda and 
llinjia, subject to a payment of Rupees 1,001. No copy of the 
engagement is forthcoming; but on the cession of the districts under 
the Treaty of 1860, the tunkha would become payable to the British 
Government. 

7. SingAana .'^ — This settlement was mediated by Major Henley 
who admitted a claim to Rupees 352, vb.— 

From Sindia (No. OLXXXV.) ... ... Rupees 210 

„ Holkor (No. CLXXXVl.) ... ... „ 112 

The claim on Sindia, was transferred to the British Government with the 
Ilurda district. Only Rupees 56 arc now paid os Ilolkar’s share. 

Anoop Sing with Whom the settlement was made was succeeded by 
Bukhtawur Sing, the i)resent Chief. Anoop Sing also received a grant of 
three villages from Mookund Sing of Dhungong through the mediation 
of the British Government. No copy of the engagement is procurable ; 
but the tenure was only for life. 

8. Baee .% — According to the settlement made by Sir John Malcolm 
in 1819, Furbut Sing and Rughoonath Sing were to maintain the security 
of the Simrol Pass, and to receive the taxes on merchandize levied in 
Alia Bui’s time. The Sunnud (No. CLXXXVII.) held by the family 
is to this effect. In conformity with this document the zemindars held

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25 beegahs of inam land and tbe village of Earinda on a quit-rent ofHEnunzBS 
Bnpees SO. But it appears that in lieu of the taxes on merchandize the 
zemindars now get a cash payment of Rupees 750, and pay to tbe Indore CfenJ™! 
Durbar an annual sum of Rupees 52-10 on account of sirdesmookee dues. 

The Durbar have no documents to show when this new settlement was 
efiected and by whose mediation. The present Thakoor is Haree Sing. 

9. Ma^ne .* — ^The settlement of the Taiza Turweo’s claim was effected 
by Sir John Malcolm on 25th January 1819. Tlie Ilolkar State agreed 
to entertain in its service seven of the Turwee's adherents and to give 
him two villages on rent, subject after the seventh year to a payment 
of one Rupee per bcegah on condition that the Turwee made no further 
collections on passengers and goods between Mhow and Jaum, and was 
responsible for all robberies, &c. 

• No copy of this engagement is forthcoming, but the Indore Durbar 
have produced an engagemeut (No. CLX XXVIII.) written by Kaisha 
Fairaa and Ajha, the nephews of Taiza Turwee, whereby they bind 
themselves to enter the service of the Durbar and to hold themselves 
responsible for the protection of the country within certain limits. The 
Durbar state that for this service they get Ru]>oos 50 a month direct 
from the Durbar treasury. The circumstances under which the settle- 
ment of Sir John Malcolm was modified arc not clearly ascertained. 

The present Chiefs arc Oomaidia aud Lalchnnd. 

10. Dhaiora Kunjara ,^ — This settlement was effected by Sir John 
Malcolm and was similar to the above settlement with the Taiza 
Turwee of Mayne. No copy of the engagement is forthcoming; but 
an engagement (No. CLXXXIX.) is furuLslicd by the Indore Durbar 
under which Rupees 55 a mouth arc granted as remuneration fur the 
protection of the roads between Simrol Ghat and Sigwar. 

The Durbar also state that Mahariijuli llareo Rao Ilolkar granted an 
additional allowance of Rujk:cs 25 a month for some other service to 
be performed by the recipient, thus making the total cash payment 
Rupees 80 monthly, exclusive of certain dues levied hy the Turwee 
from passengers and on merchandize.

JnJore Central n. Ragoogurh (Detoat .) — With Thakoor Zalim Sing an engage- 
Agency, CXC.) was mediated by Sir John Malcolm under wliich 

he held nine villages from Tookajee Bao Puar of Dewas subject to 
an annual payment of Rupees 2,887-8, and eleven villages from Aniind 
Rao Fuar for which he paid Rupees 4,287-8 a year. He was succeeded 
by his son Dowlut Sing who rebelled in 1857, for which his estates were 
confiscated by Dewas at the request of the Agent to the Governor 
General. Subsequently in 1859 the two Chiefs of Dewas granted to 
his family a yearly allowance of Rupees 1,500 ; but this grant is 
not guaranteed. 

The Thakoor Dowlut Sing also held the village of Burkhera under 
Sindia on quit-rent of Rupees 250 a year. This grant also was resumed 
during the mutinies, but was restored to the sons of the Thakoor on 
the 23rd April 1860 under a Sunnud signed by Maharajah Jyajoe 
Rao Sindia. This grant is not guaranteed. 

12. Kaglha . — By an engagement (No. CLXXIII.) mediated by 
Captain Borthwick in 1818, iho Thakoor receives Rupees 1,1'27 a year 
from the two Chiefs of Dewas. The present Thakoor is Sheodaii Sing, 
son of Doorjuu Lai. 

13. Khunee Jhalgrla . — Under an eng.agement (No. CLXXTII.) 
Thakoors Suroop Sing and Futteh Sing received annually Rupees 225 
from Tookajee Rao Puar of Dewas. The present Thakoors are Motec 
Sing, son of Suroop Sing, and Dotar Sing, son of Futteh Sing. Motec 
Sing also receives Rupees 1,750 from Sindia. 

14. Poougkat .* — Piem Sing received a tuukha of Rupees 112 from 
Sindia. No copy of this engagement can be found. He also received 
(No. CXCI.) a grant of Poonghat and twelve villages from Sindia 
subject to an annual payment of Rupees 401. This claim was transferred 
to the British Government on the cession of Hurda and Hindia by 
Sindia. lie also received (No. CXCII.) a tuukha of Rupees 32 from 
Sindia.

above should be collected. All duties must be levied according to the cimctii.

B II OPAL AGENCY. 

Unseii this Agency^ besides many Chiefs whose relations with 
their immediate suzerain have been mediated and guaranteed by the 
British Government, there are three petty Chiefships, Koorwai, Mahomod- 
gurh, and Basowda, immediately dependent on the British Government 
itself. The Political Agent has also charge of isolated districts belonging 
to Sindia,* * * § Holkar,t TonkjJ and Dewas.^ 

Chieja immediate?^ dependent on tJie Britigh Goveruinent. 

1. Koorwai. — ^This petty Cliiefsbip sufTered great spoliation at the 

hanu^ both of the Mahrattas and Piiidarees. The Chief pays no tribute 
or tunkha to any State, and holds no formal guarantee. The present 
Chief is Nawab Nujjuff Mahomed Khun. The area of Koorwai is 16d 
square miles ,■ the population ; and the revenue Rupees 76,000. , 

2. Mahomedgurh was originally part of Koorwai, and was given 
us a portion to a youngei: sou. It pays no tribute to any State. The 
present Chief is lIuHz Kooli Khan. The area is BO square miles; the 
l>opulutiou 4,000 ; and the revenue Rupees 7,000. 

3. Bagowda. — This Chiefship is an oflhhoot of Mahomedgurh. In 
1817 it was seized by Siudia, but was restored by order of the British 
Government, and all connection with Gwalior has since ceased. It pays 
no tribute. 

The xircscnt Chief Usud AH Khan was at one time virtual minister 
of Bhopal. lie was removed to Benares for 10 years on account of

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Ilia intrigues in favour of Duatageer, t^e illegitimate claimant of the ugdiatikbd 
succeasion in Bhopal. He was releaae^in 1858 on payment of a fine of 
Rupees 25,000. During his absence the State was managed by his eldest 
Bon. The area of Basowda is 68 square miles ; the population 5,000 ; 
and the revenue Rupees 7,000. 

Mediatised and guaranteed Chiefehipe. 

1. Rajguri . — Tlie power of the Oomuts, an inferior class of Raj- 
poots, was established in the district known as Oomutivarra about a 
century agfo by two brothers named Mohun Sing and Pursram, who 
assumed the titles of Rawut and Dewan and made a division of their 
possessions, the Rawut retaining five villages in excess of the portion 
of the Dewan as an acknowledgment of his superior birthright. Out of 
this division arose the separate Chicfiihips of Rujgurh and Nursingnrh. 

On the Mahratta conquest of Malwa the Oomuts were compelled to 
submit in common with other States, but they appear to have obtained 
much easier terms. The Rawut became tributary to Sindia and the 
Dewan to Ilolkar. Tribute was imposed on each in equal proportions. 

The amount appears to have varied between Rupees 65,000 and Rupees 
85,000, 

In 1818 the Chief in possession of Rajgurh was Newul Sing, who 
succeeded to the Cliicftuincy by the assassination of his brother. On 
the introduction of the British authority into Central India, the media- 
tion of the British Government was exercised to etfoct an arrangement 
for the payment of the tribute due to Sindia. Tulluiu and several other 
villages were made over to Sindia^ in payment of all his claims against the 
Rawut, and a written agreement (No. CXCIII.) was executed giving 
to the British Government alone the right to mediate in the affairs 
of the principality. Another agreement (No. CXCIV.) was mediated 
between the Rawut and the Fuars of Dewas for the settlement of 
the Rawut’s claims on the district of Sarungpore. These claims were 
to a share in the land revenue amounting in some villages to a fourth and 
in others to a third, a corresponding share in the sayer and transit duties, 
and an indefinite proportion of rent-free lands in every village. The 
chiims on the land revenue were commuted to an annual* payment of 
Bhopal Rupees 4,101, and the other claims to a payment of Rupees 1,001. 
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HBDiATizBD In 1831 the Bawut Newul Sing committed suicide and was succeeded 
cBtESs. ^ jjy. IjJjj tlig present Rawut^ Motee Sing. At his urgent entreaty 

Sindia restored Tullain on the condition (No. CXCV.) that he would 
Agmey. former tribute of Rupees 85,000. 

In 1846, in consequence of the mismanagement of Motee Sing, 
the British Government interfered to settle the administration of Rajgurh, 
which was ostensibly undertaken by Koke Sing, the uncle of the Chief, 
aided by RamloU as Dewan, who indeed was the virtual manager. The 
latter, in November 1847, accidentally lost his life, and the territory 
was then placed under the management of an officer subordinate to 
the Political Agent at Bhopal. The Chicfship was restored to Motee 
Sing in 1856, free of debt, on the express understanding that the revenue 
leases which had been made for twenty years should be maintained. 

The present revenue is rather more than two lakhs per annum, 
of which Ghunderee Rupees 85,000 are paid to Sindia on account of 
Tullain. The Rawut also pays Rupees 1,050 of the Kotah currency 
to the Jhallawar Rajah for Kaleepcit. He receives from Sindia Halee 
Rupees 3,187 annually. Reports of crime are furnished to the Poli- 
tical Agent through whom also the tribute to Sindia is paid. The 
payments from Sindia and Dewas to the Rawut are made direct and 
not through the Political Agent. No deductions ore made from the 
payments. 

2. Nvrsin^urh, — Tffis Chiefship pays a tribute of Bhopal Rupees 
85,000 to Holkar under the mediation (No. CXCYI.) of the British 
Government. The Chief receives a tunkha of Halee Rupees 1,200 
from Sindia, and another of Rupees ^101 from Dewas under British 
mediation (No. CXCIY.]. The present Chief Hunwunt Sing is about 59 
years of age. He maintains a military force Sf 200 horse and 700 
infantry. The revenue of the Chiefship is about Rupees 3,25,000 and 
the expenditure about Rupees 2,50,000 a year. The tunkhas are 
received and paid through the Political Agent, and no deductions are 
made from them. In his administration the Chief is directly subor- 
dinate to the Political Agent. 

3. Khikhe^pore. — On the death of Dewan Doorjun Sal of Xilchee- 
pore in 18 Id, his mother and widow placed in power a youth named 
Bulwunt Sing, whose claim to the succession was inferior to that of

The different claimants appealed to the Gwalior Durbar who requested - 

that the case might be decided by the British Government. Amau ■®*'!**^ 
Sing was proved to be the nearest heir^ but as he was at deadly feud 
with the other branches of the family, it was decided (No. CXCVII.) 
that his infant son Sher Sing should succeed under the nominal 
supremacy of the elder Ranee. On this occasion the Gwalior Durbar 
voluntarily remitted the nuzzerana which they were entitled to claim. 

Dewan Sher Sing pays a tribute of Halee Rupees 13,138 to Sindia 
(No. CXGVIII.) through the Political Agent at Bhopal. 

The area of Khileheepore is square miles ; the population 35,500 ; 
and the revenue Rupees 83,317. 

4. Laratout. — In 1818 this petty Chiefship was granted (No. 

CXCIX.) under the mediation of the British Government to Vittul Rao 
Fuar. The deed conferred on the grantee the shares of Dhar and Dewas 
in the district of Soondcrsec. In 1834, on the death of Vittal Rao 
Puar, the succession of his son Madho Rao was not disputed ; but when 
the latter died in 1849, leaving illegitimate sons only, the estate was 
claimed as a lapse by Dhar. The Government of India however decided 
that it was an escheat to the British Government, but continued the estate 
for life to the eldest illegitimate son Ramchundcr Rao, the present Chief, 
subject to an annual payment of Rupees 1,000. This decision was not 
supported by the Home Government who decided that, if the estate was 
an escheat, it lapsed to Dhar and Dewas, to which States the annual pay- 
ment should therefore be made. The estate is continued for the life of 
Bamchunder Rao under the joint Sunnnd (No. CC.) of the Dhar and 
Dewas Durbars. The tribute is paid in the following proportions >

6. Patharee , — This Chieftaincy was through the mediation of the 
British Government (No. CCI.) restored to Ilyder Mahomed K.hau who 
vou IV. 3 T 
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HSDUTizEO had been deprived of it bj Sindia. The present Nawab Abdool Enrreem 
OHIEE8. sncoeeded his lather Hyder Mahomed Khan in 1861. 

Bhop<a g^fgg gf Patharee is 22 square miles; the population 6,000 ; 

Av«nctf. tevenuc which was Bupees 7,000 has since the mutinies declined 

to Rupees 8,000. 

6. Jffra JSurMera .* — Thakoor Bnlwuut Sing receives under a set- 
tlement (No. GCII.) made with Neerbha Sing in 1818 a tnnkha of 
Bupees 300 from Eoorwaif through the Political Agent. He holds a 
grant of twelve viUages in Sindia's territory, and pays annually Bupees 
1,001 as quit-rent direct to Sindia. The family also held the grant of 
28 villages in the Seronje district under British recognition, but these 
as well as the grant from Sindia were confiscated for the rebellion of 
Chuttersaul, the predecessor of Bulwunt Sing. The Sunnuds were lost 
during the rebellion. The vUlages from Sindia’s territory were however 
restored in July 1859. In his administration the Thakoor is subordinate 
to the Political Agent alone.

In his administration the Thakoor is subordinate to the Political 
Agent.

The conditions of the tunkha and the feudal relations of the Tliakoor are 
the same as in No. 7 Dubla Dheer. Motee Sing also holds a village 
in Shujawulpore under British guarantee (No.» CCXIL) on a quit-rent 
of Bupecs 700. 

Oodiijee, with whom the engagements were made in 1818, was 
succeeded by his son Joqjar Sing on whose death in 1B£8 the Political 
Agent in Bhopal, without reference to Government, recognized os his 
successor Motee Sing whom the widow had adopted, and 'assigned 
Bupees 3,100 of the tunkha to Motee Sing and the remainder to the 
widow. The young Thakoor fell into debt, and Sir B. Hamilton, the 
Agent to the Governor General, of his own authority reduced the widow’s 
allowance to Bupees GOO, and assigned the other Bupees 900 for payment of 
the debts. But it was ruled that, although the original assignment to the 
widow in 1828 had not received the sanction of Government, still, as it 
had been enjoyed for more than twenty years, it should not have been

Tlic tunkha is held on the same conditions as in No. 7 Dubla Dheer, 
and the relations of the tunkhadar to the feudal lord arc the same. The 
Dhar State deducts one Rupee from its tunkha. The original tunkhadar 
was Khosal Sing. Ills sou Isree Sing was succeeded by an adopted 
son Koomair Sing, who was convicted of murder and forfeited his tunkha. 
It was continued however to his adoptive mothe^ Thakooraneo Soolunknee 
till her death. The right of succession to it is now under discussion. 

15. Kaknrkheree . — Tliakoor Lall Sing holds under an agreement 
(No. CCXII.) mediated in 1831 and guaranteed by the British 
Government a village in Slinjavrulpore on a quit-rent of Rupees 175 
subject to a deduction of 2 per cent, or Rupees 3-8 on the transfer 
of the pergunnah to Sindia. He also receives (No. CCXXIll.) a 
tunkha of Rupees 800. His feudal relations are the same as No. 7 
Dubla Dheer. 

16. Sootalea . — The jagbiredar, Sheodhan Sing, pays under the 
British guarantee (No. CCXXIY.) a tunkha of Rupees 3,400 to the 
Chief of Rajgurh in which State he holds a lease of twelve villages. 
The present jaghiredar succeeded by adoption to Mukund Sing, son 
of Bulwunt Sing, with whom the original settlement was made.

17. Jahria BAeel..—Oa the Bettlement of Malwa, Bigan Khan,* 
brother of the notorious Pindaree Cheetoo, was allowed to settle at 
Ooruckpore on an annual pension of Souat Rupees 8,600. A few years 
afterwards he was allowed to return to Malwa, and his pension was 
commuted to an assignpent. (No. CCXXV.) of land in Shujawulpore 
for his life. The grant consisted of a jaghire of three villages, 
Peepliauuggur, Khajooria, and Jahria Bheel, and an istumraree farm of 
Doogree and Juhree at a rent of Rupees 500. He was afterwards 
assured in 1825 that, in consideration of his past good conduct, and 
if he should continue hy similar good conduct to merit the indulgence, 
the circumstances of his family would receive favourable consideration 
alter his death. 

Accordingly on the death of Rajun Ehan in 1831, and the subse- 
quent transfer of Shujawulpore to Sindia, the Gwalior Durbar were 
required to respect the grant to this family. The estate was divided 
among his five sons; Raj Bnksh receiving Jahria Bheel and Juhree; 
Elahec Buksh, Khajooria; Madur Buksh, Doogree; and Mukdoom 
Buksh and Ruheem Buksh receiving Peeplianuggur. All these brothers 
are alive and in possession of their respective shares except Elahee 
Buksh who died in 1859, and was succeeded hy his posthumous son 
Kurm Buksh. Daring the minority of Kurm Buksh the estate of 
Khajooria is managed by the Political Agent at Bhopal. 

18. Ga^ronee .^ — On the decline of the Mogul power in Malwa a 
Rahtore Rajpoot from Marwar ohtmned possession of Zeeraporc Machel- 
pore which he held till the conquest of Malwa hy the Mahrattas when 
his possessions fell to the share of Holkar, Being dispossessed, he 
commenced plundering the country with such efiect as to compel Holkar 
to grant to him Gagpnnee and several adjacent villages. With his 
descendant, Thakoor Rughonath Sing, a settlement (No. CCXXVI.) was 
mediated in 1820 by which the villages were confirmed to him subject 
to a payment of Rupees 1,500 a year. 

On the death of Rughonath Sing, the legitimacy of his eldest son, 
Futteh Sing, was disputed. His dmms were eventually set aside, and 
a younger son, Sooruj Mull, was recognized. Sooruj Mull died on

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24,th Jane ] 882, living- no children and without adopting an heir. As MEDUTigHD 
there was no legitimate heir of Rughonath Sing living, the Thakoorate 
lapsed to Holkar who settled on the widow and mother of Sooruj Mull Bhopal 
an annual allowance of Rupees 1,800 for life. i}«ney. 


The engagements with the following Chiefs under the Bhopal 
Agency, who are stated in Malcolm’s Report on Malwa to have received 
guarantees, have not been procured:— 

19. Koonwur Chaen This Chief is said to have received 

a tunkha of Rupees 6,201 from Sindia and Bhopal; but this is a 
mistake. He received Rupees 5,101 from the district of Sarung^orc 
which belong^ to Dewas, and Rupees 1,200 from Siudia’s district of 
Shujawulpore, making in all Rupees 6,301. Chaen Sing was killed 
at Sehore and was succeeded by his cousin. 

20. Bulvount This Chief received four half-assessed villages 

in the Bairsea district which he subsequently resigned ; and five villages 
in jaghire from Bhopal, viz,, Chanda'wur, Ghawur, Mugurdhee Burra, 
Mugurdhee Chota, and Maupoora. He was succeeded in the jaghire by 
his son Goordun Sing who had three sons, Gopal Sing, Bhowanee Sing, 
and Sooruj Mull. Gopal Sing rebelled in 1857, and the jaghire is now 
held by Bhowanee Sing. * 

21. lutchmun Sing and Ime Sing-X — These two Chiefs were cousins, 
and held seven half-assessed villages in Bairsea which they afterwards 
relinquished with exception of one village, Jbeeniia. They also held 
in Bhopal a jaghire of three villages, viz., Atcheroe, Rawutkhera, and 
Mowakhera. Lutchmun Sing was succeeded by his younger brother Zalim 
Sing, and he by his son Bhereesaul. Isree Sing was succeeded by his son 
Sheo Sing who, dying childless, was succeeded by his cousin Bholajee. 

22. Salim Sing .^ — ^This Chief held Paproil in jaghire from Kilchee* 
pore. His son Umi Sing succeeded him.

Whereaa from old a determined tunkha or tribute has been paid 
to the Maharajah Alijah Soubadar Dowlut Rao Sindia Pahadoor by 
Riijghur, and whereas for two or three years past this tribute has not 
been regularly discharged and above Rupees 16,000, due on account of 
the present year, are still unpaid, I have now of my own accord and 
pleasure (in order that the tribute may henceforth be liquidated, and 
that no cause of delay or dispute may exist) resolved to separate and 
assign villages of Rajghur, according to a schedule herewith annexed, to 
the kamaisdar of Atmaram Punth in order that the tribute to the 
Maharajah may be realized from the revenues of these villages, and 
that no caiise of blame or shadow of claim may in future exist ; and 
through my desire to please the Maharajah I have separated the after- 
mentioned villages and made them over, along with the sayer and rights 
of every description thereunto attached, to the kamaisdar of Atmaram 
Punth from the commencement of the Fuslee year 1227, and I will 
not in any manner hereafter interfere with them or their inhabitants. 

And whereas the abovementioned villages are generally much out 
of cultivation, and possessing but a stinted population, the expense of 
management and sebundee will be great, the same must be provided 
from their revenue; for with this or any other claim respecting them 
I have henceforth no concern. And whatever omissions of tribute there 
may have been on my part previous to the year 1826, 1 consider myself 
absolved from the same in consequence of the present cession. 

I hereby under the foregoing considerations also agree to resign 
all claim to those sums on account of tunkha, bhet, &c., which, through 
the favour of the Maharajah, my ancestors and I have been in the habit 
of receiving from the peigunnabs of Shujawulpore and Shajehanpore. 

And whereas by concluding this agreement I have conformed to the 
pleasure of the Maharajah Powlut Rao Sindia, as well as provided in 
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future for the regular payment of the tankha and obviated all i>auses hediatizbd 

of complaint hereafter on either side, the Maharajah accordingly has 

graciously restored and confirmed to me the remaining part of my CXCIII- 
possessions (including the fort of Bajgurh) which had been attached in Rajgvrft- 
consequence of the delays and subterfuges that had occurred in the 
payment of the tribute.
